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Lynn in the Revolution 

lii'KKAnh:, John, —SDH of John nnd Mrhitiihle (Siirgeiil) Biirrage was born 
November 23, 1730. lie lived on the Common, near Park Street, in 
A large, two-story, slant-roofed house. This was the homestead of 
three generations of Burriages, a family which owned nearly four liun- 
drcd acres of land in Lynn. Deac«m John, the Revolutionary soldier, 

whose father was also called *' Deacon 
^^ John," died in Lynn, June 30, 1780, 

^r^ probably immarried, and is buried in 
the old Western Burial Ground, where 
hi.s grave is marked by a Revolutionary marker of the S. A. R. lie held 
I he town ofliccs of warden and treasurer for a series of years. His will 
on file in the probate records gives liis estate at the current rate of ex- 
change as X] 34,763. This is a good illustration of the tremendous 
depreciation of the Continental currency, inasmuch as the real value 
of the estate in hard money was but ^2,24G. 

At the time of the Revolutionary War there w*ere fourteen able-bodied 
men of the name of Rurriage, descendants of John Burroge who settled 
ill Charlcstown in 1037, and of these ten were borne on the rolls of the 
.wldiers of the Revolution. William, a cousin of Deacon John, moved 
from Lynn in 1707, and scrvo<l from the town of licominsler. The 
olhcT.s bcloiigcfl in oilier towns. The service of Deacon John Jiurrage, 
so far as is known, was only that which he performed on the 19th of 
April, 1775, when he marcheil from Lynn in the company of Captain 
Rnfiis Mansfield, lie is cretliled with two days' service. 

liiiRKiTj., Aldkn, — probably son of Samuel and Anna (Alden) Burrill, was 
liorn in 1753. lie married in September, 1782, Elizabetli llammet, of 
Boston. In 1825, while living at Salem, he made application for a 
|>ension, and in his affidavit states that he marched in April, 1777, to 
Ticonderoga, and served, as did his brother El)enezer, through the Bur- 

goyno campaign, and during the two

•AyC^C£yy^(/^1^/l/tA//^ Point. In 1780 he was at headquarters 

at Morristown, N.J., where he was 
disfhargr«l willi his bnilhcr on Ihc (»th of Mnn'li. The MiussachusctU 
n>lls also give the name of Alden Burrill among those who served from 
Lynn, at Concord battle and elsewhere. It is not unlikely that he was 
in the company of Captain Farrington with his brother Ebenezer, whose 
nge was very near his own. Both Alden and Ebenezer lived in Lynn 
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at the time uf the wur. From 18i:i to 1818 he wus in the lumber and 
lime business in Salem. His |>ensic>n whs not allowed at the time that 
he maile application, but was grante<l to his children in 18;>1, at the 
rate of $^40 \>er year, from March 4, 1831, to December 14, 1831, the 
time of his death. lie was buried in Salem. His wife, Elizabeth, die<l 
in Salem March ^(1, 18tU), at the age of forty-.seven. 

HnuiiiMi, Hknjamin, -private, probably .s<in of Tlu^iphilus and Mary (Hills) 
Hurrill, was Ixirn in that part of Lynn, now Swampscott, August 14, 174.). 
The venerable homestead is still standing at the corner of Essex and Hur- 
rill Streets, Swampscott, and this estate he inherited in I7})1 on the 
death of his father. Mr. Hurrill was in Captain Farringtoirs coni- 
|)any, but he saw no further service in the war so far as is known. 
A lienjamin Hurrill tlied in Lynn in 1803, letters of administration 
having been granted to his wife March ii) of that year, but nothing 
has been found to certaiidy connect him with the subject of this sketch. 

HdURiLL, Ebknkzeh, — private, j)robably son of Samuel and Anna (Alden) 
Burrill, was born in 1755. After the battle of I^^xington, in which 
he participated as a mend>er of Captain Farrington's company, he 
enlistcnl as a private in Captain John Merrill's company, Colonel John 
(■lover's 41st regimcnU an<l served eight months with (icneral Wash- 
ington's army, investing Hoston. He

da-typX </^ C4x/Y^C^U<^ Candnidge. Decnnber 45. 1775. Im- 
mediately U|M>n his discluirgc, which 
t(M>k ))lace January 1, 177(i, he again enlistcHl as a private in Captain 
Pollard*s company of artificers, was present at the cvacuatitui of Hoston 
and servcnl for .some time thereafter in guarding the city. During the 
suimner he nuirched with his company to New York, and was in the 
battles of I^)ng island. Fort Washington, and Fort Ix^e, and was then 
stationed at North Castle until Novend»er. He relrcjded across New 
Jersey with Washington's army and was in the battle of 'iVenton. 
Decend)er 4(1, 1770. Soon after he was honorably discharged and 
returm^l to I^ynn. Early in 1777, probably in March, he enlisted 
once more, this time for three years or during the war. He was assigned 
to Captain Noah Nichols's com)mny of arlilicers, and .served under 
Major Ebene/.er Stevens in (lencral Henry Knox's artillery brigade. 
With his brother Alden, who had enlisted at the same time, he marched 
for Ticonderoga, where he was stationed when the news cjime of tin- 
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iiivtisioi) of Hiir^oyiie. IJ|H)ii \hv a|>|>eiiriiiu*e of I ho HritiRh nniiy 
the gnrrisoii wns ohh'^cil to fnll hack to Alhiiiiy, iiikI Htirrill wiut in 
(he retreat. lie wius in Ihe battles preirding tlie (*}i|)ture of General 
IJurgoyne aii<l was present at the surrender, after which he was again 
stationcni at Albany. For the next two years he did <hity in ami about 
West Point, |mrtici|mting in several eiigiigeinenLs. In 1780 Jic was 
at liead(|uarters at Morristown, N.J., where he was finally disclmrge<I, 
March 0, 1780. During the almve time he was in the regiments of 
( olonel Crane and Colonel Jeduthan Baldwin. 

KlMMiezer Burrill was niarritMl by Abncr Cheever, Ksc|., January 
"ill, 178;J, to Mary Wyalt, of Salem. After their nnirriagc they reinoveil 
to Salem, where they live<l for the remainder of their lives, lie was 
pensioiRHl under the act of 1818, rec<»iving eight ihtllars |>er month from 
April 20 of lliat year until May 1, 1820, when he was drop|HHl on 
account of the alarm felt at the increiuse in the number of pensioners, 
then amounting to several thousand, lie died in Salem, May 30, 1820, 
and his wife died May 21, 1839. Tlieir children, Sarah B. Hunting and 
Ruth J J. Allen, were pensione<l in their mother's name August 2, 1852, re- 
cei\*ing the small amount which .should have l>een paid to their mother. 

On a<lescri[)livc list of oflicers and crew of the ship "Thomas," tfun- 
manded by Captain Samuel Ingcrsoll, dated Salem, August 7, 1780, 
the name of El>enezer Burrill appears. He is descnl>ed as of a light 
complexion, and his residence Lynn. The age, twenty-five years, l>eing 
the same as that of the Ebenezer here descril>e<l, might indicate that 
he was the same man. 

Bi'KiuiJj, Ebknrzku, Esq., — son of Hon. El>enezer and Martha (Earring- 
ton) Burrill, was Iwrn Febnuiry 0, 1702-03. Although not a soldier 
of the Revolution, he should be given a place anmng those of the town 
most active in forwarding the cause of independence. Being sevcnly- 
lwi» or three years of age at the time of the breaking out of the war, 
his service was that of the wise counsellor in the lime when exf>eriencx* 
and calm judgmefit were as greatly needed as youthfid enthusiasm. He 
was perhaps the oldest member then living of a prominent and influ- 
ential fninil), and his voire cnrrie<l great weight in the town mcM*lings 
of which he was clerk. Mis wife was Mary Mansfield, daughter of 
Joseph and Mary (Hart) Mansfield, to whom he was married July 29, 
1725, ami his home was at the northeast corner of Boston and Fetleral 
Streets. Calle*! one of the "Sam Adams rebels." he was on I)ecend>er 
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1, 1766, requested by his constituents to use his endeavors to procure 
the passage of an act to compensate Mr. Hutchinson and others for 
their losses in the riots of the preceding year, occasioned by tlie passage 
of the Stamp Act. He was a stanch advocate of the rights of the col- 
onies from the beginning, and entered zealously into the plans which 
they devised for assisting and protecting them. lie joined the patri- 
otic assocriulions of lite times, and was, among other things, determined 
in his opposition to the introduction of tea. On October 7, 1774, he 
was chosen a delegate from Lynn to the Provincial Congress which 
assenible<l at Sidcm to (x>iisidcr the state of public affairs. lie con- 
tinued to zealously aid the efforts of the patriots, but did not live to 
see those efforts crowned with success, his death occurring on the 20th 
of May, 1778. His service for the town and colony had been a long 
one. From 1756 to 1775 he had l>een continuously, with the excep- 
tion of a single year, town clerk, treasurer, and selectman. From 17G4 
to 1775 he had been a representative to the General Court. His grave, 
together with that of his wife who died in April, 1786, may be seen in 
the old Western Burial Ground, surrounded by those of many others 
of the name of Burrill. 

HuRRiLL, Israel, — was probably born in Saugus, and may have been a 
brother of " liong John" Burrill. The dates of his birth, marriage, 
and death are unknown. He served at the Lexington alarm, and on 
May 6 enlisted in Captain £zra Newhall's company. Colonel John 
Mansfield's regiment. He went into camp at Canibritlge, where he 
received an order for advance pay June 8. He was with his company 
at Cobble Hill during (he batlle of Bunker Hill. He a))pcars on a 
company return dateil October 6, and undoubteiliy spent the winter 
in camp at Prospect Hill. He was living in 1812, when he was granted 
letters of administration on the estate of John Burrill. 

BiiuuiLL, John,— eldest son of Kbcnczer, Ks4|., and Mary (Mansfichi) 

Burrill, was born August 29, 1726, in liynn. He was marrie<l Jan- 

^ uary 26, 1749, in Haverhill, by Rev. Ed- 

yf^jf^ ffii JJ ward Bernard, to Anne Thompson, and 

^^Oyl^ U J^^yfC/^^^ occupied for a time the old Burrill 

homestead on Tower Hill. His children 
were Anne, John (who became Colonel John), Mary, Joseph, Anne, 
Micajah, Ebenezer, Thomfison, and Sarah. He was in Captain Rufus 
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IVlnn.sfit»l<rs coinpntiy wliicli innrcliiHl ou tlic nlariii of April 19, 1775, 
siTvin* Iwo (lays, fir was drowiuMl in llic Sati^iiM Hivor, Dcnrciiibcr 
14, 17JW. His wife diwl April li*, 1708, at the age of seventy. IJotli 
are hiiriecl in llie old Western Burial C round. The grave is marked 
with the Revolutionary marker. 
Hr niiiLL, John, — son of John and Amie (Thompson) Burrill, was born in 
Lynn, Novend)er 17, 1751. He marriwl Anna Fuller, November 17, 

1774, and liveil on Tower Hill. He W}is a tailor, and had a sign over the 
fl<H>r of his house which rea<I, " John Burrill Tailor from Boston.** He 
was a minute-man and eor[)oral in Captain llufus Mansfield^s (4th) 
("ompany which marched on the alarm of April 19, 1775, service two 
days. He also enlisted in Captain Samuel King*s company, July 4, 

1775, service six months and two days, in the company stationed at Salem 
and Lvmt for the defence of the .seacoast. It is said that he bore the 
litle of colonel, by which he was distinguished in the family. lie was 
one of the lecturers and chaplain of Mount Carmel Lodge of Masons, and 
a notice in the Lvnn Mirror at the time of his death is a,s follows: "In 
Lynn, !)cccnd>cr "2, {H'H\, Col. John Burrill, agc<l 75. He was a Uevolu- 
tioiutrv patriot and a worth v citizen and an honest man. His remains 
will l>e interred with masonic honors on Monday next at 2 p.m. from 
his late residence. 'I^he relatives an<l friends of the dcceasefl with the 
masonic family in this vicinity, of which fraternity he was a dislinguisheil 
mcnd)cr, are re«piested to attend without a more particular invitation." 

His wife Amia died l>eceml>er 27, 18JW, aged seventy-nine, and both 
were burie<l in the old Burrill tomb on the Western Burial (i round. 
When the tondis were rem<ive<l, he was burie<l on Ixitus Path in Pine 
(irove Cemetery, with five c»ther Bevolutionary soldiers. 

Brnniij.. John, — sergeant, probably was son of Samuel and Anna (Alden) 
Burrill and brother to ElnMiezer and Alden, although it is a matter of 
some difficultv to accuratelv place the four John Burrills who served 
in the Revolution from Lynn. Two were in the company of Ca[>tain 
Uufus Mansfield, and one in that of C-aptain David Parker, of Saugus. 
The subject of this sketch was probably the one married December 26, 
177(J, bv Rev. John Treadwell, t<i Hannah T/indsev, and whose children 
were Ann, Abigail, Samuel, and John. His only service in the war was 
in response to the TiCxington alarm. He die<l June 4, 1804, and was 
buried in the old Western Burial Ground, where a bronze marker and 
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marble stone were erected to liis memory in 1003. AUlen Durrill was 
appointed administrator of liis estate, wliich was situated on Marble- 
head Road, or Essex Street. 

BuRRiLL, John, — called "J>ong John,*' from his great height, lived where 
his ancestors had lived, upon the old Burrill farm, southeast of the llitch- 
ings house. The ohi house, o<hl in ap|>earance for that locality, may 
still he seen by the angler and lM)atman upon the upper waters of 
Prankcr's Pond, standing east of the turnpike, towards Saugus Centre. 
Where or when he was born is not known. lie was a farmer and shoe- 
maker, and went with his neighbors in Captain Parker's company when 
the alarm rang out on the morning of .April 10, 1775. It is possible that 
this was the John who was married in Chelsea, June 7, 17(i(, by Rev. 
Phillips Payson, to Anne Tuttle, although this cannot be prove<l. Letters 
of administration were granted on his estate, June 1, 181^i, to Israel 
Burrill, probably his brother. The inventory, made after the fashion 
of those days by his neighl>ors. Lieutenant Nathan Ilawkes, Richard 
AIans6eld, and Jonathan Makepeace, showeil that he had seven and a 
half acres of tillage, and ten acres calle<l the 'Miomcstead," two sicros 
of wooilland in the "six hundreil acres,*' so calle<l, near Nathan 
Ilawkes's land, about two and a half acres of wtxKlland near a road lead- 
ing from Daniel Ilitc;hings*s to Benjamin WilsoiTs, etc. His real cslair 
amounted to $704. If he were married, his wife had died previously. 
He is buried in the old cemetery at Saugus Centre, and his grave was 
nuirkcnl in lOO.i by a marble stone and bronxe marker of the S. A. U. 

BuuuiLL, Joseph, — private, son of John and Anne ('i'hompson) liurrill, 
was born in Lynn, probably in the old homestead on Tower Hill, Febru- 
ary 13, 175G. His father, also a soldier of the Revolution, was s(ui of 
Ebenezer Burrill, Esq., the patriotic town clerk of Lynn and mcnd>cr of 
tlie General Court, and his greiit-grand father was Hon. Ebenezer 
Burrill, son of Lieutenant John and grandson of (leorge Bmrill, the 
first of the name in Lynn. The story of the service of Jo.scph Uurrill 
in the Revolution has hap|>ily l>een preserved. In his (ild age he applied 
for a pension, and filed with his a[)plication in the Pension Office is his 
own story as he related it to his attorney. From this story the following 
facts arc gathered: Joseph Burrill became a minute-man in Captain 
Ezra NewhalFs company a week before the battle of Lexington, and 
man^hed with his company to the Boston and Conconl highway, where 
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he met the Urilish on the return. The inuRler-n>ll of (^nptnin Ncwlmll's 
(*oni)mny tlnvs not give Mr. Hiirriirs iiiinie, but there would seem to 
be no doubt that his name should appear with the rest. On April 20, 
1775, he enlisted as a private in Captain Ezra Newhall's company. 
Colonel John Mansfield's regiment, and marched to Cambridge, where 
he rcnuiiiied until the 17th of June. On that eventful day lie marched 
with his company to Clmrlestown Neck, where, he says, he was pre- 
vented from going into the battle by the British ships and batteries. 
After the battle the company marched to Prospect Hill, where it re- 
mained alx>ut a month and then went into quarters on Winter Hill, 
renuiining there until discharged, January 1, 1776. Private Burrill re- 
lurnc<l to liVnii, but the mnrtinl spirit was strong, and he again enliste<l 
October 1, 1770, in Captain John Pool's company, Colonel Coggswell's 
regiment, nuirching at once from Lynn to a place called the "Saw 
Pills," ncnr the city of New York. His company, being engaged in 
scouring the woods, arrived at White Plains the 3()th of October, just 
after the battle had closc<l. It then marche<l to North Castle, where it 
rcnuiiiiiMl unlil January 1, 1777. Here Burrill wius discharged, four hun- 
dre<l miles from home, in the dead of winter, and with clothing scarcely 
sufficient to protect him on his long walk back to I^ynn. Nothing 
dauntnl, h«»wevrr, he turned hi.s fare homeward, and arrivc^l in Jjytm in 
alnnit three weeks. In the following summer, news came of the march 
of (icneral Burgoyne and his army from Canada. Burrill at once went 
to Ix'xington and enlisted for the third time, marching in Captain 
Samuel Farrar's comj)any. Colonel Reed's regiment, for New York. 
The regiment went out by way of Worcester and Hadley, to North- 
ampton, an<l through Bennington to Saratoga, where it arrive<l in time 
to engage in the battles [>receding the capture of Burgoyne, and to be 
present at the surrender. After the latter event Burrill was detaile<l ivs 
one of the guards lo aci'ompany the dcfeatcMl army to Candiridge. After 
a UmUous march of many days he arrived at Winter Hill, Novendjer 7, 
where he was given a verbal discharge, ancl again he returned to Lynn. 
Alx)Ut 1780 Jose))h Burrill went to Haverhill, where he marriecl 
lA'dia Mnlliken. After her death he married, seiHind, December 17, 
17f)l, her sisler, Susannah Mulliken, born in Haverhill, July 1, 177.'5. 
He bought a house on Pecker Street, and there his children, John,Su.san, 
Mary, Ann, Josef)li, Lydia, Harriet, Emily, and »Sarah were born. 
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In a aeardi for (»niiecliiig links witli this Uand of heroes of the llevo- 
lution tliere was found in the city of C^auiliridge one of tlie two sur- 
iiiing diibiren of tlie okl iiatriol, lifn«. Ssirah (Rurrill) Sstwtcllp. Pos- 
sessed of all Im^ faculties, hrigiit awl aiHive at tlie a«^- of eij^ity-seveu, 
slie |>leawtntly related tlie story of Iry father's life as she liad lieani 
it fniiii libi own li|is. She said tliat Iter fatlMT wsis a soldier in tlie aniiy 
<»f Waslungton, and tliat, in so far as slie liad lieen able to learn, her 
sister Harriet, aged ninety-three, and lierself were the oidy children 
Hving of any of the soldiers who had served from Lynn in the Revo- 
lutionary War. Although her father had been born one hundred and 
forty-eight years before, she could reineiiil>er liini well, luning lieen 
liom when lie was sii^y-one years of age, and lietng nineteen years 
old when he died. She said tliat she liad often heani frc»in him 
tlie story of his connection with the Uevolution, for he would gather 
the children around the fireside and tell them «>f his ex|>crieiice. lie 
was in the fight of the 19tli of April, and had followetl the liritish 
all the way back to Boston. lie said that he counted many red-<*oats 
tliat day lying where they had fallen along the mad. U|N>n his Innng 
iLsked if he lia«l ever killml a Hritish soldier, he always n*|>lictl that, 
if he hadn't, he had tricti to. He told them of Washington whom he 
hiul seen in caimp for many months, and of the siifrerings fnun hunger 
and cold which were sometimes very great, but that he had felt that he 
wiis fighting for freedom and therefore had not minded them. He 
was very |»roii«l of his e\|>erieiicv. She said that her father %%'as a 
tall, straight man and rather slender, that he was always smooth- 
Hhaven and wore his hair in the old-fashioned queue ^vith a large 
black Ih>w, which it was one of her early duties to tie. She remem- 
Intc*! well his aiiiK^araiK-e in kniHr-bnts'lies and with .silver bnckh^s on 
his shoes. 

ft wtis on the ;25th of May, 18.S^, that .)ose|>h liurrill made applica- 
tion for a jiension under the act of 188!^, and his |>etition was grante<l. 
He was |>eiisioned at the rate of t^'i.^i ]>er year and received $86.44 
back pay. His death occurred in Haverhill at the advanceil age of 
eiglity-<me. His wife dieil August i?7, 18:il. They are buried in the 
old cemetery at Haverhill, where black slate stones mark their graves.

sentative to the (ieneral Court 1780-83; and on the committee to sup- 
ply the families of soldiers gone to the war, hut not himself a soldier. 

He marriefl Anna Alden. daughter of John and Anna (Brame) Alden. 
Iler molher, as wi(K>w Amia,nuirri(Hl Henry Burchstead. Samuel Burrill 
died May 3, 1707. His wife died Decendier 10, 1795, aged seventy-four. 

BriiitiiiL, TiiKoiMiiM'.s,— private, son of Theophilus and Mary (Hills) 
Burrill, was Inirn October 30, 1740, in the Burrill homestead, still stand- 
ing at the corner of Essex and Burrill Streets, Swam|xscott. He was a

Benjamin, Theophilus, Frederic, Benjamin, Bulh, Mary, and Jsaiah. 

Theophilus Burrill, one of the neighlH)rs of AI)ednego llamsdell, 
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was with the latter when he was killed on tlie afternoon of April 11), 
1775, being a member with him of Captain Farrington's company. 

Upon the arrival of Biirgoyne's captured army at Cumhridge, lie 
enlisted, November 11, 1777, as a private in Captain Miles Green- 
wood's company. Colonel Jacob Gerrislfs regiment of guards, and 
did duty at Winter Hill until April 3, 1778, when he was discharged. 

The home of Mr. Hurrill after his marriage was still the house in 
which he was l>orn, and this substantial building was gayly decorated 
with flags on the occasion of the celebration, in 1002, of the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the incorporation of the town of Swampscott. His death 
occurred shortly after the Uevolutioii, although the dale has not l>ccn 
found. Tradition says that he died in the fall of the year, and that 
his wife died the following spring. They are probably buried in the 
old Western Burial Ground. 

Bux'i'ON, Stephen. — Although this name appears repeatedly in the Lynn- 
field town records, it is probable that his Revolutionary service was 
with the Heading men. Little is known of him. The Massachusetts 
rolls give the following record: — 

IVivalc, Captain John Ihuthollcr^s coiiipaiiy of niinulc-nirn, CoUnid 
Kbenezcr Bridge's regiment, which marched on the alarm of April IS), 
1775; also Ca[)tain Bachcller's company, (-oloncl Bridge's regiment; 
muster-roll dated August 1, 1775; service, three months, fourteen days; 
also company return date<l Cambridge camp, September !^5, 1775. 

('Ai<M<rix)N, Samiikl, -a pensioner of the Revolution, died in Saiigns, and 
liis grave nuiy l>e seen in the oltl ground at Saugus Centre, lie was 
not a Lynn man, but enlisted from Boxford, and was possibly l>orn 
there, September S8, 1750. lie was at I^xington and Bunker Hill, 
and at the latter place had a brother shot down at his side. The Lynn 
Mirror, in a notice of his death, February ^(i, 18!i^, speaks of him as 
"late of Hanover." 

(^Ai(Ni'>s, Hkv. John, son of John and Sarah Cariics, was Ixirn in Btkslon, 
July 11, 171^3; married by Bev. Nathaniel Henchman, July l(i, 1717, 
to Mary J^wis, daughter of John and Mary (Burriil) Lewis; died 
Octol>er 20, 1802, ageil seventy-eight years. His wife died in June, 
1708, at the age of seventy-eight. Although in the Lewis History of 
Lynn, under date of 1802, it is stated that Uev. John Carnes came to 
J^ynn after the Revolution, the statement in Richard Pratt's '' (\)nnnon 
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place-Book" umler date of Octol)er 0, 1757, to tlie effect that he removed 
from Stoneliam to Lynn on the latter date, scorns more likely to l)c true 
from the fact that the entry was probably maile at the time. Also the 

^ ^ fact that he occupied the pulpit of Mr. 

j^^f^ A^ J Henchman on October 9, 1757, and 

OOn^ \P(tH4^iA4 .hniuary 1, 1758, woiilil swm to indicate 

that lie had taken up his residence in 
Lynn. Mr. Lewis says that he received a commission as justice of 
the peace, and also that he was in 1788 a member of tlie Convention to 
ratify the Constitution of the State, which is doubtless correct. Besides 
this the Massachusetts rolls add the fact that he was chaplain in 
Colonel Edmund Phinney's regiment; muster-roll dated Garrison 
at Fort (jcorge, December 8, 1770, ap)M)intcd Manrli 1, 1770. 

The home of llev. John Carnes was an interesting old house which 
sIo<h1 well out into Boston Street, just where Carnes Street now comes 
into it. Two large buttonwood-trees stood in front, and under these 
it is said that a young couple took their station in the pouring rain 
while the Bcv. Mr. Carnes from a chamber window united them in 
marriage. Mr. Cyrus M. Tracy ma<le this incident the subject of one 
of his i>oems. The old liou.se, built prior to 1700, was removed in 1845, 
but a portion of it still remains in the shape of a small house standing 
on Boston Street nearly opposite the old spot. Another portion was 
inchKliMl in the old John T. Motillon factories. 

In the inventory of the property of Rev. Mr. Carnes a home field 
of nine acres is mentioned, together with a dwelling-house and barn, 
and also eleven acres called Skinner's Pasture, valued at $200. Mr. 
Carnes is buried in the old Western Burial Ground, in a brick tomb, 
without ins(Ti[)tion, in the south part of the ground. 

CiiADWELL, Lieutenant Harris, — ^son of Benjamin and Mary (Deylee) 
Chad well, was born March 14, 1740, in the old family house of the 
Chadwells, which stood in the field not far from where the Saugus 

Branch Railroad track now is, a little to 

^^ y.^^^ north of Summer Street The old 

QP^m/^Y^O^ ^^^*^-^*^t/-0^^ house was (lcinoli.shc<l many years ago. 

^ He was .a descendant of Thomas, who 

came to Lynn in the first years of its settlement. I lis father, 

who was a sailor, died on one of his voyages to the West Indies, 
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in 1775, leaving two sons, Harris, the subject of this sketcli* aiul 
Wiliiam, who settled in Portland, Me. Harris Chadwell was a car- 
penter by trade, and served his apprenticeship with Richard Breed, 
who lived on the spot where later the liouse of Isaiah Walden was 
built. It is said that when Chadwell was twenty-one years old, all 
that he possessed, except a good trade, was a half pistareen of Span- 
ish money, lie scmiu after went to Marblchead, where he loilctl a month 
for lii.s lioard and u dozen bandanna handkerchiefs. When he had 
finished the work, he returned to I^ynn, but did not know what to 
do with the handkerchiefs. Finally, he concluded to give one to Hntli 
Witt, daughter of Ivory and JIuth (Breed) Witt, his future wife, and 
dis|>osed of the others as best he could by way of barter. This was in 
17G8, and his marriage occurred! s(M)n after, on Decendicr ^"2, 1708. Mr. 
Chadwell built a house for himself which stood between Sununer Street 
and I^ynn Common, in the fields. It was a substantial, two-story nniii- 
sion, pleasantly shadetl by I/oudmrdy iMiplars. It still renuuns, .some- 
what clumged in ap|>earance, on South Street, and is the present lu>mc 
of True B. Curtis. 

When the Old Tunnel lMivling-IIou.se was repaircMl in 1777, Mr. 
Chadwell and liis men did the work. Besides lieing a goo<l carpenter, 
he was a goixi accountant and pemnan for those days, and often assisttsl 
his neighbor Kphraiin Bree<l, who was town clerk from 178(i to 1804. 

The story of Mr. Chadwell's experiemn: on the day of the battle of 
Fxixington has l>een told in the I^xington chapter in the first part of 
this l)ook. At the close of that eventful day he returned without Iuin- 
ing rec*eived injury, and s<H)n organizeil a com|)any of alarm men. N<»l 
long after he cnlisliMl in the ('onlinental Army, anti received a lieu- 
tenant's crommission. His departure for war was somewhat sudden 
and is descril>ed in a sketch written many years ago by Cicorge W.. 
liogers, and from which many of these facts are tiiken. Mr. Chad- 
well was one day .shingling Thomas (luH^ver's barn on the north of 
the ('onunon, when some one came along and told him of the great 
need of men in the struggle for liberty, saying, **(-hadwell, you nni.st 
go!*' Mr. Chadwell iimnediately left off work, and started for the 
front. It was said that he was at the battle of Brandy wine when (icn- 
eral F^afayette's horse was shot from under him, and, being near, he 
as.sist(Hl the Krencli general to dismount. When that distinguished gen- 
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<Tal pjiMsod ihroii^h Lynn in 18*^4, Licnlcniint (Miiulwcll was inlro- 
fhiciMl In liiin, :in(l rrrcroiicr wiis nnide lo llie inciclont. 

In person Lieutenant Cliaclwell was rather small, at least not above 
medium heiglit, was of a strong nervous tem]>eranient and of remark- 
nhlc courage. People uswl to say, even in liis later days, that it w^ould 
lake a gcMnl deal to fnglitm him, and that nothing short of the devil 
could make liim run. lie was sprightly, very muscular, and wiry, 
and maintained his activity until lie was seventy-four years old. At 
that titne he was thrown from his horse, and so injured that he did 
little work thereafter. He was familiarly calle<l "Grandsir" by most 
people, and especially by his numerotis children and grandchildren. 
Mis children were Elizabeth, Mary, Moses, Lydia, Harris, Ruth, Sally, 
Susannah, Patty, an<l William. One of his last appearances in pub- 
lic was at the raising of the South Strc»et Melluwlist Episcopal Church, 
in 18.*50. His wife die<l Jatniary IM), 18154, and he <lie<l a few months 
later, namely, Augtist ?({. I^oth are buried along the nniin path in the 
ohi Western Rurial (iround, and their graves are suitably marke<]. 

The notirc which appeared in the Lymi Hrrord at the lime of his 
«leatli .seems worth rpioting, simre it gives .something of his Revolutionary 
service, as well as the estimate which was i)laced ufwn his life; — 

"Diwl in Lynn, Aug. 20, 18;J4, Mr. Harris Chadwell, aged 88 years, 
.1 months. Another patriot soldier of the Revc»lution has gone to sleep 
with his fathers. As a relic of those days which opened a pathway 
to American freedom, we caimot but feel it a duty to rec*ord his exit 
as well as some of his virtues. He was a lieutenant of the militia in 
the Hevolutionarv W'ar. In 1775 he commanded a detachment of 
('apt. King's company, then stationed on Lymi Cfunmon. In 1770 
he was at Prospect Hill, watching the numcruvres of the Rrilish. In 
1777 at Providence and in 1778 in Rhode I.sland, and had conunand 
of the Ixmts at that place when the Americans returned from the island. 
He livtMl to a venerable old age, having buried his consort a few months 
since, with whom he live<l in perfect harmony for the term of sixty- 
Hve years. Seven out of ten children also found a grave before him, 
all of whom, however, became the heads (»f respectable families. He 
was a pensioner under the last act, which by its tribute of respect and 
pecuniary aid <"ast a sun.shine over his hvst moments. He was followed 
to the grave by a numerous procession, a |K)rtion of which was com-

posed of children, grandchildren, and great-graiideliildreu. Four 
imtriots of the Ite volution assisted as pall-bearers, and uitli tears in 
their eyes consigned him to that lonely mansion prepareti for llie liv- 
ing. He had no enemies — of course left none, lie was an ImhicsI 
man, ' the noblest work of God.' He now rests from his lalx>rs, and we 
trust his works will follow him." — Lt^nti Record^ September 3, 1834. 
(*iiAunKi(iJiiN, GAm^Ni>, — son «»f John and Mary (lMiilli|»s) (*liaml»i*rliiiu, 
of (*harlestowii, wsis b(»rii May 'Hi, 17aS>, and was fifth in line fn»ni 
William Chandierlain, of Hull, the emigrant ancestor. He was marrictl 
May 7, 178(i, by Hev. Olmdiah ParMins, to Mary .Xcwhall, daughter 
of Allen ami liove Newhall, of l^ynii. Their children were INtlly, 
(irarlaml, and Sally. In each of the five generation.s following there 
was a Garland ('hand>erlain, and two, father and .scm, servetl in the 
Civil War. The present (larland A. lives on l*ende\ter Street in 
Charlestown, and in his |M>ssession is the old family Hible of Mary, 
the mother of the first Ciarland. 

(larland CliandK^rlain, the KevoluliiMiarv S4»l(licr, w;i.s a Uty «if .si^vcn- 
teen when the battle of Dunker Hill was fought, and was living at the 
time ill Cliarlc^stown; but his mollier*s lioiLsi^ wsis biiriictl, aiul with her 
he walked to Lynn that night, bringing the family Hiblc which she 
had saveil. He Ix^loiigc^l in Captain Kzra NewlialTs c*oiiipaiiy, (\>loiiel 
John Mansfiehl's regiment, which took no part in the actual fighting 
of the day. In that part of f^ynn now calliNl Wyoina the two had 
frieiuls with whom they fcniiid refiigi*. 

During the latter part of the war, Chaiiilierltiiii t(N»k to privateering, 
and assisted in the capture of several British ships, llis grandson, 
Charles I). Mansfield, of 1)1 Park Street, shows an old tea canister which 
was taken from a Dritish prize. He die<l, proYmbly in lA>nfh>ii while 
on one of these trips, February S), 17$)G, agetl thirty -six. llis wife was 
sister of Daniel and C'harles Newhall, Hevolutionarv soldiers who lived 
on Doston Street, and after the death of her husband she livc<l in the 
Daniel Newhall house, so called, now sUmdiiig on Barrett Street, tiirnctl 
to face the west. Garland (/haml>erhiiii wjis one of the first FrtH* Masons 
in Lynn, having been a ineml>er of the famous St. Andrew's l^Mlgc 
No. 82, of Boston. His ol<l diploma, still prcserve<l, Inuirs the dale of 
November 7, 171).'>, ami in the margin his autograph. It has n(»w l>c*i*ii 
restored to the ancient lo<lge through the courtesy of the grandson. 
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i^fnny tinier diiriiig llic latter days of Itiji widow did the Ixnlgc of St. 
Andrew .supply lier willi coinrorlH. Her ilea III o<nirn*<l June 10. 1817, 
at the age of lifly-Mneii.

i\\ llarvani in 1770 and was :i snrgtMm in the Hcvolnlion, afterward 

practicing his profes.sion in Boston.

lon. On OcIoImt 10, 1708, he w«s m:irrie<l the sc<i)nd time to Sallv 
Williams. AlMiut 1810 he moveil back to Saugns, where he lived until 
his death, April "il, I84M. Mis <'hildren were Margaret, Klizabetli 
S<i)tt, Charles Augustus, Klizabeth S<*ott, Horatio Herl)ert. His grand- 
.son. Dr. David W. Cheever, of Boston, says that he was buried in one 
of the old tond)s on Boston (*ommon. 

The ** Dr. Chccvcr I'lacc," so calltMl, of Sangus, built in 1800 an<l 
situated some thirty ro<ls east of the Newbtiryport turnpike, and about 
sixty nwls north of the spot where st<KKl the old fiirm mnn.sion of Abner 
Cheever, w«s fc»r iiumy yenrs considered the most elegniil house of San- 
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giis. Its siliinlioii, siirroiimlccl by trees, was |>icliire.s(|ue and inviting, 
and never failed to c-unnnand attention and respect. In the palniy days 
<»f the doctor's life everything alM>ut it was kept in the neatest order, and, 
when the turnpike was opened to public travel, lie IukI a private roa<l 
niatle through a field belonging to the estate to the house itself. The 
birthplace of Dr. Cheever was the ohl liouse of his father, which was 
demolished at alxnit the time that the new liouse was built, and thus, 
idthough the old house was gone, he looked out for many years upon 
the scenes of his boyhood. Dr. (>heever was a man of liberal eiluca- 
lion, studied for the medical profession at an early age, and was com- 
missioned as a surgeon in the Continental Army. From that time until 
(he erection of his htnise in Saugus he generally made his home in 
lioston. lie was a gentleman c»f the old school, never for a moment 
lowering his dignity. In |M>liti('s he liecame a rigitl Federalist, an<l in 
religion he was a Unitarian. He was one of the few slaveholders of 
(he town, aind owneil some two hundr(Ml acres of hind in Saugus, a ])art 
of which is now (tosschI by the Saugus Branch Uailroad. 

Jn the Pension Oftice an interesting record was foiuul cmiceniiiig his 
service in the Uevoliition. At the time that he made application for 
a pension he de|M)sed that on July 1(>, 1779, he was appointe<l surgeon's 
mate in the Military Hospital of the niiitctl Slates at liosloii, iiiuler Dr. 
John Warren, brother of General Warren, and that he continued to 
.serve in that station until the spring of 1782, when he was appointed 
surgeon of the ship ** Tartar," of twenty guns, which was a frigate duly 
commissioned by the Commonwealth and commanded by ('aptain John 
Cathcart, and in whi(*h he served until the last of November, 1782, 
when she was sohl l)y the state. He held his commission until peace 
was dcclan'd. In a letter to John (*. (jilhoim he wrote: - 

**()n a sudden emergency in 1782 J acted as surgeon's mate of the 
* Tartar,* the enemy having invested our .seacoast. I was taken and 
kept pri.soner of war at New York until peace was declaietl." 

'I'he military ho.spital at Boston was for the purpose of receiving sick 
and woundetl pri.soners of war from the guard-ships <if the harlM>r. In 
his de|N>sition he makes the statement that in 180!), owing to the bank- 
ruptc:y of a nuin to whom he had intrusted his property, he was left 
pennil(M$s, and that he fell si(!k then for seven years, and had since had 
no property or income. (Certain doctors combine<l in 1821 to discre<lit 
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llic sUilniirnl.s of Dr. ('Imm»V€T, ami forwanlcfl to Dtinirl Wolwlrr rvi- 
(lotiffMvliifliJlu*v sii1iiiiilU*«l, woiilfl Ik* nuiiifrli |o liiivr liiiii slri(*kcMi fniin 
Ihc rolls, and they wrote (.'alliouii, they «ai<l, " from a sense of duly to 
our coinilry." Ilis original eoininission wns signed hy llnneock as 
governor, May 13, 1782, and wns sent to lion, .lolin F. I*arroll, sen- 
ator, March i, 1824. The wife of Dr. .If»hn Warren lilwl her alKdavit 
that Dr. (Mieever was in the service with her huslmnd. The following 
is a letter which Dr. Cheever wn)te to Calhoun, then Secretary of War: — 

Sir:— 

l*iirxiiinit to your Irllcr of the 7lli I cnclns<» fonrdr|NisitionM, with tlic4iid^»'s 
crrtificate, l^cfon! whoiit I made my diTlaralioii. In thiM I think you will dis- 
cover in some mensiirc the motive of the informant, who I cannot conceive 
to Ik; an}' other than a dt.stant family coimecrtitai, haviiifi^ a pique to satiate, 
ami who sir, after you have examined the inmcxc**! will and dciMmiticmM, I 
thhik will stand in your mind, ns he dfK*.s in the minds of those* to whom his 
private chaniclcriMlics are known. IVrhnjw, sir, you will not con.sider it allo- 
l^tlier irrelevant if I add that while disclmrfriiifif the duties of a Mate, I took 
a putrid fever in the hospital, which intailc<l to me an infinn con.stitution: — 
.Vn<l while surRWMi of the " Tiirlar/' after she was c<iuverle<l into a letter of 
marfiue, J was nuidc prisoner when she w^as captured h}' a British frigate, 
after a close enga^ment of six hours and lost all my pniperty; that when 1 
returned home, I was ohlif^l to sell my Final Settlement, which I received from 
the linitetl States in payment for my .services as llosfiital Mate, for one 
seventh of the fnce of them l«» su|>|M»rf niysc»lf. 

When, then, sir, ycui mny have exnmitied the ciu'IoscmI diM'umenl.s I f<M*l coii- 
fiflent you will no loiifrer hesitate to cfuitinuc to me the |Niyment of the |K'nsi<m 
}illowe<l to me hy my country for my youthful service.

CiiKFVER, AnNEH, Sr., — son of Tlnmrns and Mary (leaker) Cheever, was 

Inirn January 24, 1725; nmrried November 8, 1752, to Elizabeth New- 
hall, daughter of El>enezer and Elizalieth 
(Hreed) Newhall, Imrn Mnrch 30, 1723. 
'riu'ir children were Elizabeth, Abm*r, 
Sarah, Joshua, Abijah, Ann, Mchi table, 

liOt, and Ezekiel. Ilis home was in Saugus, very near the stately 

house slill known ns the " Dr. Cheever Flnce,'* but which was biu'll 
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tfCHiie ycurs ufler the Revolution unci iit iilM>ut the lime that the old 
homestead of his futher, Abuer, wiis torn down. 

Abner Checver was one of the |m»niinent men of I^yiin during the 
lievolution, wus ii justic'e and leader, and served on all ini|)ortant com- 
mittees, wiLs a mendKT of the ('onunittec of CorresiMuidenec, Tns[)ec*- 
lion, and Siifety in 177(i, 1781, and 178^, and nitNlerator of town meet- 
ings in 1781-8ti, and was one of the cronmiittee to set a watch in 177(». 
At least two of liis sons served as soldiers, — Abner, Jr., and Abijah. 
lie died April i^, 179(i, at the age of seventy-two, and is buried in a 
niarke<l grave in the old ground at Saugus Centre. 

C'heevek, Ahnek, Jr., — corporal, was liorn in Lynn, March 10, 1755, and 
was the son of Abner and Elizabeth (Newhall) ('heever. His father 
was one of the patriotic men of Uie town and prominent in public affairs. 
The Cheever homestead was at the corner of Felton and Essex Streets, 
Cliftondale, and was destroyed by fire many years ago. The ancient 
elms which shaded the house remain. He did service in Captain Parker's 
Saugus company on the I^xington alarm, and continued with the new 
army until 1k>ston was evacuated, Mairch 17, 177(). On that occasion 
he was on the first boat cn)ssing the Charles lUver, and entereil the 
town while the enemy were yet end>arking on the wharves. On Novem- 
ber Hi), 1779, he was nuirriecl by Uev. Mr. Uoby to Mercy Newhall, 
daughter of Colonel Ezra Newhall, Ixirn September 4, 1757. His 
(*liildren were Abijah, Abner, Henry, Sally, Emily, Frt^clerick, Helinda, 
and Abner. His brother Abijidi w;is a .surgcHUi in the ltev«»luti(m. 
Family tradition says that he ttxik purt in the famous Dostcni Tea Pairty. 
His grand-niece. Miss liachel Cheever, (»f S<iugus, has still in her |kis- 
.session a small phial of tea which, it is said, he brought away fnim the 
party in his shoes. Many i>f the older peo|)le reinend>er the venerable 
patriot who was known as Colonel Cheever in his latter days. He 
was a tall man, rather thin in face, and smooth-shaven in accordance 
with the oUl-time custom. He was the last survivor but one in Siiugus 
of the battle of l/exington. He died September 13, 1837, ageil eighty- 
two, and was first interrcnl in a private tond) which had been built 
U(>on his estate, but some few years ago his remains were transferred 
to the new Saugus c*enietery and buried in the I'erley lot. A marble 
stone and marker of the S. A. U. were erected at his grave in 1903. So 
far as is known, he is the only Revolutionary soldier in the cemetery. 
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His niHrr csliilr of $^K<WM> \vii« Irfl l.o his wifr Mrrcy, IIm» finle of whose 
firsilh is unknown. 

CiiKKVKH, IsHAKin — WHS luiothcr of iho fiunily of ('hwvers in Lyiiti who 
were fiesccncled from Ezekiel Cheever, the famous mnster of the Boston 
Lnlin Sch(x>i. Israel was the son of William and Mehitable (Newhall) 
(MuH^vcr, hut the dale of his hirlli has not Immmi fonncl exi*ept in a note 
which savs, "alnnit IT.W." His line lra<'c<l Imrk would Ik5 Israel', 
William^*, William*, 'riioinius'', Thomas-, KzekicP. The marriage 
of Israel (*heevcr to Martha (*ollins, daughter of John and Bethia 
(Mansfield) (,'ollins, took place June 8, 1778, the ceremony being per- 
formcMl by Hev. John Trcadwoll. 

The Revolutionary service is given as follows: Private, Captain Ezra 
Newhall's company of minute-men which marched on the alarm of 
April 1!), 1775; service, seventeen days; also Captain Ezra NewhaH's 
company.

He 
was a private in Captain Addison Richardson*s company, Colonel 
Wacle's detachment from Essex County militia, enlislcd July 12, 1780, 
discharged October 10, 1780; serWce, three months and eleven days. 
Resides this he was in later service, for he died on the Jersey prison- 
ship, of small-pox, November 11, 1783. See under Jonathan Board- 
man, where this fact ap])ears in Roardman*s letter to his parents. 

('iiKKVEH, Thomas, Sr., — son of Thomas and Eunice (Ivory) Cheever, 
wns \yorn in Tiynn, February 20, 17.33, and together with the other 
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Cbeevery uf Lyiui was a «lc»eeiMlaut of Krekid, tlie faiiHitis lua^ler of 
iUe Boston I^tiu Sclioul, wlio wai» bom in I^^utlon aiMl c-aiiie to Huston 
ill 1037. Hie firat Hioiiias, who craiiie to Lynn aU>ut 17(h!, was fn>ni 
KuniiK'y ]iflar2»li, iii*w CMicUca, aiitl wa^i a itinlwaincr, vi^Miuin, ainl 
tanner, and built a mill on Saugiis Hi\er in 17:^3. lie t«iok a |HXHn- 
iiRiit |iart in foriiiiiig IIk? tliini |«sinsh, aiMl liis sum KtlManI, Immh Way 
i, 1717, waa tlie first settlml |»a«»tor. His ^iiMLson, tiie subject of tliisk 
iXvii'lt^ tttarrii^l ^li>. l^lary KiiiorMMi, of Uc-suling, |iubli7klM^i S'|*leiiilN*r 
30, 1751$, and tlieir liouse was at the liead of Park Street, facing Lynn 
Common, his fann extending through to wliat wsis afterward the turn- 
|Hke. It was his bum hIucIi Harris Cliadwell was 2»liingling wIkmi 
lie suddenly decided to enlist in the war. Tliouias CMieever diefl Jan- 
uary ^, 18i3, at the age of ninety, having for some yciirs Ijeen of fccl>le 
iniial and under tlie giianlianshi|i of Zarhariah Attwili. His wife Mary 
hail previoiLsly died, Noveinlier ;^i, IHtHI, antl Ixith are imried in the 
central |#art of the old Western Burial Ground. Their cluldreii, all 
iiorn in Lynn, were Hannah, Afary, Thomas, and John. The Salem 
Gazette at the lime of his death made the statement that lie was a scddier 
of the Revolution and of the <ihl French War, but his service cannot In*

^.'>, 18?8. Hieir children, lK)rn in Lynn, were John, Anna, Joseph. 
Jlc died April 19, 18^.5, and his inventory fikxl al I*r(»balc (Jourt men- 
lions dwelling and barn on Lynn (Jonunon, and also nine acres of land 
and another house. Tliis nuiy in<iicate that lie succeeded to his father's 
properly. He is buried in the wcslern part of the old Western Burial 
(■round. Ih's Ucvolutionary rcc*ord cannot l>c distinguished from thai 
of his father. The records under the name of Thomas Cheever are 
given alxivc. 

( 'iiirrKNiiKN, Thomas, privalc, wjw no! a unlive of Lynn, bul probably 
came here from Marblehead. lie was married Decemljer 8, 1774, by 
Bcv. Mr. Treadwell, lo lx>vc Itamsdell. Mis only mililiiry service re- 
conIe<l was upon April 19, 177,5, in CapUiin Farrington's company. 
He became a mend>er of the Firsl Church, owning the covenant August 
10, 1777. 

Claiik, Edmitni), — son of P^lmund and Mary, was l>orn October 14, 1747. 
lie was nnirric<l alwiul 1770, and his chikiren were Rebc»cca, Elizabeth, 
Theophilus, and Sarah, lie was a sergeant in Captain Hufus Mans- 
fiekl's (4th) <'onipany wlii<'h nmrched on the alarm of April 19, 177.5, 
lo (^oncord; service, two days. Little is known of him. letters of 
administration were granted ufK^n his estate January 14, 180.5, and his 
wife Elizabeth and son 1'heo|)hilus arc mentioned, lie enumerates a 
mansion house, barn, shociiiakcr*s shop, and twelve acres of land, 
valued at $1,.54.5. llis pasture land mljoincd Noah llamsdeirs, and his 
eslate was evidently at Woo<I End. Theophilus Burrill and Micajah 
Burrill were appraisers. 
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(*oA'rs, John, — son of Samuel and lluth (Ilart) Coats, was lK>rn in Lynn, 
April 2, 1738. His only service was in Captain Farrington's company 
at the time of the I^xington alarm. Notliing further is known of him. 

Coats, Philip, — son of Philip and Ruth Coats, was lK)rn September IG, 
1758. His father was probably the Philip wlio served in the French 
and Indian War, serving in the e.\|>eilition to (Canada and on the Afainc 
frontier. Pliilip, the subject of this sketch, was married September 
!), 1784, by Uev. Mr. Uoby, of Ssiugus, to Ruth Potter, daughter of 
Benjamin and Hannah (Brown) Potter, and their children were Kitty, 
William, Burrill Potter, I^is, and John Brown. The date of his death 
is unknown. He was living in 1805, inasmuch as his name ap|>eiirs in 
connection with the will of William Newhall, Jr. His Revolutionary

He wsis a private in Capt^iin Ezra NcwIialTs ctHupaiiy (»f miinilc-mcii 
which marched on the alarm of April 10, 1775; service, sixteen days; 
also Captain Ezra NewhalPs company, (Jolonel John Mansfield's regi- 
ment; order for advance pay dated Cambridge, June 8, 1775; also same 
company and regiment, mustcr-n>ll dated August 1, 1775; eiilislcd 
May 5, 1775; service, three montlis, three days; also C'aptain Ezra New- 
hall's company. Colonel Israel Hutchinson's (19th) regiment, order for 
iMunty coat or its equivalent in money dated Winter Hill, Novemlx:r 
4, 1775. 

Stephen (*oats wa.s also in Wsusliiiiglon's army in the Jerseys in 177(i, 
but was taken to Philadelphia sick in November of that year. Here he 
was quartered with Henry Ilallowell and Charles Florence. These 
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men Irfl I lie c-ily l«j^»llicr in llic wiiiler of 1770-77, iiiul tried to reach 
Lviiii. Mr. Fl«»ren<*e iuhI ISfr. Ilallowell, liowever, Initli fell sick on the 
way, nnd Mr. (*oiiLs was obligcnl to pnsli on alone. How he reached 
home, sick, on foot and alone, is left entirely to the inuigination, since 
nothing further hits been fonml coneerninpj him, except the hrief recorcl 
of his marriage in IIh! San^^ns rlntrch records. This ItNik place alMUit 
a year later, Decendjcr 3, 1777, to Sarah Stone. There is also found 
the birth of his danghter, Ruth, on August 4, 1780.

Nothing definite can be 
said of this man. In the Massachusetts rolls the record is, "Drummer, 
(Japt. Stephen Wilkins's co., Col. Wigglesworlh's reg.; pay abstract 
for travel allowance from Albany home, sworn to Jan. 15, 1777." 

CoLLYKR, John. — Nothing is known of this num. He was jK)ssibly born 
in Marblehead. 

Captain Asa Prince's company. Colonel Mansfiehl's regiment; re- 
«t»ipt f«>r ailvance pay <lalcd Candmdge, June 8, 1775; also Captain 
Prince's company. Colonel Israel Hutchinson's regiment; order for 
lK>unty coal or its cfpiivaleiit in money dalwl DecendnT 21, 1775.— 
Mjlss. Roils. 

< 'opp, Samukl, —may have Ix^cn the Samuel who some lime after the war 
was engagctl in the manufacture of tobacco in Lynn, first at Massey's 
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Hall, where in 1805 he currieci on the business with Joseph Nye, the sign 
reading '* Copp & Nye." Subsequently Mr. C'o|)|> removed to Saugus, 
and erected buildings at what was later known as Sweetscr*s Corner, 
in Ciiftondale. This Sauuuel ('opp was a native of lioston, and his 
mother was a sister to the wife of I^ndlonl Newliall. lie marrie<l 
Nancy, daughter of William Sweetscr, April ^4, \SiVA, and after her 
death, which (N-trurrcnl in 1805 at the age of twenty, he married her sister, 
Sophia, April (i, 1800. There is, however, a strt>iig probability that this 
man was liorn tcx) late to have servetl in the Revolution, and that the 
sohlier wtis his father or uncle. The soldier is s|)oken of in the reconls 
as .smnetimes of Boston and somclimcs of Lyim, and his .service was 
from 1777 to the close of the war. In 1781, in a descriptive list of men, 
dated at West Point, his age is given as thirty-six, his stature six feet, 
his complexion light, and his oc'cupation that of a carpenter, lie 
served in several regiments as private and sergeant, for the most part in 
and alx)ut West i'oint. lie was grante«l, Jaiuiary 0, 1783, at New 
Windsor, a furlough of one month and ten days to return to Hostoii. 
E\idently he did not return to the army at the end of the term, for in 
March, oidy a month In^forc the ccs.salion of hostilities, he was re|M>rtcd 
deserted.

Williams's ctimpany, Colmicl John (ircatmi's 
regiment; residence, Lynn; enlisted for the town of Lymi.— Mass.

John MansfieUrs regiment; muster-roll dated August 1, 177;); eiiliste<l 
May 0, 1775; service, three months, two days; also Captain Newliall's 
c<impany. Colonel Mansfichrs regiment, connnandc<l by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Israel Hutchinson; company return dated OcIoIkm* 0, 1775. 
Mass. Rolls. 

Cox, T110MA.S, — was Uirn in 1731; nmrriiHl, first, Abigail King, of Salem. 
Septendier 17, 175:*; second, OcIoIrt IJ), 1781, by Rev. Joseph Roby, 
to Mary (iray, daughter of Abraham and Lydia (Calcy) (iray, Imm'ii 
January 5, 174.i; third, Knnice RIkmIcs, .\pril H, 170(». His children

•fr., he worked at shocii taking. He is ineiitionecl as having ]ield several 
minor town offices, namely: tithing-man in 1760; constable in 1760; 
tithing-man in 1775 and 1782; fish commissioner in 1779; and collec- 
tor in 1781. Ills death otrcurrwl Novemlier 10, 1706, according to Dr. 
Gardner's Ie<Jger, "of an o|>eration." He left no will, and letters of 
administration were H|>plie<l for, his wife Eunice being mentioned and 
a son, John. lie is buried in the old Western Burial Ground, where 
there is a marker and st<ine at his grave. 

Of the Revolutionary service of Thonnis Cox nothing is known 
except that he was lieulenant in Capbun Kzra Newhall's irompany 
which marched on the morning of April 10, 1775, and that he is creditcil 
with Iwcnly-one days' service at that lime.

<'rTi*Kii, .Idiin. 'I'hrrc are two entries on the Lynn rec<»rds rcganling John 
Cutler and his family. The first is as follows: "June 5?1, 176?, John 
Cutler, wife and three children, Betty, Sarah, and Jerusha, came to Ihe 
home of Benjamin Meads, from Woburii, and were at once warne<l out 
of town.'' Benjamin Meads wns a I>ynnfield num. The secomi is 
to the effect that on March 30, HO/j, Daniel Town.send informed .select- 
men that he had taken to live with him John ('utler, Jr., who came 
fnun Woburn, August 7, 1764. "So he was wanie<l out by Jose|)h 
(lowing, constable." 

This John (Sutler, who acconling to another church rectird ownwl 
the <*<)venanl with his wife, Kli/jdn^lh, Si'ptendx'r 18, 176JJ, it seems, 
renuiined in the town of Lynn notwithstanding the fact that the town 
refuses! to be resf)onsible for the sup|)ort of himself and family, for he 
not only res|Mmde<l to the alarm of April 10, 1775, with C'aptain Ezra 
Newhall's crompany, but became a cor|M)ral in the company which was 
formed later under Captain Newhall, in Colonel John Mansfield's 
regiment, lie is cre<lited with three months' and five clays' service from 
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Muy 3, 1775, to August 1, 1775, l>esides fourteen cluys itt the time of the 
liexingtoii jihinn. His hirth is re(:onle«l at Hurliiigtoii, July ^1, 17:^(i, 
unci he uuirried Klizal>elh Waters, of Woburn, Octolier ^\, 1749. Noth- 
ing furtlier luis been found concerning hiui. 
Dacjyu, John Ad.vm, — at one time calltnl '* llie cclebratcHl shoenuiker of 
Kssl^\," was Uirn in WaU's, came to Lynn in 1750, and gave to Ihe in- 
dustry of shoenuiking in Lynn the iin|)ulse wliich carrie<l it forward 
to one of first rank among the colonies. JMany of l^ynn's first shoe- 
makers learned the trade of him, and from lieing able to nnike the shoes 
for their own large families advancetl in the art until they ctiuld coni- 
nuind a market in the iuMghlM»ring l4)wns. Alonzo Lewis says that In*- 
fore the time of Dagyr (Uily tlirin: men in Lynn made shoes so exten- 
sively as to emphiy journeymen. These were John IVfansfield, ben- 
jamin Newhall, and William (iray. Under the instruction of 1)ag>T, 
however, the slates made in Lynn iM'canu* e(|ual to the best im|H»rtc<l 
from Kngland. 

John Adam Dagyr's home was on the north side of Boston Street, 
l)etween North Federal and (Jarnes. He was nuirricd, first, by Uev. 
Nathaniel Ilenclnnan, August 18, 17(>1, to Susannah Newhall, daughter 
of M(»ses and Susaimah (Uowden) Newhall, lM)rn .\ugust K, 1741. 
She die<l ()ct(»ber 7, I7(j:(, and he mame«l, stM-tnal, in Maiden, Mrs. 
Sarah (ilawkes) Wait, about 17(iG. She was the daughter of Klkanah 
and Eunice (Newhall) Hawkes, iMirn Afarch It), 1747. His children 
were J(»se|di, (-atherinc, Sarah, and John Adam, Jr. John .\dam, Jr.. 
diini Jamiary i){9, 1773. Joseph was a soldier in the War of IHl'i, and 
died of yellow fever February ^1, 1814, on his way home from that 
.service. His home was in Saugus. 

John Adam l)ag}T liecame very |MK)r in his old age, and, in spite of the 
great benefit which he had rendered in the town, his last days were 
.spent in the old almshouse which .stood at the corner of Ks.se.v and 
Chestiuit Streets. There his death occurre<l March .'Jl, 18t)(i, anil the 
only notice which was given him in the renmls of the town statinl that 
he was *'an aged person*' who died on that date.

Dankoim'ii, John, — son of John and Klizabcth (Wilson) Danforth, of IJil- 
lerica, was born in Andover, July S3, 1750, and was a cousin of Joshua, 
noted below. He was married by Rev. Joseph lloby, Septemljer 15, 
1770, to Ifannah Bancroft, daughter of Cnpt;un Nathaniel and Mary 
(Taylor) Jhincroft, Ixjrn, May 17, 1755, dic<l April 12, 1800. Their 
home was in Lynnfield, in the house now occupied by his great-grand- 
son, John M. Danforth. The house was built by John Bancroft, son 
of Nathaniel. The death of John Danforth occurriMl August 10, 1700, 
at the age of forty, and he is buried at Lynnfield Centre. After the 
Revolution he was a captain in the militia, and known as Captain 
John Danforth.

JMany of Lynn's first shoe- 
makers learned tiie trade of hiu), and from l)eing able to make the shoes 
for their own large families advancetl in the art until they could com- 
numd a market in the neighlMU'ing towns. Ah)n/o Lewis says that Im'- 
fore the time of Dagyr only three men in Lynn made shoes so exten- 
sively as to employ journeymen. These were John IVfansfiehl, IJeu- 
janiin Newhall, and William (jSray. Under the instruction of Dagyr, 
however, the .shoes matle in Lynn became ecpial to the lH!st im|M>rtc<l 
from England. 

John Adam Dagyr's home was on the north side of Boston Strc*et, 
l^tween North Federal and ('arnes. He was nuirried, first, by Uev. 
Nathaniel Henchman, August 18, 17(>1, to Susannah Newhall, daughter 
of Nhhses and Susannah (Bowden) Newhall, born August 8, 17 M. 
She dic<l ()('t«)ber 7, I7(i:(, and he marrie<l, sc<-<ind, in Maiden, Mrs. 
Sarah (ilawkes) Wait, aliout 17(»(j. She was the daughter of Klkanah 
and Eunice (Newhall) ibiwkes, \nnn March U), 1747. His children 
were Jo.scph, (*athcrinc, Sarah, and Jtdm Adam, Jr. J4»hii Adam, Jr., 
died January i){9, 1773. Joseph was a sohiier in the War 4>f 181'2, and 
died of yellow fever February ^1, 1814, on his way home front that 
.service. His liome was in Saugus. 

John Adiun Dagyr became very p(M)r in his old age, and, in spite of the 
great benefit which he had rendered in the town, his last days were 
.spent in the old almshouse whiirh stood at the i*orner of Ks.se\ anti 
Chestnut StriH>ts. There his death occurred March 31, 18(H), and the 
only notice which was given him in the rectu'ds of the town statinl that 
he was **an aged person" who die<i on that date.

Dankoim'II, John, -son of John and Elizabeth (Wilson) ]>anfortli, of Bil- 
lerira, was born in Andover, July 33, 17o({, and was a cousin of Joshua, 
noted below. He was married by Rev. Joseph lloby, September 15, 
177!), to Hannah Hanrrofl, daughter of Caf>t;un Nathaniel and ^^ary 
(Taylor) Bancroft, l)orii, May 17, 1755, die<l April 12, 180(1. Their 
home was in Lynnfield, in the house now occupied by his great-grand- 
son, John M. Daiiforth. The house was built bv John Bancroft, son 
of Nathaniel. The death of John Danforth (MH'urred August 10, 1700, 
at the age of forty, and he is buried at Lynnfield Centre. After the 
Revolution he was a ca|)tain in the militia, and known as Captain 
John Danforth.

In the First (^hur(*h records an Oliver Dunnell owncvl the covenant 
June m, 1773. Nothing further is known of him. 

Dunnell, Uicuuen, — son of David and Keziah (Bamdsell) Dunnell, 
brother of Jcmathan, was lM>rii January 12, 1730. Was in the Freuirh 
and Indian War, and also |>erformed the following scrvicte in the 
Bevolution: Private, Captain David IVfoore's company, C'olonel John 
Nixon's (5th) regiment; company return dated Septend>er 30, 1775;

Frothinghani in liis history of the battle of 
Bunker Hill says: "After the British landed, this regiment was sta- 
tioned in the road leading to Lechmere's Point, and late in the day was 
ordered to Charlestown. On arriving at Bunker Hill, General Putnam 
ordered part of it to a&sist in throwing up defences conmienced at this 
place. One company went to the rail fence. The greater part, under 
the leiul of their colonel, on the third attack advanced towards the re- 
doubt. On the way Colonel Gartlner was struck by a ball wliidi in- 
flicted a mortal wound from which he died July 3." One of the first 
onlcrs given by General Washington on lussinning command was to 
order military honors for his funeral. Jose|>h Eaton was with tlie 
regiment of Colonel Gardner in the battle, and had the honor of being 
one of the very few men from Lynn to partici[>ate in it. He went into 
winter camp at Pros|)ect Hill, receiving the customary onlcr for a bounty 
coat, December 5, 1775. He undoubtedly served through the siege of 
Boston, and may have died in the service. His name does not appear 
in church or town reconls and he is lost to sight after the winter of 
1 775 -7«.

FAiiRiNGix>N, William, — Ciiplain of the 2d Lynn company of militia, or 
minute-men, son of John and Abigail (Fuller) Farrington, was born 
in liynn, July 15, 1734. His ancestors were among the earliest settlers, 
Edmund Farrington, the first of the name in the town, (coming in the 
** Hopewell," April 1, 1635, with his wife and four children. The home 
of Edmund Farrington was on the westerly side of Federal Street, and 
he built a (rorn-mill on Waterhill where a ]M)nd was dug. His son* 
Matthew, was one of the selectmen of Lynn when the Indians, David 
Kunkshamooshaw and James Quonopohit, in consideration of six- 
teen pounds lawful money, deeded it to the white men. 

William Farrington, the subject of this sketch, was married Feb- 
ruary 2, 1757, by liev. J4>scph Uoby, to Sarah Stockcr, daughter of 
Thomas and Elizal>eth (Mausfiehl) Stockcr, born April 2, 1740. He 
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tliiis iMH'iiiiie iiIlifMl witli iinotlitT old iiyiiii fuiiiily, the descendants of 
both of which are among the prominent citizens of the city at the pres- 
ent time. Soon after his marriage he becrnme owner of the old Far- 
rington homestead, known in later years as the "Ilathorne House," 
which was moved to make room for the buildings of the Lynn Hospital. 
This colonial mansion, which was one of the finest in Lynn, stood well 
back from the old county highway, and, surrounded by ample grounds, 
always attracted attention. It was built about 1681, was roomy and 
spacious, and prcsont(*d a generally sulistantial air. It was first con- 
veytnl to Andrew Man.HficId, first town clerk of Lynn, by his father, 
l{olM*rl, nlMUit the lime of Andrew's marriage. It was later <M*cupied 
by Andrew's son. Deacon Daniel Mansfield, who died June 11, 1728. 
After this it was occupiefl by the latter *s .son Daniel, who died in it 
in \7r9H. S<H)ii nricrward it p:i.s.s(*d iiilo the luind.s of (!aptain Harring- 
ton, who lived in it during the rest of his life. In the exciting days of 
the Revolution this old mansion was a centre of the fashionable affairs 
of the town. Its halls rang with the laughter of young |>eople, and its 
fireside gave cfnilciitment and cliecT lo a large family. 

(*aptain Farrington entered the king's service in 1771, when he was 
<lulv (*onmi]ssione<l ensign of the 2d company of Lynn foot by 
Thomas Hntchiiison, Ks(|., (lovernor and ('omnmnder-in-chief of His 
Majesty's Province of Mtts.sacluiselts Hay. The captain of this com- 
pany wa.s J«>lin Mansfield, whose home was near by, on the present 
Strawberrv Avenue. The lieutenant wius Increase Newhall, who lived 
in the house still .standing at the corner of Federal and Marion Streets. 
'J1ie.se two officers had seen long service in military circles, the former 
having participated in the old French War. Under their influence, 
William Farrington gradually gained in military skill, and when the 
militia was reorganizetl, just before the outbreak of the Revolution, 
he was chosen captain of the company, to succeed John Mansfield 
who ha<l l>een elecletl lieutenant-colonel of the Isl Essex County regi- 
ment, lo a lover of ancient Lynn an examination of the personnel 
of this company will prove of interest, as showing the intimate connec- 
tion of its memliers by birth, marriage, and as.socialion. It comprise*! 
fifty-two men, nearly all of whom were from the ciwlern secti<m of the 
town, largely from W<K)d Kn<l and the district known as Mansfiehrs 
End. Seven of the meml)ers were of the Ingalls family, all closely

related, futlier and scin in one ca^e a})|ieiiring together. Four were of 
the name of lliehards, including father and son. 

The licxington alarm found Captain Farrington and his company 
ri*sidy, and early in the morning most tif liis men were mustered and 
the march towards I^xington t)egun. Later in the forenoon Abed- 
nego liamsdell, Joseph llichards, ami others who had received the 
alarm hite set off alone and jc»ine<l their neighlMirs. 'i'hat the croni- 
pany saw actual fighting is well known. The story of Mr. Uamsdeli*s 
tragic death and the narniw esca|)e of JMr. Richards is tohl elsewhere. 
Although the company did not reach I^exington, it met the British in 
llie town of ^fenotomy at about five o'oh>ck in the afternoon, upon the 
return of the regulars from Conconl. The hardest pArt of the fight- 
ing tiMik place at this time, for hundreds of the yeomanry had collecte<l 
on the line of the British retreat, waiting their time to enter the con- 
test. Captain Farrington dis|>ersed his men after arriving on the Bos- 
ton road from Insxington, and the fight was carrieii on by the members 
individually as they found op|)ort unity. After the hot struggle at the 
.buson Uussell house, in ^fenotomy, whore ^fr. Hamsdell was killed, 
the mcml)ers pursuinl the retreating British to (Miarlcstown. 

('aptain Farrington t(M>k no further pjirt in the Revolution, and on 
his return to Lynn CHmlinuinl Ins trade as a cordwainer. For many 
years he was chosen leather seidcr by the town, served as fish c*om- 
missioner one year, and held several minor |)Ositions, but (h>es not 
ap|M^ar to have taken a pnnninent ])art in ihe affairs of govermnent. 
In }77*i he with his wife joine<l the Fir.st Church, owning the cove- 
nant in that year. After the death of Deacon John Ibirrage, in 1780, 
Captain Farrington was cIuksimi a (leaetiii, and servtsl in that ollicc 
until the famous secession to the society of AretluHlisls tcM)k place in 
\7\H. Affairs under the leadership of Rev. Obadiah Parsons were 
not altogether satisfactory at the old First Church, and, adthough the 
tenets of the fathers had Imhmi there religiiuisly kept f4>r one hundrtsi 
and lifly years, the ficltl was nevertheless ri|ie fiir the persuasive elo- 
tpience of Rev. Jesse \ax, of the new ^^etllodist faith, when he appeared 
in ITtK) and preached at the home of Lieutenant Benjamin Johnson 
on Market Street. 'I'he latter had l>een next in conunand under Cap- 
tain Farrington on the IDlh of April, 1775, and perhaps had some 
inflnenec* in inducing his former captain to come to hear the new «loc- 
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Iriiu* rx)M>iiii<liMl. Bo. tliul its il may, six inoiillis iiftrr, willi one huu- 
ihvd jiihI eiglil iikmiiIhts c»f the oh\ First Cliiircli, (^aplaiti Farrington 
wilhdrcw from iiiein1>ersliip aiul joined llie Melliotlist society. After 
this notable secession l)ul five male meinf>ers renuiined in the First 
Clinrch; namely, ('olonel John ^^ansfiel(l, Ensign Theo|)hilus Bacheller, 
Kov. John Carnes, Cor|M>nil John Bnrrill, and Nathaniel Sargent, all 
of whom, with the exception of the latter had In^en in (he llevolution. 
Wlien the secwlers departcnl, they took with them the silver communion 
vessels, — a fa<'t which is very feelingly alluded to by llev. Parsons 
<'<H)ke, the famous minLsler, in his book called "A Ontury of Puri- 
lanism.*' lie says: " Deacons Farrington and llallowell, and we know- 
not how iminy more, especially of fenudes, were mcndxTs of this 
church. Nor did they go out empty. They in one respect, at least, 
imilalcd (he Israelites* flight from Kgypt. They IcNik with them the 
connnunioii vessels of the church, which being numerous and made 
of solid silver, were very valuable. They had been mostly given to 
(he church, eighty years liefore, bv individuals whose names ami acts 
of gift had lM»en cngravtHl cm the ves.sels (hemselves, so (hat there 
couhl l>e no mistake i\s to the donor's intent, that they should be for 
(he church use alone, and not the f>ersonal pro|>ertyof individuals be-, 
coming mcndnTs for awhile, and I hen dividing (he spoil." 'IMiose who 
went c»ut claime<l that half of the vessels should lK*loiig to them, — an 
iilea which was vigorously fought by those left in the old society. A 
lawsuit was ins(itute<l, but through the efforts of James Sullivan, 
afterwards Governor of IVIassachusetts, the plate was sent back before 
n trial was held. Deac-on Farrington also came back at the same 
lime, February, 1707, and was ofTurially rec-eivefl back into mendiership. 
J^eacon Farrington had seven sons and seven <laugh(ers, Eliz«abeth, 
I'aiil, Joanna, AVilliam, Thomas, Amos, Sarah, Elizabeth, Nathaniel 
(born April 8, 1775), John, Sophia, John, l/ydia, and Polly. His 
last «lays were cpiielly spent in the old mansion, surnnmded by chil- 
<lren and friends, at peace wi(li church and state. For several years ' 
before his death his health gradually faile<l, and he <lied November 1, 
1808. The death of his wife occurred July 1(», ^7m. Both are buried 
in the old W<\slern Jbnial (Sround. On (he 17(li of June, 1!)0I, an 
appropriate stone, which had been creeled by his great-grands<m. 
Charles Henry Newhall. of liVnn, was unveiled by IMiss Ellen Miidge 
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Burrill in the presence of a large company of people. A marker of 
the S. A. R. was also placed at his grave. Near him lie Colonel John 
Mansfield, Captain Rufus Mansfield, Lieutenant-Colonel John Flagg, 
Captain Joseph Stocker, and many members of his company of minute- 
men. 

Fearn, James, — ^|)rivate, Joseph lliller's company. Colonel Jonathan 
Titcomb's regiment; enlisted May G, 1777; discharged July 6, 1777, 
at Providence; scrvi(*e, two months, six days; also June 11 to 
August 11. 

He was living in Lynn in 1800 according to United States Census. 

Felt, Jonathan, — sou of Aarou and Mary (Wait I) Felt, was born in 
Saugiis, April 8, 1753. He was brother of Joshua, Samuel, Joseph 
and Peter. Died in Packersfield, N.H., February 17, 1807. His 
wife was Martha, and his children, all born in Packersfield, were Jona- 
than, I^ydia, Benjamin, Martha, Polly, Joseph, Solomon, Henry, 
Mercy, Milly, Betsey, and Amos. 

He was a private in Captain Sauuiel King's c*ompany, raised for the 
defence of the seacoast. Enlisted July 11, 1775; servic*e, six months, 
five days. 

Felt, Joshua, — private, son of Aaron and Mary (Waitt) Felt, wjis born 
in Saugus, June ^i, 1751, his father having removed from Chelsea. 
He was marrie<l by Hev. Joseph Roby, January 16, 1774, to Hannah 
Stocker, daughter of Ephraim and Lydia (Newhall) Stocker, born 
Oclol>er iJ, 1754. Joshua Felt was in (^aptain David Parker's S«iugus 
company in the fight at Menotomy, and wiis wounded by the British, 
being the only member of Captain Parker's c*ompany, so far as is known, 
to be wounded. His brother Joseph was shot in the thigh, and taken 
pri.soner the next year at Fort Wasliingtiin. After the Revolution 
Joshua removed to Packersfield, N.H., where all but one of his chil- 
dren were l)orn. The names of his children were Mercy, Polly, Elijah, 
and Ephraim. His brothers Jonathan, Joseph, IVtcr, and Samuel, all 
born in i^ynn, were in the Revolution. He die<l iit Westmoreland, 
N.II., al)out 1823, his wife having died before him, but it is not known 
where he is burie<l. 

Felt, Joseph, — son of Aaron and Mary (Waitt) Felt, was born in Saugus, 
January 1^, 1757, and died in Packersfield, now Nelson, N.IL, in 
August, 184^. He was nuirried OcIoIkt 15, 1785, t4) ElizalnMli Sjwf- 
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ford, fliiugliter of David, Jr., tind Elizal)etli (Grifnn) S|M)frord, of Town- 
scMid, Mnss. She was born August 10, 17(W. His cliildrcu were David,

^ zer's son, Ebenezer, was l>orn about 

1704 in Woburn and marrie<l June 2, 1725, Hannah Knight, of 
Woburn, ancl John Flagg, the subject of this sketch was their son. 
J«>hn Flagg gradiinlcd at Harvard ( j»llege in 17(11, and scnm afterward 
took up the |>ractice of nie<licine. He marrie<l June 21, 1709, Susannah 
Fowie, of W\)burn, daughter of James and Su.sannah (Wyman) Fowie, 
Imrn in Woburn, NovendM»r 12, 1748. So<m after his marriage Dr. 
Flagg removed to Lyim, where his skill gaine<l him the confidence of the 
|)eople. His home here wns the ancient gambrel-rtwfed house still 
standing on Marion Street, known as the "Billy Gray House" from 
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the fuel that William Gray, Lieutenant-Governor of MassachusetLi, 
was born in it. It stooil back from the old Boston road, shaded by tall 
trees » and was a stately residence for those days. 

On the alarm of April 19, 1775, Dr. Flagg was a member of ('aptain 
William Farrington's 2d liynn company of minute-men, and he 
marched with it to West Cambridge, where Abednego Jiamsdcll of the 
.same company was kille<l. During the day his skill as ai siirg<Mm 1m;- 
came of great value to his wounded comrades. On returning home, 
he at once sent his wife and daughter to Chester, N.JI., to live with 
his father while the war progressed. A letter which he wrote from 
Lynn to his wife during this time will prove of interest as illustrating^ 
his feelings at the l)eginning of the great <x>ntest. It is ref>roduceil 
here through the courtesy of Mrs. Mary Caroline Phillips Bennett, of 
Richmond, Va., daughter of Dr. James Gardner, who many years 
after married Susannah, the little girl C4illcd "Sukey" in the letter,, 
and who wius sent with her mother to New Hampshire. 

Lynn, Aug. 1st, 1775. 
}fy Dear. 

It i.s a long time since I have even lieunl fnan yuu, or have wmte tu you. 
Am afraid you begin tu tliiuk that I treat you with neglect. I have put off com- 
ing to sec you, in hopes that aiTairs would turn in such a maimer as that you 
might return home without being subjected to much fear. And am now de- 
termined to come for you within a fortnight unli^ss our danger iucreuses; and 
if I slmll be unable to come myself, will endeavor to send your brother Benjamin 
for you: as I cannot be reconciled to live in this solitary uuumcr any longer. 
Our fears daily lessen, & we feel ourselves almost secure, the noise of cannon 
and the flames of Buildings set on fire give us but very little disturlmnce, a.s 
we have now been used to them; which would be the case with you in a short 
time. However, I shall not think of ui^png of you to return, if it is the least 
against your inclination, but will submit myself to continue in my widowetl 
state a while longer. We have considerable reasons to ho|% that war will cease 
in a few months. Gage's army is very sickly, & they are almost destitute 
of every kind of provisions except Pork & Bread. 1'he people in Boston begin 
to receive jmsses again to come out of Town. 

There liave been several small skirmishes since Sunday, but think it 
needless to write any particulars, as you will see un account of them in the 
new.spaiK*rs. It is but seldom au o|)|M>rtuiiily to write pn'siMits. Have n^vived 
but one letter from you yet. I fear Sukcy will forget me. 1 am, after present- 
ing duty t<i father & mother love to Kl>en & Molly your 

constant ami loving Husband

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WlirHicr or not (Ih* wife tuifl fltiii^litrr ctiiiic Utivk to liyiiti in two 
\v(vks. il is rrrhiin llial llir wnr diil nol iriLsr in Iwo months. On 
August S9, 1774, Dr. FIngg litwl been chosen n delegate to the Ipswich 
convention, called to take such action as might be necessary to pre- 
serve the right.s of the cfilonies. On February 14, 1770, he was chosen 
by the House of llcprescntaltvcs a lieulcnant-(!oloncl in Colonel Tim- 
othy Pickering's 1st Itlssex County regiment of Mas84U*husetts railitia* 
and was connnissionefJ the same day. Soon after he was chosen a.s 
the first military officer of the town of Lynn, and it was he who swore 
to the enlistment of a large number of liynn s«>ldiers. 

In 177G, 1778, 1781, 178!£, and 17HS he was a niemlier of the Com- 
mittee of CorresiKjndeiice, Insjiection, and Safety of the town of hyuiu 
the most imjiortant conunittee created during the war, by order of the 
Provincial Congress, lie also served as treasurer of the town in 1780, 
1781, 178^, 1783, and 1784. During the entire Revolution, while he 
did not see active servic*e in the field, he was steadfasti}' attending tf> 
his military duties at home, sending riMTuits to the fnint, caring for 
families of soldiers away in the war, and watching the interests of the 
colonies. Dr. Flagg was a commissioned justice of the |>eace, settled 
the estates of many of his neighbors, and served as guanJian, appraiser, 
legal ailviKcr, and iMindsnum ff>r them. Tie was a nuin of means, — a 
tavX which is shown by his will on file in the probate records at Salem. 

In 1703 Dr. Flagg began to languish in health, and died on the 27th 
of May of that year. He wjw burie<l in the old Western Burial Gn>un<l. 
where a large slate stone recounts his virtues at length: — 

"This monument is erected to the memory of John Flagg, Esq., in 
whom remarkable temperance, unifonn prudence, unaffected modesty, 
affectionate humanity and diffusive benevolence shone conspicuous 
among the virtues which graced his character, endeared him to his 
family and his friends, and secured him the r&s|)ect and love of all 
who had the hap|)incss to know him. 

" As a physician, his skill was eminent, and his practice extensive and 
successful. 

"To ilcath whose triumph he had so often clclayeil & repelled but 

could nol entirely [)revent, he at last submitted on the 27th of Mii}\ 

1703, in the 50lh year of his age. 

"llcav'n now rrfMiys his virtues and his deeds 
And endless life the stroke of death succeeds." 
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Dr. Flagg was a stout man, of commanding presence and a true type 
of the old school gentleman. A silhouette of him has been |)reserve<l 
in the family, and is reproduced in the first [>art of this work through 
the kindness of Mrs. Hennett, of Hichmond. This is the only known 
likeness of a Revolutionary sohiier of Lynn who died before 1800. 

His daughter Susannah married Dr. James Ganiner, his successor. 
She died in l-ynn, February Jl, 1800. Dr. Flagg's wife cIicmI Nov<>ud)er ^8, 
1831, aiged eighty-seven, an<l is buried in an unniarkc<l grave at his side. 

There are now living (1904) in different parts of Virginia seventeen 
of Dr. Flagg's descendants, none of whom bear his surname. 

A bronze nuirker of the S. A. H. was erected at his grave in l!M):i. 
Fleming, Michael. — From Hutchinson's Orderly Book he is found to be 
a sailor; age, thirty-five; height, 5 ft. 6 in.; complexion, light; and hair 
and eyes, light. 

From the Massachusetts rolls his name is found in a return of men 
raised for the Continental service, agreeable to the resolve of December 
!^, 1780; engaged May 1, 1781, for the lerm of three years for the town 
of Lynn. 

Flint, William, — private. It has been impossible to find the record of 
the birth of this man, who is placed in the f^ynnfield company, but 
was probably not a native of Lyiiidield. lie was married by Rev. 
Joseph Uoby, June 5, 1770, to Sarah Larrabee. llis name is borne 
on the roll of Captain David Parker's Saiigus company, but, as in the 
case of Thomas lladley, this is probably an error, llis home was in 
South Lynnfield, and he res|)onded to the alarm of April 19, 1775, with- 
out doubt in the company of C'aptain Nathaniel Bancroft. He was 
killed at Menotomy with Abednego Ramsdell, Daniel Townsend, and 
Thonuis Ifadley, and is buried in the cemetery at Arlington, Mass., 
where a monument erecte<l by the town in 1848 bears his name with 
that of others. His widow died October H, 1813, aged seventy -eight. 

In 1770 Edward Johnson, then representative to the (leiieral Court, 
obtainetl an allowance of two })ounds, six shillings, for the use of Sarah 
FHnt, wife of WilUam Flint, killed at Menotomy. 

FiX)itKNCE, CiiAitLMs,— son of Charles and Mary (Kilby) Florence, was 
born in Lynn, May 1, 1758. His father came from the Isle of Jersey, 
was a sea ca|>tain, and according to Thomas 'V. Stocker, his great- 
grandson, of East Saiigus, he was lost at sea. 
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(lluirlrs Florcnre, the son. wns c»ne of llir lliroc iiirii iiioiitioiio<l in llic 
lljilloweil n.'irnilivr wlio Irfl l'liil}Mlrl|ilii.*i for l«ynn nlxnit »l:uninrv 1, 
1777. He linci Iwvu sick for two inontli.s.nnci was unfit for travel in tlic 

(IcikI of winter, nn<l, altliongli lie set 
<»nt with Mr. llnllowell anil Stephen 
Coals, he s<K>n gave out, ami it is not 
known when he siiceeedcil in reaching 
home. His service in the war is given in the Massat'hnsetts rolls, an<l 
n letter written from AVillianishnrg, Va., in May. 1780. is pnl>lishe<1 in 
the first part of Ihis work. It is saiil that another letter was receiveil 
from him, wliieh was wrillen from St. Pierre, ^[arlinif|ne, <laleil Septeni- 
Imt !), 1781, and thjit he wms never heani from again.

.\fter the <lcatli of his wife he lived with this Sfui and dlcfl SeptendnT 
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5» 189G» in the pleasant little Florence homestead, still standinf^ on 
Lincoln Avenue, East Saugus. 

Thomas Florence could speak French, was a man otherwise of some- 
what superior education for his day, and in consequence was commoidv 
C4illed "Sir Thomas." lie was well remcml>ered hy his grand-djiughtcr, 
Mrs. Susannah (Florence) Tuttle, who was living in liHKi, at the age 
of eighty-one. Some years ago Benjamin F. Ncwliall, in a scries i)f 
|)ersonal sketches, de.scril>ed the home of Thomas Florence*, saying tliait 
it was a few hmIs smith of the residence of Sohimon Brown, ami that 
the small hou.se, still standing upcm the side of the ledge, was of prac- 
ti<*ally the same ap|M'jirance as when huilt sixty years before, further 
adding: ** Thomas Florence was a hero of the Anieri<tan Uevolution, 
and as a soldier did honorable servi(re in the cause of the country, lie 
wa.s a gardener by trade, and for many years after the war was in the 
employ of Landhml Newhall. He purchased about an a<'re of laud 
upon the side of the rocky hill, and cultivated every spot of the .same 
which was unoccupied by porphyry ledges. Ilis well cultivated garden 
in the nooks of the sminy .side of the hill always attracted considerable 
attention. Ilis house descendctl first to his .son Charles and then to 
his grandson C'harles." 

In 1818 he aippeared lu^fore the; Probate Oourt of Kssex County, and 
stilted that he was a resident of Saugus, a cordvvainer. Fidisted in 
1775 as a private for eight months in Captain Ezra NewhalPs (H>mpany 
of the 127th regiment, conunanded by Colonel John I^ransfield. Just 
liefore his time e.xpired, he enlisted again in 1770, for one year more. 
After serving in the .same, was honorably discharged on the field by 
Cohuiel llutchin.sim in New Jersey, Jamiary I, 1777. Cohniel Frederic 
Breed says that he (Breed) was an offic<T in the company with 
Florence. 

Thomas Florence stated that he was .sixty-.six years old at the tinn* he 
made his application for a pension, that he was weak and infirm and 
fxiuld do but little lalxir. lie serve<l under (jreneral Lee, and was later 
in the War of 181S. Ilis claim was allowed from April 4 1818, at $8 
per month, and $88.^,*$ back \nxy was given him. He was stricken 
from the roll in 18<20. 

The Massachusetts rolls also give acKlitional .service in (-aptain

Colonel John Afansfield's (19th) regiment, connnanded by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Israel Hutchinson; company return dated October 0, 1775. —

FiiLLKU, Peteu. — On June ^^ Thomas Fuller and son Potter (|M>ssibly the 
above Peter), who had come fi*om Salem, were warned out of Iwynn by 
the constable. The similarity of the names is at least suggestive that 
the unusual name of Potter" might have been written '* Peter" on the 
Saugus roll. On the other nmster-roUs on file in tiie archives the name 
is given as *' Potter." Assuming that the two names should l>e one. 
Private Fuller, after the T^xington alarm, enlisted, Afiiy 3, in Captain 
Ezra Newhall's company, ('olonel John ^^ansfield's regiment, receiv- 
ing advanct* pay at (^ambridge, June 8. .Afler the retirement of Colonel 
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Miinsfield he still cf>iitiiiue<l in the service iiiiiler i^ieiileimnt-Colouel 
Israel Hutchinson, of Danvers. The following November he received 
nn order for a bounty vonU ond s|>ent Uie winter in camp at Winter llill. 
He was discharged from senice after the evacuation of Boston. Re- 
enlisted again in Captain Robert Dodge's company, Colonel Ebenezer 
Francis's regiment, tmd marched in the fall of 177(1 to l^orchester Heights, 
where he was encamped for some time. Here his seruce ends, in so 
far as the records are coiK*erned. 

He is buried in the old Western ])urial Ground, near the South Com- 
mon Street si<le. A marble stone and bronze marker of the S. A. R. 
were |>lnctMl near I he s|K>t in 1!M)II. 
(lALKUCiA, Captain Daniel, — ^IJorn in Norton, Miuis., August 1, 1740; 
flied in I^ynn, December f), 182.?. The name (iraleu(*ia is spelled in 
several ways in the records, and there would seem t«) l)e some obscurity 
in regard lo the marriages of C-nplain Daniel. That there were twc»

first nuirriage recorded in Norton, Miuss., gives Daniel "Gallu.sia," 
marrie«l Decem!)er 28, 1708, by Rev. Nathan Holt, to Hannah Lindsey« 
of Danvers. 'J'he scc<)nd marriage, pn)lNd)ly, was that re<t>rde<l in 
the Lynn reconis as taking place May 5, 1782. This was to £lizal>eth 
liindsey, but whether she was a si.ster of Hannah is not known. Mr. 
William Hudson, a descendant of the soldier through Martha Norton 
Galeucia, states that Captain Daniel was a son-in-law of Captain 
Kleazer Lin<lsey, who was cashiered, and that he look the place of 
the latter u|K)n his removal from connnand. This would .seem to in- 
dicate that Hannah or Elizabeth, or both, were daughters of Captain 
Eleazer Lindsey. The third marriage would seem to lie that, July 20, 
1812, between Daniel Galeucia and Mrs. Elizabeth (Tarbox) Thomas, 
given in the I/ynn records as " Eliza Thomas." Two other marriages 
reconled arc |)robably those of his son Daniel. 

The farm of (Japtain Galeucia was the land n<}w owned by John \». 
Shorey, and there he die<l in his eighty-sixth year. Those who remem- 
l)ered him in his latter years described him as a tall, fine-looking man^ 
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lliuugli soiiiewliut Ixint, with white hair which fell uver his shuiililers. 
At the age of seventy-five he hung himself in the oUl harii, hut was dis- 
coveriHl iR'fore it was too late. ITjmiu rec^overing c*ons<*i(>usiu*ss, he in 
said to have asked for water and to have remarked, ** J l>elievc now 1 
shall live out my ap|K)intcd lime.'* 

For a lime C'aptain (iaieucia owne<l the ohl houses which sIcmmI at the 
(•ornor of Franklin and Hoston Shvrtx. 

From his first iMinal-phure, hark «)f lirown^s IVnid, his remains were 
romovtHJ l<i a londi near llie IValMNly end of ihe |M)iid. From Iheiicv, 
with five others, he was Iniried in Cinlar (irove (-emetery. South IVa- 
IxMly, and a stone suitably in.s('nlM*d, together with a marker of the 
S. A. R., was |>lac;eil at his grave by the PealMKly Historical Society.

(lOLDTiiWAiTE, Bknja&iin, — SOU of Major Hcnjamin and Cluu'ity (Kdwards, 
Crafts) GoUlthwaite, was lM>rn in Boston in 17i:{, and was destvnded 
from Thonuis, the emigrant ancesl«»r. Benjamin (loldthwaite was 
nnirried in Saugus by Rev. Mr. Roby, May 3, 17G7, to Ixiis Roardman, 
daughter of John and Eunice (Cheever) Boanhnan, of Cambridge.

elate. His cliiKlreii, nil l>v liis first wifo. liois, were John, \a}\s, Esther, 
Kiiiiice. Kzekiel, Sully, ntid llaiinnli. I lis wife Iauh iIumI in \H\t, unci 
he niurrietl, secHiiul, April 9, 18H, Kliziil>elli Wiidsworth Unrrett, daiigh- 
ler (if Joseph and Ruth (Sniullidge) Harrclt, of Koston, born in 1772. 

Mr. (ioldtli\vait<**s home in Mahlen w}is prolmhly near the Saiigns 
lifi(% for he ap|M'ars to have iM'en assoeiatiHl with that parish, being 
clerk of the same in 1777, and previously serving us tilhing-nian. His 
father. Major Benjamin, of Boston, was a captain in the Louisburg 
expedition, servcMl through the French and Indian War, rising to the 
rank of major and then coIoik*I. His brother Jacob was a capUiin in the 
devolution from Stoughton. 

Benjamin (lohlthwaite died in Maiden, July 2(i. ]8'S5, aged ninety- 
one. His wife Klizabeth died in Maiden, DecemlHT 10, l8^o, at the 
age c»f seven I y- three. Their gravestones may Ik* se<*n in the Salem 
Street cemelerv, Maiden, 
(iorr, C.VKs.vn, also "Cuff.'' — In a descriptive list probably of 1780, he 
is noted as aged .seventeen; five feel, eight inches t^ill; black and a 
lalwrer.

ber 24, 1781; also private, Caplain Jeremiah Miller's company, Cohinel 
Joseph Vose's regiment; muster-rolls for January and February, 1782, 
dated York Huts; enliste<l April, 1781.

(iowiN'c, Danikl, — son of (lideon and KlizalMHli, was Inirn May 20, 17/59; 
married April 2i, 1781, by Rev. Benjamin W^axlsworth, to Hannah 
Butler, of Danvers. He ditnl probably in 1782, as letters of administra- 
tion were asked for October 7 of that year, in wliich his wife Hannah 
is mentioned. 

Another Daniel Ciowing nifirried Mercy or Martha Bowers, according 
Id the Lynn records, December 25, 1704. It is iin|K)S5ible to tell which 
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of lliesc w'liH tlic Itovoliilioiuiry soldier. The iiiilitury record in us fol- 
lows: —

GowiNG, James, — private, probably son of Siunuel Gowing, w<is baptizinl 
in Lynnfield, August 8, 1736. lie served in the French and Indian 
War, having been in Captain Newhall's company, Colonel Plaisteil's 
regiment, which marched towards Springfield, August 15, 1757, on 
the way to relieve Fort William Henry. He served at the Lexington 
alarm with the Lynnfield company. In the accxnints rendered by the 
British of losses incurred on the 19th of April, twenty-six men are 
reported as missing. These men were undoubtedly taken |>risoners, 
among whom can be quoted liieutenunt Goold, who was later exchange<l 
for Josiah Breed, of Captain Rufus Mansfield's company. On the 
muster-roll of (>aplain Nathaniel Bancroft's ctomjmny a note indicates 
that James Gowing was detailed to go to Ipswich jail with a number 
of prisoners. For this service he was given three days' pay, more than 
that receivcil by any member of his com))any. It should be renuMnbensI 
that l\>wnsen<l, Flint, and lladley were killiHl, and Monroe, F<Kster, 
and Welhnan wounded, all I^ynnficld men. It wouhl <dso seem that 
their comrades wtni distinction by taking British |)ris(HUT.s. 

James Gowing ap|)ears on the town records as warden in 177(i, but 
notlung further is known of him. 
Gowing, John, — sergeant in Captain Ezra Newhall's company of minute- 
men which marched on the alarm of April 10, 1775; service, twentv- 
one days. 

The above is the only record of tliis man wliich has been found. 

He was probably of Lynnfield and the John Gowing who married Mrs. 

Lydia Bryant, Septemlier 12, 1775. 

GowiNfl, JoHKiMi, — first lieutenant, son of Thomas and Sairah (ITawkes) 

Gowing, was born in Lynnfield, May 7, 1730. There were four of

His oidy miliL'try 
service was at Ihe lime of the l4\\inglon alarm. It was from his hou.se, 
ihe "Joseph Gowiiig Tavern," that Ihe company mustered on the 
morning of April 19. Near by in the olil meeling-hi>use was store<i 
Ihe slock of |M>wflcr for Ihe <Himpany. The (Sowing 'J'avern was 
bunu^d on Ihe night of June 18, I8n({. 

Joseph (Sowing held the town offices of field-driver, fence-viewer, 
warden, surveyor of highways, treasurer of the parish, selectman, 
and a.sses.sor. He was called "Captain" in his later years. He died 
October 30, 1811, and his wife <lied April 17, 180(5. Both are buried 
in the ohi ccmelery at l^ynnfichl Centre, where a marble stone and 
bronze marker of Ihe S. A. M. were placed at his grave in IJKM. It 
is curious lo nole thai, while Ihe family was atone time very prominent 
in the town, but one stone in the old burial ground l>ears the name 
of CSowing. 

(in\vF-s Jacom ('., — privale, was not a luitive of Lynn, so far jus is known. 
The only referen<'e tf) him in Ihe Lynn records appears in 1700, when 
Mrs. Sarah (S raves, together with her children, Abigail, Hannah, Jeru- 
slia, and Jae^ob, were warne<l f)ut of Lynn, her husband being Jacob 
(Sraves, shipwright, formerly of Boston, Boston town records give 
the marriage of Jacob (Sraves. of Boston, and Sarah Pierce, April 7, 
I7JJ7, Hev. John Webb |>erforming the ceremony. A careful search 
<»f the records of neighlxmng towns gives no further light, and it is 
|M)s.sible that llir above .Jacob (Sraves is not the man Intrne on the roll 
of ( aptain Karringlon's company. His service of Iwo days at the 
time of Ihe l^»xingt<m alarm is Ihe only authentic record known, lie 
nuiy have been the Jacob (Sraves who was captureil by llie British and 
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brought to Ikiston, October 8, 1778, in the cartel ** Silver Eel/' to l>e 
ex'changed for British prisoners. He is noted by the commissary of 
prisoners as a seaman. Administration was granted ui>on his estate, 
October 3, 1785, at wliich time he was described as a shipwright. A 
marble gravestone and bronze marker of the S. A. R. were erected 
to his memory in the okl Western Burial Ground in l!M)k 

(iiiKKN, James. — Nothing is |>o.silively known of this man who was u pri- 
vate in Ca[)tain llufus Manstield's (4th) company which marched on 
the alarm of April 10, 1775. A James Green was warned out of town 
November 17, 1756; also married March 25, 1759, liydia Uamsdell, 
who died in 1760. He married again, March 5, 1761, Sarah Moulton, 
sister of Essekiel and Ezra Moulton. According to the I^ynn records 
a James Green died in Lynn on March 13, 1831. 

IIadlky, Thomas, — probably son of Anthony and Abigail Had ley, was 
liorn in Stoneham, Mass., March 4, 1726. On April 11, 1752, he was 
published to Mary Cox, of Stoneham, and on April 12, 1762, he came 
from Stoneham to Lynnfield. He was warned out of town two days- 
later. He continued to live in Lynnfield, however, where he had niar- 
rietl his second wife on the 26th of November, 1761. She was Rebeccti 
lliukson, daughter of Peter and Elizabeth (Jeffords) Ilinkson, lx)rn 
July 28, 1722. His home was between South Lynnfield and I^ynn field 
Centre, east of the Gerry cider-mill. The old house occupied by him 
has long since disappeared, and the house now standing on the S|M>t 
is the home of Mr. Sprague. The wife of Thomas lladley w<is acci- 
dentally drowned January 0, 1771, in crossing the stream above the 
mill [K>nd (Filling's Pond). She had loft her house to visit an ac*quaiiil- 
ance. Not returning, search was made, and her body found on the 
26 th. 

Mr. Hatlley appears on tlie muster-roll of Captain David Parker's 
Saugus company of minute-men, but this is probably an error. The 
rolls were made up many months after the battle of I^exington, and 
it is not strange that errors shouKl have occurred. Afr. Iladlcy was a 
Lynnfield man, and undoubtedly marched with his neighbors in Cap- 
tain Bancroft's company, reaching the scene of the conflict in Menotomy, 
where the enemy was met on the return to Boston. lAke his friend 
and neighbor, Daniel Townsend, he was caught between the flank guard 
and main line of the British, and was instantly killed. This was at 
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alMitil litilf-past five in the aftenifKin. His Innly was later in the even- 
ing tiikcn inio the home of Jason Unssell, and tlicre laid with those of 
his c*(nnrade.s. His remains were Iniried with others in the field back 
of the honse where he was killed, and there rested until 1848, when 
the town of Arlington caused the bodies of these patriots to be removed 
to the Arlington c'einetcry and a monument erectefl to their memory. 
Mr. Iladley was one of the olrlest men in the company, being over fifty 
years of age. 

Hall, jAMf>i,--sou of Kphraim and Mary (Un>wti) Hall, wius born October 
1^, 1757. Only his 11 evolutionary record is known, as follows: —

Halk, Thomas, son of Kphraim and Mary (llrown) ]lall, was iNtrn S<'p- 
tember 20, 175^>; married April 5, 1781, by Rev. John Treadwell, to 
Jerusha Brown, daughter of Jo.se[)li and Esther (Merriam) Rrown, 
Iwrn Oclolier 27, 1754. The death of Thomas Hall occurred June 11, 
1805, and, in the administration which was askeil for in August following, 
the estate included " an old hoiLse on land of John Willis." John Willis 
was brother-in-law of Thomas Hall, having married Dorcas, ITionias's 
sister. Both men were soldiers of the Revolution, having at one time 
enlisted together on the same day in Zad(K!k Buffinton's company. 

The children of Tlunnas anil Jerusha Hall, so far as is known, were 
Sjdiy, Haimah, Ebenezer, John, and James.

was l>orii May 10, 17v^8. Acconlitig to the Mas.siu-husetts rolls he 
was a private in Captain James Burt*s (rompany. Colonel Asa Whet- 
(!ond)'s regiment; muster-roll dated August 1, 1775; enlisted April *^4, 
1775; serviic, eight <lays; re|M)rtc«l ilescrteil May *i, 1775. lb* \\i\s 
at Fort William Henry, Decendier II, 175({. 

H.VLM)WKiJi, Hknuv, — son of Ssnuuel and Mehitable (HretHl) HaMowell, 
was iMirn Noveudntr ijl, 1754, <ind died April .*), 18iiS), at the age of 
eighty-four years, four months. He wjls one of three brothers to Hglit 
in the War for litdependence, and a man of s|>ecial interest to the 
readers of this ImmiIc from the fnci of his having left the long account 
of his ex[)erience which is here pul)lished for the first tinie. One of 
the few men now living who remendiers him is Mr. Benjamin S. Skinner, 
now eighty-seven years of age. He describes Mr. Hidlowell as a little 
man, rather stout in his later dtiy.s, with a n)und, smooth, jolly face. 
He was known to everylM>dy, and his |M>etry was rather famous among 
his townsmen. Everybody calle<l him ** Uncle Henry." ** How ohi 
does a nuin have to Ik» in «»rder to Ih* called * Tncle* by everybcnly ? " 
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lie iJiic'o nskrd. Wo kiMiw iinl Ihe reply, inily llio fui*l of his fniniliiir 
tide, wliic'h iiulieales, if not his age, the esteem and affection in which 
he was held. 

The lionie of Henry llallowell was the old Ilallowell house on the 
north side of the Common, a little west of the sfxit where the public 
library now stands. 1'he ohl house was lorn down a few years ago, 
and a modern house built on the site by his grandsons. Mr. Hallo- 
well was twice marrie<l, the first time on March 30, 1780, by Rev. 
John Treaxiwell, to JiUcretia New hall, and the secxind time to Martha 
Newhall, January 0, 1813, by Bishop Joseph Soule. By the former 
union he had .six children, Henry, James, Sarah, Polly, John, and 
Lucretia. All of these children live<l to grow up. He had none by 
the .sr(*<ind m.'irri.'i|rf\ His trade wns lluit of a shoemaker, and after 
the manner of those flays, he hire<l apprenlices. He worked at the 
business for many years. Ilis public career may be said to have begun 
when he enlisleil in the Continental Army, January 1, 1770. For four 
Vf'sirs. or uiilil January, I7S0, he srrvcd his <'ounlry failhfully and well. 
During a part of litis {K'Hod, because f>f his skill in jienmanship, he 
was fletaikMl for service as private secretary tt) Ceneral John Glover, 
of Marblehead. Ilis exjieriences in the war are best tokl by himself 
in his narrative. The )>rinci))al events of his Hfe are .set forth in his 
own simple account. The oflicc of town clerk which he hekl for .six- 
teen years was one which he performe<l most faithfully, the lK)oks being 
kept with great care and neatness. Not a blot is to be found on his 
pages, and many of the entries are made with remarkable force and 
ckNiriiess. 

I'lie J^ynn Transcript of Septeudwr 19, 1876, publishe<i a short 
sketch of his life from which the following extracts are made: "His 
habits were frugal an<l economical, and, like most of tho.se oltl worthies 
with whom he was conlem|>orary, his wants were extremely moderate. 
In lho.se days, rents were cheap and taxes k)w. Men work«l for a dol- 
lar a day, and thought it gcxxl wages. In BreecPs End if a shoemaker 
mafle a living ami had thirty cents left at the end of the week, he was 
consiflercMl to be getting rich. It wits so all over town among the better 
cla.ss of shoemakers, anil Mr. llallowell was not an exception. He 
livc<l a fpiict, simple, (-hrislian life, clit»crc<l by the society of a few con- 
genial friends who knew him well and loved his society. He never 
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lupired to what he could not reiicli, but wna (x>ntent with what (i(Ml 

gtivc hiui. lie had learned this lesson: — 

'The farm, tlic ship, tlie humble shop, have each 
Gains wlii(*h the severest studies never reach/ " 

llis own sketch of his life is as follows: — 

*'I was born on the 21 of November 1754 on Warter Hill so calld 
in Lynn Massachusetts, of [loor parentage. My mother Died when 
1 was 2 weeks ohi and my education snudl there l>cing only one town 
school. When between 13 and 14 years of Age I was put out to Uufus 
Mansfield to learn the Shoemakers Business and servd about 6 year, 
then was so out of health that my brotlier Theops. Ingaged to see my 
master sattisfied for what time I had to serve. Some time after I let 
myself to Decon John Burroge for four Dollars a month to Do light 
work on his farm and after a While I paid sd master & while on his 
farm I teachd an evening school. Being ubcnit twenty years of age. 
This was before the llevolution when between twenty and twenty-4me 
I ingaged and servd six montlis in 1775 in the state service and after- 
wards servd in the Continental Army until 1780. On the SOth March 
same year Was married and that Spring Begun the shoemaking and 
fishing Business and in a few years had twelve in family Including 
journeymen & printisses and my father and for several springs teachd an 
Kvening school. In 1791 joyned the Methodist church ^iii a meinU'r 
and not long after chosen clerk of sd society and still carried on fishing 
and shoemaking tho in a smaller Way. 

''Also chosc*n Clerk of Capt. Itiibinson's company of Militia and 
«>ne year chosen assessor. \s to my business of Shoemaking & fi.sliiii^ 
my Shoes I carriiHl to Sidcni on f(M)l fifteen years Sc fishing I followt'd 
fifty years more or less and out lived three open 1k)tes & 1 Deck H«)le. 
Ill 1BU4 was cluKHcn T«)wii (-lerk Si^lecliiiaii & Assessor 14 yeair siiid 
then seprate clerk for two years, then left town business in 1820. 

"Privioiis to this was chosen representative for one year in IKOO. 
And Also been appointed Agent for repairing the great Bridge Betwivii 
Saugus & Lynn and ap|)ointed juryman twice. In 1814 myself and 
selectmen had to represent to the general (?ourt the proprity of .send- 
ing representatives to sd court there election being c*ontested tlio 
they held there senls. Myself only had to appear at sd court to .Aiiswrr 
to the Name of Siilvjiii being spelt wrong not by iiie. 
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"I li:ul to apiHMir ut Siilcni Siiprcni (*<>iirt r(*8|Hr('tiiig u prcteiulctl 
riot which wns none. I hsul to ap|)onr nl Court in Stileiii niso res|>ecting 
Jeremiah Bulfindi IWing Chosen Town (>lerk Pro lini While |K)ling 
the voters on the Common. 

" I have had to notify a number of jieople to refrain from strong Drink 
otherway the Meleclmeii Would git a guanleti for iliem.

still standing on Tremont Street, move«l there from the foot of the Com- 
mon, where the Methodist church now stands.

to Rridget Newhall, born in I^ynn, 
February 15, 1753. He had eight children, including three pairs of 
twins, Benjamin and Samuel, l>orn 1778, Martha, born 1780, Me- 
liihd»lc, 178.S, 'riK'ophihis and Bridget, lM>rii 1788, and Thcophihis 
and Kydia, iMirn 17!)l. Like most of his townsmen; Mr. ilallowcll 
Wfis a cordwainer and followed his occupation in a little shop which 
adjoined his house, then locateil on the northerly side of the Common 
a little cast of Hanover Street, lie was a short man, weighing barely 
a linndrc<l |N)niids, but active and of great cnilnnincc. It is rchilcd 
that in his later years he often Wii]ke<l to Boston and dragged a side of 
leather home with him. In 1780 he was chosen <leacx>n of the First 
(/hurch, and remaineil a mend>er of that society until the famous seces- 
sion to the MethcMlists in 17iH, when he joine<l the tide and went over 
to the new society. The two deacons— the other being (*apUiin Will- 
iam Farrington — took with them the connnunion plate of the church, 
an act which became a bone of contention for many years and the sub- 
ject of litigation. At length Captain Farrington relented and returne<l 
to his old |>ew, taking with him the disputed plate, but Deacon Ilallowcll 
ever renudned a stanch Methodist. He was a regular attendant at 
the **OId Bowery" meeting-house, always appearing in a snudl red 
cap. Son\e of the aged people of to-day remember him, for he was one 
of the last survivors of the battle of I^xington in the town. His wife 
died August 13, 1803, and was buried in the old Western Burial (jiround. 
He was nnirried, second, April 30, 1806, by Rev. Peter Jayne, to 
Susannah Breed, daughter of Ephraim and Martha (Mansfield Newhall) 
Breed, born in Lynn in 17G8. By her he had one child, Susan. She 
was a direct descendant from Allen Breed, who came to America in 1630. 
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Mr. Ilallowell wils oik* (if (lie iiiosl rc*N[KH'le(l iiicii of llie town. Ills 
ilealli o(nirre<l SepleiiilnT ^8, 18fJ3, at llie age of eiglily-tliree. His 
wife, Susuiiiiah, dierl August JJl, 1844, age<l fi fly-six. They were first 
tnlerretl in the ohl Western Hnrial (i round, hut were removed some 
years ago to Pine (Jrove Cemetery. Two simple stones mark their 
graves on Virgilni Avenue. A marker t>f the S. \. W. has lK*en p!aee«l 
at his grave.

\ very full .sketch of the life of Captain Kbenezer Hart is given 
in Mr. Wcllman's Historv of l/vmdicld. in wlii<>h he savs that KlnMiezer 
Hart .served in the army from the l)eginning to the en<l of the war. Con- 
tinuing, he adds: "He live<l in the northerly part of the town, where 
he reared a large family of children, giving them all a very gcxMl com- 
mon-school i*ducation. Being intelligent and well-iuformcMl on matters 
and things in general, he took nun-h interest in the subject of etluca- 
tion as well as in f»tlicr matters of pubHc' interest. Kor the opfMirtuni- 
tics he ha<l. he was a man of cNleusive and varini rca<liug, and so well 
|M>ste<l in political as well as tlundogical history as to make him an able 
debater and a formidable antagonist. In private Hfe he was a man of 
«piiet nuiimers, kind and courteous, but independent and flat-footed 
in his opinions, and fearh*ss in expressing them, a faithful friend as 
well as a determined op|N>uenl. In the War of 1814 party .spirit ran 
very high, and |M>litical subjects were di.scu.sse<l with great warmth and 
animosity. He In^longefl at that lime to the Jefferscm .school of Dem- 
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ocrats, and there were but two others in Lynnfield. Until the year 
1814 the voters of Lynn and Lynnfield voted together for state officers, 
and it belonged to Lynnfield to have one of the five representatives for 
both towns. Captain Hart was one of those taken as a candidate from 
Lynnfield, and having a majority of the Lynn voters on his side, was 
elected over all opposition in his own town." 

Ebenezer llart cnlerc<t the army when he was hardly fourteen years 
of age, and was a corporal at eighteen. An amusing anecdote has 
come down connected with his service as a soldier, in which it is related 
that at one time some of the members of his company, in foraging, 
]ielpe<i themselves to some honey belonging to an old Dutchman. The 
latter entered complaint to the captain of the company, who professed 
not to doubt that his rascally fellows had it hidden away somewhere. 
Receiving a hint as to the place where it was, he told the Dutchman 
to take one side to search while he look the other. C'oming to the 
keg which held the honey, he thrust his finger into it and said : *' What's 
this, boys, — soap? That's right! Wash and be clean, — it's the beauty 
of a soldier!" Of course the honey was not found by the )K)or Dutch- 
man, and he Wjis sadly iMTalcd besides for presuming to doubt the luinesty 
of such fine fellows. 

Mr. Henry Danforlh rememl>ered Mr. Hart well, and said that it was 
the delight of the latter in his old age to come down to the tavern at the 
Centre, kept by his ohi comrade, Ebenezer Parsons, and there fight his 
battles over agiiiu. Hiere was a (HMislaiil flow of raillery betwi'eii 
the two old veterans, each striving to make the record of the other ap- 
pear at a disadvanUige, to the great amusement of the small Iniys who 
happened to hear them. 

The home of Mr. Hart was a suuill story and a half house on T^iwell 
Street, just beyond the Peabody road. The house was burned some 
years ago. His grandson, Henry E. Smith, who lives near the spot, 
remembers him, and says that his grandfalher Hart was at the surrender 
of Cornwallis, and that he was the second man within the breastworks 
on that occasion. He has also heard it said that his grandfather was 
a very strong, wiry man, and in his younger days could easily vault a 
seven-foot pole. His military recMinl is given fully in the Massa<rliusetts 
rolls, and also somewhat by himself in his )>eiision application. From 
the rolls the following is taken: List of men raised to serve in the Con- 
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tinental Army from 1st Rssex (^ouiily repiinciil, dated l-»ynn, February

He 
was a soldier in the French and Indian War, l>eing n private in Cap- 
lain William Flint's company at (Vown Point. In llie Hcvolution 
he was a sergeant in Caplain lliifus Mansfield's (Mh) T/ynn <x>mpany. 
which marchc<l on the alarm of April 19, 1775, and nuiy have st*en other 
service. Jiulge .lames U. Newhall was his grandson. 
IIaht. M<isi:s. son of Aanm and Tabiiha ((Nillins) Harl, iMirn February 
15, 17^J7, is the only one given in the Lynn records, and is probably 
the right num. 

This old stildier, with a long and hcmorable service in the French 
and Indian War, is recordc<l with a less creditable connei'tion with the 
War of llic Hcvo1uli<ui. He was a captain in Colonel Paul Dudley's 
regiment from April 9t to August I, 1775. Force's Archives (vol. iii., 
p. iM\KK) gives a ccnirt-martial in which he ligure<l as follows: —

w:is born in 17S8. His name came down to him from Zerubbal)cl 

Kndicott, son of (Governor .Icdin Kndic«>tt. and great-great-grandfather 
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to Zerubbabel Hart. Mr. Hart enlisted April IS, 1758, in the service 
of King George II., in Captain Isiuic Osgood's company, Colonel 
Ebenczer Nichols's regiment. This regiment was raised for the 
total reduction of Canada, and marched to Albany. There, under 
General Abercrombie, Hart served until November 12 of that year, 
having seen liani fighting about Lake George. He was married in 
Dan vers, June 22, 1762, by Ilev. Nathaniel Holt, to Eunice Curtis. 
Two of his children were Eunice, who died January 4, 1775, and Zerub- 
babel, Jr., who died July 4, 1700, aged twenty-six. 

Having seen service in the French War, it was but natural that 
Zerubbabel Hart should become a member of Captain Bancroft's com- 
pany, and on the morning of the battle of Lexington he met with his 
neighbors, and marched over to meet the British, l^he conversation 
between captain and private has 1>een rehilcnl. Had his admonition 
to lieware of the Hank guanl been li<*c?dc<l« it would have savc<l the hves 
of three of his comrades. Mr. Hart died February 14, 1797, aged 
fifty-nine, and was buried in the old cemetery at I^ynnfield Centre. 
Dr. Martin Ilerrick, another Revolutionary veteran, apprai.scti his estair, 
whi<*li aniounliMJ to $1,800. 

A marble stone and bronze marker of the S. A. 11. were erected at his 
grave in 1004. 
Hawkes, Adam, — private, son of John and Hannah (Priest) Hawkes, 
was born in North Saugus, Deceml)er 8, 1743.

In the year of his marriage he lK)ught the farm adM>ve men- 
tioned, and with his young wife there began housekeeping. He was a 
shoe manufacturer in a small way, as well as a farmer, and sold his 
shoes in Providence, making his trips on horseback. He responded 
with patriotic zeal to the call of April 10, 1775, and marched away with 
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lii.s c«)iiini(lcs 111 llic. fdinimiiy of ('apUiiti Dtivifl IVrker, of Siingus. 
His tininc on tlic iiiiister-roH is given ns A<lnni llnwke. In the old 
fnniily Bible is briefly relalwl Ins final action in the War for Inde|>en- 
flem-e. He had enlereil u|K)n the privateer service, and the record says: 
"Adam Hawkes entered on boanl the privateer *Greybow/ under 
foniniand of Captain Haniinon [probably Captain Edward Ham- 
mond, who was sent back to IJoslon, Ocloljcr 8, 1778, to be exchanged 
for British prisoners]. May 9, 1778, and was taken by the enemy and 
carricfl to Halifax to prison, where he remained until the last of Septem- 
ber, when he was exehangeil and on ihe Kith of OetoInT he arrivwl at 
Boston, and got home on Friday, the MHli of October, sick with the 
yeUow fever, which conlinueil lill Ihe •sfOlh and then he dycnl." 

He left eight chihlren, six sons and two daughters. In }7fMi the 
wi(h)w sohl the farm and removed to lloston, where most of the crhil- 
<lren mnrri<*<l. Shedieil there. May 10, 1847, and was biirietl in Copp's 
Hill Bnrial (iround. He \\ns iiilerrc<l in the old grcmml at S<iugns 
(.'eiitre, where in 1903 a marble stone and bronze marker of the S. A. II. 
were erected. 

Hawkf-s, Klkanaii,— nndoubtcMlly, the "Alehony" Hawkes of the muster- 
roll of Captain Parker's Sjingus cfimpany, was the son of Thomas, and 
lK>rn alnnit 1740. He liv(*«l in the ancient house still st^inding on Forest 
Street, anti married May 4, 1714, Kimice Newhall, daughter of Ebene- 
zer, l)orn October 0, 1740. His onlv service in the town was as sur- 

veyor of highways in 1757-58. In

He was a farmer, and thus indicate<l 
by his will on file in the probate records, I>etters of administration 
were granted on his eslale July 0, 1778, his will having been witnesse<l 
by lhn»e of the Sangns company who were his neighlMirs; namely; 
Francis Smith, Samuel Wilson, and Adam Hawkes. He left 1IJ3 
acres of land, house, and blacksmith shop, all valnetl at £4,804, accord- 
ing to the c-nrrency of the <lay. His children were Ezra, Eimice, Eliza- 
beth, !x)ve, anil (iracc. He is bnritMl in the old cemetery at Saugus 
Centre. A nuirble stone and bronze nuirker of the S. A. U. were erecte<l 
in 1903. 
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IIawki^, John, — descended from the eitiigrant Aduin, the line lieing* 
AdainS John', Adam', John^, Adam*, John*, lie was son of Adam 
and lluhhdi, lM>rn in I^ynnfiekl, July 14, 1754; marriinl in 1770 to 
Rachel, daughter of lieutenant Timothy and Mary (Newhall Mans- 
field) Bancroft, lM>rn at Dunstable, April 18, 1758. lie liad twelve 

children, and lived on a part of the 

w'V^ ^xv^y A farm l>elonging to his ancestors, in the 

C^ ^^ ^NN^^^vvy house near the Wakefield line, owned 

by George llawkes. He died May 
3, 1811, and is buried in a marked grave, facing the street, in the ohl 
ground at Lynnfiehl (^entre. The stone is an innnense «nic, nearly six 
feet tall. His wife, Rachel, lies at his side, died April 1, 1814, aged 
fifty-five. He was a Lynnfield man, but enlisted in a Reading (x>m- 
pany, that of (^aptain John Walton, ('olonel David (ireen's regiment, 
which marched on the alarm of April 19, 1775. His grand-daughter, 
Mary B. Hawkes, still lives in Lynnfield, and has in her |)ossession hih 
old commission as first lieutenant in the 6th company, commandetl bv 
Captain John Burnham, 1st Essex (bounty regiment, signed by John 
IlanctMtk. 

Hawkes, Nathan, — who was ensign of the Saugus CH>mpany on the famous 
10th of April, was the son of Moses and Susannah (Hitchings) Hawkes 
and great-grandson of Adam, the first white man in Saugus and the 

ancestor of the llawkes family which 

h>calc<l in that part of Lynn. He was 

born July 1, 1745, in the house in 

which he lived and died. The liou.se is 

still standing, and is the first west of the sch(K)l-house on the road to 

Wakefield. 11 was built in 17i)i5 by MtKses Hawke.s, .son of Moses, to 

whom the land luune under the will of the first settler. 

Nathan Hawkejj was marricHl by Kev. Jo.seph Uoby, S4*ptemlM*r !i. 
17(10, to Sarah Hilchings, (laughter of Daniel and Hannah Hilchings, 
liorn February 10, 1745. She wiui desceudcHi from Daniel Hitchings, 
a soldier in King Philip's War ami the holder of lands in Saugus under 
an Indian dee<l. Nathan llawkes was parish clerk during a portion 
of Parson Hoby's pa.storate, and the friendship of pastor and clerk was 
very chise. His children were Hannah, Nathan, Daniel, James, Susan- 
nah, Mary, Moses, nnd Aaron. On the outbreak of the Hevolutioii, 
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April 19, 1775, lie iiiRrfhwl wiUi liis coinimiiy, nm! scrvwl two days. 
On llie ^Mli of April, 1770, lie wns rlKMcii first licnlciifuit of Cnptoin 
John Pool's S(l cx>nipniiy, Ist Essi'x (*oiiiiiy regiment, and was coni- 
iiiiMsioiietl April 2((. His (^oiiiiiiiasioii, signed in the bold hand of 
John Ilaneock, is in the |M)sses8ion of his great-grandson, Hon. Nathan 
Mortimer llawkes, of Lynn. It is presimuMl that he saw further active 
serviec in the Revolution, hut, owing to the fuet that many muster and 
pay rolls tifter 1770 are larking in the state archives, no record has 
lM»eii found. The swonl which he carried on the morning of April 
M). 1775. is a treasured heirloom in the family of his great-grandson. 

lie was active in town affairs, being constable in 1772 and select- 
man in 178«. 1787, 1788, 1789, 1790, 1791, 179«, 1805, 1806, and 1807. 
His colleagues during the latter years were Henry Hallowell and Henry 
Oliver. During his servicer u|m)Ii the iMiard the final separation of 
l«»wii and church t<K>k place. The conleulion l)ctwecn the First Parish 
nnd the town was .scttle<l by hohling the town meeting in 1800 in the 
McthfKlist church instead of in the First Pari.sli Meeting-house, where 
the |>eople had worshipped and had traasacteil their secular business 
for one hundred and seventy-three years. 

In 18l<£ one of the earliest scImniIs in the town was held in the home 
of Nathiin llawk(*M, and wns taught by one of his daughters. Here 
Fnlhcr Tnylor, Eilwnrd T. Tavlor, the famous preiicher of the Sca- 
iMcu's Hclhcl, of Itoston, rcci»iv(Ml llic iH^giiining of his c*diication. The 
Ijirgc farm, which came to Mr. llawkes by inheritance and by the pur- 
chase of the interest of his brothers and sisters, was profitably tilled. 
In juhlition to fanning he carrieil on the shoe basiness, after the fash- 
ion of those* (lavs. NovemlMT 21, 1783, a commiltet* which had ]>een 
:ip|>oint(Ml to consider metho<ls of lietlering the slux; trmic made a 
report, including a reefMnmendatioii to ))ctition Congress in aid of the 
measures pro|K)s<'<l. It may 1m; of interest to give the names of the 
signers of the obligation to pjiy the bills: — 

"And we whose names are underwritten, join in the above ami sup- 
|M)rt the charges that may arise: Nathan Hawkes, Aaron Newhall, 
•lohn T/Cwis, Jacob IiignllN. Uufus Newhall, Micajah Alley, John Alley, 
lh*iijamin Parrolt, Samuel Batchclder, Ezra Hitchings, William Tar- 
Ihix. John Watts, David T^nvis, Captain Uufus MansBcId, Benjamin 
Urccd, Abraham HnnNl, Joseph I^ye, Ebenezer Newhall, Fxlward Ireson, 
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John Ireson, John Curtain, Isaac Bassett, and Daniel Ingails." Fuiir- 
teen of these men had served with Lieutenant Ilawkes in the Revolution. 
Perha[)s the most imi)ortant public act of his life was the part which 
he took in setting off the town of Saugus from l^ynn. ''lie was the 
principal petitioner for this act, and for the contest his wide experience 
in town affairs, and the recognition by the people of both parts of the 
town of his ability and fairness, ani[)ly quaHfied him to win the legis- 
lative battle which adde<i Saugiis in 1815 to the list of ^^assachuselts 
towns." 

Mr. Ilawkes was well remembered by his gramUlaughter, JNIiss 
Hannah Ilawkes, of North Baugus, and she ilescribed him as a tall, 
slender man, of light complexion, and with the usual smooth face of the 
old-time gentleman. She was the ))ossessor of his ancient tall cKuk, 
which ticked in her home, having pcrformiHl duty in three centuries. 
Nathan Ilawkes died Octolier 17, 18^&. His wife. Surah, die<l 
December 19, 1837, at the age of eighty-seven. They are buric<l side 
by side in the ohi ground at Saugus Centre, and tall nuirble slabs mark 
their graves. The marker of the S. A. R. was placed there in 1i)0t). 

irvwKi*>$, Thomas, — sergeant, was the son of Klkanah, and Kunice (New- 
hall) Ihiwkes, liorn February 5, 174^. He was marricnl by Mr. Roby, 
June 1, 1708, to Esther Newhall, daughter of Moses and Susannali 
(lk)wden) Newhall, born February 28, 1744. 'IMiey luul seven chiklren, 
Joseph Haven, Levi, Simeon, Ix>ve, Esther, Samuel Merritt, and Ruth. 
Their home was in the house built by Elkanah Hawkes, which may 
still l>c seen in Oakland vale, a few hmIs west of Forest Street. S4> fair 
as it is known, Thomas Hawkes l(N>k uo part in the Revolution aside 
from that in ('aptaiu Parker's Saugus (H»mpany at the time of the Lex- 
ington alarm. His father had been in the ohi French War, but .served 
as a private in the same company with his son on the 1i)th of April. 
1775. Thonuis was the eldest sou, and U|M)n the destth of his father, 
in 1778, under the Puritan custom he had the usual double (Hirtion 
of the estate, which in this csise was not im|M>rtant, inasuiuch as the 
estate was later declared insolvent. He served as constable in 1778-79, 
but appears to have otherwise taken but Hltle part in town aifairs. No 
re(!onl of his death has been found. 

Hkkuick, Dit. MAUTiN.-.son of Henjamin and Sarah (Potter) Herriek, 
was tjorn May 30, 1747, in a house in the northern part of liVnnHeld, 
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vn\M \Uv **'rreiiioiit lIou.se/* lie wjus iiiiirried in Hemliiig, March 
i:K 178!), »o Siiruli WrigliU who dicNl in rorlhiiul, Me., Jnly «3, 1848, 
»t the iige of eighty. Dr. llerrick was very skilful ns a physician, ami 
after his cleiith, which occurred July 10, 1820, some of his friends were 
wont to .say that they did not expect to survive another illness. lie 
was hnried with Masonic; honors, and an old lady who went to the 
funeral said that the plnce of his burial was very near the entrance 
of the old ground at Lynnfield Centre, alfout where the tablet stands, 
juul this was the s|>ot marked to his memory with a government stone 
and mnrker of the S. A. H. 

Dr. Ilerrick rcspondcNl to Ihc lA*\inglon alarm, and it is said that 
after the battle he assisted in caring for the wounded, lie enlisted 
in the nrmy, but wns transferred to the navy and wns twice cajHured 
l)V the liritish. 

The l/cxington service is given in the Heading (*ompiiny, that of Cap- 
tiiin John Flint's company. Colonel David Green's regiment. His 
name also appears as surgeon on the briganline ''Tyrannicide," com- 
man(k*<l by Ciiptain John Allen llallet; engaged August 1. 1778; di.s- 
charged DecendnT 18, 1778. 

IIm'Kh, AViijjam, -scnman, ship "UIkhIcs/' cf>mmaiide<l by Captain Nche- 
minh Hiininloii; dcsrriptivc list of olliccrs and crew sworn to August 
11, 1780; nge, twenty-oia; years; stature, .'> ft. .5 in. ; complexion, 
light; residence, Lynn. —Mass. Rolls. 

lln.L, Hicti.vKi). -.son of John and llnnnah (IUhmis) Hill, was iMirn in Ijynn, 
Novi'inbcr 11, I7r>8. He .scrvi»<l :is a jirivatc in (*npl:iin Fiirringtcnrs 
c.-ompany, April 19, 1775, marching to Menotomy, where he engaged 
in the runm'ng fight with the regulars. He enliste<l May 5, 1775, as a 
private in Captain Ezra Newhall's company. Colonel John Mansfield's 
(loth) regiment, then l>eing recruile<l at Cand>ridge, and June 8 he 
gave his receipt for advance pay. He wjus present with his c^nnpany 
on Cobble Hill during the fight on Bunker Hill, but did not participate. 
During the succeeding fall he went into camp on Winter Hill with his 
regiment, aial di<l guard duty until the first day of January, 1776, when 
he was di.srliar«^rd. He received tin* i-nslomary order for a iNiunty 
coat on November % for having enlisteil for eight months. Inasmuch 
as most of his com|>any re-enlist(»<l at once to serve during 1770, he also 
probably accompanie<l his regiment, after the evacuation of Boston, 
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to New York, where it took purt in the battles of Fort AVasliingtoii ami 
Fort I^ee, and tlien crossed into New Jersey, where it finally engaged 
in the capture of the Hessians at Trenton, Dccend>er HG, 177G. On 
the 6th of ISfarch, 1777, he was again mustered into servic-e hy Lieu- 
tenant John Flagg, of Lynn, for three years. He received a iiounty 
of £a from the town of Lynn, an<i was allowed three pairs of shoes, 
three shirts, and thriH* pairs of hose, all of which, however, was deducted 
from his pay. lie was at this time assigneil to Captain (iiNMiale's com- 
pany. Colonel Rufus Putnam's (•>th) regiment, which soon after went 
into cainj) at lV*ekskill, N.Y. June 'ili his regiment was sent north 
to reinforce (ieneral Scrhuyler, and while there was in the famous cam- 
paign which resulted in the capture of Burgoyne and his army. (Jap- 
tain Goodale's company saw hani fighting during the battle of Sara- 
toga, led a fierce charge on October 10, and was present at the sur- 
render. After this his regiment was stationed in the northern depart- 
ment, doing duty on the Hudson River. During the snnnner of 1778 
Private Hill was in camp at Fort Arnohl, and there saw for the first 
time General Thad<leus Xosciuszko, who was serving as engineer. 
After two years of service he was promoteii to the rank of cor|x>ral, 
ami was transferred to Ca])t4iin John Williams's company in the same 
reginieiit. At the conclusion of his three years' service he again enlisted 
for the Witr, and was assigned to Captiun Job Whipple's company, 
Colonel Rufus Putnam's regiment. He was at West Point at the 
time of Arnold's treason and esca]>e. At this time he was described 
as being twenty-two years of age, 5 ft. and 11 in. in height, of light 
complexion and light hair, with residence I^ynn. In January, 1781, 
he was re|M>rlctl as being on guard at Went Point with the boats. In 
February he was granted a furlough, and returned to I^ynii, where he 
s|>ent sixty days, at the end of which time he returned to the army, 
where he ]ip|Hnirs for the hist lime on a nnister-roll dated at West Point, 
April, 1781. It is probable that he remained until |H'a(v was dcclarcnl, 
but no reconl exists. 

At the conclusion of the war, having servwl nearly six years for his 

country, he returned to I^ynn, where he was living in 1790. Nothing 

further is known of him. 

IliUi, RonKi<r,--si>n of John aiul Hannah (Heeiis) Hill, was Uirii October 

({, 1750. Little is known of hhn. He evidently die<l in Sidein, June 
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40, 1798, at llic Rgc of forly-lwo. niHl is given in llic rc'ciirtl of llev. 
Mr. Bcnllcy, of that place, as "a mariner from I^ymi." He was also 
described as infirm, |K>or, Init res|>ecled. He <lie<l of consumption. 
His wife was a Collins, and lie had seven children. In 1780 he was 
a resident of Salem, as would appear from a descri])tive list of officers 
Hn<l crew of the brigantine "Ranger," cxnnmandcd by Captain Robert 
Stone, in which his age was given as twenty-three, complexion light, 
and residence Salem. 

fliij,, AViLLiAM, — fifer, son of John and Hannah (Beens) Hill, was bom 
in livnn, .Inly 10, 17/51. lie scrvwl in Ihc company of <*aptain Daviil 
Parker, of Snugns, at the l^cxington alarm, returning home the next 
day. On May {I he enlisted in Ca|)l4iin Ezra NewlialFs com- 
pany. Colonel John ^lansfield's regiment, as a fifer, and scrvetl until 
August 1, ]77o. He was present at the battle of Hunker Hill, but was 
not <*nllcil inlo action. On June 8 he rcceivc<l advinice pay for his 
.services, nnd ihc town of liyini voIcmI him a gun. At ihe expiration 
of his first enlistment he again entered the service in the same com- 
pany, and imdoubtedly serve<l through the siege of Boston. He ap)>ears 
on a company return Octol>er 0, 1775, and on Noveml)er 1 he re<*eive<l 
an order for a bounty coat or its equivalent in money. He s]>ent the 
winter in camp at Winter Hill. On a list of soldiers of the Revolution 
kept by Henry Hallowell, he is given as a cor|K)rnl, but no official rec- 
ords have l)een found to prove it. 

Mr. Hill does not appear on the town records, and it is not known 
where he live<l nor what was his occupation. In 1818 he was pen- 
sione<l by the federal government at the rate of eight dollars per month, 
but did not live long thereafter, lie died in J/ymi,May (>, 1810. His 
burial-place is unknown, but pre^unuibly he lies in nn unmarkeil grave 
in the oUl AVeslern Burial Ground. 

IliiTiiiNas, AoLfAir, — private, son of Daniel ami Hannah (Ingalls) Hitch- 
iiigs, was l3<»rn January 18, 17r>:J, and liveil in the family honiestea<l 
in North Saugiis. With his three brothers, Nathan, John, and Daniel, 
he responded to the I^*xinglon alarm but nothing further is known of 
him. 

lliiciiiNCis, Dan I KL,- private, son of Daniel and Hannah (Ingalls) Hitch- 
ings, wns Imrn in North Saugus, October 2, 1738. His home was the 
ancient house still stan<ling, west of the Ncwburyport turnpike, near 
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where the Stiiigus River crosses it. This house hus tlie uiitique cased 
beiiiiis of ouk in the ceiling of the lower rooms, and is an interesting 
relic of am earlier day. I^ike all of the name of Uitchings of this local- 
ity, seven of whom were on the rolls of the Revolution and five in the 
Saugiis company of April 10, he was descended from Daniel Uitchings, 
a soldier in King Philip's War, who held lands in Saugus under an 
fiKlian diH*<l. The Daniel (»f our skrtch had seen s<*rvi<'(* in the French 
and Indian War, having been in Captidn Newhall's company, (-olonel 
riaisted's regiment, which marched toward Springfield, August 15, 
1755. In 1771 he was lieutenant in (-aptain Ephraim Brown's 1st 
Lynn company, 1st Essex County regimeiil of militia. On .Inly 18. 
176(1, he was married by Rev. Mr. Roby to Emiice llawkcs. Accord- 
ing to the probate records, letters of mlministration were grante<l on 
the estate of Daniel Uitchings to his wife, Eunice, on July 12, 1793. 
lie is tliere descrilied as a blacksmith, and in the inventory are men- 
tioned *' one-half a house anil one-half a barn, eleven acres adjoining, 
twenty-five acres pasture ami five acres of Rurrill meadow.'' Mr. 
ditchings took but little part in the affairs of the town, ap|>earing only 
lis warden in 1707. After the licxington alarm, in which he servetl in 
the company of Captain Parker, he (piietly pursue<l his trade until his 
death in 1793. lie is buried in the oUl cemetery at Saugus Centre where 
a marble stone and bronze marker of the S. A. R. were erected in 1903. 

llrrciiiNGS, John, — private, son of Daniel and Hannah (Ingalls) Uitch- 
ings, was born in Saugus, April 4, 1747. lie was married Dccend>er 3, 
1708, by Rev. Mr. Roby to I^ydia llawkes, daughter of Adam and llul- 
dah (l)rc»wn) Uawkes. John llilchings scrvml with his thrin; brolhers, 
Daniel, Nathan, and Ahijah, in the Saugus compainy at the Lexington 
alarm, but no further service is recorded. After the war he moved 
to Richfield, N.Y., with William Uitchings, possibly his son, and 
liecaine a pioneer in the wilderness. His descendants still remain in 
New York and Vermont. 

llrix?iiiNGS, Nathan, — probably son of Daniel and Hannah (Ingalls) 
Uitchings, was born in Saugus, November S3, 1741, brother of Daniel, 
John, Abijah, and Nathaniel. His home was in the farm-house of 
Rreakhart Hill, with its pleasant view down the valley of the Saugus 
Kivcr, where lies Prankcr*s Pontl. lie was married July 10, 1771. 
by Rev. John Treadwell, to Abigail I^arraliee, lK>rn in 1737. He was 
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with <'a|»tfiiii Parker's coinimtiy on Uio lOlh of April, 1775, mul in July 
nilislcsl ill ( ji|ilain KIrazcr IjIimIwv'h company, Colonol Jact)l> Gcrrisirs 
regiment, ami at Maiden, July 0. Ux)k the oath recjuirecl by the Conti- 

nental Congress. His receipt for ad-

state archives. Upon the dismissal of 
Captain Limlsey from Uie service, he enleretl the company of Cap- 
lain Daniel Galeucia, of Lynn, and was attache<l to Colonel Ben- 
jamin Iluggles Woo<ll)ridge's regiment. Having enlistwl for eight 
months, he was given an onler for a Iniunly coat at Maiden, Det-endier 
'i'i. 1775. May 11, 1777, he was musterwl into service again, the town 
of liVnn having voted on March 3 to give every soldier enlisting for 
three years a Iniunty of XH. lie was atlachcil to Captain Foster's 
company. Colonel Nixon's regiment, and later to Captmn Japhet 
l)anicls\s company of the same regiment, having marchtnl from Lynn 
to New York, where the regiment was stationcMl. He was in the Uur- 
gnyiic campaign, and fought in the hatlles of Stillwater an<l Saratoga. 
After the surrender of IJurgoyne he remained on duty in the nortlicrn 
department. He wils in the a.s.sault on Stony Point, and assisted with 
other \ts\\\\ men in the capture. At the lime of Arnohl's treason 
he was at AVest Point, and viitnes-sed the execution of Andre. His term 
having cxpireil, he relurncMl to Lynn and again eidisted, June ?JJ, 1781, 
agreeable to a resolve of December 2, 1781). His second term of en- 
listment was for three years, but before it was over |>eace was declared, 
and he again returneti to Lynn after hanng served a period of over 
? jjgh t years. He died in Saugus, Octol>cr 23, 1821, and his wife 
Abigail tliwl there, February 28, 1819. They are buried in the old 
(!cmetery at Saugus Centre, where a double stone marks their graves. 
A bronze marker was erected in 1903. 

llrn!iiiN(:s, Natiianikl,— son of Daniel an<l Hannah (Jngalls) liitchings, 
was born April 1, 1751. The most that can now Ik? known of him is 
gathered from his pension ap]>lication maile in 1818. He was pen- 
sionetl under the act of 1818, at which lime he was feeble and infirm, 
but of soun<l mind, a house car|)enter by trade. Seven years later he 
was very infinn, with wife age<l sixty-seven, and, unless pensioned, 
must have depen<le<l upon charily. Mr. Samuel Sweetser testified 
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in his behulf, saying that, when he, Sweetser, was a selectman in liyiin, 
in 1776, he hud paid Ilitchings a bounty to enlist. I'his second appli- 
cution was made because of having been dropped from the rolls in 
18^0. It resulted in his being restore<l, July 25, 18^5. His service 
WHS for at least two years in the war, having enlistcii in April, 1775, 
and served as sergeant in Captain Ihicon's i*ompaiiy, Colonel Ger- 
rish's regiment, for the first eight months of the war. The first of Jan- 
uary he enlisteil in (Japtain lienjamin Pollard's company, Colonel 
Jonathan Brewer's regiment, and served as a non-connnissioned officer 
until discharged at Fishkill a year later. His death occurred in Lynn* 
September 14, 1834, at the age of eighty-three. 
IlrrciiiNGB, Thomas, — .son of Ezra and Keturah (Newhall) Ilitchings, 
was l)orn Novendier 15, 17(S^?, in Sjiugus. He was marrietl by Rev.

well, and l^^lward. Seven of these chiKlren livcnl to be 4»ver seventy 

years of age. 

October St^ 1H.S^, Thomas Hilchings appeared iH'fore the Probate 
Court, at the age of seventy, and made oath that he enlisted in October, 
1770, at Lynn, and served one month and sixteen days in Captain Athli- 
.son Richardscm's company. Colonel Jacob Cierrish's regiment, aial 
nuirche<l to Albany to reinforce the Continenlid Army, and was dis- 
charged at Greenlmsh. In June, 1780, he enlisted, and serveil six 
months in Captain Hook's crompany. Colonel Rufus Putnam's regi- 
ment, manthing first to heathpiarlers at West Point and then down 
North River. He was honorably discharged at West Point, but lost 
his discharge paper. 

Thonuis Hitchings dic^l February H, 1K:(0, and his widow applied 
for a [>ension in her own name, but was rejeclcnl. She died Noveml>er 1, 
1842. Later her sons, Roswell and Edward, applie<l for a pension, 
but it was not grante<l. 

The home of Thonnis Hitchings, '* eighty rods east of the Asa Rhodes 
house,*' was called the IMaster Hitchings house, because 'JMiomas was a 
teacher of music. For many years he led the singing in the old West 
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Parish Mceting-hoiise niul taught a singing school, lie wns n man 
much respected, and Hvetl and dicfl u|)on the place where his large 
fnmilv was reare<l. 

lliTcfiiNGS, WiiiUAM, — private, son of Klkanah and Eunice (Ncwhall) 
llitchings, was lM)rn in Saugus, June 0, 1747. lie servwl with the 
Saugiis company iit the l/cxington alarm, lie prohal)1y went to Ilich- 
field, N.V., after the war. His descenthints may lie found in New 
York and Vermont. 

lloLMPiH, GKouaE. — A George Holmes, of Lynnfield, dictl in February^ 
1817. His property on inventory amounted to aliout $00. This 
incluchHl his title to 1aii<l granleii him as a sohlier of the Revolution, 
$50, also an old gun and accoutrements, $0.50. Just before his death 
he was carrieil to Woburn, January 0, 1817, and <lied there, February 
1-, 1817. He is note<l in Woburn deaths as *'a stranger." He was a 
private in ('n|ilain Stephen \Vilkin.s\H company. Colonel Wigglesworth'.s. 
regiment, with pay abstract for travel home from Albany, two hinidred 
and forty miles. Sworn to Jatiunry 15, 1777. 

Hopkins, Cii\ulf-s, — return of men raised in Kssex County for Conti- 
nental service, agreeable to resolve of I)ecend>er 2, 1780; engaged for 
town of I-*ynn; engaged Dec*end)er 18, 1781; term during the war. 

lIowAun, KzKKiKL, — SOU of Kzckicl and Margaret (Newman) Ilowanl, was. 
lM>rn June ^0, 17M); mnrricNl NovendnT 28, 1771, by Flienezer Ihirrill, 
Fsi]., to Anna Downing; children, Jonnlhan, John, FlixalH*lh, K/A*kiel, 
Daniel, Nabby, Joseph, and Polly. 

Ezekiel Howard eidiste<l in Captain Ezra Newhall's company, Colonel 
Israel IIutchin.son*s regiment, January 1, 1770, for one year, lie wa* 
at Fort Washington and Fort I^e, and crossed New Jersey with Wash- 
ington. At the end of the year he re-enlisted for six months more, at 
the end of which time he wius honorably discharged. Joshua Dan- 
forlh ond Thomas Florence Iwtli statc<l that they served with him in 
1770 and that he live<l in Saugus. The Massachasetts rolls also give 
service in Capt^iin Simeon Brown's company. Colonel Jacx)b Gerrish's 
regiment, from April 2, 1778, to July I^ 1778, three montlis, and two 
days. Uoll <latcd at Winter Hill. He was pensioned in 1818, at $8 
per month, and died DecendnT 20, 1819. His wife, Anna, survived him. 
dying in Saugus, June 25, 1829. Both are burie<l in the old ground at 
Saugus Centre. 
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llowAUD, Joshua, — son of Ezekiei und Margaret (Newman) Howard, 
was born March 26, 1701, and was a twin of Elizabeth. He was mar- 
ried July 17, 1781, by Rev. Mr. Iloby, to Lydia Ramsdell; children, 
John, Martha, Amos, James, and Joshua. Nothing further has been 
found concerning liim except his Revolutionary record, as follows: Pri- 
vate, Captain Simeon Brown's company, Colonel Jacob Gerrish's 
regiment of guards; service from April 2, 1778, to July 12, 1778, three 
montlis, twelve days; roll dated camp at Winter Hill; also private 
Captain Jeremiah Putnam's company. Colonel Nathtm l^ylcr's regi- 
ment; enlisted July 10, 1770; service to December 1, 1770, four months, 
twenty-one days, at Rhode Island; also )Niy-roll for December, 1770, 
allowing one month, four days' service at Rhode Island, travel (85 
miles) included; also private. Captain Samuel Huse's company. 
Colonel Jacob Gerrish's regiment of guards; enlisted July 13, 1778; 
discharged December 14, 1778; service, five months, three days, at 
Cambridge; also private. Captain Zadock Buffinton's company. Colonel 
Samuel Johnson's regiment; enlisted August 14, 1777; discharged 
November SO, 1777, at Cambridge; service, Uiree months, seventeen 
days, in northern department; roll sworn to at Salem; also private, 
('aptain Addison Richardson's company. Colonel Wade's detachment 
of Essex County militia; enlisted July 12, 1780; discharged October 
10, 1780; service, three months, ten days, including twelve days' (240 
nules) travel home. — ^Mass. Rolls. 

Hudson, Bknjamin, — probably son of Jonathan and Mary Hudson, was 
born January 8, 1735-30; married December 1, 1757, to Anna Swell 
(or Sweet); children, Jonathan, Benjamin, Ann, Rebakah, an<i Mary. 
Nothing further is known of him except the record as a sohlicr given 
in the Massachusetts rolls. 

Private, Captain Rufus Mansfield's (4th) company of militia, which 
marched on the alarm of April 10, 1775, to Concord; service, two ilays; 
also. Captain Joseph Hiller's company. Colonel Jonathan 'Pitcomb's 
regiment, arrived at destination May 7, 1777; discharged July 5, 1777; 
service, two months, six days; also Captain Zadock Buflinton's com- 
pany. Colonel Samuel Johnson's regiment; enlisted August 18, 1777; 
<1ischarge<l Novemlnir 30, 1777, at C'aiid>ridge; service, three months, 
thirteen days, in uorllicni department; company raised to serve until 
Noveml)er 30, 1777; roll sworn to at Salem. 
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lli'DsoN, Thomas Kii/HV, — son of Moses and Callierinc (Kilby) Hudson, 
was Iwrn in Lynn, April 1>, 1750; married July 27, 178(>, by llev. John 
Tread well, lo llboda llamsdell, daughter of Neheniiah and Deliverance 
(Smith) Ramsdell, born August 31, 1754. Their children, all born in 
Lynn, were Thomas Kilby, Nehemiah llamsdell, Nathan, Jan\es, John, 
Joseph, Delia, Betsey. 

Mr. Hudson died August 18, 1814, and is buried with his wife, who 
died April 10, 1821, in the old Western Ground, at the right of the 
entrance, among the Uudsons. A gravestone and marker were erectwl 
in 1903. Mr. William E. Hudson, of Estes Street, living in 1003, at 
the age of eighty-six, was his grandson. At the close of the llevolution 
'Hiomas Kilby Hudson served his apprenticeship as a shoemaker with 
Thomas Newhall. Mr. Hudson served in the company of Captain 
Joseph lliller. Colonel Titcomb's regiment, at Rhode island, during 
the summer of 1777, and the following summer did guard duty under 
Captain Samuel Hiise, in and around Boston. 

Hint, John, — (lie<l, probably near Saratoga, in the late spring of 1777, 
of smnll-poN. Mr. llallowcll nuMitions lliis fact in his narrative. Noth- 
ing is known of this man. The Massachusetts rolls give his name 
among those raised by John Fhigg to serve in the army from February, 
1778, but lliis is evidcnllv a mistukc or the reference is to another man 
of the same name. They also give service as private in Colonel Put- 
nam's (5lh) regiment from Mar<*li 4, 1777, to June 10, 1777, and that 
he was reporUnl "dietl June 10, 1777." 

IfrmiiNRdN, N.vriiANir.r,, -sergeant, son of Nathaniel and Catherine 
(Bryant) Hutchinson, was born in Saugus, June 2, 1740. His parents 
removed to Lyndboro, N.H., where they lioth die<l. Nathaniel, Jr., 
was married by llev. Joseph lloby, Noveml)er 10, 1770, to Mary Heard, 
lie was a tithing-man in 1770 and fence-viewer in 1781. Aside from 
this his name does not appear in town or church record. His military 
service, so far as is known, ended with that at the Lexington alarm, 
to which he responded with his brother Thomas. His brother Timothy 
was later in the Revolution. During the war he took up his residence 
in Pep|>erell, Mass., where he with his wife wius ailmitted to the church 
in 1781. He was elected deacon of the church there April 28, 1789. 
No re(*ord of his <Icath or burial-place luus Ikhmi found, but it is stip- 
|Kxsed that he died in Pepperell and was burie<l there. ^ 
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llirrciiiNsoN, Thomas, — private, third sou and fifth child of Nathaniel 
Hutchinson, Sr., was born in Saugus, June 28, 1753. Flis brothers, 
Tiniotliy and Nathaniel, wore in the devolution. He was a member 
of Captain Parker's Saugus c*ompany, of which his brother Nathaniel 
was sergeant, and which marched on the alarm of April 19, 1775. On 
the 4th of May, 1775, he enliste<l in the Continental Army, then form- 
ing in Cambridge, and was assigniHl to (*aplaiu Kzra Nevvhall's <*oiii- 
pany. Colonel John Mansfield's (l!>tli) regiment, and signetl a rec*ei|>t 
for advance pay at Cambridge, June 8, 1775. At the battle of Bunker 
Hill he was present with his CHMupany on Cobble Hill, within sight of 
the battle, but did not go into the engagement. After the retirement 
of Colonel Mansfield he continued to serve in the same <x)mpany, then 
commanded by lieutenant-Colonel Israel Hutchinson. He went into 
camp on Winter Hill in the fall, and on November 4 received the cus- 
tomary order for a bounty coat for having enlisted for eight months. 
He s|>ent the winter in cump, watching the Urilish in Boston, and was 
with his conipany when it nnirchcd into the town ii|H>n its evacuation by 
the British. His brothers, Timothy and Nathaniel, rcmoveil to Pepper 
ell, Mass., after the war, and it is possible that he accompanied them, 
for no re<:ord has been found of his having been in T^ynn after 177(i. 

Hui'CiiiNsoN, Timothy, — ^son of Nathaniel, Sr., was Un-n in Siiugus, July 
24, 1758; married in Pepperell, Mass., February 2, 1783, to Prudence 
Eliot. He was brother of Nathaniel and Thomas, mcndnTs of Caip- 
tain David Parker's Saugus company, which marched on the licxing- 
ton alarm. Timothy appears in a list of six months' men raised agree- 
able to the resolve of June 5, 1780, in Middlesex County, also in a 
descriptive list of men raised to reinforce the Continental Army for 
the term of six months; receivecl by Brigadier-Gencnd John Glover 
at Springfield, July 8, 1780; age, twenty-one years ; stature, 5 ft. 8 in.; 
complexion, light; engaged for town of Pepperell; marched to camp, 
July 8, 1780, under coinnumd of Kbenezer Kent. 

Ingalls, Benjamin, — probably son of John and Abigail (Stocker) Ingalls, 
was born in Lynn in 1702; married by Uev. Mr. IVoby, July 5, 178.i, 
to Susannah Burrill, daughter of Theophilus and Martha (Newholl) 
Burrill, born August 27, 1702. Benjamin Ingalls was drowned in Lynn 
Harl>or, in trying to throw over an anchor, in April, 1785. There wns 
one child, ThiH)philus. 
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'Tills is i\w <»iily man in llic Ingnlls gtMH*tiUi^* wIh» s(H.->ins lo III Uie 
niililarv service fonml in the rolU. From tlie fart that )ie was drownetl 
while fishing it seems jiossihle tliat he may have foHowe<l tliis occupy- 
lion ami that he Ls the same man wlio senetl as a saik>r in the Ucvolu- 
lion« altlH>ugli the age iUws iN>t agree. IkMijamin was a ne|>liew of 
Kleazer Collins Ingalls, ami his sister marricil KmM^h Mn«lge, a Revo- 
lutionary sohlier. The servit-e in llie rolls of lienjamin is as follows:

l\<i.\ij*s, T>AMKTi, — was a private in Cnplain Farriiigton\s ct>in)«any, hut 
no nutliontir rtn-onl (»f his hirth has Ihxmi found, lie may have been 
llie son of Daniel and Sarah (Fletcher) Ingalls, born in Andover, Mass., 
February II, 1758. His only military service was U|iou the 10th of 
April, 1775. He was married October 8, 1778, by Rev. Mr. Trend- 
well, to Eliza1)eth I^wis, daughter of John and Elisabeth (Newhall) 
l/cwis, Ijorn in J*vnn, NovcmU^r 4, 1758. His home was in Wood 
Knd, near Hie present Ircson Avenue. His children were: Eliwibeth, 
llcp/.ilmh, llnnnah, SainucK Joseph, Hannah, Joseph, Hannah, Joseph. 
Uv was living in Lynn as late as 17!K). 

I.MiAi.us, Elkazkh Colmns, — private, si>n of Joseph and Rebe<*en (Col- 
lins) Ingalls, nnd great-great-grandson of Edmund Ingalls, was born in 
Lynn in 1731. He was married November 27, 1758, by Rev. Mr. 
Henchman, to KlizalK^li In^wis, daughter of l*xlniund and lle))7jliah 
(IJreefl) I/cwis. lM>rn in Lynn, July 18, 1730. His home was at the

HcpKibali, Anna, and John. Mr. In- 
galls was n ship (*<ir)HMilcr, and workcMl at his trade ImiIIi in liynn and 
Sdcni. On the l^\xinglon ahirin he rc.s|>oiidcHl as a private, and did 
duty for lw<i days. At this lime he wns a nuin of some pn>perty, and is 
rc|M»rlcd to have been one of the eight ship-owners in the town. In 
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1770 he fitted out the privateer ** Flora," four guns und twelve lucii, 
but while in command of her was captured by the British and impris- 
oned in Dartmoor. lie was the only liynn man in command of a vessel 
during Uie war. 

Mr. Ingalls took little part in the affairs of the town, serving only as 
surveyor of highways in 1770. He was a member of the First Church 
and acted as its c^ollector in 178G. In his later years he is ref)orted to 
have worked on the famous frigate, *' Constitution." He died in Decein- 
l>er, 1801, but many years of litigation ensuml before his estate, amount- 
ing to $3,058, was settled in 18i8. His wife died October 10, 18^5, at 
the age of ninety. He is buric«l in the old Western Burial (irounil, 
where a marble gravestone and bronze marker of the S. A. H. were 
erected to his memory in 1004. His wife is buried in the Eastern Burial 
Ground, where a slate stone marks her grave. 
iNUAi.iii, Jacoh, — son of Nathaniel an<l Anne Ingalls, was born about 1715. 
He was the great-grandson of Edmund Ingalls. His home was in that 
part of I^ynn called Wood End, where from inheritance and purchase 
he became a land-hohier of considerable im|)or la nee. He was married 
Ntivember 17, 1737, by Bev. Nathaniel Henchman, to Mary Tucrker, 
^ perhaps daughter of John and Elizabeth

^^ 1718. His children, all born before the 

Bevolution, were Hannah, Elizabeth, 
Buth, Jacob, Mary, Deliorah, and Beliecca. 1)el>orah married Daniel 
Lindsey, and Bel>e(!ea married Joseph John.son, ImiIIi soldiers of the 
Bevolution. IVIr. Ingalls was a member of (Captain KarringttHr.s 
company of minute-men, and did duty on the first call lo arms. At 
the time of the l^'xington alarm he wils over .sixty years of age, but 
shouhleriMl his musket and went willi the hoys to tight. He has not 
only the distinction of being the tildest, .so far as is known, of all 
the two hundred and forty -.seven men who are borne on the Lexing- 
ton alarm rolls from Lynn, but also of being the i>ldest man of all 
those who served from I^ynn in the llevolutionary War. His son, 
Jacob, Jr., thirty-two years younger, was a sergeant in the .same c*oin- 
pany. Mr. Ingalls tiMik little part in the affairs of the town, )>ursuing 
a (|uiet and uneventful life. His only ofiitre appears lo have been thai 
of tithing-man in 1707. The date of his death is unknown, but a<l- 
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tiiiiiislriitioii wiis grniilcd ii|kiii his estnle, July 13, 171)1. lie in buried 
ill the old >Ye8tern Burial Grouud. ills grave was marked in 1004 by 
a marble stone and bronze marker of the S. A. R. 

IxGALiA, Jacob, Jr., — son of Jacob and Mary (Tucker) Ingalls, was born 
in Lynn, July 1, 1747. At the time of the llevolution Mr. Ingalls lived 
at the corner of Chestnut iind Olive Strt*eLs, in an ancient hou.se. torn 
down some forty years ago. The old man.sion was large and roomy 
with an innnense fireplace and chimneys. It is .said that, in order to 
drag in the heavy sticks to fill the great fireplace, a horse wa.s walked 
into the hou.se. On June 4, 1772, Jacob Ingalls wa.s married by Rev. 
John Trend well to Martha ]i(*wis, daughter of John and Eliza1)eth 
(Newhall) lx?wis, lK)rn in Lynn, September 22, 174$). Ilis business 
of shoenuiking was (*arried on in a little shop near his hou.se. At tlie 
outbreak of the Uevolution he was a sergeant in (Captain William Far- 
ringhurs compnny, and r(*s|MHidcd with his ncighUirs to the lA^xinghm 
alarm, his father lieing a private in the same c-ompany. April 26. 177(J, 
he wtvs coumiissione<l bv the ('onncil of Massachusetts Rav as second 
liculciuint in ("iiptain JcKscph Slockcr's company, 1st E.s.scx County 
regiment of militia, Lieutenant-Colonel John Flagg certifying that he 
hnd l>ccn chosen to that posititm. This ctimpany did guard duty in 
nnd iilMtnt Boston nfler ihc (*v}icii;i(i(>n, but saw no active servicv in the 
war. His commission is still held as a valuable heirloom by Mr. John 
II. Parker, of Lynn, by whose cotirtesy it is reproduce<l in this volume. 

Jncf>b Ingalls, Jr., ha«l five children, Martha, Mary, Richnrd, Jac«)b, 
nnd John. His public life wns not conspicuous, although he liehl the 
office of town treasurer in 1789, 1790, and 1791. lie wius a man jiLstly 
rcsp«ictcd for his integrity and many virtues, lie died in Lynn, January 
19, 1823, and is buried in the Eastern Ground, on the hill at the right of 
the entrance. A nuirble gravestone and bronze marker of the S. A. R. 
were pInccMl nt his gnive in HHKl. 

In<:am-s, Joskimi. mny have Imhmi the son of AVillinm nnd Mnrv (l#iine) 
Ingalls, bnptized in ISInrbleliend, June 1, 1727. No other record ap- 
pears. Ilis only service was ujwn April 19, 1775, and nothing further 
is kmiwn of hint. 

Ingai.i*s, Natkanikl, —son of Nathaniel ainl Tabitha (Ix^wis) Ingalls, wius 
\yorn in liViin, Novcml)er 8, 1730, being a great-grandson of E<lmund In- 
galls. the first settler of Lynn. He was married in Maiden, December 
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}>, 17(i^, by Ucv. K. Willis, Ui Mercy Prutt, duughtcr of David and 
Mercy (Upliiim) Pratt, born in Maiden, July 18, 1730. Ilis home was 
on the present Essex StriH.*t, near C^liatlumi. Ilis children were Na- 
thaniel, John, and Mercy. 

Ills only niilitiiry service wils on the 10th of April, 1775. lie dietl 
in Lynn, August 11, 1800, and his wife died two days later, August Ki, 
1800. They were bnrini in the Kastern Groun<K where a nnirblc grave- 
stone and bronxe marker of (he S. A. I(. were erecUnl to his memory 
in 1(K)4. 

1ng.\li^, Samuel, — son of Samuel and Sarah (Ingadls) Ingalls, was born in 
I^ynn, in 17:^0. He marrietl Ocloln^r 14, 17(8, Lydia I^ewis, daughter 
of Edmund and llepzil>ali (Hreed) l^wis, Ixirn in Lynn, August 1, 17^0. 
liis cluldren were Janies, l)a\id, Edmund, IlepKibah, Lydia, Ruth, 
Sarah, and Hannah. Ilepzibah niarried liUlwanl Iresim, who served 

with his father-in-law in Captain Far-

the fiexington alarm. Ilis home was

a ledger kept by Dr. James (Gardner, February 1(i, 170;). His will was 
probated A|>ril 10, 1705, and his estate was appraised at £^$05. He is 
buried in the old Western (arouml. 

Ii{i*:soN, EnwAKi), — scm of John and Ilepzibah (Ingalls) Ireson, was Uirn 
in Lynn, February ^0, 1750. He was a great-great-grandson of l^^lward 
Ireson, one of the earliest settlers of Lynn, who came over in the ''Abi- 
gail*' in 10i$5, at the age of thirty-two, together with his wife, Eliza- 
l>eth, aged twenty-seven. He was desirended on his mollier*s side from 
E<lmund IngalKs, the first settler of Lynn. Thus was Edward Ireson 
connected with two of the oldest families of Lynn, Ixith of whose names 
remain pnnninent after the lapse of nearly three huiidreii years. His 
home was on Fayette Street, near the <*orner of Olive, in an ancient 
house demolisheti alMiut 1873. 

'^riie story of the res|M>nse of Edwanl Ireson to the early morning 
alarm of the British march to Concord is fully told elsewhere. It was 
his only service in the war. He was married ^larch 30, 1770, by Rev. 
Mr. Treadwell, to Ilepzibah Ingalls, daughter of Samuel and Lydia 
(iHiwis) Ingalls, lM>rn in Lynn in 1750. Her father was a private in the 
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sjiiiic roinpniiy willi ]C(l\v:inl Ireson. l^'llers of sulininislrnliuii were 
granted on liis esUile August t), 1801, wlien ]ic was described as u cord- 
wainer. lie is buried in tlie old Western Burial Ground, where a 
marble stone and bronze marker of the S. A. R. were erected to his 
memory in 1$K)4. His wife Ilcpzibuh married, second, Henjaniin 
l*arrott, who had also served in Ca|ilain Farringtou's company. She 
died December 7, 18^8, at the age of seventy-one. 
IiiKsov, John, — son of John and Ilepzibah (Zibiah Ingalls in tlie records) 
was born in Lynn, July 20, 1758. His father's home on Fayette Street, 
just north of Olive Street, was an ancient building taken down in 1873. 
lie was a direct descendant of ICdward Ireson, one of the first settlers 
of Lynn. He was a member of Captain Farrington*s company, and the 
story of his participation in the fight of April 19, 1775, is lold in the 
(•haf>ter clcvoted to that event. Together with his brotlier Edward, he 
was awakene<l early that morning by the firing of a musket under his 
window, and at once set off with his neighbors for the scene of conflict, 
I lis grandson, Samuel S. Ireson, living in 1903 at the age of eighty-two, 
staled that he ran a gocnl part of the way, his company making very 
(piick time to Menotomy. lie carried an old flint-lock musket and 
«-arlridgc-lx>x, which were preserved for many years after the war. 

In the oiirly summer of 1777 the Hritish were in possession of a por- 
tion of Uhode Island, and it was thought that tliey were to march 
n|M>n Boston. A considerable number of troops were raised in Massa- 
rhuselLs, and among them nearly an entire company from Lynn, under 
Colonel Jonathan Titcond) and Captain Joseph Ililler. It left Lynn 
in June, and arrived at Providence June 11, where it remained until 
August 11, when it was discharge^]. John Ireson was a private in this 
i-ompany. I;j>on the arrival of the captured army of General Burgoyne 
at Cambridge he enlisted as a private in Captain Miles Greenwood's 
foni|)nny. Colonel Jacob (Jerrisli's regiment of guards, ami was sla- 
lionol at Winter Hill, where he served until April 2, 1778. He then 
enlisted as a private in C'ai)tain Simeon Brown's company in the same 
regiment, and sfrve<l until July 12, when he was transfrrre<l to Captain 
Saninrl Hn.s(^\s conipiiny and s<*rvi*il until Decendn'r 11, when he was 
discliarge<l. During this time he was clerk of his regiment, and an inter- 
esting memorandum in his handwriting is on file at the Tension Oflice 
at Washington. It is a list of cartridges given out to the various com- 
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panies from Ihe time of the arrival of tlie Britisli army at Cambridge 
until the end of the following February, and is reproduced herewith. 

On July 12, 1780, Iresoii again enlisted, and was iissigned to the army 
of General Washington, then in camp in the vicinity of AYest Point. 
At this time he was commissioned as a sergeant in Captain Addison 
Hicharilson's company, Colonel AYadc*s regiment. Not long after his 
arrival on tin* lliids«»n lh«* Ircason uf Arnold bfciiiiic known. ScrgtMhl 
Ireson often reluted the story of the capture of Major Andre, and was 
able to descril>e Arnold from personal knowledge, lie was [iresent at 
the execution of An<lrc and the memories of that day have been handinl 
down to the present generation. On Octolier 10, 1780, he was linally 
mustered out of the Continental service, and was given an allowance for 
twelve diiys' travel {'iUi miles) back to Lynn, where he arrivetl footsore 
and weary after his long journey. 

He was nnirned in T^ynn, January 1, 1780, by Uev. Obndiah Parsons, 
to Sarah Sargent, daughter of Nsithanicl auul Sarah (Jenk.s) Sargent, 
born August 0, 1758. His home was on Kssex Street where Sheridan 
Street now enters it, an<l his farm e\tende<l back to ** Hock Pasture,** so 
called. The old house, pulle<l <lown alK>ut 1850, had an immense chim- 
ney and a twelvc-f«M»t tircplarc. His children were John, Nathaniel, 
Henjamin, and Samuel Jenks. 

In his latter years Sergeant Ires<m applied for a i>ension, but the claim 
was not adjusted l)efore his death, which occurred in Lynn, September 
^0, 18^i4, at the age of sixty-four. On March 4, 184tJ, his wife Sarah 
was |)ensioned at the rate of $71.45 per year. 

John lre.s<ui had a striking |KTSonal ap|K'arance, was very tall, with face 
smooth -shaven, and always carried an ivory -headed cane. He is burieil 
in the Eastern Ihiriad (« round, together with his wife, who died October 
10, 1844, at the age of eighty-six. His grave is marked with a marble 
gravestone and a bronze nuirker of the S. A. U. placed there in liK)4. 
Jacous, Hknjamin, — was Imrn in 175:J. In the **Ueminiscences*' of Mr. Hen- 
jamin F. Newhall, written many years ago, the following is found re- 
ganling Henjamin Jacobs: "Those who can go back many years to the 
early part of the century will remend>er Henjamin Jacobs, familiarly 
knc»wn as * (Tncle Hen.' He was f(»r a long series of years an attachment 
to l/an<llord Newhalfs tavern. As an ostler, his services liecame intlis- 
pensable. No one could please the travelling public like Uncle Hen. 
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Karlv nn<l Intc lie was ever readv, and alwav.s in his place, lie lived to a 
giKxl c>l«l age, M\i\ <lie<l in the early part «f llie <entnry." 

The invenlory of his projHTly, dated April *i\, I8()7, is somewhat 
eurioits. The whole aniountcHi to $10.95. items: one pair large silver 
buckles, $1.50; best great-coat, $1.75; large hat, seventy-five cents; one 
pair small-clothes, .seventy-five cents; two vests, .seventy-five cents. 
No dis|K>sition seems lo havelieen made. 

The Revolutionary service was for somewhat over a year, the first 
pay-roll being dated l)ecend>er, 1779, for service at Rhode Island, and 
the last dated DecendK^r, 1780. for .service at the norlhwanl. During 
this time he is des<'ribi*d as a private, engage<l for the town of Lynn, 
Iwenty-.seven years of age, 5 ft. 8 in. tall, of a ruddy complexion, lie 
was in the brigades of (tenerals (i lover and Patterson. 
.Iacous, John, was a servant in the employ of Mr. Kphratni HretMl, who 
wjis also a Revolutionary soldier. Jacobs was in the Revolutionary 
War, ami .served faithfully until its <-lo.se. He died July 0, 1811, of a 
sunstroke, while in the empl«>y of Mr. Rretnl. It had l>een a very hot 
day. and the men had Inhmi mowing on the marsh all the forenoon. 
They were returning to diiuier, when Jacobs fell from the dyke an<l 
died within a short lime. 

This man wius in the Contificnlal service during nearly the entire war. 
The date of his first eidistment was Julv 0, 1775, and from that time 
until the final cessation of hoslililies he served in >arious places, doing 
guard duty around Boston for the first eight months of the war, for 
which he received the usual l)ounly coat or its etpiivalent in money, 
and following Wa.shington through the Jerseys in 1770. lie was in 
the Rurgoyne campaign in 1777, at the surrender of ('ornwallis in 
1781, and from that tinu' until May IJ, 1783, he servetl in guarding 
the forts along the Hudson. 
Jamrs, Hknjamin. — lAltle that is authentic can lie given of this man. lie 
may have been the son of Renjamin anil Mary, liorn June 0, 1759. 
The Revolutionary rec'onl f«)un«l is as follows: list of men l)elonging 
lo Captain I-.indsey\s com|)any who look the oath in Michllesex County, 
July 0.

two days. — Mass. Rolls. 

Jkfkrkv, JosKPii, Jr., — private, son of Jose|)h Jeffrey, ^vas probably iHirn 
in Reading al>out 1740. His father was a soldier in the Freiu;h and 
Indian War, ha\ing served under Captain Moses Hart, of S<iugus, 
on the Maine frontier from 17G0 to 1703. Joseph, Jr., first appears 
on the I-ynnfiehl reconls in 1701. lie was married by Rev. Mr. Roby, 
July 9, 17G8, to Abigail Rerry, of Saugus, born 17i8, and livinl in the 
house later known as the TarU'll phuv, still standing in South Lynn- 
field. He was in the Lynnfiehl company on April 1!), 1775, but saw- 
no further servi<'e in the war. His wife dii^l January H, 1797, and 
is buried in the old cemetery at Wakefield, where a slate stone marks 
her grave. He was nuirried, secrouil, in Danvers, by Rev. Benjamin 
Wadsworth, November 14, 1799, to Sally Russell, of Danvers. The 
date of his death has not been found, but he is sup|M)sed to have die<l 
in Wakefield, and is probably buried near his wife. 

Johnson, Rknjamin, Lieutenant, — .son of Jo.sepli and Ann Johnson, was 
born in I-ynn, November 21, 1741. His father was one of the most 
respecte<l residents of Lynn, a ilescendant of one of the very early set- 
tlers, and a man well-to-do in the community. Benjamin was married 
by Rev. John Tread well, Jamiary 5, 17(>4, to Lydia Richards, daughter 

M of John and Lydia (Phillips) Uichaixls,

Joseph, John, and William, served in 
Captain William Farringlou's company 

under her husband. She died October 9, 1773, aged twenty-nine. 

He marriefl January 27, 1774, I^ydia Breed, daughter of Tlieo))hilus 
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And Mnrlhii (Newlinll) Hreccl, born August 17, 1740. She died ^^A^cb 
23, 177G. lie WA8 married, third, in Weston, Mass., September 20» 
1776, by i\e\'. Samuel Woodwanl, to Rachel lloberts, of Weston. 

U|)on the formation of Captain Farrington's company he became 
lieutenant, and marche<l on the alarm of April 10, 1775. lie did not 
take |mrt in the war which follower], an<l his company was bnikcn up 
after the battle of I^exington. lie was a patriotic citizen, however, 
and in 177R, 1781, 1782, and 1783 wils a member of the Committee 
of Corres|H»nden<*e, Inspection, ami Safety, serving thus in a creditable 
manner the cause of the patrioLs. At the ccmchision of the war he 
sorvcMl in the year 1784 as selectman. His lumic was upon Market 
Street where Kxchange Hail now stands. A .shoe manufacturer for 
many years, he did considerable bu.sin&ss for tho.se days. On a visit 
to Baltimore alnnit 17!K) he met Rev. Jes.se Lee, who was beginning 
his exjKisition of the doclrine of the new .He<*t of Methodists. Mr. John- 
son invile<l Mr. I^ee to come to Lynn. The invitation was accepted, 
and the first meeting for worship was held in Mr. Johnson*s house, 
December Ik I7S)(). an<l on February 20, 171)1, the first MetlKxIist 
church in New England was forme<l, now the First MethcKlist Epis- 
copal Society of Lynn. Its formation was followed by a wholesale 
transfer of the members of the Eirst (\)iigregalional Society to the 
new faith, uiilii only five male mcndnTs were left in the pioncvr t-hun-h. 

The children «)f Benjamin Johnson were John Ii4*gr(*e, Benjamin, 
Joseph, llolton, and Rachel. He diwl November 12, 1810, and was 
burieil in one of the tombs formerly existing in the old Western Burial 
(iround. His wife. Bachel, who died August 22. 1811, ageil fifly-nine» 
was buried lK\si<le him. Tpon the removal of these lond>s their re- 
mains were transferre<l to the Holton John.son lot on Acacia Path,. 
Fine (trove (.'emelerv. Here a marble stone an<l bronze marker of 
the S. A. H. were erected in IIKI.S. 

Mr. Johnson*s will, on file at Salem, di.sclo.ses the fact that he became 
the richest of all the soldiers who were accreditee! to the town of Lynn 
during the Revolution. It notes "a nian.sion house on Market Street, 
and lami to the corner of Marblehead Hoad (Essex Street)." His 
real estate amountcnl to $13,348, and his entire estate to $24,8.'>(). Among 
other items are uientiontHl 149 ounces of .silver plate. The «>hl mansion 
hou.se was torn down about 1845. 
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Johnson, EDWAni), — the first private nnme^l on the I^exington nhiriu roll 
of Cuptniii Farriiigton's couipaiiy, wns the sou of Jonathan and Sarah 
(Mansfichl) Johnson, lM>rn in liyiui, An<rnst 10, IT'^i'i. lie was desremliHl 
from the earliest settlers in Lynn. His home was n|K>n the lioston 
rontl, In^tween the presiMit Waverly and UnlHneh Streets, and the man- 
sion honse still stands, althongh mut'li 
^ ^ '^ /y^/ allere<l in a|)|Kmran('e. Like other 

)^tA^^0I^Ojr*^'l^i^(f>yi^ ineml>ers of his family, he was taught 

the trade of a cabinet-maker, and fol- 
lowefl it for nuiny years in its different branches. He was the first and 
only chair-maker in Lynn, and in his will he describetl himself as a '* ship- 
joiner." He was marrie<i by Rev. Mr. Henctlnnan, October t3, 1714, to 
Dethia Newhall, daughter of Joseph and Elizabeth (Potter) Newhall,lM)rn 
in T^ynn, Octtiln^r 1, 17^0. In 1709 his father built the house still 
standing (MMi:() on Strawlnrrry Avenue, known as the Isaac Orgin house, 
and it is probable that Edwanl occupied it for a time. Upon the death 
of his father he established himself in the homestead on Boston Street. 
Mr. Johns<m was chosen clerk of the nnirket for a great nuiny years, 
and servinl sis warden and wiMNl-.sealer in ]7<i(). Like most of his neigh- 
liors, he was a mendnT of the company of Captain rarringlon, an<l, 
although fifty-thrcH3 years of }ige, serve<l on the lOlli of April, 177.'>. 
This was his only service as a soldier. In May of that year he was 
unanimously chosen the first representative in the Provincial (\>ngress 
which sal at Watcrtown. May \\\. Dr. Kmcrs«m, of Salem, als(» a 
memljer, always stopped at the Johnson lumse on the way to Congress, 
and the two men generally went to the meetings together. On June 
28 he waui ap|>ointed chainnan of a conunittee to station trcKips in 
Essi^x C!ouiity. July 4, he wa.s made chainnan of w. committee to 
examine the accounts of those |)ersons who were em[H>wered to pro- 
cure arms for the Continental Army. Two days later he was again 
lionore<l with the chairmanslii|) of a committee to answer a letter from 
the Congress of New Hampshire. The next day lie was made ehair- 
num of a committee to pn>cure stores in which to deposit fish for 
the use of the army. On the 19th of July the form of government 
was changed to a General Asseud>ly, and in this new body Mr. John- 
son again represented the town of Lynn. Ilis associates were the 
most distinguished men of the times, including Hancock, .\dams, 
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(terry, hikI (iCMieriil Lincoln. On July ^8 iic wns }i|>|M»inte<l n|M>n a 
(•onnniltor lo ohtain two liundrcMl nsirrow axes and place tlicni in llie 
Ininds of Gcnornl Wn.sliington for the use of llic army. Mr. Joluison 
contiiiueil lo serve upon cotnniittcx'R cluriiig the session, lie was re- 
electetl lo the General Assembly of 1770 and 1777, and lie discharged 
with fidelity and care the duties which devolved n|N)n htm. During 
the exciting events which accompanied the siege of Boston Mr. John- 
son was always at his |N>st and faithfully ref)resented liis town. 

ICdward Johnson had ten children, six sons and four daughters. 
Three of his sons, l*xlwanl, Joseph, and William, .servetl in the Ilcvci- 
lulion, the first being in the comf)any with his father on the 10th of 
April, 1775. IViost of his sons later went to Salem, where they were 
cniployefl in the erection of some of her finest residences. 

The death of I'Mward Johnson occurred in Lynn, January 28, 1709, 
at the age of seventy-six. He is buricfl in the ohi Western Burial 
(irouufl, at the right of the nuiin ]){ith, near the entrance. A large 
slate stone nuirks his grave, at which a marker was erec'ted in 1001^ 
His wife die<l January 8, 1787, aginl sixty-seven, and is buriecl at his 
side. Jlis homestead consisted of sixty acres of land, with dwelling, 
shop, and barn, all of which lie wille<l to his children. Many descend- 
ants are still re|>resente<l in the best families of Lynn. 
Johnson, Kdwauh, Jr., -private, .siui of K<lward and Hethia (Newhall) 
Johnson, was Iwrn in Lynn, August 7, 1751. His father was one of 
the most ini|M)rtant and influential men of the town, and was a mem- 
ber of the Provincial Congress in 1774. Ilis home was on Boston 
Street, between the present Waverly and Bulfinch Streets, and the 
old mansion, although much altered, is still standing (lOOf)). Private 
Johnson served in Captain Farrington's company, April 19, 1775. 
Soon after the battle of Bunker Hill it was thought advisable to guard 
the seacoast of Essex County, inasmuch as it was feared that the Brit- 
ish might deva^state it. Edwanl John.son, Jr., enlisted July 14, 1775, 
in Captain Samuel King's crompany, and was commissioned secoml 
lieutenant. This com[)any was stationeil at both Salem and Lynn, 
and Lieutenant Johnson had )>een on duty six months when the com- 
pany wiLs disband(Ml, the war having moved .south an<l the danger 
being over. His brothers Joseph nnd William were in the war. Noth- 
ing is known of Lieutenant John.son*s subsequent life. 
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Johnson, IIolton, — (called "Captain") was the son of Samuel and Hiitli 
(Helton) Johnson, born in Lynn, September i27, 1743. He was mar- 
ried February 18, 1708, by Rev. ISIr. Treiulwell, to Uutli Kiudscy. 
Their children were liuth, Elizalielh, Belly, Holton. He was on the 
Committee of Correspondence, Inspection, and Safety in 1781, 178^, 
1783, and representative to the (leneral ('ourt in 178'2. Living in 
Lynn in 17!N>, but the date of hi.s death is inikiiown. 

Johnson, Jamisis, — ^son of Samuel and liuth (Holton) Johnscm, was born 
March 2^, 1738; married February sil, 1760, to Rebecca Hooper; 
married, second, to Sarah Hawkes, Novend>er *iil, 1701. He was in 
the French and Indian War, on the Maine frontier, and died October 
24, 1810. His Revolutionary service was as follows: —

Johnson, John, — appears in HallowelPs list. A John, .son of (icH)rge 
and Rel)ecca (Dennis) Johnson, was baptized in Marblehead, Sep- 
teml)er ^8, 1740. It is not known whether this is the right man. 

Private, Captain Samuel Huse's company. Colonel Jacob (lerrisirs 
regiment of guanls; enliste<l Novend)er W, 1777; service to April 
4, 1778, at Winter HilL—Mass. Rolls. 

Johnson, JostiPH, — probably son of l<2dward, and LM>rn January 8, 17;>3. 
He lived on the Common, and died January 17, 18'i0, aci*ordiiig to 
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Hirlmrd I'rntt. Ilis wife wns pnibably llebercn Iiignlls, daughter of 
Jne«l), Sr.. nml Anno, lM)rn J)erenil»er 30, 17.50; ami his children, Polly, 
Siunnel, HelH»r<*ii, nelsey, and Jacob IngalLs. His wife died December 
•^0, 18"^0.

She was living in 1800, cvidriilly wi<low <»r 
Klienezer, tlie date of wli<»se death is unknown.

Eleazer's side of the 

house was occupied by the I.indseys until its destruction, and John's 

came down through Halph, ltal))h, Jr., Mumf(»rd, and James N. 'Phe 

house was a good example of the solid construction of the olden days, 

the tindn^rs l>eing entirely of oak, with centre beams 10 in. by 10 in. 'Phe 

laths were all of split wood, and were nailed with heavy spike nails. 

The chimneys were |M)nderous, with over 30,000 bricks u.sed in one f>f 

them. 

The line of Daniel back to Christopher was Daniel*, Eleazei**, Ralph^, 
Eleazer-^. and C'hrislopher'. The children of Daniel and Deluirah 
were William, John, Sarah, Deborah, and iiydia. 'I'lic son, John, 
lK)rn July 11, 1788, became a Methodist minister. Deborah, the mother, 
died April 18, 1833. Both Daniel and Deborah were buried in un- 
nnirked graves in the old Western Burial Ground, but a marble stone 
and bronze marker of the S. A. Jt. now nuirk the spot.

During the course of the war he was 
taken prisoner and carrier! to Portsmouth, England, where he wa» 
compelled to serve under the Drilish flag. Ife was at the siege of (tib- 
raltar, and was near the "Uoyal (Jeorge," a ship of WO guns, when 
she sank with 800 men on Ixmrd. 
Lindsay, Captain Elkazkk,— son of Ralph and Mary (Bretnl) liindsay, 
was Iw^rn March 22, 1710-17, a des<'endant of Christopher, the first 
to come to America. The name is spelled in many ways in the early 
rc<*ords. 

Captain Liiitlsay was marrieil in May, 1741, intention recorded 
IVfay '2*, to fivdia, daughter of John and Abigail (Fuller) Farrington* 
born December MO, 17*21. His will, dated April 11, 1791, was probate<l 
January 7, 170.S, by his s(m Daniel, who was resifluarv legatee anil 
executor under the will. 

Captain Lindsay was a sergeant under Captain William Flint, of 
Reading, in the French and Indian War, and served at Crown Point 
in 1750. 

The Revolutionary rolls of Massachusetts give the fact that he wjis 
captain in a list of men In^longing to J^ynn, liynnfield, and Saugus, 
who served nt Concord battle ami elsewhere, together with the fol- 
lowing record: Cap Uiin, Colonel Renjamin Rugglcs WcMnlbridge's regi- 
ment; muster-roll dated August 1, 1775; engageil May 1?, 1775; serv- 
ice, eighty-one days; company later commandeil by Captain Daniel 
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Giillusiu; alito captain, list of men comprising said Lintlsay and com- 
pany, who took the oalli in Middlesex County, July 6, 1775, requireil 
by Congress to be taken by the Massachusetts army; also list date<i 
Maiden, August 3, 1775, of men belonging to said Lindsay's company. 
Colonel Samuel Gerrish*s regiment, who are credited with having 
received certain sums of money, probably on account of advance pay. 

Hie tradition has always Invn that he was cashiiTCHl for n(*glcct of 
duty, and that his son-in-hiw, Daniel (ialcucia, who was his lirst lieu- 
tenant, took command upon his retirement. In an Orderly Book 
kept under General Washington an entry is fcnm<l which bears out 
Ihc tradition. The following is tlic rcrt>rd:

LiNDSKY, HALni. — A simple slate slab near the main path in the old Western 
Burial Ground liears the name ** Ralph Lindsey.** It is without date, 
and is evidently a foot-stone. Inasmuch as the other llalpli Lindsey, 
sometimes calle<l ** Junior," die<l in Philadelphia in the early part of the 
war, it is fair to presume that this stone indicates the grave of the Ralph 
whose name appears on the muster-roll of Captain Newhall's minute 
company of the 19th of April, 1775. This Ralph, son of Captain lialpli 
and Abigail (Blaney) Lindsey, was born on the Otli of June, 1738; 
married Mrs. Anna Burchslead, January 4, 1705, and die<l probably 
in 17f)0. His home w.'is the old Lindsey house which stood where the 
Armory now stands. It was a long, low house, old-fjishionwl even in 
Revolutionary days, for it was built in 1078. It is difficult lo pick out the 
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service of lialph Lindsey in tlie Uevolution. He was surely t>iie of 
Captain Ezra Newhall's company on the 10th of April, and was a cor-

LiNDSfciY, Ualimi, Jr.,— son of Matthew and Anna (Breed) l.indsey, was 
born Novend>er 4, 175^; nmrrietl Uebecca (itNKlwin, Deceudjer 14, 
1775, and died in Philadelphia aljout January 1, 1777. IJe was (rousin 
to Ual|>h and Joseph, and, although his name does not appear in the 
jnuster-n>lls of any of the cH>mpanies which marched from Lynn on the 
19th of A))ril, 1775, the Massachusetts archives give Ralph Lindsey 
in the list of those from Lynn who *' served at Conc*ord Battle and else- 
where." It is possible that he was in Captain Newhall's company with 
his cousin Italph. Henry Hallowcll mculions llic fail ihat Halpli 
I lindsey, who was in Washington's army in New Jersey during the hillcr 
part of 1770, fell sick and was carried to Philadelphia, where he was 
fpiartered with five other l^ynn men (namely, Henry Hallowell, David 
Newman, Charles Florence, Ste)>lien Coats, and Ephraim Twist), and 
that his death occurre<l in that city probably alKUit the Hrst <if January, 
1777.

^>/yia^-^«J ^fi^^y after his nuirriage he built the stately 

colonial home still standing on the 
road from South Lynnfield to Danvers. The liouse was in the former 
town, but the dividing hue ran through the yard, leaving him so near 
Lynnfield that all his affiliations were >vith that parish. He was a 
farmer, and very active in town affairs. In personal appearance he was 
short and stout, very nervous and energetic. It was often said that in 
driving his oxen to Danvers he travelle<l three times the <listance by walk- 
ing in front of them and frecpiently going back to goad them on. It 
is known that he early es(>oused the patriot cause and joined the com- 
pany of Cai)tain Bancroft. The account has already been given of his 
res|>onse to the lx;.\iugton alarm. On that day he saw active service, and 
was so near Daniel Townsend, when the latter was killed, that he stum- 
blcnl over his dead Inxly in trying to escape from his perilous fiosition 
between the flank guard and the main line of the enemy. 

The children of Andrew Mansfiehl were Andrew, l>orn October 26, 
1764 (the son who carried him to the Gowing tavern on the 19th of 
April, 1775), John, Joseph, Mary, and Daniel, and most of them lived 
to a great age. Mr. Jonathan Bryant, of T^ynnfield, still rememl>ers 
the old patriot (IDOti), and says that he usetl to come to meeting on 
horseback, and was familiarly called ''(3hi Fiehl Andrew.*' llis great- 
grandson, Andrew Mansfield, is one of the present selectmen of Lynn- 
field, and lives u[)on a portion of the land granted to his ancestors. The 
old dcM'k of Andrew Mansfield still ticks in the home of William Mans- 
field, of South Lynnfield. He died May 10, 1831, aged ninety-one 
years, five months, and eighteen days. His wife died August 5, 1821, 
at the age of eighty-one years. Both are burietl in marked graves 
in the old ground at South liynnfield.

C'ontent, Dethia, Lydia, lienjafuin, Benjamin, Amos, Sally, Betsy, 
Ephraim. Served with his brothers, Samuel and Thomas, in the fight 
of April 19, 1775, and dieti March 24, 1810. His wife dic<l Septeni!>er 
14, 1816. They arc buried with their kin in the oUl burial-ground in 
Saugus Centre. A marble gravestone and bronze marker of the S. A. U. 
were ereclc»<l to his memory in 1!K)IJ. 

Mansfikld, Dkacon Daniel, — son of Andrew and Sarah (Breed) Mans- 
fiehl, of LvnnBeld. was Iwrn Noveml)er 24, 1717. He was a farmer 
and a mnti of tnurli prominence. Ifr livcil at South liynnfield in an ohl 
liou.se of which a portion is still standing. lie married, August 0,1738, 
Lydia, daughter of (jiptain Elisha and Jane (Breed) Newhall, born 

January 10, 1717. His children were

He nuirric*<l, seecmd, 
S<«ptend)er "21, 1777, Mrs. Uutli (Bancroft) Newhall, widow of Joseph 
Newhall and daughter of John and Ruth (Newhall) Bancroft, born 
January 15, 1735. She die<l April 30, 1790. Deacon Daniel was 
treasurer of the parish in 1754, 1750, 1757, 1700, 1704, and 1782, select- 
man in 1783. In 1782 he was one of the connnittee of the North Parish 
" to ngree on terms to set off sd. parish." He was chosen deacon of the 
Lynnfield church, March 9, 1 750. I le was selectman almost continuously 
from 1755 to 1775; warden in 1700 ami 1782; moderator in 1709, 1770, 
1773, and 1775; asses.sorin 1772; on the Committee of Correspondence, 
Inspection, and Safety in 1770 and 1778; a delegate to the Ipswich 
convention, August 22, 1774. Four days after the battle of I^exington 
he was chosen one of the Committee of Safety. 

He dieil April 2, 1707, and is burieil in a marked grave in the South 
lAnnfield ("cmetery. The old black stone is cracked and nearly fallen 
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over. His sons, Daniel and William, lie near liini. A marker was 
placed at his grave in 1004. 
Mansfield, Daniel, — son of Deae<m Daniel and I^ydia Mansfield, was 
born December S7, 1741, and died March 20, 181(1. This Daniel 
removed to New Ipswich, N.II., where he appears on an alarm list of 
men who marched on the morning of April 20, 1775, on the news from 
ficxington; service, five days. He died in New Ipswich. 

There was another Daniel, brother t>f Samuel, born Octolier 8, 1740; 
married July 2, 1701, to Kunice Fiske. lie may have lieen the nuin 
whose name appears on a receipt dated Fort Washington, August 17, 
1770, signed by stud Mansfield and others, In^longing to (^aplain Addi- 
son Itichardson's company, for wages for Novend>er and DeiTudtcr, 
1770. 
^Ianbfield, Euenezkk, — sergeant and cor|)oral, was born March 14, 
1724-5, and was son of Jonathan and Martha (Stocker) Mansfield. 
lie married Mary Norwocxl, Octol>er 15, 1747, and the following, at 
least, were his children: Kbenezer, Trevitt, and Samuel, lie married, 
second, Hannah Williams, May 2, 1700. Of his Revolutionary ser- 
vice the Mas.sachuselts rolls give the following: — 

Corporal, Captain Ezra Ncwhall's company of minute-men which 
marched on the alarm of April 10, 1775; service, fourteen days; also 
same company. Colonel John Mansfield's regiment; order for advance 
pay signed by said Mansfield and others, dated Cand>ridge, June 8, 
1775; also cor]M)ral, .sjime i;ompany and regiment; muster-roll dated 
Cambridge, August 1, 1775; enlisted May JJ, 1775; servi<-e, three months, 
five days; also (^iptain Ncwhall's company, Colonel John Mansfichr.s 
10th regiment, conuuandetl by Lieutenant-Colonel Israel Hutehinson; 
company return <]atetl August 0, 1775; also order for money due in 
lieu of a bounty coat date<l camp at Winter Hill, Novend>er 4, 1775; 
also sergeant, Captain Newhall's ccmipany. 
I^Iansfielu, Epes, — son of Robert ami ISFary (Newhall) Mansfield, was 
boTTi in Lynn, March 24, 1757; married January 10, 1788, by Rev. 
Samuel West, to Sidly Smith, daughter of Jonathan and Ruth (Hunting) 
Smith, born in Needham, in that part now called Wellesley, December 
18, 1700. Their children were John, Robert, Siirah, Ruth, Mary, 
and Rel)ecca. He dii^l in Needham, to which place he had remove<l 
after the war, on the 0th of May, 18:J2, at the age of seventy-five. His 
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wifr tV\vi\ St»|)loiiil)or o, IS/iJ, ngcMl ninely-llirco. During llic Intlcr 
UMirs of lier life she received ii siiinll j>eiision on account of her hus- 
l>aii(i's services in the war. He was buried in the Smith family tomb 
III Welleslev. 

E|>es jNFnnsfield was a younger brotlier of llo!>ert, who marched witli 
Ihc l^ynii companies on the morning of April 19, 1775. Epes was only 
hvcnly years <>f age when he enlisle<l, two years later, in the company 
of Captain Miles Greenwoo<l, in Colonel Jacob Gerrish's regiment of 
guards, stationed in and around Boston during the presence of General 
Hurgoyne's caf>lurcd army. He servecl also in Captain Simeon Brown's 
company, in the same regiment, some eight months in all, or from 
Noveml>er 11, 1777, to July 12, 1778. 

Man.sfiklt), Joitn, — sergeant, wns probably son of Joseph and Sarah 
(Stocker) MansfieM, born in Lynn, ()clol>er 10, 1748. His brother 
was Kufiis jNlansfield, captain of the 4tli Lynn company of militia. 
The only service j>erforme<i by John Mansfield was on the Liexington 
nlnrm in Cnptain Farrington's ctimpany, when he served five days. 
Nothing further is known of him. 

Man'sfikij), UiciiARi), — son of llobert and Mary (Uann) Mansfield, was 
lM)rn in T<.ynn, June 17, 1744. He was married January 7, 1708, by 
Hcv. John 'rrcmlwcll, to JCIizalMHli Wliiltemore, Iwrn February 22, 
1748, daughter of l^lward Whitlemore, of Salem, and died in Lynn, 
April ;J, 1793, lea\'ing wife and twelve children, — Joseph, Richard, 
Anna, Robert, li^lnumd, William Perkins, Zachariah, Mary, Nabby, 
Parmclin, John, and Klizal>elh. His wife died April 13, 1830, and 
lM)th are burieil in the old Western Burial Ground. A marker of the 
S. A. R. and marble stone nuirk his grave. 

The old house in which Richard Mansfield was born, built about 
]()00, is still standing at the corner of Moulton and Boston Streets, 
lie was n farmer and cordwaincr, and owne<l much land in the vicinity 
<»r ('armvs and Boston Streets. His only known R<!Volutioiiary service 
was that in Captain Rufus MansfieUrs 4th Lynn company, which 
marched on the alarm of April 19, 1775. His service was two days, 
ncfording l«> llir l\la,ssn('lMis«*M.s i-oIIm. 

Manskirld, RoiiKiiT, — private, scui <»f Robert and Mary (Newliall) Mans- 
field, was born in 1752 in an aticient house which sto<Ml until thirty 
years ago at the corner of Chestnut and Boston Streets. His father, 
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Hubert MuiLsfiehl, wtui l)orii in l^yiiii, July 4, 17^9, and Iniuglil this 
house about the time of the birth of liol>ert Mansfield, Jr. The hitter 

was u incnd)er of Captain Farrington's 
^^^ . Q/* eoinpaiiy, and did duty on the lOth of 

yC^€riCi/y^^<^^ ^^^^^^T)^ April. Ilis name has come down 

simply as one of the valiamt men who 
res|K>nded to llie lirsl call to airms. lie was |>roImlily at home cinriiig 
the rest of the war, although the rec-ords obtainable are very inccnn- 
plete. lie was married NovemlnT 4, I77II, by Uev. Mr. 'iVeailwell, 
to Klizadn'th Noursi% sister of I'rivale J.imes Nourse, a .soldier of the 
Revolution. She was jirobably l)orn in Danvers, but the reeoril is 
hicking. l^heir children were John, Koliert, Epes, Klizalieth, James, 
Matthew, and Robert. He was a regular attendant at the '*01d 
Bowery*' meeting-house, iis the following certificate, still preserved by 
his grandchildren, indicates: — 

**This may certify that Robert IVfansfield, of I^ynn, attends public worship 
with the nietho«lists of I^yun and freely contributes to the sup|M)rt of the nihiistry. 
Jesse Lee." 

Like most of his townsmen, he was a yeoman and cordwainer. His 
son Matthew nuirried Miss Jane GcMxlridge, of Lynn, who is still living 
(November, UK)4) at the great age of one hundred and three, retaining 
her faculties to a remarkable degree, and recalling the events of ninety 
years ago with considerable acc!uracy. Her father was a soldier of 
the War of 181^2, and she recalls distinctly the pas.siug of sohlicrs ahuig 
the old turnpike during the second conflict with (ireat Rritnin. She 
attended the funeral of Itobcrt Maiislichl, being Iweuty-ftuir years 
old at the time of his death, had a personal aitpmintance with nniny of 
the Revolutionary soldiers, and had lieani nuiny times the story of inde- 
pendence from the lips of the venenible survivors of the conflict. 

Mrs. £lizal>eth Mansfiehl died January 18, IH'il, and the death of 
Rol>ert occurreil very su<hlenly, August 48, IS^.'i. Rt)th are burieil 
in the old Western Burial Ground, just inside the main entrance, at 
the left. A marble stone and bronze nuu'ker of the S. A. R. were 
erected at his grave in 1i)04. 
Manufiki.I), RuFi's, -captain, son of Jos(*|>h and Sarah (Stocker) Mans- 
field, was born December ii8, 17:<U; marrie<l Sc|iteud>cr 1, 17<»:<, b\ 
Rev. Nathaniel Henchman, to I^ydia Merritt. His home was on 
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Watorliill Street, opposite jMny Street. lie was iiol only one of the 
proiiiinciit men of liis time, but had the tlLslinclioii of leading a com- 
pany on the morning of April 10, 1775, 
being captain of the 4th Lynn com- 
pany. He was u nephew of Colonel 
John Mansfiehl, a shoemaker, and one 
of the incorfiorators of the First Methodist Episco|ial Church. Ilis 
children were Uufus, John Merritt, Joseph, and Hannah. lie died 
February 1JJ, 1810, at the age of seventy, and his wife died February 8, 
18^9, ngcti eighty-four years. Both are buricnl in the ohl Western 
Hurial (tround, and his grave is marked by a slate stone and the marker 
of the S. A. R.

Ilis line back |o the emigrant ancestor was 
Samuel^ DanicP, DaiiicP, Andrew^, HoImtL^ lie was a mendKT of

was in a venerable house still st^itiding in Saugus Centre. Its immense 
chimney and overhanging gable proclaim it one of the oldest houses in 
Lynn and (rttn temporary with the Boardman house. At the time of the 
alarm Samuel Mansfield was "keeping company" with Rachel Roby, 
Ijorn June 2, 1753, daughter of Parson Roby, and on December 10, 1775, 
he was marrie<l to her by her father. He followed tlie business of a 
housewright, but nothing more is known of him. His children were 
Lucy, Lydia, and Joseph. He died in Saugus, March 1, 1809, aged 
fifly-ninc, and his wife, Haclicl, die<l May 21 of the same year, age<l 
fiffy-six. His estate was value<l at over $3,000. He is buried with 
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his wife in tlie old cemetery in Saugus Centre, and tiieir graves are 
marked by slate stones provided by his executor. On liis gravestone is 
the inscription, " I must go to him, but he will not return to uic." U|H)n 
hers, ** It is the Lord, let him do what seeroeth to him good.*' In 1903 
a marker of the S. A. R. was placed at his grave. 
Mansfield, Samuel, — private, son of Samuel and Elizalieth (Benjamin) 
Munsficld, was Iku'ii at Walthain, DimvihImt ^^, I750. lie was mar- 
ried March ^0, 1770, by llev. Benjamin Ailams, to Ilepzibah Williams, 
of Lynnfield, daughter of William and Tabitha W^illiams, born July 7, 
1751. lie was at this time **of Beading," l>ut lH)th owned the (H)venant 
of the Second Parish Church, October S2, 1775. Mr. Mansfield served 
at the I^xington alarm in Captain Nathaniel Bancroft's Lynnfield 
company, and drew his pay for two days' servicre. lie removed to 
Ilenniker, N.H., during the Revolution, where September !2S, 1783, 
he was chosen "To Tune the Psalm in Publick Exercises." He after- 
wards movent to Brownficld, Mc, whore he tlic<l, ()cttdH»r 5, IH'iS. lie 
is buricHl in the cemetery at Kast Brt>wnfield, where a slate stone marks 
his grave. 

Mansfield, Samuel, — S4)n of Kbenezer, was lM)rn in Lynn, April 30, 1758; 
married March i^O, 1789, Mary Hliodes, daughter of Ignatius and 
Sarali (Merriam) Ilhodes, born August S4, 17G4. She had four 
brothers in the Revolution. IIedie<l November 18, 1837, and his widow, 
who died May 17,1842, was pensione<l at the rate of $33.33 per year. 

He had been pensioned previously, 

P / ^ J on the 14th of August, 1832, when he 

^.a-vyu^i^ i/yia^i^i^^ appeare<l (at the age of seventy-four) 

and de|)osed that in September, 1775, 
he enlist(,Ml in Captain King's company for scacoast defence; in 1777 
he served two months in Se|>tend>er and Octol^er, guarding stores; was 
in service in Boston when Burgoyne surrendered, and lie joined in the 
general rejoicings, lie renieJnbered standing sentinel at the quarters 
of General Heath, in Boston, at that time, lie served two months in 
Rhode Island in 1778, under Captain Cox and Harris (Jhadwell, and 
was with the boats which brought off the Americans under Genenil 
Sullivan. He said that the first night the provisions were carried to 
Tiverton, and the next night the troops were landed by the boats; 
that all was haste and bustle; but thtit he saw General Lafayette he 
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liml no doubt. Henry llallowell nml llnrri.s Chiulwell testified to the 
triitii of his sliitenients. He was |>ensiotied from Mnrcli 4, 1831, at 
$33.33 i)cr year, with $49.49 back pay. The agei! William Hudson, 
living in 1903, remembered Samuel Mansfield well, and snid that he 
was a tailor who lived for many years in the old house op|)osite the 
Lynn Hos|)ital, now known as the Reynolds house. His shop was 
near the corner of North Franklin and Boston Streets, and across the 
slre<!t was the home of (*aptain William Farringlon. The frame of 
the Mansfield house was being raised on the morning of the battle of 
liexington, and Ebenezer, tlie owner, father of Samuel, was a cor|K>ral 
in Captain Ezra Newhall's cofupany, and nuirched away, with most 
of his neighbors, on the alarm. Samuel, although he did not go with 
his father, n*inemlH*nMl ami often relate*! to Mr. Hudson the fact of 
smng the Danvrrs men c«>me over the old Doston road on the way 
to the fi^hl. and that he parlicularly noticcMl the |H!culiar stockings 
of one of the nuMi. This man was one of those slain that day, and 
Samuel Mansfichl saw him with f(mr others brought back over the 
road in a cart. 

The house which l)ecame Samuel Mansfield's home was finally 
sold, and he moved into the old house still standing just l>eyond, to the 
east, afid iti the taller house he dic^l. Mr. HucKson s]K*nt the last night 
wilh him before his death. Samuel Mansfield was a tall, very plain, 
even homelv uum, wilh face smo<ilh-shaveii and in his later vears wrin- 
kleil with age. His hair was invariably worn in a cpieue. One of 
his fingers l)ecame stiff in later life, ami Mr. Hudson said that it was 
paififul lo s<*c the ohi num Iry to sew with his finger out straight. He 
fifuilly gave up his work as a Uiilor, and earned a suudi pittaucr at the 
|M>puIar trade of shoenuiking. 
Mansfield, Thomas, — private, .son of Thomas and Mary (Hawkes) Mans- 
field, was Inirn in Saugu.s, August S.5, 17G1. His home was in the 
ancient Mansfield house, still standing. On the morning of April 

19, 1775, he went wilh his Iwo brothers^ 
^-^ ^^ ^, y/^ Benjamin and Samuel, lo the meeting-

and nuirched with the com|mny. He 
was at Ihis time but thirteen years of age, and was one of the youfigest, 
if not the youngest member of Captain Parker's company. During the 
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suiuiiier of 1778 tlie euptureil urmy of General Hurgoyiie was eii- 
camped at Cambridge. On tlie 13th of July Thomas Mansfield en- 
listed in (.-aplaiii Stiniuel 1 fuse's ronipany. Colonel Jacob Gcrrish's 
regiment of guards, and was assigned to guard duty over the convention 
triMips. lie reniaine<l until after they luid iH^en sent to Ciuirlottesville, 
Va., and was discharged on the 14th of December of that year. In the 
fall of 1770 a call came for men to reinforce the northern army, under 
General Washington, and young Mansfield enlisteil in the company of 
(Japtain Addison Richardson, of Salem, in Colonel Jacob Gerrish's 
regiment, which was detached from the Essex County militia to march 
to New York State. He left Lynn Octol)er 18, 1779, and marched to 
('laverack, N.Y., and was discharged there, November 22, the alarm 
l)eing over. He was allowed for 340 miles' travel back to Lynn, where 
he arrived about December 1 . 

Thomas Mansfield married Hannah lirown. May 26, 178G, daughter 
of Ephraim, born 1755. 'I'heir children were Mary, Sarah, and Thomas. 
He died July 10, 1821, and his wife died Noveml>er 28, 1832, aged 
seventy-five. Tliey are buried in the old ground at Saugus Centre, 
where gnivostoiics have Ihtu croctiHl. The epitaph on his stone is, 

" but tliough his breathless body lies 

Consigned to dust and food for wonos. 
Yet Christ shall call him from the skies, 
All glorious in celestial form.*' 

Mansfikld, Wiixiam, — private, son of Deac»n Daniel and I^ydia (Newludl) 
Mansfield, was born in South liynnfield, May 20, 1749. He was nmr- 
ried by llev. Benjamin Adams, May 31, 1770, to Betty Townsend, born 
1750, probably daughter of Deacon Daniel Townsend, and sister of 
Lieutenant Thmnas and Daniel, of the I^ynnfiehl c<inipany. William 

Mansfield was a farmer, and lived on 

the road from Montrose to what is 

now the Lynnfield Hotel. On the lOlh 

of April, 1775, he responded to the call 

to arms, and went with his neighbors in the company of Captain 

Bancroft. He enlisted. May 10, in the company of Captain Enoch 

Putnam, of Dan vers. Colonel John Mansfield's 10th regiment. He 

was in camp with his company during the fall and winter of 1775-70, 

and received an order for a iMumty coal, April 22, 1770, having en- 
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HsUmI for oiglil. iiiotillis. It is vrrv pro1m1)Ui lluil lie 8frvc*il Inter, for 
sovrnil riM'tinls appoiir wliicli ini^Iil \h* his; hut, lus no residence is in- 
(licnleil on the muster-rolls, no statement can be innde. 

His children were Betty, Willinni, Lydia, Snrah, Polly, Le\i, Betliia, 
Klijah, Dorcas, and Tinmah. lie and his wife were admitted as meni- 
Ihts of the Lynnfiehi church, February 12, 1780. lie was a well- 
known figure in liynnficid in the olden days, was familiarly known as 
**rncle Bill," and signed his name as ** Willian^field." lie died in 
LyimBeld, Septend)er S8, 1809, aged sixty, and his wife died March 
IJO, 1808, agcil fifty-eight. They are interred in the old cemetery at 
South I^ynnfield, where they lie side by side in graves marked with 
slate stones. His gravestone indicates that he died November 28, 
but this is evidently an error, inasmuch as his will was probated October 
17, 180i). His estate consisted of a farm of one lumdred and .st^venteen 
iirres at Hindge, N.H., which he gave to his son Levi. His homestead 
in South Lvnnfield con.sisted of one hundred acres, dwelling and barn, 
together with one hundre<l and nineteen acres of other land, amount- 
ing in all to $l^,10^i, a g<N>dly sum in tho.se days. His tall ckM'k 
was appraisetl at $i5. It is still ticking in the home of Benjamin S. 
Skinner, of Lynn, who married liis grand-daughter. It was previously 
owned by Rev. Joseph Mottey, of I>*yntifield. 

M AUULK, Jam>:r, — was a private in Capbiin Parker's Saugus company, 
and saw servi<-e with it on the lOlh of April, 1775, No reconl has l)ecn 
found of his birth or death, but he was married February 19, 1770, 
by Rev. Mr. Roby to Mary Hutchinson, daughter of Nathaniel an<l 
Catherine Hutchinson. Her brothers, Nathaniel and Thomas, were 
jdso in CapUiin Parker's company. When the call for men came to 
repulse the advance of General Burgoyne, Mr. Marble enlisted, August 
15, 1777, to the credit of the town of I^ynn. He was assigned to Cap- 
lain Zadock BuflRnton's Salem company. Colonel Samuel Johnson's 
regiment, and marcluMi with his (*om]mny to the northward. He was 
|)resent and no doubt did good service at the battles of Stillwater and 
Saratoga, an<l was present at the capture of Burgoyne. He was then 
detuile<l with others to act as guard to the British priw)ners, and marclie«l 
with them to Cand^ridge, where he was discharged, November 10, 
1777, having served three months and sixt(*en clays. Elsewhere, imder 
the name cif Jnincs Marvel, further service is indicate<l which mav 
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belong to him. On the church records his name iippears as ]Marbic» 
hut Marvel is the name signed to a receipt for advant*e pay in the state 
archives. Both names were foreign t<i Tiynn, hut it is probable that 
tlie two belonged to the same man.

Martin, Josiaii. — Mr. Lewis in his history thus speaks of J(».siali INfartiu: 
**ln some i'es|>ects an c(!ceiilric and unworthy man, he was the inune- 
diate predecessor of [landlord Newhall in the old Saugus tavern, hav- 
ing nuirrie<l the wife of Zaccheus Norwotnl. He appeared in town 
about the year 1700, and is sup{X)sed to have been an English advent- 
urer. At times he assumed great polish of manner and made preten- 
sion to extraordinary piety; and at other times he exhibited the char- 
acteristics and breeding of a gross villain. He was famous for indulging 
in practical jokes as well as witticisms, and in whimsical dis|>lays of 
every kind, with the only apparent object of eliciting the gaze of his 
neighbors. He is said among other feats to have ridden two miles in 
a double sleigh, with a span of horses, the dust flying and the runners 
grating horribly, and striking fire at every step, with his wife a for<-e<l 
passenger at his side. He enlistiHl for the war, and never returned to 
Lynn." 

[lis patriotism seems to have lieen of somewhat doubtful character, 
as woukl appear from the following which was sent to the selectmen 
of Lynn: — 

''Whereas, Josiah Martin has, under guard, l)een brought lM!f()re this com- 
mittee (Council of War) to be inquired of touching conduct res|)ecting his ap- 
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ixraring in favor of carrying into execution tlic tyrannical designs of administration 
for tlic enslaving of lliis |m»vinfv, n|Km examination of tlie evidence prfxhiced, 
llesolve<l that the said MartinVs conduct, in some hislances, has IxH^n unfriendly 
to tliis country, and that so long as he evinces this disposition, by his conduct, 
and d(x*s not any more attempt to g«> into tlie town of Boston, that he be received 
with the favor of his countr}'men and that no insult or injury be offered him or 
his pn)|)erty." 

The following wius sent by the Coniniittee of Corresjiondence in 
Lynn to the Mnssachiisetts Committee of Safety: —

One of the petitioners lo the General Court, May 26, 1773, that 
Suiigns Im» set i>\\ from the First Parish, was Josiah IVfartin. The 
wife, Lydin, lo whom he wjus niarrieti by llcv. Mr. lloby, May 20, 1763, 
was Lydia Burriage, widow of Zaccheus Norwood. She was born 
Noveinl>er 2;3, 17':23, daughter of John and Mehitnble Burriage, and 
sister of Dcncfui J<din, who was born Novendier 23, I73(K 
Massay, Bknjamin, — son of Benjamin and Sarah (Hart) Massay, was 
l)orn July 18, 1702; married Susannah Quiner, February 20, 1785, 
(laughter of John and Priscilla (Williams) Quiner, born July 2, 1761. 
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He wus a blacksmith, and had his shop at the corner of Federal Street 
and Western Avenue, where the drug store of C. S. Bird now stands.

Meaciiem, Isaac, — son of Isaac and Lydia (Lay ton) Meachem, was born 
in 1720; married October 29, 1751, by Rev. Mr. Henchman, to Ruth 
Dunnell, daughter of David and Keziah (Ramsdell) Dunnell, lK)rn 
Decend>er *^^, 17ti2. Their chihlren were Lydia, Su.samiah, John, 
Isaac, and William. He diet! suddenly of an attack of pleurisy, Novem- 
ber 0, 171H, agcnl sixty-eight, and his wife died Decciuber 15, 1814, 
aged eighty-four, according to the I^ynn records, which does not ({uite 
correspond with the date of her birth rec*ortleti also in the Lynn rcconls. 
If these ilates are correct, she was eighly-lwo at the time of her death, 
lioth are buried in the ohl Western lUirial Ground, an<l their graves 
are marke<l. 

Isaac Meachem served in the French and Indian War as well as in 
the War for Intlependencte. His record in the latter is as follows:

marrieil by Rev. Mr. Roby, ac*cording to the Saugus church reconis, July 
3, 1782, and acconling to the Lynn rec'onls July J), 1781, to Relu'cca 
Sherman, dauglilcr of Nathaniel and Rebecca Shcnnan. He «licd 
May 2, 1817, age<l sixty-three years. He was as.sesse<l in I^ynnfield 
in 1758. His service in the Revolution began when he marchecl as a

private in Captain Ezra Newhall's company of minute-men on the 
10th of April, 1775. He is credited with seventeen clays' service at 
that time. On the 10th of May of the same year he enlisted, and 
served two months; in August he was a coriM>ral in CoUmel IVransHcld's 
regiment, commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel Israel Hutchinson; in 
October he was given an order for a bounty coat or its ecpiivalent in 
money for having enliHted for eight months. During I78() and 1781 
he was in service much of the time on the Hudson, and in l^cbruary, 
178'2, he was discharged on account of liis having been relieved by 
another num. In a descriptive list of July 11, 1780, his age is given 
as twenty-seven years, his stature as five feet, ten inches, and his c*om- 
plexion dark. 

MKiiZAun, Caki'mn John, — was l>orn in Marblchead ami <lie<l in liynn. He 
is buried in the Etistern Burial Ground, at the top of the hill, near 
the rear fence, beside his daughter, Hannah Uu.ssell. He was one of 
Washington's body-guard, serving at the battles of Trenton and Valley 
Forge. He was one of the crew that brought General I^afayette to 
America, and one of the boat's crew that rowetl him from the vessel 
to the shore. 

The date of his <leath given in the Lynn rcu'ords, is May 4, 18:ii. 

MoniyiH)N, EzEKiKii, — son of Joseph an<l Sarah (Little F) Moulton, born 
Noveml>er 17, 1740, was of the fifth generation from Robert Moulton, 
who came from England to Salem village in KJ^t), in the ship "George 
Bonaventure," one of the first sent over to (lovcrnor Endicott with 
settlers and supplies. Joseph Moulton, grandson of Robert, was the 

father of Ezekiel and Ezra. Josefih 
^ / J // /y purchased land in the rear of the city 

^^jy(/Ui^ X/W^^^^^^^^^l^ farm in 1733, and took up his residence 
^ there. Ezekiel received quitclaim 

deeds from the other heirs, October 6, 1766. He occupied the prem- 
ises while he lived, pursuing the occupation of shocmaking, as his father 
had done l>efore him. He was nuirried November S, 1771, to Cather- 
ine Hudson, who was l>orn in the oKl Hudson house on Boston Street, 
on the westerly side of Tower Hill. Their ten children were Joseph, 
Solomon, Ezekiel, Mary, Catherine, Moses, John Lilley (buried in 
marktrd grave in the old Western), IVIo.scs, Aaron, Solomon. Ezekiel 
Moulton died November is!3, 1810, and his wife died January 1, 1833. 
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They nre witlioiit doiilit hiiried near Joliii l^illry, their son, in the ohl 
Western Gronnd. There In'.s grnve is indic^nted l>y a ninrhlc stone and 
marker of the S. A. 11. The only Revolutionary reconl found is that 
of April 19, 1775, when he marched on the I^xington alarm in the 
company of Captain Rufus Mansfield.

Simon, born A|)ril 8, 1748, enlisted from Danvers; Ezra, l)orn April 
7, I7.'i2, was in the army from Dcerfield; Enctch. the subject of this 
sketch, Nathan, born S<»plember 21, 1750, and Samuel, born February 1, 
1759, all servwi in the War for Imlependence to the credit of the town 
of Lynn. These were all descendetl from Thomas Mudge, who was in 
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Maiden iis eurly iis 1057. Juiiies, the son of Tlionms and great-grand- 
father of these children, was a soldier in Captain l^>thro|>'8 company, 
" the flower of Ks.sex," and was killiMl at DhMnly 1ir<M>k, Sonlli IXvr- 
iieUl, September 18, 1075, during King lMiilip*s War. The record of 
tliis family was not excelled in Lynn, and the patriotic spirit of the 
times was well uphehl in this sturdy New England home where every 
son was in the service of his country. 

Knoch Mudge was married by Kev. Mr. Trcadwc'll, tbinuary (», 
1773, to Lydiu Ingalls, daughter of John and Abigail (Stocker) TngalU, 
born in Lynn, May 2S, 1756. She was a direct descendant of Edmund 
Ingalls, the first settler of liynn. Enoch Mudge was a mendier of 
Captain Farrington's com[)any, and performed active service on the 
memorable 19th of April. While his name does not appear on the 
muster-rolls later, it is probable that he was present during the siege 
of Hostt>n and entered the town upon its evacuation by the Krilish. 
In later years he often s[>oke with much pride of having stood as sen- 
tinel at the d<M)r of (leneral Washington's headquarters. 

He was a farmer and shoemaker, living on South Conunon Street, 
near Vine. His (rhihiren were John, Eiuxrh, Jo.seph, Lydia, Samuel, 
James, Benjamin, Sally, Patty, Daniel, Daniel I^e, Polly, Abigail, and 
Wesley. Enoch, l>orn June 28, 1770, became the first native Metho- 
dist preacher in New England. Captain Joseph, lM)rn March S3, 1778, 
was prominent in the War of 1812. He fittetl out the privateer ** In- 
dustry,*' of I^ynn, and brought in two brigs and imic shM)|> as prizes. 
It is said that the live oak use<l in the (Quaker meeting-house was 
part of the cargo of one of these vessels. He was afterward c<im- 
mander of the privateer "(lov. Pluiner," of Portsmouth, and, after 
capturing several ve.s.sels, was himself ca[)ture<l and .sent to Halifax. 
Benjamin, born Septejnber I, 1780, was |)ostmaster of I^ynn from 184:1 
to 1840. 

Enoch Mudge, Sr., and his wife were among the very early mend»ers 
of the First Methodist Church, and in 1820 their son, Bev. Enoch, 
became its pastor. Mr. Mudge was a man of commanding presence, 
being over six feet in height. He was highly respected by his fellow- 
citizens, and his descendants to-day are among the very best of Ia'uu's 
]>eople. He (lied in Lynn, January 110, 1832, agetl seventy-seven years. 
His wife die<l April 25, I8:W, aged seventy-six. They are interriMJ in

** Kor many years the inhabitants of this town liave remarke<l him 
as ail iii<liislrioiis and |H*accablc man, a g(MMl ntizeii, a faithful hiis- 
ban<l, a kiml father, and a friendly neighlxir. The chnrcli of which 
he was a memlHT, esl<»emed him an humble follower of Ilim who was 
meek and lowly; and though the time had come when, having fulfilled 
the allotte<l space of man, his threescore years and ten, it was natural 
to UK>k for decay, yet he went not down to the grave without many 
tears, and the mourning of numerous friends, who had respected him 
through life. In the anluous struggle for our country to obtain Inde- 
pendence, he faithfully sustaiiieil the |>ortion of the toil allotted him. 
lie was for some time a soldier in the army of the Ilevolution; and 
when he left it, it was to return to the peaceable abode of industry. 
During the long period which has elapsed since that time, it may perhaps 
l>e said of him with |>erfect truth, that he injured no one. lie went 
li> his long repose in peace, without an enemy, and with the character 
of an upright, honest man." 

lie serveil in the Uevoliition in Ca]>tain Simon Hrown's company. 
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Colonel Jacob Gerrish's regiment, nt >Yinter Hill from April 2 to July 
3, 1778. Ifis name also appears in the Ticomleroga rolls. 

Uv \\i\H marriiHl, first, by Hev. John Trc^iulwell, to Tbinnah Tngalls, 
October iSO, 1777. She was the daughter of John and Sarah Ingalls, 
born June H, 17.58, died of small-pox, December 19, 1703, at the age 
of thirty-four. ('hiUlren, Nathan, Ezra, John, Mary, Samuel, Hannah, 
and JiKseph. He niarricil, secrond. Widow Klizabeth Hurrill, July !^ I, 
1704. She was the widow of Shubacl Ihirrill, born July 16, 170j; 
died August 28, 1848, at the age of eighty-three. Her children were 
Joseph, Enoch, Hepzibah, Simon, Hepzibah H., Lydia, Shubael, Ann 
Alden, and Caroline. 

Hon. Ezra, son of Nathan and Hannah, born April 10, 1780, was a 
represent4itive sixteen years, and ca[)tain of a Lynn artillery company 
in 1813. Captain Samuel, lK)rn May lo, 1787, was captain of an 
Essex company of drafted militia, at Winter Island, Salem, 1814. 

Mui)Gi<:, S.vMUKL, — was the ninth son 4>f John jm<l Mary (Wiiite) Mudge, 
born February 1, 1750. He served as a soldier in the Uevolution, from 
Lyim, with the following record: ** In Capt. Joseph Hiilcr\s co. 
Col. Jonathan 'ritcoud»\s rcgt, at IVovidcncc, roll dated July (>, 1777. 
Served from July II, to Aug. 11, thrc*e days l>eing allowed to go home; 
two mos. days time." His name appears on the Ticonderoga rolls 
and among the names of men of Lynn, Lynnfield, and Siiugus who 
"served at (Concord battle and elsewhere." 

Samuel Mudge dieil in l^ynn January 30, 1785, of consmnption c*on- 
tracted in the service. His age was twenty-five years, eleven months, 
twenty-nine <lays. Enoch, Nathan, and Stunuel were brothers, with 
but five years' difference in their ages, who served from the town (if 
liynn. Their eldest brother, also named Samuel, served in the French 
and Indian War under I/onl Andierst, and was killed in Canacla in 
1758, aged only nineteen years. The other brothers, John, Simtui, 
and Ezra, ad.so .served in the Hevolution, John from Vermont, Sinam 
from Danvers, and Ezra from Deerfield. Such a record will hardly 
be equalled among the families of liynn. 

MuLLKN, J.\Mi!:s, — a New Hampshire soldier of the Uevolution, died at the 
home of his son James, on Whiting Street, June 31, 1841, aged eighty- 
one, and was burietl in the old W^estern Burial Groun<l. A stone and 
marker were erected in 1003. He was a private in Captain Nathan 
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Brown's company. Colonel IVrse lx>ng\s regiment, ill Newcaslle, from 
lime of Inking onl of onlers, December 7, 1770; service from September 
19, 1770, seventy-eight days; residence, Newcastle; also roll from 
December, 1770, to January 7, 1777; also a|>pears on a pay-roll with 
signature; also on pay-roll of a part of Captain Nathan tinnvn's com- 
pany. Colonel lx)ng\s regiment, who are fit to march to Tieonderoga, 
from Jnnunrv 7 to Februarv 7, 1777. 

Tie was dischnrgeil at Stillwater, September, 1777, by General Arnold. 
Late in life he was granted a pension. 

MrxHoi:, Timotiiv, — son of (leorge Munroe, Jr., and Sarah I'hipps, of 
Ix'xington, was lM)rn in JiexiiigUm; baptizcnl April '^O, \7*.\3. His name 
does not appear in the Lynnfield records until February 18, 177,5, when 
he was clcctc<l Uix collector for the pari.sh. He livc<l in South Lyiin- 
ficld in a r(H>my old house, still standing on the Wakefield road. He 

was one of the most influential men

^"^"^ but a short distance below that of 

Daniel Townsend, who lived on the uuiiii road from South Lynnfield to 
Lynnfield Centre. On the alarm of A})ril 19 he joine<l Mr. TownsemI, 
and together they went to the (Jowing tjivern, whence they marched with 
Captain Bancroft's company. 'I'hcy arrivtMl at Mcnotiimy some time 
abcnit noon, and awaited the coming of the regulars, who had pa.ssed up 
the highway in the morning on the way to ( 'oncord and l^xington. The 
story of Mr. Munnie's experiences on that eventful day luus alrea<Iy 
been told. He was wounded in the action, but kept fighting until the 
last of the British had disa()peared. He returned home that night with 
his neighlMirs, bearing the Ixxly of his friend ami ctimpanion, Daniel 
Townsend, who had been kille<l by his side. In the following spring he 
ai)pealed to the Ceneral Court for relief as a wounded soldier, and on 
March '2*2 a resolve was pas.sed allowing him the sum of nine |H)unds 
to be paid out of the Provincial treasury, "in full for doctoring and 
nursing." 

During his absence on the MUh of April it is said that his house was 
entered bv marauders anil a sum of money stolen. He was a constable 
in 177;>. surveyor of highways in 1777, and selectman in 1784, 1785, 
and 17SH. 
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llis wife was i^ydiu, but no reconi of his inurriage has lieeii foiiiul. 
During the latter part of his life he went to Hve with his son, Timothy 
I\[unr(K\ Jr., whose home was at the (HU'uer of Afarket ami Afunroe 
Streets, Lynn, where the CIa))|> IMoek now stands. I'Vom Timothy, 
Jr., Monroe Street received its name. 'J^imothy Mujiroe, Jr., was u 
carpenter, and his work may he seen in many of the ohl buildings of 
Lynn, notably the old Tiynn AcathMuy building, n(»w standing at the 
corner of Centre Street und Western Aveiuie. 

The grandson of the Revolutionary sergeant, Timothy JVTonroe, was 
Colonel Timothy Munroe, who went out with the lirst I^ynn volun- 
teers in the Civil War. 

Timothy Munroe, the Hevolutionury veteran, died Manh 1,18()8, aged 
seventy-two, at the home of his son, in the house now standing at the 
ct>rner of Whiting Street an<l Western Avemie. Lydia, his wife, diwi 
September 10 of the same year, aged forty. They are buried in the 
ohl Western Burial Ground, and his grave was markinl in 1SM)3 by a 
nuirble stone and bronze nuirker of the S. A. H. 

Nkkdiiam, Daniel, — ^son of Stephen and Klizal>etli (Moulton) Needham, 
was lK>rn in Danvers, Decend>er 10, 1700, and lived there until 170'^, 
when he removed to I^ynnfieM. He was nuirricHl by iiev. Mr. Holt, 
of Danvers, October ^'i, 1783, to Ede Flint, daughter of Samuel an<l 
Kde (ITpton) Flint. Her father was killed at the head of his company 

at the battle of Stillwater, Octolier 7, 
1777. When Daniel Needham moved 
Lynnfield, he settle<l on the then 
Townsend farm, ami alMUit 1800 built 
the large house still standing on Chestnut Street. He had two chihlren, 
David and Caroline. David was killed by one Parker, April 25, 18ii7. 
Djmiel Needham has been described as a very pleasant, very stout 
old man, who was a justice of the peace and always calle<l ''Stpiirc 
NcHMlham." He die<l February 10, 1841, aginl eighty-three, and his 
wife dieil of a fall, April 27, 1840. Doth are buried in the West Ground, 
liynnfield Centre. In his application which was allowed April 0, 1833, 
he said that he enlisted as a substitute for one Symonds, in the fall of 
1777, in Captain Proctor's company. Colonel Gerrish's regiment, an<l 
.served five months. In March, 1778, he enlistcnl in Captain licMlweirs 
company. C'olonel (ierrish*s regiment, and served three months, and by 
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riilrealy of liis officers coiisenteil to reniniu ten days longer. He was a 
sergcanl, an<l all of the above lime was spent in guarding Burgojne's 
troops at Cambridge. In 1779 he enlisted as a corporal and then as 
sergeant, and served six months in Captain Putnam's company, Colo- 
nel N. Tyler's regiment, and was in the campaign in Rhode Island. 
Ill 17R0 ho enlisted for, and served another leriii of, three months in 
(Japtain I*ea})ody's company. Colonel Wade's regiment, and served at 
West Point, lie was pensioned at ♦78.JJ3 |wr ye«ir, beginning March 4, 
1831, and received $156. GO back pay. The record found on the 
Arjissnchnsetts rolls ngrees with the alx>ve reconl found in the Pension 
Olhce. 
Xkwiiall, a a HON, — private, son of Captain Denjamin and Elizabeth 
(Fowlc) Newhall, was born in Lynn, March 2(1, 1740. His father's 
home WHS ii|h>ii the north Ni<lc of the Town (jfmiiiioii, and his title was 
ncfpiircMl in the l<Veiu-h niid Indian War, in which he sctvchI a.M captiiiii. 
.Vnroii Newhall wius fifth in line fmni the first 'Phonias Newhall. He 
wns ninrricfl by Uev. Mr. Hrnchman, I)cceinl>er 1, 1708, to Mrs. Mary 
Perkins, and had one chihl, Aaron. lie was a yeoman and cordwainer. 
On April 19, 1775, he served as a private in Captain Farrington's com- 
pany. On Ajiril 26, 1770, he was c-ommissioned first lieutenant in 
(jiptain Joseph Stocker's 4lli company, 1st Essex County regiment of 
militia, and a return to that clfect is on file, signe<l Colonel John Flagg 
:iii<l Major David Parker. This rcgiiiieiil was not ordercnl into jictivc 
service, although portions of it were from time to lime sent to strengthen 
the Continental Army. While Lieutenant Newhall undoubtedly did 
guard duty, it is not known whether he .saw active service after the Lex- 
ington alarm. His only service in the town was as warden in 1770 and 
178:). He died June 28, 1811, and is buried in the old Western Burial 
(y round in Lynn. His estate consisted of a dwelling-house, barn, shop, 
and nine acres of land, amounting in all to $4,905. Mr. Newhall's 
two sisters, Susanna and Elizabeth, marrie<l, respectively, Thomas 
Slocker and Henry Burchstead, llevolutionary soldiers. 

A marble stone and bronze marker of the S. A. 11. were erected at his 
grave in UK)!-. 

Nkwhall, Allkn, — ^son of Daniel and Mary (Breed) Newhall, was born 
in 1720, and died September 27, 1781. He married Love Breed, 
March 29, 1750. She died, according to the Newhall Genealogy and 
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Richanl Pratt, November 10, 1774; according to the Chamberluin 
family Bible, October 20, 1779. 

On May 7, 1771, Allen Newliall l)<)Uglit of llaniion Newliall a dwell- 
ing-house and eighty ]>oles of land, bounding south on the county road 
(Ik)ston Street), west on the Widow Potter's thirds, later known as the 
Burchstead Johnson plac*e, and ha\ing a frontage on the street of six 
poles, thirteen fcH:t. 'J^liis seems worth noting, for it was probably a 
portion of the homestead of the original settler, lie conveyed this to 
his son Charles Newhall, July 5, 1774. His two sons were Allen (prob- 
ably Daniel Allen Breed) and Charles. Ilis daughters were Sarah 
and Ixive. The latter nuirriiHl Jc.s.*ic HIkmIcs. Iaivc, his wife, was 
daughter of Allen Breed, and was Uirn August 1({, 1731. Allen New- 
hall evidently moved to Danvers soon after his marriage, for in 17.)(> he 
was warne<l out of that town. — Newhall (ieneidogy. 

Allen Newhall was in the Federal S<piare company of (^*apUdn Uufus 
Mansfield, of which his sons, Daniel Allen Breeil and Charles, were, 
respectively, second Heutenant and corporal. All three went to the lx?x- 
ington fight, and the father saviHl the sons from l>eing killed. All day they 
had fired from iK'hind fences and walls at the nuiiii lK»dy of the Hritisli, 
but the ohl man had his eye out for the flank guard which marched 
in .single lile on iMitli .sides of the main btMly. Ilis care kept them from 
coming between the lines ami, tronsecpiently, from harm. This was 
the statement made by Jenks Sjirgent, an (»kl-time resident of Lynn. 

Allen Newhall lived and died cm Hosttm Street, near Cliilds, and he 
was buried in an unnuirkcHl grave in the old Western Huiial (i round. 
Hie .s])ot is now nuirked by a stone and the bronze marker of the S. A. B. 

Besides his service at the battle of Jx-'xington he was c*or|M>ral in 
Captain Stephen Wilkins*s company, Cohinel Wiggleswortirs regiment, 
and was allowed for \n\y which include<l ^10 miles* travel home from 
Albany; pay abstract sworn to June ir>, 1777. lie also appeartHl on 
a descriptive list of men who served in the Continental Army from 
June, 1780, to Decend>er, 1780, at which time he was fifty-four years 
of age, 5 ft. 9 in. in height, of a light complexion, and resident of 
]«ynn. His service was five months, eighteen days, including 2'iO 
miles' travel. He was also a .soldier of the French and Indian War. 
Newhall, Amob, — probably son of Amos and Margaret (Southwick) New- 
hall, was \)OTn in I^ynnfield, August 15, 170*2; nuirried by Bev. 
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.loliii Trcmlwoll, Frl>riinry ^J8, 178^?, lo Siirnli CnH*!. I Jo wns living 
in LvnnfioUl in 17!M). His wife Siirali, prt>lml)ly ii i>cnsioncr, aged 
sevenly-four, wns living in 1840.

His chihlreii were Isaln'l, Bethia, who married Abel 
Belknaj), Revolutionary soldier, Andrew, Siusanna, who marrieil Tlieo- 
philus Farringlon, Revolutionary soldier, Josefih, Elizal>eth, who 
marrieil Isaac Orgin, Revoluli<mary sohlier, Tatty, Polly, ami John 
Brown. TliriM? daughters, therefore, inarritMl soldiers. A marker and 
stone were erected lo his memory in the old Western ihirial (xrouiid, 
near the spot where Isaac Orgin is biirietl.

Nkwiiall, Andrew, Jr., — probably sou of Andrew, Sr., and Susanna 
(Brown) Newhall, was born in I^ynn, April 13, 1758, and evidently died 
without issue. 

He was private in Ca]>tain Zadock Buffinton's company. Colonel 
Stnuuel Johnson's regiment; enlisted August 14, 1777; discharged 
November 30, 1777, at Cambridge; service, three months, seventeen 
days, in northern department; also given on list of men raised in Essex 
County for term of nine months from the time of their arrival at Fish- 
kill; returnetl as musterc<l by Henry Uutgcr, Jr., deputy muster-master; 
dated Fishkill, August 1, 1778; residence, Lynn; eiigageil for town of 
Wenham; arrivc<l at Fishkill, July 17, 1778.— Ma.ss. Bolls. 

Nkwiiall, Asa, — fifth in line from Thouuis, the emigrant, was the son of 
Thomas and Ehzabeth (Bancroft) Newhall, born August 5, 173^. He 
was married November 21, 1709, by Rev. John Tread well, to Sarah 
Tarbell, daughter of Jonathan and Mary Tarl>ell, of liynnfield. She 
was baptized January 12, 1745. 

Tn 1764 Asa Newhall bought of Samuel Devereux and his wife, 
Sarah, of Marblehead, the farm formerly Jedcdiah Newhall's, lying 
on both sides of the road from Lynn to liynnfield, a little below its inter- 
section with the Salem and Reiuling road, containing alM)ut 100 acres, 
which had oiic^e belonge<l to Joseph Newhall, father of Jetlediah, and 
l)efore him to Joseph Newhall, the grandfather of the last pur- 
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cliii.ser. 'I o tins lio ii<i<ie(i l>v oIIut piirclitises, until lie iK'canie Uie 
owner of a fnrni of i2;>0 ncres, l)esi(lefl numerous outlying lots. In 
August, 1807, he conveyctl llie farm to his only son, Asa Tarbell 
Newhall, at the same time giving him a bill of sale of the cattle and 
farm equipments, receiving from his son in return a bond for his pos- 
session of this estate during his natural life, and for his sup|)ort and that 
of his wife, and for the payment of cerliiin sums, within a year after 
his death, to parties named. He died May 1, 1814, aged eighty-one 
years. His children were Asji T., Sarah, and Mary. The old farm and 
buildings still remain in the hands of Asa T. Newhall, great-grandson 
of the soldier. A monmnent is ere<*ted to the memory of the latter, the 
first to a Revolutionary soldier in I^ynn. He wius a soldier of the French 
and Indian War as well as of the Uevolution. The only record found 
on tlie rolls of Revolutionary servicre is the following: Private, copy 
of a list of men belonging to Lynn, now ralle<l Lynn, I/ynnfield, and 
Saugus, who served at Concord battle and elsewhere (yenr not given).

Rcnjnniin Newhall ap|M*ars on a descriptive 
list of men raise<l to reinforce the ('(mlinenUil Army for the term of 
six months, ngreeable to a resolve of June 5, 1780; relurneil as received 
of Justin p]|y, commissioner, by Brigadier-General John Glover, at 
Springfield, July 13, 1780; age, sixteen years; stature, 5 ft. 8 in.; com- 
plexion, light; marche<l to camp July 13, imder commaml of Captain 
Thomas IVilcluinl; also company roll of six months' men so raise<l; 
marched June 27, 1780; discharged December 5, 1780; service, five 
months, twenty days; travel, 220 miles, included. 

Nkwiiall, Calley, — son of Increjise and Susannah (Souden) Newhall, 
WHS born February 4, 1752. His father. Increase, was an officer in the

wards known as the Orcutt place. His 
brother William was probably the

ington, daughter of Jonathan iind Abigail (Diinster) Harrington, bap- 
tized February ^2, 175G. Their children were Mary, Increase, John, 
Galley, Harrington, Albert, and Isaac, the first two of whom were Inirn 
in I^xington. Several places are given as his resilience, among them a 
small cottage where the old Witt house now stands in Market S<piare. 
This cottage was torn down, and liecamc a part of the old Jt>lin lilakeley 
house on Fe<lend Street. He is also said to have lived at one time on 
Federal Street, and also on Hoston Street, op|M)site Dr. Jim New- 
hairs. He was a cabinet-maker by trade, and was a very ingenious 
man and could work at almost any trade, according to Jenks Sargent, 
who stated in one of his sketches that Calley Newhall and a man namcnl 
I'erley once set up ami operated a windmill for the pur)M>se of grind- 
ing grain. This was in 181G, and was on Sea Street at the fcKit of Pleas- 
ant. Ho also kept an evening scIkm)! on Uostoii Street, where he taught 
reading, writhig, and aritliiiietic. In fnait of his lionse was a largo 
elm-tree, with a vane on it, the latter resting u)H)n the mast and lop- 
mast of an old vessel. The vane was made to represent a ship at sea, 
and was crallinl the *' rntlependence." Mr. Denjamin Skiimer remem- 
Imm's ('alley Newhall as an irascible old m:in, who disliktMl Imivs and 
never spoke to llieni. Those who lived in his neighlHU'luMNl fearetl 
him. He was smooth-faced, short, and lienl over. His grand-daughter, 
who was eight or nine years old when Washington passed thnnigh 
Lynn, remendiereil well that event, and the fact that Washington, rec- 
ognizing her gran<lfalher ('alley in the crowil, sloppinl, calknl him by 
name, and shook hands with him. This she thought very remarkable, 
and tokl it many times to her grandson, James H. Kmmerton, of ({8 
Neptune Street, who told it to the writer in 19(H. While living at 
Ixixington, ('alley Newhall made |Miwder for the lr(>o|>s. His death 
occurred in Lynn, August ^, 18ti3, and he was buried in the north-east 
corner of the okl Western Burial Ground, where his grave renuiineil 
unmarked until 1004, when a marble stone and nuirker of the S. A. 11. 
were placed there. His wife <lie<l February "21, 18:M. 

The records of the Tension Ofiii^e give his military service as follows:

Colonel Asa Whetcomb's regiment, and again for two months from 
January, 177G; also as private for six months in Captain George 
Minard*s company. Colonel Henjamin Brown's regiment. He is l)orne 
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on the record as l>eing in the Imttle of Hunker Hill. The <ln(c of his 
nppHcntion was August II, 18!W. Jnnunry 9, 1833, he made onth 
llinl in May, 1775, lie enlisleil for eight months in a volunteer com- 
pany raisetl principally in Salem, by Benjamin West, of Salem, and 
was afterwards ensign, Abner Cranston l)eing captain. He went from 
Salem to Cambridge, and was barracked in Stoughton Hall, one of 
the c"ollcge buiUHngs. Deacon I^ongley, the onlerly cor|H)ral, <lying, 
he was ap|Hnnted to |)erform the duties of cor|>oral in part in Colo- 
nel Asa AVhetcomb's regiment. Continuing, lie says: "Our regiment 
went down to Charlestown the night previous to the Battle of Bunker 
Hill to entrench. 1 was in Kort No. i, in Candiridgc, at that lime, 
but hearing the regiment was in want of provisions, I set ofT the 
day of the Imtlle and arrivinl there alM)ut half past two, p.m. The 
American line ha<l then given way. The next <hiy aflcr, our regi- 
ment was ordered to Prospect Hill, where we renuiinetl the balance 
of the siunmer. We left Gen. Ward at Fort No. 2. In Jan. 1770, 
the eight months enlistment having expiretl, I enlisted again to go 
to Ticnnderoga, but was tlischargcd from that .service by ('apt.

The liCX- 
ington company procee<le<l by themselves, and went through Nortli- 
ampton. 1 was taken .sick and was left at Worthington and soon 
returnetl to I^xington. On the return of our company from Sara- 
toga, 1 was orderefl to make up the time of my draft at Cambridge 
and was located at Fort No. 2 under (>apt. Daniel Harrington. Here 
1 was discharge<l. No jierson is now living who serve<l with me that 
1 know. Born Feb. 4, 175'^, and lived three years at r^exington." 

James Newhall says in a de|>o.sition: "My brother Calley was sup- 
plic^d by nir with clothes and other necessaries from home and I visitcfl 
him every fortnight. I entereil the service in his absence to Saratoga 
and left home myself." Kzra Mudge and Elijah Downing certify 
«nd J. C. Slickney is attorney. Henry Hallowell adds his certificate. 
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Pensioned at the rate of $56 |)er year from March 4, 1831. $112 buck 
pay. Certificate issued April 10, 1833. — ^United States Pension Records. 
Newhall, Calvin, — private, son of Ix>cker Newhall and brotlier of land- 
lord Jacob Newhall, was l>orn in Saiigus, Deceml)er 8, 1745. He 
married Sarah Goldtliwaite, September 28, 1772. She was a daughter 
of Ebenezer and Sarah (Newman) Goldtliwaite, of Danvers, born about 
1752. His children were Kl>enezer, Shadrach, Amos, Samuel, and 
Lois. Calvin Newhall served in Captain David Parker's Saugus com- 
pany, April 19, 1775. He enlisted as a private in Captain Ezra New- 
hall's company. Colonel Israel Hutchinson's regiment, in 177G, ami 
marched with it to New York, where he was in the battle of I^)ng 
Island. On January 28, 1777, he enlisted in the army being raised 
to reinforce the Continental forces, and marched on the 12th of IVfarch, 
1777, as a private in Captain Nehemiah Page's company. Colonel 
Ebenezer Francis's regiment. His enlistment was for three years, for 
which a bounty of £14 had been offered by the town of Lynn. He 
arrived at Bennington, ami received a sul>sistence allowance until that 
time. On the advance of (icnoral ISurgoyne his regiment fell in with 
the Urilish, under (ilciicral Kniser, at llubbarillon, where 4HI the 5th of 
July he engaged in that bliMMly conflict. He was later in the battles 
prec*eding the capture 4)f (jciieral lUirgoyne, participating in all of the 
engagements. After the capture of General Rurgoyne he went into 
winter quarters at Albany. He was at West Point in the spring of 
1779, and was probably under the command of (icncral Anthony Wayne 
when he tcxik Stony Point on the lOlh of July. \l this time he was 
in Major Lithgow's company, Colonel Tupper's regiment. On the 
expiration of his enlistment he at once re-enlisted f4)r three years as 
private in Captain Nehemiah Emerson's company, Colonel Uenjamin 
TupiKT's 10th Miuisacrhusetts regiment. He was at West Point wlu^i 
the treason of Arnohl was discrovercd, and remained in the northerit 
department until the spring of 1783, when he was honorably discharged 
by General Washington. He then walked home to I^ynn, and there 
settled down after a service of six years for his country. On the 14tli 
of April, 1818, he was pensioned at the rate of $8 per month. In 1819 
his mind l>ecame affected, and Ellis Boynton, son of one of his old com- 
rades, was appointed his guardian. He died August 24, 1823, at the 
age of seventy-eight. He is buried in the oUI burial-ground at Saugus 
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Centre, where a iniirhle stone and marker of the S. A. U. were eret-tetl 
at bis grave in 1003. 
Newiiall, CiiAULEs, — son of Allen and I»ve (Breed) Ncwliall, was born 
in I^y nn, February 5, 1752; married, first, Deceml)er 12, 1776, by Rev. 
John Treadwell, to Mary Lewis, daughter of John and Abigail (Brooks) 
JiCwis, born March (I, 175.'5, ami, second, by llev. John Treadwell, 
Mnreh l.?, 1781, to Lois Newhall, daughter of S(|uire Jim and Lois 

(Burrill) Newhall, born July 4, 1757. 

^ / / jL^ x<!fl««_Vy ^^^*"''^ Newhall was a shoemaker, and 

livcfl on Boston Street, near the foot of 

CotUige. In 1787 he bought the old 

esUile at the corner of Wyman and Boston Streets, and occupied it 

until his <lcath in 1817. This house was subsequently occupied by 

his son " Dr. Jim*' and Martha (ircon, a cou.sin of Dr. Jim Newhall. 

(vharles Newhall was a man of prominence in his day, being a mem- 
l>er of the Courfs Committee, a similar position to that of county 
commissioner of the present time, lie was also one of the committee 
which dccido<l against the relocation of Ik>ston Street in 1815. It is 
.sai<l that he wsis a man of strong mind, gooil judgment, ami strict integ- 
rity. His services were often culled upon in iipprui.sing pn>pcrly. Ilis 
death occurrcil ()<:U»lH»r II, 1817, from heart disease, at the age of 
sixty-five, lie was buried in the Henchman tomb in the old Western 
BurinKiround. 

He wns a cor|M)rnl in Cnptniu llufus MansfieUrs West liynn com- 
pany nnd marchiHl with his father and brother on the licxington alarm. 
Newhall, Danikl Allen Bheed, — son of Allen and Love (Breed) New- 
hall, was baptizc<l June 13, n-lO. He was Ijorn, Hve<l, and died on 
Boston Street. He was married January 1, 1789, by Rev. Mr. Par- 
sons, to Sarah ATansfield, daughter of ('olonel John Mansfield, born 
April 10, 17()7. They had one child, a daughter. Ilis farm embraced 
at least a |K>rlion of the land lying l>etween Boston Street xwvX Western 
Avenue and Park and Mall Streets. His house, still standing, he 
built in 1701. It has liecn remodelled, and is now (1003) No. G 
Barrett Slrcci. Konncrly it shwHl near the f<H>l of Mali Sln»(*t, facing 
Boston Street. Daniel Allen Brw^l Newhall was a farmer and shoe- 
maker, and worshippnl in the Old Tunnel Meeting-house. He was 
the grandfather of the former city marshal, Daniel Barrett. His sister 
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married Jesse Rhodes, a llevolutionary soldier, and lived nearly oppo- 
site, at the foot of Cedar Street, in an old house torn down some years 
ago. lie die«l in the house which he had huilt, on the 20lh of Ararch, 
18^1, ami was buried in the old Western Ground, on the main path, 
near the entrance. A marker and stone now mark the s|>ot. His 
widow, Sarah Newhall, was pensioned at $1)0 |)er month from March 
4, 1836. From her statement made at the lime of her application, 
the following has been gathered: namely, that he was in the battles 
of Trenton, Stony Point, White Plains, and Ticonderoga. He was 
in the army at West Point alxiut three months, and was with the troops 
under General Washington in their rclrciit through Nvw Jersey. She 
said that he had often s|)oken to her of his services and suiferings in the 
army, mentioning dates, places, and circumstances of his servit*es, 
and the names of his officers. He assisti^i in rowing the Hessians 
across the Delaware after their capture, and she had in her ])ossession at 
that time an old queen's arm, so called, which he told her he took from 
a Hessian that was killed. In the latter part of his life he made appU- 
calion for a pension, but failetl to obtain it l)eeause he was not then 
destitute ot |)rc>|»erty. Lsauut Newhall al.S4i de|N>s(Hl llial ihey were 
often without slates and clothes, that they were at the taking of the 
Hessians at Trenton, and that Daniel Allen Breed Newhall was also 
in the army at West Point at the time of Arnold's treason, and that he 
himself had the fullest recollection of the account given by the latter 
of the taking of Cornwallis; also that he said that the cartridges used 
at West Point were made partly of samd, and that the contrivance was 
one of Henediet ArnoUrs. He said that 'he er4)s.siMl the river twi(*c at 
Treiitmi, and that he eiicountere<i great (lilliculty willi tlie ice, but he 
spoke with great exultation of the capture of the Hessians. 
Newiiaix, Danikl, Jr. — On the Massachusetts Holls appears a Daniel 
Newhall, Jr., nuiking it probable that there was another Daniel l)eside 
Daniel Allen Hretnl Newhall. The latter always signed his name in 
full. The only other Daniel in the Newhall (ieneah»gy who W4)uld seem 
to be the one called Jr. was the son of Josiah and Hannah (Newhall) 
Newhall, born November 15, 1741, and died October 4, 1811. He 
is buried in the ohi Western Burial Ground in a grave marked by a 
large black stone. He was twice nuirrie<i, first to Sarah Bacheller, 
May 8, 17(56, and second to Patience Swift, of Dorchester, September 
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IH, 17iMI. His wife Siirnli, who died Jaiiimrv 13, ]7!)8, ngeii sixty, is 
l)iirie<l by liis side, also in a marked grave. The probate records show 
IMtieiice living at his death. Tlic cliildren were JoeJ, Hannah, and 
Sarah. The following is the Revolutionary record given : Corjwral in 
Captain Zadock Bnflinton*s company. Colonel Samuel Johnson's regi-

\i:\\ ifAiJ/, KuENKziou, — probably son of Joseph and Abigail (llanscm) New- 
hall, was lK)rn in nj/J, and die<l September 15, 1810, agcnl seventy-four, 
lie married, (irsl. Hannah !«nrralxM\ May H), 17(i8, and, s(M!ond, Martha 
'V\\v children by Hannah were Benjamin, Joanna, Mary, and 
Kbcnc/.cr; by Martha, were Lydia and Joseph. He is said to have 
liv(M| for a lime in an old house which st<N)d at the (Hirner of Franklin 
and Boston Slreels. Martha, widow of Ebenezer, diwl June 26, 1827, 
:it ihe age of seventy-nine. 

Ap)icars as a cnr|H)ral in CnjiUiin Buhls MansfichTs 4tli Lynn com- 
pniiy which marche<l on the alarm of April 10, 177/5; service, two days; 
iilso pjiy-roll of CapUiin VjAvh BcHllanTs company. Colonel Baldwin's 
regiment, for April, 177(5, dated New York. This latter sernce prob- 
able. — ^lass. Rolls. 

Nkwiiaij,, Ei.isha, — probably son of Matthew and Mary (Wright) Newhall, 
of Sloneham. Brother of Noah Newhall, he was Inirn in Lynnfield, 
()(1<»Iht l/), n.jO; marritMl Bebecca (larey, of Stoneham, at Beiuling, 
Xovendwr "il. 1782, Bev. (^aleb IVentice performing the ceremony. He 
removed to Bradfonl, Vt., the same year. He ap|>ears in the town 
re<'<»nls of Bradford, Vt., in 1782, and is burieil in the ohl cemetery 
there, although the grave is n<»t markeil. 

He WMs a private in (.'iifilain Joseph Hiller's company, ('olcmel Joiui- 
tlian Tilcond)'s regiment; arrived at destination May 5, 1777; dis- 
charg(Ml July />, 1777; service, two nmiiths, six days, at Bhcxlc Lsland, 
including three days' (00 miles) travel home; roll datwl camp at Prov- 
idence; alsf) private, Ca|)tain Zadock Buffinhm's company, Colonel 
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Siiinuel Johnson's regiment; enlisteil August 19, 1777, untl tliscimrgetl 
November SO, 1777, nt Cambridge; service in nortiiern (ie|>iirtinent. 
He WAS at the capture of General Burgtiyne. 

Nkwiiat^l, Ezekiel, — son of Jeremiah and Sarah (Uates) NewhalJ, was 
l)orn in South Lynnlield, February 1, 1743. His fatlier*s farm was 
between the turnpike and Humphrey's Pond. He was married June 
'\0, 177i2, i>y Rev. licnjamin Adams, to 1/Ove IVfansfield, daughter of 
Deacon Daniel ami Lydia (Newhall) Mansfiehi, l»orn A))ril ^5, 17j1. 
Kzekiel Newliall was a mendK'r of tlie company of ('a|)tain Nathaniel 
Bancroft, and nuircheii with it on the ahirm of April lU, 1775. At that 
time his wife was ill with consumption, and on tlie ^ 1th of the follow- 
ing May she <lied, and was buried in the little burial-groumi at South 
Lynnfield. On the 20th of February, 1777, he was marrieil a second 
time by Rev. Mr. Atlams, this time to Mrs. Martha Newhall, of Dan- 
vers. He appears to liave lieen a yiM>nian and carpenter. In 1773 
an onler for eight shillings was granteil him for repairs on the parson- 
age. His children by his secrond wife were Jeremiah, Martha, Uoxanna, 
Daniel Brown, and lA)ve. Mr. Newhall died December 1^2, 18*^1, 
and Martha, his wife, Si'plembor H), IK:i.i. They arc buric<l in the 
South Lynnfield (i round, and their graves are niarkinl by slate .stones. 
Ezekiel Newludl is one of the six Revolutionary .soldiers who are known 
to be bune<] in the little 4'emetery, and his grave was markcnl by a bron/e 
marker of the S. A. R. in ltK)4. 

NKWiiAiiii, (\)M)NKij K/.K.v, -who commaiulcd <»ne of the five conipiinies 
wliich marches! from Lynn on the alarm of the n)lli of Ajiril, 177.i, was 
the son of Samuel and Sarah (Sargent) Newhall, and was of the fifth 
generation from 'i'honnis, the first settler. He was born in Mahlen, 
May 1, 173,S, and married, first, Sarah, daughter of Joseph and Kunice 
^ ^ (Potter) Fuller, April 10, 1755. She 

^^fjlL^t/^ J(/^!ctr^a.'^^ ^^*® ^^^ ^^ Lynn, July 27, 1737, and 
^ff died May 4, 1777, and was the mother 

of all but one of his eight children. He 
married, sec*ond, in T^ynn on May 8, 1781, the widow Alice Gray, a daugh- 
ter of Nathan and Mary Breed. She was Ixirn in Lynn in September, 
1744, and died in Lowell, February 9, 1833. His own death occurred in 
Salem, April 5, 1708, and he was buried in the old ('barter Street Burying 
Ground, commonly called in the olden days the ** Burial Point." His 
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^nivc, jtisl itisidr the gale, is iniirkiMl l>v ii hlaek stone. His will on 
(ile ill Ihe |»rol)nle reeonls gives lo liis wife, Alice, his elwk ami all 
liis plate, niul iiictitions his children, Lyclia, Mercy, Jo, Thomas, and 
Samuel. 

The military record of Colonel Ezra Newliall began in the old French 
War, when he was connnissionetl, February 20, 170(), lus ensign in Colonel 
Timothy Ruggles's regiment, in which his ehier brother, Joseph, of 
Xcwl)iiry, serve<l as captain. At the breaking out of the llevolulion- 
ary War he connnanded a company of minute-men who nuirched from 
Lynn on the alarm of April 19, 1775, and he is sai<l lo have been the 
bearer of a message to Colonel Pickering, giving information of the 
movement of the Hritish forces towards I^exington. He was the senior 
captain in the regiment command(*<1 by Colonel Mansfield, sUitione<l 
most of the time during the siege of Hoston at Winter llill, and lie was 
present at the evacuation of the city, lie was sulmequently promotcnl 
to the rank of major, and on May 17, 1777, was conunissioned as lieu- 
lcnanl-col«»ncI in the Tdli Massachusetts regiment of Continentals, 
couunand(Hl by (leiieral Itufus Putnam. He servc^l in the campaign 
which resuUe<l in the surren<ler of Ihirgoyne, was at Valley Forge, and 
look part in ihe bailies of Trenton and I*rinceton. He was aflerwanl 
stationc*<l with the army under the <*onuuand of (ieneral Heath, in and 
al>out West Point, until the end of the war. He then look up his aiNNle 
in Salem, having In^fon* the war \\\vi\ in Lynn, in the house of Dr. Jim 
Newhall. He was apjHjinleil by President Washington collector of 
internal revenue,— a ))osition which he filled until his denth. His 
name also appears willi that of KiMMiezer Slocker on the original aulo- 
gra|)h list of mendiers of the Massachusetts Society of the Cincinnati. 
Holh probably Iwcame meml)ers in June, 1783, when the Massachu- 
setts Society held its first meeting on the 9th of the month at New- 
burg. Abundant evidence appears that ('olonel Newhall was a brave 
and prudent officer in the war and a well-ljelove<l citizen at home. 
Nkwhall, Ezra, — son of Solomon and Mary (Johnson) Newhall, was 
l)orn in Lynn, January 5, 1729; married December 12, 1751, to Eliza- 
l)eth Pecks. He scrve<l his country in the llcvolutionary War, and is 
thought lo have dieil in the servi<*e. 'I'he birth of his daughter IVfary, 
only is found in the town records. His other chihlren are sup|)ose<l 
lo have lieen Hannah. Tinmthy, Eli74ibelh, and Richard. Timothy 
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was u soldier of the Hevolulion. Ezrii's name u))))ears as private iu 
Captain Joseph Williams's company, Colonel John Cjrea ton's regiment; 
also on Continental Army pay acconnts f4>r servirc from Fobrnary !), 
1777, to April 2, 1777; also private in Captain Ezra liecUam's company. 
Colonel Ixiannni Baldwin's i^Oth regiment; adistract for advance pay 
for Jannary, 177(>; re|M>rUMl tlicd in IVTay, 1777, in campaign to the 
northward. 

Also list of men in Captain Lindsey's company, who look the oatii 
in Middlesex Connty, July (>, 177(); also list of men dated Afalden. 
August IJ, 1775, of men l>elonging to Captain Eleazer Lindscy's com- 
pany, Colonel Samuel (Jerrish's regiment, who reccivctl atlvaiice pay;

He was a tanner and innkeeper, and according to the Newhall (lene-

^ died June 2tJ, 181j, in his ninety-third 

year, and his wife died January 8, 1810, 
agetl ninety. Hoth are buried in the old ^Yesterll Hurial (irmind. lb* 
had six children, Anthony, increase, James, Susannah, ('alley, and 
William, of whom Calley and William were in the lievolution. 

The tiivern ke|)t by Increa.se Newhall was situated at the corner of 
Federal and the south side of Marion Street, and was the meeting-place 
of the West Lynn company of minute-inen, of which Uufus Mansfield 
was captain. 'i1ie ohl house is still standing, and is in a gocnl state of 
preservation. It was here that an alarm came, just prior to the break- 
ing out of the Revolution, to the elTect that a company of British had 
landed at King's Deach. The town was filled with excitement. 
Fanjily plate was thrown into wells, and sick peo|)le were removiMl. 
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Tlir (H>iiipjitiv nMsctiihl<Ml in luislc*. and nnircliiHl down lo Uir Ihni(*Ii onlv 
to find tlitit llic nhirni wn.s ii fnlsc onr. Mr. IVntt s|H*nks of this 
tavorn also as a place of itii|uesl. 

Increase Newlinll was u (*or|H)rai in (^apUiin Ezra Newlinirs com- 
pany wliicli nmrche<l on the alarm of April 10, ITT.'i; service, thirteen 
days; also order for advance pay sipicd hy him Jnne H, 177.5, at C'ani- 
hrid^e; also sergeant, same com|mny and regiment; muster-roll dated 
Angnst 1, 177.1; enliste<l May 5, 177.'>; service, three months, six days; 
also sergeant-major. Colonel MansfiehTs 19th regiment, conunandcnl 
hy Lien tenant -Colonel Israel Hutchinson; onler for liomity coat dated 
Winter Hill, Novemlier 4, 177.); also petition addresse<l to the (^ouncil 
hy him, asking to Iw discharged fn^m (.*raft\s regiment, October 23, 
I77S, as he had an op|N)rtnnity and inclination to scTve his cfnmtry in 
sea service; granted, same day; appears as se<*ond lieutenant in Cap- 
lain \Vinlhn»p (Irev's ^Ih comnanv.

The name of Increase Newhall also appears on the Freiu^h and Indian 
War rolls with rank as ensign in the 1st reginuMit of militia of Ks.seN 
Countv, .Innnarv, 17G(»; also in Caphun Sanntel Johnson's ^?d Lynn 
company. Colonel Henjamin Picknuurs regiment. 
Ni:wi!AM., J.vMF.z, — cor|M>ral, son of Jonathan an<l Abigail (NorwcMMl) 
Newhall, was lM)rn in Lynn alN>ut 1750. His home was in East Saugus. 
where he was married by Hev. Joseph lloby, Scptendier 10, 1772, to 
KlizjdH*lh Stone. His military service was confined lo the Ix*xington 
alarm, when he marchcMl with the .Sjingus company, under Captain 
David Parker. The only record which has bc?en preserved of him is 
in a sketch written by benjamin F. Newhall, in which he sai<l, "From 
1808 to 1810. the *()hl Bradv,' so callcMl, was one of the fixtures of 
KasI Saugns. The *()M Hrady' was nothing more nc»r lt»ss than a 
large. Hat-roofed shoenuiker's shop, standing a little south and in the 
rear of the large house built by Mr. Oakman. This shop could a<- 
(*onnnodate alnuit fifteen seals and was generally filknl. Here were 
acconunodat(*<l all ages, from the hoary-headed veteran of the Hevolu- 
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tioii, to the stripling boy just large enough to wax u thread. Here 
niucli transpired of good and had, and the influeace of the shop went 
out for many years. Juhez Newlmll, conunonly callcil 'I*nc'ie Jalie/ 
was one of the veterans of the establishment, and for years was a ruling 
spirit. lie was a man who had met with many sad reverses in life, and 
was, during this period, a widower. His only vice was the use of in- 
toxicating liquor. Merry and cheerful at times to almost childish 
excess, he would amuse the inmates with long yarns and improbable 
stories. For many years he made constant declaration that he should 
die upon his shoemaker's seat, a statement wliich was almost literally 
fulfilled in the sequel, for one day, leaning forward in a sitting doze, 
he fell upon the floor and broke his neck. Ilius ended ' Uncle Jabe,' 
and shortly the whole establishment was broken up.*' 

The date of the death of Jabez Newhall was May ^5, 181G, and his 
burial was in the old cemetery at Saugus Centre. A marble stone and 
bronze marker were erected in 1903. 
Nkwhall, Jack>d, — son of Josiah and Hannah (Newhall) Newhall, and 
brother of Daniel, Mioajah, James, and William, all .soUliers, was lK)rn 
in South Jiynnhehl, ScptcndKT 10,1758; nuirrictl June 11, 171)3, to

J ^ born in Danvers, August 5, 17(19. An 

extract from the Lynn Mirror, of No- 
vember 19, 1845, has Ihe following: "Dietl in LynnfioUl, Nov. 7, 
18i25, Jacob Newhall, after a week's illness. He was a patriot of the 
devolution, was at the capture of Gen. Burgoyne, and was <luring the 
war in many battles at sea." He is buried in a marketl grave in the 
South I^yniifiehl cemetery, l>eside his father, Josiah. His wife is 
buried near him. His daughters were Ede, Betsy, and I^ydia. 

He appears as a private in Captain Josiah Hiller's company, Colonel 
Jonathan Titcomb's regiment; pay-roll dated camp at Providence; 
arrived at destination June 11, 1777; service from June 11 to August 
11, 1777, two months, six days, at Ithode Island, incrluding travel 
home; also mariner, brigantine "Cutter," privateer, conunanded by 
Captain Samuel Croel; descriptive list of officers and crew, sworn to 
August 15, 1780; age, twenty-two years; stature, 5 ft., 8 in.; com- 
plexion, dark; residence, Lynn; also given on MarliU'licail rolls (an

Thomas, the first wliitc child lM>rn in J^ynn. Inasmuch as Jacob New- 
liail was one of the most famous men of the Third Parish, and since his 
name has come down prominently for one ]mndred and twenty-five 
years, it nuiy Ik; well to descrilie Itis home and surroundings. No al- 
luMicm to the devolution would Ik* (tnnplde without a word in regard 
lo the old tavern on the turnpike to Doston, in East Siiugus. It was 
situatetl on the Boston road, across the present Lincoln Avenue, where 
Hallard Street diverges to the south. Mr. Benjamin F. Newhall, grand- 
son of .lacob, in 18(i(l wnite the following sketch: "Tlic house itself 
was a venerable mansion, a large, old-fashioned, gambrel-roofed house. 
It was taken down in 183.5, to make room for improvements. In 17G0 
Zaecheus Norwofnl kept it as a public house, but died in 1708, leaving 
a widow and three small diildren. Mrs. NorwocMl (continued the busi- 
ness, acting as innholder until the arrival in this c-ountry of Jasiah 
Martin, who scM>n afterwards nnirrie<l her. Owing to his vic^es, liowever, 
he was s<M)n obliged to give up the tavern and the fann, and the business 
))nsse<l into the hands of Jacob NewhalK familiarly known as 'Land- 
lord Newhall.' He enteretl u|K)n the discharge of his duties in 1773 
and the inn liegan at on<'e to assume its old reputation. Under his 
guidance it liecame the most noted and liest patronized house in tlie 
regions round almut. During the wliole Revolution, the house of 
Landlord Newhall liecame more and more widely known throughout 
the country. Every one was happy who could put liimself under its 
venerable r<H)f. Its fires were always found burning, its dcx)rs always 
open, night or day. its tables always spread, and its lanler full. He 
early es|H)Usc*<l the cause of the Americans in their pmtracteil struggle 
for liljertv. I'revious to that he was alwavs faithful to his duties as a 
Brilisli subject. The sign which swung n|N)n its large, oaken arm in 
front of his tavern was ornamenteil with the seal of British authority, 
the lion an<l the imicorn. Verv soon after the commencement of the 
wnr it gave wny lo one more appropriate, tlie rising sun, imiiratire

of a luiliou's birth, us well us its future glory. His esixiiisul of the 
American cause was not a forced approval, hut sprang up in a soui 
bursting with tlic fires of lilH*rly. The dcplhs of his patriolisni were 
soon put to a test, and passed through an ordeal which provcil iheir 
quality beyond a doubt. As the struggle for independence waxcnl 
wanner, the whole nation became ]M)orer. This state of things caused 
some stout hearts to ipuiil, and the love (»f wealth proves] stronger than 
their patriotism. Not so with Jacob Newhall. His lienevolence kept 
pace witli the necessity of its exercise. Situated as he wus upon tiie 
great travelled highway from lloston, eastward, it became a conuntni 
o<rc:urrence for him to l>e calknl u|M)n l4> supply fiMMl for the M)ldiers 
on their various marches. Not infrequently would he be notifietl lw(» 
or three hours in advance to prepare f<K>d for a conqiany, stmuv 
times a regiment, which would pass at a given time. When these occa- 
sions ha|)pened, he would slaughter from one to three oxen, and luive 
the beef lioileti in large lM)ilers expressly prepared for that pur|Nisc. 
In adtlition to the wants of those actually engaged in the service, the 
war threw U|M)n the nation a large class of .sick, wounded, and disabled 
soldiers who were abroad on furloughs or dischargitl for inconipetcncv, 
and who were in the greatest extremes of |H)verty. Not infrecpiently, 
such persons quartered themselves u|K)n liandlord Newhall for days 
and weeks, and no one was ever turne<l away empty. Another demand 
was made u|)on his generosity by the wives and children of such as 
were calle<l U|)ou to serve their country, while starvation was staring 
their families in the face. None of that class could starve while his 
granary could save. Women and children came regularly with their 
bags, which were filled with corn or meal. He generally rai.sed from 
six to twelve hundreil bushels per year, and often purcha.sed as much 
more. He kept most of his ]>rovisions in a storehouse on the road to 
Saugus Centre. This course was rendered necessary from the fact that 
the British army was expcctetl at any time to nuirch over the r4>ad, and 
would be likely to help themselves. During the war nuiny promises 
were made to him of abundant pay, but his harvest of promises was 
never reaped. He never allowed this to hinder his benevolence, however, 
and to the day of his death he was the friend of the ptMU' and destitute.** 
Jaccib Newhall nnirried August ^\, 17G8, Elizabeth llodgkins, of 
Ipswich, and had children, Sarah, Lucy, Lydia, William, and Jacob. 
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His only scTvico as n sohlirr was in rrs|M)nsf 1«» Ihr li<*xington (ilnrni, 
lull, llion^li lie wjus Uxy hnsy l«» Hglil, lio rcndiTi'il liis connlry giMxl 
service at home. The rendezvous of the Siuigiis minute-men was at 
)iis tavern, and from it the little hand started on the morning of April 
19, 1775. His hrothers, Luther and Calvin, serve<l in the war. Jt is 
interesting to note that at the time of the Uevolulion there were hut 
seven houses in that f>art of the town now called East Saugus. 

In 1789 Landlord Newliall had tlie honor of entertjiining President 
Washington, who stopped with his escort on his way thrriugh the county. 
The great AVashington was e.\lremely affable and |>olite in his inter- 
course with (he leading citizens who met him there, for among them 
were many who had served under him during the war. I^indlord New- 
hall provi<led the best his house could afford, and, after resting there, 
Washington made his way to Lynn and then to Salem. 

Ja(*ob Ncwhall relincpiished the care of the tavern alN>ut the opening 
of the new crntury. His generosity during the war had scmiewhat im- 
paired his (inances. lie di(*<l in Saugus, June 18. 18l(». His wife, 
Kli/.abclh, dic<l •lanuary 8, 1799. They are buried logclher in Ihc old 
burying-ground at Saugus Centre, and their graves are suitably marked 
wilh slale sl«mes. Upon his stone is Ihc inscription: "Blessed are the 
(lead who die in the J^»nl: for they rest from their labors and their 
works do follow them." A marker of the S. A. H. was place<l at his 
grave in I!K)S. Mr. NcwhalTs <lcs<mdaiils arc among the most re- 
spected people of Lynn and Saugus to-day. 
Xkwiiai.l, Jacou, — son of Jonathan and Abigail (NorwcMnl) Newhall, 
was born in that f)art of liynii chilled Kast Saugus, February 22, 174.i. 
His grandfather was .lactob Ncwhall, the first of the name to settle 
in Saugus, and he was great-grandson of Thomas Ncwhall. Jacob 
Newhall, the subject of this sketch, live<l in the family homestead which 
«luring the J^»volulioiiary limes stoo<l on the main street of Kast Saugus, 
on the spot now occU)ncd by Ihc house <»f the late Falcs Ncwhall. He 
nuirried Sarah Hcrry, prol>ably sister of Mary Herry, who married his 
brother, Jonathan. Like his fathers, he was a farmer. Hie story of his 
connection with the Concord fight has come down with great distinct- 
n€\ss to his desc*endanLs now living. Itev. William U. Newhall, 1^.1)., 
formerly prinripal of Wilbraham Academy, who has had the story direct 
from his ancestors, says: "My great-great-grandfather was a meml)er 
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cif Cii|>l. Diivid Purker*3 coiii|mny of niiniite-iiien. lie was one of 
tlie first to receive the news that the British were out, living as he was, 
near the old Boston roml. The messenger reached East Saugus before 
daylight, and he helped to rally the neiglibors who belonged to the 
c*oin|>any. All set off as siKm as possible, going up the Boston n>ad 
thmngh Mahlen. The company did not go to Jxixington, but awaited 
the return of the British somewhere on the road below that p]ac*e. 
Having disfiersed themselves behind the walls and trees, they indus- 
triously fired upon the king's troops, following them along the road. 
At one time, with several of his neighbors, Jacob was in a little ra>ine, 
behind some boulders, "^riiey hud annoyed the regulars so much that 
the latter were ordered to clear them out with tlie bayonet. The British 
thereu|K)n made a sudden charge into the gully. Jacob was the last to 
leave, and, after firing a parting shot, turned and addressed some very 
disrespectful language to the re<Ic*oats, and then made goo<l his escape, 
lie continued to follow the British down to Cluirlestown Neck, when he 
dropped out of the fight and made his way home." 

Tradition has brought down the story that he still further engaged 
ill the war which followed, but the muster-rolls on file are indefinite, 
from the fact that they do not in all cases indicate the resi<lence of the 
soldiers, lie may have l>een the Jacob who servcnl us private in Colonel 
Samuel Brewer's regiment, in the company of Captain James Prentiss. 
If so, his service was at Fort Ekiwani and the north. This Jacob 
was discliarged at Saratoga, uiul uHowchI *i\{) miles' truvcl home, 
the warrant being dated February 3, 1777. The mileuge wus that al- 
lowed many Lynn men. He hud probably several children, one being 
Jacob Newhull, born 1770, died June tS, 1857, comiuonly known as 
** Black Juke." The son of the latter was Fules Newhull, long known 
in East Saugus, and his grandson was Rev. Fules Henry Newhall, well 
known as a clergyman of the Methoilist denomination. The death of 
tlie Revolutionary soldier occurred in 180G, and he is undoubtedly burietl 
in the old ground at Saugus Centre. 
Newhall, Jamks, — private. Captain Rufus Mansfield's 4lh Lynn company 
which murche<l on the ularin of A|)ril IJ), 1775; service, two duys. — 
Muss. Rolls. 

There would seem to be no doubt that the above was "Squire Jim," 
so called, who was son of Benjamin and Elizabeth (Fowle) Newhull, 
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lM>rii ill Lynn, July 11, 1731, and dicfl in I>yiiii, May 10, 1801. lie is 
llir only JniiicH in llir Ncwiiall (iriionlo^y wlio woiilil \h* of Itic ri^til 
age to scryc, allliougli a Jaiiics, Jr., is also borne on the rolls in the 
same company. 

"Scfuire Jim" was CToinmissionetl a jnalice of the peace September 
•^0, 1781, and l)ecaiise of this and the fact that there were six other 
J nines Newhalls in town he receiyed the title by which he was fa- 
miliarly known for many years. He married Lois, daughter of Ebenezer 
and Mary (Mansfield) Biirrill, September 17, 1750. She was born 
in Lynn, May 1>, 1737, and die<l July 17, 1815. Their home was in 
the old house on }^>ston Street, north of lliulson Scpiare, which was 
moved back in 1895, and their children were Lois, Lydia, Elizabeth, 
James, Martha, Benjamin, Joel, Mary, James, and Benjamin. Judge 
James 11. Newhall, the Lynn historian, was a grandson. The probate 
reconls show that he died |M>ssessed of a dwelling, barn, and shop, with 
a little ganien; also Farritigton's field, so called, consisting of thirteen 
ncres. 

Xkwiiau*, JAMtiH, — son of JoMiali and Hannah Newhall, and brother of 
William, Joel, Micajah, and Jacob, was born in South Lynnfield, May 
•20, 1700; married Martha Newhall, May 12, 1788. 

The probate records show that the aljove James <lie<i in 1812, his 
will luMiig probal<»<l July 20 of that year. In it arc meiitioiic<l his wife, 
Martha, and house, barn, aiul other buiUlings, an estate valuiMl at $2,400. 
Coiurerning his Hevolulionary rcconl, he appears on a descriptive list 
of men raised to reinforce the ('ontinental Army, agreeable to a resolve 
of June 5, 1780; returnwl as received of Justin Ely by John Glover, 
Brigadier-CfCiicral, at Springfichl, July 11, 1780; age, twenty; stature, 
5 ft. in.; complexion, ruddy; residence, Lynn; arrived "at Spring- 
field July 10, and marchwl to camp July 11, 1780; under command of 
Cnptain (ieorge Webb; marcheil June 27, 1780; di.scharged Deceinl)er 
(», 1780, five inonlhs. twciilv-onc days, 280 miles* travel iiu'liid(»fl. — 
iVIass. Rolls. 

Nkwiiall, Jamer» — son of Increase ami Susannah (Soudan) Newhall, was 
iMirn ill Mnrlilehcud; bnpli/.c<l Aiigiisl 0, 1701; inarrifMl Mrs. Mnrv 
Ilarl, December 20, 1801. She die<l February 18, 1855. James diecl 
in Lynn, April 17, 1843, aged eighty-two years. It is probable that 
he was a member of ("aptain Rufus Mansfield's 4th Lynn company 
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which inarched on the alnnn of April 10, 1775; service, two diiys. No 
other James appears in the Newhall Genealogy Hkely to have l>eeii 
tlic James, Jr., 4>f this record. lie was also matross in (.'a[)tain Win- 
tlirop Gray*s company. Colonel Thomas Oaft's artillery regiment; 
service from time of enlistment to Angust 1, 1777, two months; also 
list of men l)elonging to state regiments of artillery entitled to an ad- 
ditional iMHmly of £15, as rctnriictl hy (*oloiicl T. (Vafl.s, at Boslnii« 
Jannary H, 1777; also (japtaiii Simeon lh-own\s company, ('oloiicl 
Jacob Gerrish's regiment of gnanls; service from April i2, 1778, to 
Jnly *\, 1778, three monlh.s, two days; roll dated camp at Winter Hill. 

On Angnst M, 18iW, he made application for a pcnsi4Mi, being at that 
time seventy-one years of age, and nnide affidavit to the alK>vc service. 
lie also mentioned the fact that he was at Rhode Island, nnder General 
Sullivan, and that after the battle and the retreat of the Americans he 
returned to Boston and was stationeil at ('astle William, now Fort In- 
dependence, where he stayed imtil the regiment was disbanded, ile 
mentions also that he vohmtarily enlisteil with the consent of his father, 
and that at Castle William he received a discharge signed by Lieutenant- 
(yoUinel Paul Uevere, which he gave to his father, but which was lost. 
He was pensioned at $100 a year from March 4, 18tH. Calley, his 
brother, ])ro<luced him as a witness in his own pension claim, and sidd 
that James entered the service in Galley's absence, but that previo\isly 
James had been in camp at Candmdge. 
Nkwiiall, Jedkdiah, — private, son of Joseph antl Klizabeth (H4Nlgnutn) 
Newhall, was lM)rn in Lynnfiehl in 175^. He was one of eight children, 
and his father, who died Novend>cr (i, 1750, divided his estate among 
them. He was married by Rev. ISlr. Treadwell, Novendier 17, 1774, 
to IVlichal Downing, l)orn August 31, 17.'>5. After his nmrriage he re- 
move<l to I^ynn, and n]i to the time of his death his home was in the 
quaint, gambrel-roofed house still standing cm Boston Street, between 
North Fedend and Kirtland, where his large family of eleven children 
was l>orn and reared. He was a member of Captain Farringlon's com- 
pany, and res|)onded to the morning alarm of April It), 1775. The gun 
which he carrie<l was a poor affair, and during the day he took from 
the side of a dead British soldier a long ''king's arm," which he usc*d 
effectively in the running fight. This wca|K)n he brought home and it 
remained in the family for nuiny years. Jedediah Newhall, eccentric, 
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iiifliislrif>iis« niul oiUTf^olif, faniilisirly known ns " Ihiflr Jiil," wiis n 
wril-known fij^uro in llir sirorls of I Ann for nriirly Imlf a cenlnry. 
lie wsis one of those of whom (|naint nncedoles arc slill preserved, nntl 
when, (hiring his lalier days, he was seen hohling before him a long staff, 
grasped with both hands, by means of wliieh he sprang \iith a lively 
inovenienl nvw Ihe gronnd, hr nniy well indecMl have Imvii a (plaint fig- 
ure. Jle worked early and lale in the little shop near his house, mak- 
ing lasts and wooden heels with which he supplied many small manu- 
facturers, and with the aid of his family of lK>ys he also carried on the 
little farm which ei!d)rac(Ml alM)ut five acres of land, lying between 
North Federal and Kirtland Streets, and extending back to the )>rcsent 
Walnut Street. With it all he made a comfortable living. lie is said 
|i» have l)(»cn a man of great personal coiinige who would not have 
hesitate(| [n attack the evil one himself, had he appeared in visible 
form. Among the many auccd(»l(*s preserved of him is one in which it 
is asserted that, in the days when )>eoj)lc sometimes extracted their own 
Icclh, Allele Jed one day placed a strong cord around a large double UhHIi 
and allacluMi Ihe end (»f ihe cord lo a beam. IMounling a saw-horse, he 
sprang to the ground, extracting the tooth and nearly breaking his neck 
at the same lime. At another time, having occasion to remove a plank 
which ran from Ix'ain lo beam in his barn, he knelt on the plank and 
lM*gan lo pull it loward him. lie and the plank fell togelher, willi the 
n»sult lo himself of a broken leg. 

His wife died April !), IR'21, and he three ye.irs after, on the 4th of 
December, 182 k IJoth are buried in the (»ld Western l^urial Ground, 
where a gravestone and bronze marker of the S. A. 11. were erectcxl to 
his m(Mnorv in 1004. 
Nkwiim.l, Jokl, -was probably son of Josiali and Hannah Newhall, and 
brother of Daniel, William, Micajah, Jacob, andJames, all soldiers.

The house, barn, 
and four acres of land were rated at $3,000, together with a store near 
the house at $300. lie was probably buried in an old tomb in the old 
Western Burial Ground, and removed to Pine Grove Cemetery. His 
widow, I^ucy, probably died February 18, 18-45, aged eighty-five. Chil- 
dren, Joel, Isaac, Samuel, Checver, liUcy, George, Edward, and John.

His son Nathaniel was called " Potter Nat," and Lydia manned Thomas

Nkwiiall, IVIiC/UAii, — son of Josiah and llunnah (Ncwludl) Newhall, was 
Ijorn October 18, 1756; married June 10, 1779, by Rev. John Tread- 
well, to Joanna, daughter of Captain William Farrington, and had 
twelve children. He live<l neiir the corner of South Common and 
Vine Streets, in an old house still st4inding, but uiovcmI to the rear, lie 

was a farmer as well as shoemaker,

His name is given in a list tif men who served from Iaiiii **al C(Ui<*onl 
lialtle and etsewhere." lie also servetl in the Rhode Island expedition 
of the summer of 1777, in Captain IliUer's comiiaiiy, with name given 
on the Marblehead roll, but, undoubtedly, belonging to Lynn.

It is sup|Kised that his only 
son was Nathan, who served in Captain Hufus Mansfield's Lexington 
company. The (hite of (UmiIIi and place of hurial of this Nathan New- 
hall are unknown.

Mr. Welhnan, in his History of Lynnfield, has the following: '* Another 
soldier whose name 1 do not find in liislory and wlio was a soldier of the 
Revolution, was Noah Newhall. He is said to have been the first land- 
loni of the Lynnfiehl Hotel, and afterwards kept a public house at 
Heading for a few years and then removed to Vermont, where he died. 
Among the numerous and exciting incidents of his army life was his 
witnessing the e.xecrution of Maijor John Andre, the British spy. lie 
was one of the nund>er detailed for duty on that memorable occasion. 
These facts were given to the writer by one of the daughters, more than 
fifty years ago. She had heard her father relate the story of the execu- 
tion, with nuiny particulars in connection with it." 
Newiiall, Onksimub, — son of Ebenezer and Mrs. Mary (Newhall-dieever) 
Newhall, and great-great-grandson of the first Thomas Newhall, was 
lM)rn in South Lynnfiehl, October H, 1750, and baptized in the Second 
Parish Church, Octol>er 17. lie was eighteen years old at the time of 
the f^exington alarm, but probably did not go with (*aptain liancroft*s 
company, having received the alarm too late. He eidisted May 4, 
177.'>, in the company of Captain Kxni Newhall, Colonel John Mans- 
fieUrs lOth regiment, and signi'tl an order f4>r atlvaiuc |Kiy at Cam- 
bridge, June 8, 1775, his company at that time being in camp at Winter 
Hill. During the latter part of the battle of Bunker Hill, his regiment 
was ordered up to reinforce (leneral Putnam and (leneral I're.sctitt, 
but lialle<l at (*nbblc Hill, for reasons giv4'n cl.scwhcrc, and ctinsctpicntly 
did not participate, although it was under fire from the (ihisgow frigate 
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lying ill tlte 1inrlM>r. lie scrviil tliroiigli llie siege of lU>stoii, 8i)encliiig 
llie wiiiler mn\ spring in ciinip. On Nciveniher 4 lie rereive<l an order 
for II IkjuiiIv coal for Imviiig enlisted for eight months. About June, 
177C). he enlisle<l «s n private in Ciiptnin Junies Prentiss's company, 
Colonel Smiuiel Hrewer's regiment, aiul marcheil by way of Skenes- 
lM)rongli to Ticoiuleroga, where he s<*rvefl until »lanuary 1, 1777, when 
he was dischargcHl with pay for *ilO miles' travt*! to his h<»me in Lynn- 
fiehl. June II, 1777, he enlistetl in Captain Josc*ph lliller's eoni- 
pany, Cohmel Jonathan Titcomb's regiment, ami marched with a 
<-onsidcrablc company of Lvnn nu»n to l*n»vi<lence to reinforce the 
army iimlcr (Jciicral Josc*ph S|H*ncer. lie was in ihe battle which 
ff>llowe<l. and was dischargcnl at Pawtuxet. After the Rhode Island 
campaign he again enlist(*d as a private in Captain Cleveland's com- 
pany, Colfiiicl Hughes's regiment, for eight months, and serve<l under 
(■cncral Unfiis Putnam on the North River, lie was discharged at 
Fishkill, and walked home for the second time. In 1770, having tire<l 
of Ihe land service aii<l l)eing allured by the profits accruing from 
privaUvring, he shippe<l as a mariner in the frigate " Warren/' 
under command of ComnuNlore Saltonstall. In July the famous 
Pcnobs<»>t cxpc<liti<m was iimlcrtaken, in which the "Warren" joined. 
While waiting, inactive, at the mouth of the Penobscot, Sir George 
Collyer ap|H*arcd with five Knglish vessels and capturiMl the entire 
American flccl. Mr. Ncwhall was obli<r(>d |o jump ovcrlNiard and 
swim ashore to escape, lie .s<M»n ciigagtMl again mi a privateer in Ihe 
capacily of a gunner, ami, while in the acl f»f levelling his pie<'e, was 
wouiide<l by a gra|)eshol which enleretl his mouth, passed out under 
his ejir, and struck his shouhler. The enemy's ship was taken. Al- 
Ihoiigh his woumls were severe, he recovercul, aiul again entered a priva- 
teer, was caplure<l, and taken lo Newfoundland. StKUi exchanged, how- 
ever, he continued in the naval .service until the close of the war. 

Onesimus Ncwhall was twice marri<Ml, his first wife dying in 178(». 
His second wife was Lydia He had six chihlren, Kbenezer, 

Samuel, S(»lh, Sarah, Mary, and TiUcy. In 178^'> he remove<l to New

June 17, 18*^;"). Ihe <-orfier-sloiie of Hunker Hill Mcmumeiil was lai<l, 
(leneral I>afayelle and many other distingui.shed men being jireseiil, 
'J'he Slate of Massachusetts exleinled an invitation lo all survivors of 
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the battle to be present, offering milengc and u bounty of $,S to nil wlio 
.should ucoe|)t. A considernble numWr of venerable men res|KtndiHi 
to the invitiition, wnd remvcd marked attention fn>m the great con- 
course of |>eo|>le present on the occasion. Among others Oncsimus 
Newhall, tlien nearly seventy years of age, journeyetl from liis New 
Hampshire lionie, and was one of the three I^ynn men who was present. 
His name was inclu<le<l in the official list of survivors printc<l by the 
(Commonwealth. 

In his last days he appliinl for a {HMLsion, but l>efore it was granted 
he died, April 10, 18.iti, at the age of seventy-si.\. lie is burie<l in 
the Centre (*emetery at New Ipswich, N.IL, where a shite stone nuirks 
his grave. The pension was paid to his chiUlren.

In his depo.sition 
made for a pension in 1K.'W he gives the following a(*count of his Uevo- 
lutionary service: — 

"Late in the aut\nnn of 1778 or winter of 1770, being then about 
fourteen, through the influence of Mr. James Rich, now deceased, 
I obtained a place on the Brig Tyrannicide of Boston, in the naval 
service of the U.S. She mounte<i fourteen four pounders, and was 
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iiiaiiiKMl l)v more tliiiii 100 men efimmaiidcMl hv (*npt. Mallet. Calli- 
cart was Isl lieiilenant. 1 immeclialely went on a (Tuise to lierniiida. 
In a few days fell in with brig * Revenge,' a privaleer from Bristol, 
boanled her and eapturcd her after a fight of two hours. Revenge 
carried 14 six and four (Kiunders. During aetion nine men were 
kilkMl and 17 woundcMl on (he privatiHT. 'ryranniriile lost one man 
who die<l from wounds. One MKirufT, an Irishman, lost liis leg. 
I was present with the surgcMin and .saw him amputate MKirufT's U*g 
and an Knglish sailor's likewi.se. Reaehein, nuitc of the l^yrannici<le» 
was lost while relurning from the prize, by sinking of his lx>at. Action 
lH*gan alNUil sunset and continued alM)Ut four glius.sc*s, two hours. 
During the action it was my business to supply cartridges. The nuin 
who flicd f>r his wounds was carric<I into Boston ami was buried there. 
I shipped again in the .same ve.s.sel and shortly after her return fn>m 
Bermuda, went in a .sctfual cruise in her. ('apt. (*atlicart then com- 
nmndcfl her. lie sailed from Boston at the same time as Brig 'Haz- 
ard* and in company with her. While together they ItNik two winnI 
coasters lM*loiiging to New B<*dford, and carriinl them into that ])lace 
and received from the owners some sheep as a present. Sailed from 
there anil t«M>k an Kiiglish privateer, a sloop from New York and 
two prizes belonging to her. Shortly after, the Tyrannicide ami Haz- 
ard fell in with and t<M»k a ship of twenty-four guns and a brig of twelve. 
Ship's cargo consisted of rice, indigo, and toba<'<'o. Brig laden with 
wine. Same evening t<H>k a brig from New York Ixiund for Lubec* 
with cargo of salt. Then returned to Boston. Went out again with 
large fleet for Penobsc*ot — the W^irren, frigate Hector, (luirming Sally, 
anil Black I'rim'e. also the Hazard anil .sicwp I'mvidence. Jleniained 
at renob.sct>t till an Knglish fleet came from New York and chased the 
stale's ves.sels up the river. Next djiy the American vessels came to 
anchor, were left and set fire bv their crews. James Rich and John 
Pnu'tor, of Lvmi, nowdeceastHl,saile<l in same vessel. Fleet <leslrovcil a I 
Penobscot about middle of Aug., 1778.*' — United States IVnsion Records.

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Nkwhau., Thomas, — son of Joseph and Kliziiheth (llodgnian), nnil lirotlier 
of Nathaniel, Joseph, and Jedediah, was l>orn January "^l, 1750. lie 
married, first, Decendier 2, 177^, Sally Ixswis, |H>sMibly daughter of 
John and Abigail, born November 15, 17.W; sei*ond, November iJ7, 
180G, Sidly Hudson, daughter of Henjamin and Klizal>eth (ISfoulton) 
llu<ison, lK>rn in the old house on Tower Hill, next to the Durnll School, 
December ^7, 178^^; diiMl of ctMisumption, Dcccndurr i^iO, IK57, al the 
age of seventy-four.

A nuirker and stone now nuirk his 
grave, lie was a ])rivate in ('a])tain Uufus MansHeld's 4th Lynn 
(rompany which marched on the alarm of April 19, 1775, and is crcnl- 
ited with two days* service, llis grand-daughter, Susan ('lo\igh, living 
in 1003, stated that his leg was broken on the day of the battle of Imx- 
iiigton. 
Nkwiiall, WiixiAM, — son of Increase aiitl Su.sanna (Stuulan) Ncwhall, 
was baptized in Marblehead, January 15, 1710; married by Hev. John 
Treadwell, Septend>er 10, 1774, to Elizabeth Stocker, daughter of 
Thomas and lillizabeth (Mansfield) Stocker, l>orn Sirptendier 9, 1754. 
The following l^evolutionary service is likely to be that of this William, 
although it cannot be positively so statinl. It seems, however, |>rob- 
able that he was in the company of which his father was corporal.

died. The fourth service noted is that of a William in (^aptain Uufus 
Mansfield's 4th Lynn company which nnirchcd on the l^exington 
alarm; service, two days. 
Ni'.wMAN, David, — .sou of John and Sarah Newman, was iMtni in I«ymi, 
April ^5, 1741. lie appears as having served in the French and Indian 
War, in the company of (*aptain Moses Parker, in 17(il and 17(i'2. lie 
served with Captain David Parker's company at the I^.xington alarm, 
and on May 5, 177.J, enlisted in Captain Ezra Newhairs company, 
Colonel John Mansfield's regiment, rec^eiving advance pay at Cam- 
bridge, June 8. His enlistment was for eight montlis, and on Novem- 
l>er 4 he received the customary order for a lM>unty coat, dateii camp 
at Winter Hill. He s[ient the winter with his company at the latter 
place, and entered lioston when it was evacuated by the British. In the 
smnmer of 1770 he marche<l with his company to New York, going by 
way of Norwich, fnnn which place the j<mriu'y was complelwl by water. 
.\flcr spending a night at Port Independence the ctnupaiiy procctnlcd 
to Fort Washington, where it arrive<l at the end of the battle of Novem- 
l)er Hi. Newman was in the retreat across the Jerseys with Wiishington. 
At Trenton he fell sick, and with five other Lynn men was ordertnl to 
Pliiladel|)hia by (leneral Putnam. There he was «pnirtertMl in the Iioum' 
of a Tory who had left, but was badly neglectiMl, lying t>n the hard floor, 
sick unto death. Finally, two women came and ministered to the waints 
of the men, but too late to .save the life (»f Mr. Newman, who tlicti in the 
month of Deceml>er. Halph Lindsey and Kphraim Twist also die<l, and 
all three were buriiMl in unknown graves in the city of Philadelphia.

The following is given by Mr. Wellman, of Lynnfiehl, concerning him; 
** Another of the veterans of Lynnfield was Aaron Nourse. His 
native place was in the north part of the town, an4l the Danvers rail- 
road now )mss(*s directly over the s|)ot where he was born. He wa.s, as 
1 remend)er him, an honest, industrious, hard hdniring man. He 
had three children, but ntme of his |M>sterity are living. His regiment 
was once in pursuit of the retreating foe when he came to a dead British 
soldier on the ground with his gun by his side, a much l>etter (»ne than 
that which he was carrying. In a case like this he sccukhI to think 
that * exchange was no robbery,* for he t(M)k the dead soldier's gun and 
left the one he was carrying." 

He was pensioned in 1818, and die<l the same year. The Revolution-

\?4, 1853, aged ninety years, lie died in Lynn, April 20, 1829, at the 
age of .sixly-t»ight. Children, John, Edmund, Lucy, Robert, Kebecca, 
Klizal>eth, Mary, James, and Robert. The story of his military service, 
taken fnun slate and pen.sion records, is particularly clear and full, 
and is here given in its completeness: — 

Private, Ca|>tain Nathaniel ('ushing's company, C'olonel Joseph Vase's 
Isl regiment of Ma.s.sachusctts Continental infantry. This regiment, 
having been reorganize<l ami re<Tuite<l for the war, Man*h to May, 1777, 
pnM'c<Hh»fl to join the main Conlinental Army under (Jeneral Washing- 
ton, then in New Jersey, but halttnl at Peekskill, N.V., where Major- 
<Jeneral Israel Putnam comnuinded in the middle department, and 
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assigned it on June 15, 1777, to Hrigaidier-General Jedecliuh JliiiUing- 
ton's hrigiule, and in July transferred it to the brigade of Krigiidier- 
General John Glover. It was ordered north to reinforce the Northern 
Army, and embarked in sloops at Peekskill, July 27, arriving at Albany 
July 29, 1777. Marching thence to join Major-General Philip Schuyler 
and the Northern Army, Glover's brigade joined it at Saratoga <»ii 
August 1, and fell back with it to Stillwater, on August .i, and finally 
took i)ost at Van Schaick's Island, at the junction of the Hudson and 
Mohawk llivers, on August 15, 1777. 'Pliere Glover's brigade was in- 
spected on September I, and re|>orte<l to be pretty well clothed and their 
arms **in such order as does honor to the officers conunanding them." 
The Northern Army having advanced, Glover's brigade was in Ihe 
battles of Stillwater and Saratoga, and the affair of Pish Creek (Octoln^r 
11, 1777) and the capitulation of (General Hurgoyne's army at old Port 
llanly. INirsuant tc» Major-<iencral (latcs'sonlers of OcIoImt 21, 1777, 
Glover's brigiule marched to Albany, where it was <piartered in the 
barracks from Oc^tolier 20 until ordered, on Novendier 7, to pro<*ei*«l 
.Houtli to join (leneral Wa.shington. While in barracks in .Vllmny, 
IVivate Nourse was furlouglicti in Novcndicr on account of sickness, a 
heavy fever and bad sore on the leg. The brigade joincnl the main Con- 
tinental Army at Whitnnirsh, and went into winter (piarters at Vallcv 
Porge, where Nourse undoubtedly joined in the spring of 1778. The 
brigade was in the battles of Monmouth, and marcluHl thence to White 
Plains, N.Y., where it was placcnl in a division under the Manjuis dc 
r^ifayette, and ordered to UluKle Island to reiMirt to Major-Genera I 
Sullivan for the (H>iitcmplali*tl movement against Ncw|NM't. 'I^lie brig- 
ade served at the siege of New|M>rt and battle of Kliode Island, August 
29, 1778, and then t(M)k post at Pri>vidciici% where it remaine<l until 
ordere<i by (jieneral Wtishington, in orders of June tU) and July 7, 1779, 
to rejoin him in the Highlands on the Hudson. The brigade nntrche<l 
by way of New 1/ondon, Norwalk, and New Haven, and at itidgeficid 
found orders from (jeneral Washington, dated West Point, July 2.'i, 1779, 
to remain there. It went into ipiarters at that station for the fall and 
winter of 1779-80. 'Plie brigade then went to West p4)int, and Captain 
Cushing's company was in the neutral ground, near Kingsbridge, in May, 
1780, and had a fight with Pinicoe's Hangers. It was in the main army 
in the Jerseys in June, 1780, and at West P(»int in SeptendnT, 1780, 
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.•iiifl during llio winter inid s|>riii)i^ of 17H(9-KI. On Aii^itsl HI, 1781, 
it was III Dniil/s Fcrrv, ami four days later al Peekskill. On NnvenilH»r 
\'2 of the same year it niarehcil on a foraging expedition into the neutral 
gnuind, via North Castle, While IMains, Maniaroneek, and Crow|)ond. 
'I'lie winter of 1781-8'i was passe<l in eantonnients at New Windsor on 
the Hudson, ami in S<»|)lend)er, 178^, was at Verplanrk's Point with the 
main army and in llie oju'rations against New York. 

In the winler of 178^-88 the !)rigade was again in crantonments near 
New Windsor, and here on June 11, I78II, Nonrse wtus fnrlonghi*d, and 
pertnitte<l to take his musket and march with a pro|>er romplcment of 
ofKeers to Massachusetts to await the definite iieaee. On November 
!J. 1788, he was honorably discharged from tlie service. 

This rc<*«>rd f>f James Noursc's term of servi<'e has lM*en taken from the 
rei-onl in the Dureau of IVtisions, Department of the Interior, except 
dale of the final discharge, wlii<'li is in<*orre<'t in the Pension Office, sincT 
the men eidisti*<l for tlie war were furlougluMJ on June 1 1, 1788, and not 
then discfiargcHl. 
()iif:A\, Isaac, name spclle<l "Orgin" on the gravestone, wjus the son 
of a 'lory of the strongest type, living in Boston. He wius born in 1701, 
and it is said that it was in listening to the Hritish drums in Rostrm that 
he became himself expert in the use of the sticks. r|M>n the opening of 
the war, he enliste<l, and was promptly disowniMl by his father, lie

lionsc on StrawlK*rry Avenue, known as the <»ld Johnson house, built 
in 1710. His grandscm, Isaac Waitt, remend)ers him as a short, thick- 
set man. as did also William Iludscui, who s)M>ke of him as the most 
famous drummer of his dav in Lynn. Mr. IIuds<m heard him nianv 
times speak of his experiences in the army, and relate particidarly the 
fact of beating ** tii)>s** at tlie execution of Major John Aiulre, and that 
the general seidiment was that Andre's sentence was very harsh. The 
fame of Orgin as a drummer went far and wide. At Marblehead 
at general muster, (*olonel William Mansfield once mmie the remark, 
**(>ld rncic Isaac is not here," and, upon InMUg askcil how he knew, 
rcplicfl, ** Because I can tell his drum." At that moment another drum 
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was lieiirtl wliich (Colonel Munsfielii iiiiiiie<liately rcccigiiizecl as lliat of 
Uncle Isaac. He was a powerful man, and his drinnniing was in keep- 
ing, lie was also a man of (piick temper, and is S4ii<l to have thrown 
his arm out of joint three times, throwing stones at his eiiws. He die<l 
of jaundice, May ^0, 1831, aged seventy, and is buried near the centre 
of the ohi Western Burial Ground. His wife, KlizalK'th, diinl OctolKT 
13, 1840, at the age of eighty-one, and is l)urie<l at his side. 

The War l)e|)artment gives the following: '' Drummer, Major HoIktI 
Oliver's 3d Mass. Battidion, connnanded by Colonel John (ireaton. 
He enlisteil in March, 1770, and his name last a|>|)ears on the roll for 
June, 1780.

405. a month. In 18*^0 he was a domestic in a large tiivern in ih»ston, 
attemling U|Mm the tables in the day anid <*leaning UniIs and sIiim's 
at night. ()ctol>er 4, 18*^3, he nnule oath at the Probate (\mrt at 
Salem that he enliste<l for three years or during the war, in Captain 
Williams's company, ( olonel (ireaton's regiment, at Lynn, and con- 
tinued to serve for six and a half years, l>eing honond>ly dischargiMl 
at New Windsor on the declaration of |K'ace. 'Hiis is corrolMiraled by 
the Massachusetts rolls, which give the a<hlitional fact that during a 
part of this lime, at least, while he was crcslitiHl to the town of Lynn, 
his residence was given as ih)ston.

No 
rec<»rds of births in his family were recorde<l until 1748, when his son 
Silas was lM>rn; bul it is certain that David was lM>rn at Mahlcn in 174k 
The following very complete sket<*h of him was written by Ueiijamin h\ 
Newhall, of Saugus, in 1700: "Pjissing south along the narrow high- 
wav which then extended from the Newhall tavern towards Boston, 
the aspect of the country at once bi»came c'liangcMl. Instead of culli- 
vatc^l fiehls on ImiIIi sides of tin* highway, the traveller at once found 
on his right hand a frowning rock hill, covered with a den.se gn»wlh of 
pine and cedar, and iui his left the deep, «lark recesses of ** No Man's 
Swanip." The first building that attracted attention after pa.ssing 
the tavern was the long, low btarksinith's sliop of Major David Parker. 
Here the clang of the hauniier and anvil rcsoundcMl daily before the 
American Uevolution was thought of. llis house near by st<M>d clo.se 
to the le<lge of rocks in the rear. The site of the hou.se was upon an 
old Indian burial-place, aiul no doubt but the hones of many of the 
(»riginal children of the forest resleil beneath it. It was probably the 
largest blacksmith .shop in Lynn at the time. Being near to the New- 
hall tavern, the half-wav house between Hostcm and Salem, it swMire^l 
thereby Ji larg«» amount <»f business. Maj<»r Parker was an industrious, 
enterpri.sing mechanic and devote<l himself to bu.siness with beconn'ng 
zeal for many years. He held an honorable rank among the people 
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of his adopted town and wns eiirly honored with tlie office of captuiii 
of the iiiilitia of the West Parish, the largest coinpany in Lynn. This 
advancement was made prior to the Kevolution. His <-ourage and 
bravery at the Battle of I^xington leil innnediately to his promotion ns 
major, whicli rank he held for many years after the war. Major Parker 
was a man of great l)enevolen(*e of feeling, kind and affable to strangers, 
gcMirnnis to a fault, lit* pursued the business of blacksmith up t<» aliout 
the time of his death. His .son Uichard succi*edcHl him in the business.*' 

Captain Parker was twice married. He came to Lynn from Maiden 
in the sunnner of 17(H(, with his wife Elizabeth and child Elizabeth, 
and was warned out of town by Thonnus Cox, i*onstable, in acrconl- 
ance with the custom of the times. loiter he served in the battle of 
I^xington with the same constable. Ue was marrie<l, OctoI>er ^0, 
1777, by llev. Mr. Uoby, to Mary llunnewell, of Charlestown, daughter 
of Uichard and Mary (Kidder) lluuncwcIL iMirn July 9, 17W. His 
chiklrcn were Elizid>eth, David, William, Mary, Itichard Hunnewell, 
ElHMiexer, Sarah, and Su.saunah. May ^iK I77*(, he was one of the 
jHrtitioners to the (leneral Court to set olT Saugus as a .separate par- 
ish. 'I'he petition Inking granted Ik* iHH'anu* a mcudier (»f I he new 
church and was f«>r some years clerk. On February 14, I77(J, he was 
cho.siMi major by the Housi* of ltepr(*senta lives, nnci was attaiclie«l to 
(Jolonel Timothy l*ickering*s 1st Essex County regiment. It docs 
not ap)H*ar that Major Parker .saw active service after the battle of 
lA.*xington, but undoubte<lly he .serviMl in the liinue guard. 

His wife, Mary, dietl August 14, 1798. His last days were s)>ent 
in Maiden, where his death occurred February 8, 1810, and he is buried 
in the old Hell UcK'k Cemetery. His grave, near the wall, on the north 
side, is under a spreading maple and is marked by a slate* stone.

Parkott, Benjamin, — private, was probably born about 1745, but no record 
of his parentage has been found. It is supposed that Daniel and 
Marstin Parrott, who were in the Revolution, were his brothers. The 
family cnnie to Lynn after 1700, and settled in the easterly section of 
the town, where they ever afterward remained. He was married by 
Rev. Mr. Treadwell, August 21, 1700, to Mrs. Elizjd)cth Ingnlls. His 
chihlren were James, Benjamin, Rufus, Hannah, Nalhaniel, and AVilU 
iam. His home was u[M)n Chestnut Street, op|H>sitc the present 
Howard Street, but the lunise was torn chiwn many years ago. He 
was a private in Captain Farrington's company, and responded to the 
l/cxington alarm. In this company was Edward Ireson, whose widow 
he later married, her father, Stunuel Ingidls; and Joseph Richards, 
whose daughter married his s«m Benjamin. It can thus be seen how 
llu»n>uglily this little trompany was rccruitc^l from '^WcmmI End" and 
lii)w closely allied by kindred ties were its mend>ers. 

After the death of his comrade, ICdward Ireson, in 1801, he married, 
May 2, 1802, the widow, Mrs. Ilepzibah (Ingalls) Ireson, daughter 
of Samuel and Lydia (Lewis) Ingalls, born in Lynn in 1757. His son 
James married her sister. He became one of the original members 
i>f the Second Methodist Episcopal Society, and owned a pew in the 
church (St. Paul's). 

Mr. Parrott was instantly killed, Septeml)er 30, 1811, by being thrown 
ri*«>m his ciirl, which was lieaivily hmdcMl. He is iiitcrreil in the old 
Western Hnrial (around, where a marble stone and bronze marker of 
the S. A. i{. were erecle<l at his grave in 1904. His wife died Decendier 
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7, I8<8, iigttl seven ly-<)iic, and n slalc slciiie marks Iier grave in the 
Kaslcrn Hnrinl (f round. 

Pahuo'IT, Danikl, — was )H)rn in 1737, but no ret-onl ajipears in the Lynn 
records. It is known that he serve<l as a corj>oral in Captain Israel 
J)avis*s company at the capture of Jx)uisburg in 1745. He was mar- 
ried in Lynn by Uev. Mr. Henchman, March 1, 1703, to Ilebecca 
Ingalls, daugliter of Nathaniel and Tabitha (T^wis) Ingalls, born in 
liynn, DecemlKT ^0, 173*2. Daniel Parrott did duty in Cajitain Far- 
rington's company on the 19th of April, 1775, and also joined the Con- 
tinental Army in the summer of 1779, having volunteered for the term 
of nine montlis. At the end of his enlistment the ])riti.sh were men- 
acing the defenirs of the Hudson lliver, and (jSeneral Wiushington made 
an a))peal to the various stales for recruits. Lynn decided to raise a 
<*ompany of Ihirly-one men to reinfortr the army, an<! I'arrott was one 
of the numljer drafte<l. At this time he was described as being forty- 
three years of age, 5 ft. 7 in. in height, and of a ruddy complexion. 
He left Lynn, June ^7, 1780, and was received in camp at Springfield, 
July 13, 1780. by nrigndier-deneral »Iohn (i lover. From Springfiehl 
he nnirched l«) the Hudson, where he was stationed near West Point. 
General (4 lover was a member of the court-martial which trietl Major 
Amlre, and ihe Lynn men who went out at this lime were present at 
the execution of that oHicer. Daniel Parrott serveti until December 
13, 1780, when he wius discharged, and aUowtnl pay for 220 miltv?' travel 
home. He dieil in Lynn, August 5, 1810, and is buried in the ohl 
Western Burial Ground in a grave marked by a marble stone and marker 
of the S. A. R., erected in 1904. 

P.vuiioiT, John. — One of this name, supposed to be from Lynn, was captured 
at Ihe fall of Quebec, Decend)er 31, 1775. He was in Captain Thayer's 
company. 

The Lynn records have a John Parrott, born 1748, died August 
7, 1832, aged eighly-four. 

IVvuHorr, Marstin. — ^Twoof this name are borne on the rolls in Lynn, one 
serving as a ))rivate in the company of C'aptain Ezra Newhall, and the 
other in that of Captain William Farrington, both on the 19th of April, 
1775. There may have lx»en a mistake on one of the rolls or there 
may have really lieen two of the same name who served. The name is 
found in the list of Ca|>tain Samuel King's com|)any of seacoast guards 
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which served for six months. The deaili of Marstiii Parrott is rioteil 
about May 1, 1833, aged seventy-eight, in New Haven, Conn. 

Paul, William, — probably born in liynn in 1759.

Essex County regiment, sworn to at Salem by John Flagg, first military 
officer of tlie town of I^ynn; engaged for liynn; term during the war; 
also list of men mustered 1>y Nathaniel l)arl>cr, muster-master, for 
Suffolk County, dated Boston, March IG, 1777; Captain Allen's com- 
pany. Colonel Wigglesworth's regiment; also private. Captain Allen's 
company. Colonel Calvin Smith's regiment; Continental Army pay 
accounts for service from January 1, 1780, to December 31, 1780; 
also descriptive list dated West Point, January 20, 1781 ; Captain John 
X. Sniith's company, 6th Massachusetts regiment, commandctl by laeu- 
tenant-Colonel Smith; rank, private; age, twenty-two; stature, 5 ft. 
7 in.; complexion and hair, light; eyes, light; residence, liynn; en- 
listed June 10, 1777, by Captidh E. Smith; enlistment during war;

PEiisUE, John, — private in Captain Banci-oft's liynnfield company al the 
alarm of April 10, 1775. lie was probably the son of William Pelsue, 
of Salem, Ixirn in Salem, June 10, 1738. That he was a stranger in 
liynnfield is evident. No other person of the name appears in either 
town or parish records. Jle is mentioned once only in the latter, when 
it was voted March ^8, 1778, " to give John Plelso an order for shillings 
for his being overtaxed." Notliing further has l)een learned of him. 

Perkins, Captain John, — son of William and Sarah Perkins, was born May 
10, 1740, and died Septend^er 4, 1823, aged eighty- three. lie lived 
in Lynnfield, in the old house, still standing, in a good state of preserva- 
tion, known as the '* Perkins place," which has been in the family name 
about two hundred years. He nuirried Eunice Waters, of Danvers, in- 
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trillions piih1islic<l St'ploinlHT 10, \HHk SIic ilictl August 1(», 1827, ngecl 
eiglity-four, unci is buried nt his side in the old ground at Lynnfield 
Centre. He seems to have been a man of prominence in his day, the 
records showing him to have l>een clerk of the town in 1709, 1774, 1775, 
1783, 178*1 and 1789, town treasurer from 1792 to 1804, selectman, 
1783, 178*, 1787, 1789. lie joincfl the Lynnfield church with his wife, 
November 3, 1771, and was chosen deacon, September 10, 1790. 

lie npjwars among a list of officers of the Massachusetts militia, as first 
lieutenant in the 0th company of the 1st Essex County regiment, com- 
missioned April 20, 1770; also in a list of officers ns first lieutenant in

missioned April iiO, 1770, dtitcd Iauu; nlsi> c<mnnissioned Octol)cr 30, 
1770, appejirs among a list of officers as captain in Captain John Perkins's 
Olh compan}'. Colonel Timothy Pickering's regiment, commissioned in 
Coun<il, ()rlnl)cr 30, 1770. 
Pfjuiv, TiiADDKi's, — SOU of Jolui and Sarah (Price) Perry, was born in 
licxinglon, Muss., I)ecend)er 20, 1730. In 1704 he came to I^ynnfield, 
niid was wnrncil out of town by Constable Joseph ( Sowing, who was 
afterwards lieutenant in the .same ci>mpany in which Mr, Perry served 
as private. He married KliiNla (Jrcvn, «langlilcr of l)cac«m Daniel 
(■riHjii, of Krading. His children were Nalimn, Daniel, Benjamin, 
George, John, Heliecca, Klizal>etli, ItluMln, Jiuth, Alice, and two whose 
names have not lu^cn prescTviMl. In 1772 he was cho.sen constable, but 
a()pears not to have l>een pn>minent in town or parish affairs. 

lie was a private in Captain Hancroft's company at the l/cxinglon 
alarm, serving the usual two days. In 1777 he enlisted as a private 
ill Captain Jesse Wyiiuiirs t.'ompany, CoUmel Josiah Whitney's regi- 
ment, and scrve<l two months on an alarm in UIkmIc I.slaiid. lie was 
dischargetl July 10, 1777, at Point Judith. From records on file, which 
cannot Iw clearly placc<l, he probably .saw further service during the war. 

lie dii^l in liyiiiificid, February .5, I8(M», age<l seventy-six, and is burii'tl 
ill the ohl burial-ground at Lynnfield Centre. A stone and marker 
of the S. A. H. were phu*e<l at his grave in 1903.

He is l>urie<l in the old cemetery at Saugus ('entre, 
and the grave is marked by a marble stone anci the hnnixe marker of 
the S. A. li. 

On the !24th of April, I77(i, he was chosen captain of the ^d (?ompany, 
1st ICssex (-ounty regiment, and was cronunissioned two days later. 
On September SO of that year his company of fifty men were drafte<l 
from llrigadier-(aeneral Mi(;hael Farley's regiment, to niantli to 
Ibii'Hcncck on an alarm. His company was in ( 'olom*! Coggswclfs 
regiment, which reache<l White Plains just after the battle, the 
company having been engaged in scouring the woods.

I*i(.\ rr. Amor, — son of Thomas an<l Lydia (I^ynde) Pratt, was Iwrn in Mal- 
<len, April 11, 17JJ4. lie was married April 30, 17G1, by llev. Joseph 
Koby, to Stirah l>pham, of Lynn, lie first resided in his native town, 
where his daughter, Sarah, was born, May 19, 1702. In March, 1763, 
he remove<l to Lynn, settling in Saugus. In October of that year 
he was officially warned out of town, according to the custom of Uie 
times. lie remained, however, and erected his home on the Melrose 
rfmd, alK>ut one hundre<l rods eastward from it. Mr. Benjamin F. 
\ewhall suys: '*It was a small, one-story house, with out-buildings, 
and surrounded with l>eautiful trees. Deactin Pratt, for he afterwards 
nttaine<l to that dignity, was a siiudl but very active num. lie never 
let the grass grow under his feet. Neatness and onler reignetl supreme 
all alM)ut his retirtnl and romantic home. SmcMith flat stones paved 
the way to the well, barn, and out-buildings. Every piece of wood- 
work wjus scoured and kept dean, for paint was practically unknown 
in those days. lie was for many years one of the deacons of tlie old 
West Parish Church ami was a highly exemplary man." 

Amos iValt res|>onde<l to the alarm of April 19, 1775, in the com- 
pany of Captain David Parker, but saw no further service in the war. 
lie died in March, 1821, leaving a .small estate. His family soon dis- 
|»crsed, the house fell into decay, and has disap))eared. He is buried 
in the old Saugus cemetery, and a stone and nuirker of the S. A. H.

Ramsdell, Amkunego, — son of Noah and ^fary (Batten) Bamsdell, was 
l>orn in Lynn, September 11, 1750. His father's home was on Marble- 
head Lane where it makes a sharp liend in entering the town of Swamp- 
s(!(»tt. The hou.se sIcmnI upon the easterly .side of the road, and has 
long since disappeare<l. Al>etlnego Kamsdcll was married March 10, 
1774, by Kbenezer Burrill, Esq., town clerk, to Hannah Woodbury, 
probably of Newburyport. His nearest neighbor was ThcHiphilus 
Burrill, whose home is still standing on Essex Street, Swampscott, 
and beyond the latter lived Joseph Uichards and his brothers. Tra- 
dition has han<]ed down an interesting story of how two of these young 
men started for the battle of Lexington. They were members of Cap- 
tain Farrington's company of militia, but had risen early that morning 
and gone to the seashore for the ]>urpose of shooting black ducks. In 
their absence the alarm reaiched town that the regulars were out, and 
most of their neighlmrs had gone in haste with the company. Abed- 
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iiego UaniMlell and Joseph Uiclianis hml kiUe<l aotiic iliicks and were 
n*liirning, when llicy were niel U\ Uic fallior of IIh» lallcr, wlio ga\*e 
Ihein the exciting news that there was trouble *'ii|> country*' and that 
lliey had l>etter go. It is asserted that tliey immediately threw down 
the ducks, amJ set off in haste for the scene of the conflict Judge James 
It. Ncwhnll, in the History of Lynn, says that Mr. Uani.silcll was w*amc<l 
hy a woman as he left town that she had Imd a presentment that he 
would not return. He replied that he was going in a good cause, and 
tliat, if he fell, he would take a retlcoat with him. It is said that tlie 
Inst time he was seen in Lynn he was rtmning througli tlie town with 
Ills stockings fallen over his shoes. Gradually he was joined by others 
:dong tlie road who were going in the same <lirection» and tliese men 
dc<"idc«l to place themselves under Ihc Icawl of one of the okler men. 
Hurrying along, they fell in with a consi«lendile number of men wiiosc 
objective point was the l^tslon road to Conconl, and at aliout noon 
they lcnriic<l the full parliciilnrs of the morning's light, and that a 
large force of Rritish wjus on the road licyoml. They arrivcfl in the 
town of Mciioloiny some lime during the early part of the afterntKin, 
there meeting the Lynn men who had preceded tliem. Mr. Itamsdell 
t(X)k position at the Jason Russell house, and was awaiting tlie van- 
gnnni of the British troops when they arrived at about five o'clock. 
While cngagnl in firing at the main cxilumn in the nmd, he was firc<l 
u|>on in the rear by the flank guard and killed. The hardest fighting 
of the day took place aroimd this old farm-house, w*hich still stands 
a sur\ivor of the battle. Twelve men were laid out in the parlor tliat 
afternoon, killed by British musket-balls and bayonets. Mr. Ramsdell 
was burieil in the field in the rear of tlie house. In 1848 his bodv 
was rcniove<l to the cemetery at Arlington, where a monument was 
erecle<i over tlie common grave of the men who hail been killed at the 
Jason Russell house. 

AI>ednego Ramsdell had two brothers, Shadrack and Mesheck, 
Iwtli of whom served in the Revolution. His three sisters, Rachel, 
Mary, and Hannah, all nmrrieil Revolutionary soldiers.

Inasmuch as there were three of the same name borne 
on the muster-rolls to the credit of liynn, it is impossible to distinguish 
which one performed service in the RIkmIc Islanil campaign. In the 
summer of 1777 a large company was raised in Lynn for the ex|>edi- 
tion against the British who were about Narragansett Bay, and a 
Nehemiali Ramsdell was one of the number, enlisting June 11, 1777, 
and serving until August 11, when he was discharged and rcturnetl to 
Lynn.

Kast Sangiis old mills. In 1790 Ihe mnnufarlure of rluN-olate was 
lM»gnn in I hem, an<l c*ontinned ver}' sur<Ts.sfully for a Umg lime. In 
1805 or 1800 Ihe premises were leasetl to Amariah Chihls, then one of 
the most prominent men in Ihe town. During Ihe War of 1813 the mill 
was ovcrwliclni(*4l with onlers and the price of chocolate n>se lo a very 
high (tgnrc. One of llir most amusing things c«uincct(Ml willi this old 
cli<M^>lalc mnntifaclurc was the prclcn(h*d art or .skill indis|N*ns:d»lc to 
a siir<t»ssful issue. 'I'his was In^lic'vcil to Ih» a si*crcl |m»ss4*ssihI by only 
here and there an individual. Kven Ihe |»ersons who csirried on the 
manufacture did not prelen«l to any knowlcflge of the art. It seeme<l 
to Ik* a general f-tnicession by the publir thai the srieni-e i>f nmnufacture 
was known to bnl few. The grand magician of that early day was 
J«>siali Rhodes, nicknamc*<l *Shm ( a*ssir.' lie exenisiil the most 
unliniitcNl control over the whole f*stablislunent. So arbitnirv was he 
in the excrfise «»f his pretended skill that scarcely any one dared to Unik 
at the «hocolate in prtK-ess of manufacture. The niasler and stirring 
kettle were objects forbidden by him to l»e exaniincfl by Ihe ignorant 
world. I writ rrmrtnlMT with whal vencTalioti I use<l to liMik U|Mm this 
agc«l, cadaverous velenm. The smoke of Ihe roaster couki lie .seen 
<-urling up over the fire, but none had Ihe courage in his presence to 
smell the forbid<len odor. Occasionallv a small, mvsterious, white 
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|x»wder, from u clean piece of white paper, would he ciisl into the nmster 
or the kettle, in u mysterious and magical manner, completely hiimling 
the eyes of the uninitiate<l. Such was the dignity and haughtiness 
attendant u|M>n the exercise of his skill, that he rarely ever smiled or 
spoke when thus engaged. Even his employers scarcely dared to ask a 
(piestion. Men who lalM)red years under him never dared to raise a 
pretence; of knowing anything. Suc'li were the myslcrics of llie trade, 
in olden times.**

UiioDKS, Samukl, — probably son of John and Hannah (HIumIcs) U1io<1cs, 
was Uirn in Saugus, July Iti, I7;>:{. lie was in the <*ompany of (*aptain 
David Parker on the IDth of April, 1775. On OcIoIkt II, 1777, he 
enliste<l in Captain North's ctnupaiiy, and entered the northern army. 
On April 30, 1780, he was in camp near Morristown, in a regiment 
under Colonel Henry Jackson. He was nuirried by Hev. Mr. Jtoby, 
September li^, 1781, to Hannah Shillaber, and had children, — Tfannali, 
Sarah, Lydia, Polly Itelieeca, Jane, and Ccmtent. He livc<l on the 
road then called " Dack Lane," now known as Winter Street, iHUwi^en 
East Saugus and Saugus (*entre. The street was appn>priately named, 
for the old ]>eople were ac(!Ustomed to say that the snow did not melt 
there until July.

HrcHxr.s S<(uaro. lie hiiilt the house over a hundred years ago, and dini 
there, February 9, 1838. Ilis wife ciied September 22, 1815, and both 
arc burie<l in the ohl Western Burial Groinid, where a marker and stone 
have l>een ere<*te<l to his memory. His children were Thomas, Jolin, 
Anna, William, i'^lwartl, and Sidly. ilis grand -daughter, Miss Hitch- 
ings, who occupies the house (1904), remembers )iin» well. He was a 
man of c«»nsiderablc e<lucalion, and one whasc advice was often 
sought in matters of importance. He was a. farmer, and a constant 
altendant at the Old Tunnel Meeting-house. His farm extendeil 
from Sk)utli Street to Wahlen ami Summer.

lie was a private in Captiiin llufus Mansfield's 4th I^ynn company 
which marchetl on the alarm of April 19, 1775; service, two days. 

Wwii, Jamks, — sailor. See Timothy Newhall, who says that he saile<l 
in the Penobscot expedition with Rich. He was living in Lynn ac- 
cording to the census of 1800. 

Seanuin, ship "Pn>tector," entry December 15, 1780, to May 9, 
1781, four months, twenty -four days. Captain John F. Williams; 
also appears December 11, 1782, in a roll made up for service to date 
of capture of vessel or «late of return fnwn captivity; also ap|>ears as 
prize ma.ster on "Tyrannicide,'* May 10, 1779, to June 2S, 1779, also 
June 24 to Seplendjer 0, 1779. — Mass. Rolls. 

Hm'iiai{I>s, Jamks, -sou of William and Tabitha (Williams) Richanis, was 
born August 28, 1754, and marched with Captain Farringlon's com- 
pany on the alarm of April 19, 1775. In the same company with 
him were his father, William, his brother, William, Jr., and his unirle, 
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Joliii Kic'lianls. Another iinde was Joseph HichanLs, wlio wiui the 
(•oiiipaiiioii of Aliechiego Kaiiisclell who won killeci. Nothing further 
has Ikhmi found i^onceriiing James Hichanls. 

UiciiAUDB, John, — secontl son of John anil Lydm (I'hilHps) Uichanls, was 
l)orn January 4, I7i}<(. He with his brother, WilHain, niarclied with 
(*aptain Farrington's company on the alarm of April 10, 177.i, and i.^ 
(•nHhU-d wilh llie sanu* anumnt of MTvict* as his hniUuT; namely, two 
days. No other rceonl of service luis lH*en fountl, and little further 
is known of liini. His marriage to Klizabeth Alley, by itev. Mr. 
Henelunan, (Mvurred Novendier I, I7;)7, and while the dale of his death 
cannot he veritie<l, it is possible (hat he was llie John whos4' death is 
given in the town rectmis as April 10, 18^^. 

Richards, Joskph, — son of John and Lydia (Phillips) Hichanls, was liorn 
in tliat part of Lynn called Swanipscott, September :2.'), 17.53. His 
father's home was u|)on what is now known as the ** Stetson estate,'* 
and U|x>n land where his emigrant ancestor, E<lwanl Hichanls, who 
came to America in 1030, settlcHl in 1041. The site was u|K>n the north- 
erly enti of Stetson Avenue, later o(*cupie<i by the Stetson homestead, 
which was afterwanls removed to make way for the avenue. 

In company with nniny of the yoimg men of the easterly section of 
the town he had joineil the militia company of Captain William Far- 
rington, in which were also his brothers, John and William, and his 
nephews, William ami James. IHs sister, Lydia, was the wife of the 
lieutemmt, lienjamin Jolmscni. Family tradition has liaiide<l (h>wn 
the interesting story of his connection with the events of the famous 
19th of April. Early in the morning he had gone to the seashore with 
one of his neighbors, Abeilnego Hamsdell, who live<l (»n the northerly 
side of what is now ('herry Street, but then Marblehead i«ane, for the 
pur|M>.H<* of sli<M>ting wild fowl. Heturning during the early part of the 
morning, they were met by the father of Jo.scpli Hicliards, who hurri(*<lly 
told them what was taking place and advi.sed them to go and have a 
part in it. Mr. Hichanls had nothing but a light fowling-piece which 
he had l)een using, but innnediately set off with his friend Hamsdell. 
Although their ctunpany had gone, they hurricil on alone, being s(M>n 
joined, however, by several others. All agreed to l>e le<l by the oldest 
mend>er of the band. W^hen they reachetl Maiden, they heanl a more 
definite account of the situation; namely, that the British were probably 
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<>n llif rclrcul. 'I'hoy nItorcMl iheir wnirsc ncfonlingly, hut evidently 
coiitiniKMl on to Mcnotoni}', where they met the HHtlsh (hiring the 
latter part of the nfternoon. At the first o|>|)ortunity Richards rested 
his gun (Ml a wall and firiHl, Init, l>eing heavily charged, it hurst, the 
harrel flying over his shoulder. So many of the enemy, however, were 
lying dead on the nmd that he had no tnnihle in finiHng a new set of 
e<|ui|>nients. These he used during the rest of the (hiy, and hrought 
them home with him. The British musket remained in the family 
as late as 18(15. Ilis companion was killed soon after they met the 
Hritish, l)ut Private Kicliards continued the running fight until the 
king*s tnwps reached Charlestown. 

After his return to Lynn he engaged as a farm hand in the employ 
of a Hostoti man who owimmI land l>eyond the British lines. Being a 
friend of tlie colonics, his employer wim of much use to the patriot 
(*ause. Many a hmd of farming tiKils. driven through the British lines 
hy tlie inn(»cent farmcr-lioy of Lynn, arrivtnl in the patriot army with 
provisions or war material. He was thus engaged at the time of the 
halite of Bunker llill. Alnuit January 1, 177(1, he retunuMl to Lyim, 
and enlisted in the company of Captain Ezra Newhall for one year. 
He was with the company at the evacuation of Boston, was on guard 
duty during the sunmier, and nuirched with it to New York. He was 
in the retreat with Wsishington acn>ss New Jersey, and took part in 
ihe hatlles of Trenton and Princeton. On January 1, 1777, the greater 
part of the J-iynn men were discharged, and set out for home. In com- 
pany with a comrade from Ca|>e Cod, Joseph Richards purchased a 
horse, and the two men came home by the "ride and tie" method. By 
arrangement one would ride a c*ertain distance, tie the horse, and pro- 
ceed on f(H>l. The other would then take the horse and ride beyond 
the first, and in turn tie the horse and walk on. In this way each was 
to ride half the distance home. On reaching Worcester, however, the 
(x>inrade forgot to tie the horse, and Mr. Richards was obliged U> walk 
the rest of the way to Lynn. He left Worcester early in the morning, 
and crossed Village Scpiare, l^ynn, schju after nine at night, having 
walked fifty-four miles during the day. 

In 1777 he again enlisted, this time in Captain Miles Green- 
wimmPs company. Colonel Jacob (Jcrrish's regiment, and served 
thr(*e months. 
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On Febriiury i5j 1770, he wus married by itev. Mr. lVeii<lwcll 
to Martha Burrill, daughter of Theophiliis and Mary (Hill) liurrill, 
liorii July S3, 1750. She was the daughter of his nearest neighlMir, 
living in the old homestead still standing on Essex Street. She 
died soon after the birth of a daughter, Martha, lie was nutrri(*d, 
seeond, by Hev. Mr. Treadwell, l)ecend)er 21, 1780, to Lydia Will, 
u young wonuin wlio had Ix^eii living in the family of his first wife, liy 
this marriage he had nine chihlren, Lydia, Sarah, .loseph, Delxirah, 
Elizal)elh, John, Richard, Hebecca, and Uel>ec('a. His son Hiehard 
was the inventor of the first sole-cutting machine. Joseph Richards 
is describeil as a man of noble presence, over six feet in height, large in 
proportion, and " strong as two common men." For .some time he was 
employed with his brother Richard as a ship carpenter at Salem, — an 
industry which was then at the full tide of its glory, 'i'he brothers 
walked to and from their work every day. Finally, meeting with a 
severe accident, Joseph settled down to farming, taking the south- 
easterly half of his father's farm and building a house for lumself and 
family. AlK>ut forty years ago this house was removetl to Fayette Slrtvt, 
and scM)n after lorn down. In it he rciiretl his large family, ami frtmi 
it he burietl his wife, i^ydia, who died l)eceml>er 4, 1810. His daugh- 
ters, Betsey and Rebecca, then successively kept house for him. His 
Hfe subsequent to the Revolution seems to have been an uneventful 
one. He was an industrious farmer, a quiet neighlMu*, and a giMxl 
citizen. His home was dearly h>ve<l by his grandchildren, anil a warm 
welcome always awaited them. His last days were spent with his son. 
Richanl, who built the house on Olive Street afterwards owned and 
occupied by Dr. Asa T. Newhall. When I^afayette vi.sited Lynn. 
August *H, 18^2(, the ohl .soldier was thought to be Hearing the i-los4' 
of his Hfe. It was suppo.sed that the procession would pass from 
Broad Street through Chestnut and Olive, and, in order that his wish to 
see the distinguished general might be gratified he was brought to his 
door in a chair. For some reason, however, the line of march was 
changed, and to his great disapix>intment his view was only a distant 
one. His <leath occurre<l September 48, 1848, at the age of seventy- 
one years. He was buried in the Eastern Burial Carfnuid where a 
commanding stone bears the inscription: -

on the old ]»hiee ea]le<l in later years the "Stetson Kslate," of Swnmp- 
scoll. Here he liveil up to the time of his marriage, April 24, 1754, 
hy William CoUins, Ks<|., to Tahitha Williams. On the morning of 
April 19, he marrhiMl with his company, that of CaptJiin W'illinm Fnr- 
ringlon, liiwjird Concord, an«l is cTiMlited with two ilays' .stTvicc. lie 
wjis also nnilross in Captain W'inthrop (Jray's company, Cohniel Cnift's 
(artillery) rcgiiiMMd; ahstrnci for advance pay, etc., sworn to at Boston, 
Jnne 8, I77ti.

lliddah (Newhall) Alley, born in 1764. This AVilliam Uichards lived 
sit one lime at the f<M)t of Market Street, near the site of the present 
Boston, Revere Beach & Lvnn Railroad station. The house is said 
to be still standing on Sea Street. He diet! October 18, 1832, and 
his wife dieil February 25, 1841. Her grave is unmarked in the 
old W'eslern Burial (i round, and he is probably buried Wsidc her. 
All that is knfiwii of his Revolutionary service is i«lentical with 
that of his brother James, they having marched together in Captain 
Farrington's company on the alarm of April 19, 1775, and receivetl 
pav for two davs' service. 
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RiCHAiiUBON, EuENEZEU, — ^son of Ebeiiezer unci Jtebeccu* was born in Wo- 
burn, June 10, 1740-7; married by llev. Mr, Treaclwell, February 5, 
I77K, to lx>i.s Hachellrr; rliihlrcMi, Anna, Jonalluin, Iahs, KbiMio/or, and 
Henry. His lionie was in Wyoina, in the house slill standing near the 
)>eginning of I^ynnfield Street, called the old Wyoina Jiouse. TJiere

Woods. After the war he was a sailor, 
and his old chest and sailor's thimble are still preserved in the hands 
of his descendant, Mr. Frederick A. Gor(h>n. "^l^he death of his wife 
occurre<l January i^D, 18^1, and his own death January i), 183^. The 
records of the Pension Office show that he was grante<l a {Hsnsion, April 
30, 1818, at the age of seventy-one years, at $8.U0 per month. His 
record as ]>reserved in the Pension Office in Washington indicates that 
he was a private in Captain Addison Richardson's company, (\>lonel 
John Mansfield's regiment, from April to December, 1775; also in 
the same company. Colonel Israel Hutchinson's regiment, from Janu- 
ary, 1770, to May, 1777. In the month of NovcndnT, 1770, he was taken 
prisoner at Fort Washington and deUiined in the city of New York as 
such until May, 1777, when he was liberated by parole. In his last days 
he lived in South Danvers. One winter day he starte<l to walk from 
thence to Woodend, I^ynn. Upon his arrival at his son's house on 
C.'hestnut Street he was taken sick, and died of pneumonia at the end of 
four days. The fimeral was held at the house, and a long procession of 
(fhaises went down the road to the old Western liurial (i round. 

Mr. Richardson often described the iHixington alarm, and clainuHl 
that he saw General Warren killed at Bunker Hill, pointing out the 
spot to his grandson, whom he desired to visit the spot every year. 
This the grandson did until he was eighty-one years of age. Eben- 
ezer Richardson has been described as a very jileasant nuin, talL 
quite stout, and bald. He always wore a little cap and earrings.

He was 
taken prisoner at Fort Washinglcm, accrording lo Colonel Isriu*! llutch- 
iiiKon's Orderly Book, November 10, 1770, but no other service is 
noteil. 

UoHiNsoN, James, — born February 27, 1757, was a private in Captain llufus 
Mansfield's 4th Lynn company, which marchefl on the alarm of April 
I!), 1775; service, two days; also fifcr in CapUiin Enoch I'ulnain's 
company. Colonel Mansfield's regiment; muster-roll dated August 1, 
1775; enlisted Mav 10, 1775; service, two months, twenlv-seven days, 
^ also Captain J*utnanvs company; 

y fk J ' ^ Colonel John MansfiehPs (lOlh) regi- 

^^ ment, commanded by IJeutenanl-Col- 

oiiel Israel Hutchinson; company re- 
turn dated ()clol»er 0, 1775. He became the first postmaster of Lynn. 
The house in which he HvcmI was the olil Burrill house previously 
orcupieil by Ebcne/cr Hurriil, c»nc of the "Sam Adams relK»ls." The 
house was situate<l <m the northeast corner of Boston and Fwleral 
Streets, and in a little shop nearby the imst-ofiice was kept. The old 
house, which was torn down in 1885 by Eaton VV. I^throp, had been 
rcino<lelle<l soim» lime beyon»l the memory of the olde-st inhabilant. 
The original house had been built, it was said, with an overhang U|)on 
the front of a foot or more. The north side was filled in with bricks, 
set up edgewise in clay, and the chimney was also partially laid in clay. 
The first wife of James Bobinson, to whom he was nuirrie<l by Rev. 
Mr. Tread well, May (J, 1770, was Lydia, daughter of James Newhall, 
known as "S(juire Jim." She was born August 21, 1750. Cliildren by 
her were James, Lydia, Abigail, John, Harriet, Ixiis, Janet, George, 
Moses, Charles, and Horatio. Lydia, the wife, die<l in 1800. August 
15, 1801, he married Mrs. Alice Cay, widow of Timothy Gay, of Boston, 
a IK I there were three children by this marriage. After his .second 
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marriage lie lived for ti number of years in Boston. His wife was jmks- 
sessed of considerable pn)i)erty, which at her death, about 1834, went 
to her chilflren by her former marriage, and James Uobinson |)assc<l the 
remainder of his life in reduce<l circumstances, with impaired mind and 
memory. lie lived part of the time with his daughter, Mrs. Ward, of 
Salem. He was finally pensioned from January 8, 18i^8, at eight dolhirs 
I>er month. The T^ynn Record c»f January ^1, 1832, ccmtained the fol- 
lowing notice: "Tn this town on Saturday last, Capt. James Uobin- 
son, a Revolutionary pensioner and for many years one of our most re- 
specte<i townsmen, aged 75." lie was first buried in an old tomb on 
the Kim Street side of the ohl Western liurial (innmd, but was hilcr 
removed to a lot on Lotus Path in Pine Grove Cemetery. 
RoMY, Lieutenant Henry, — son of Rev. Joseph Roby, was l)orn October 
14, 1757; married in Boston to Sarah Sloan, Novcndicr !^8, 1781. In

RonY, Rev. JosKi'ir, — .son of Jo.seph and Pri.scilla Roby, was born in Boston, 
May liJ, 17^4. He gradnatcnl at Harvard College in 17W, receiving 
the degreti of A.IVI.; nnirric<l February 4IJ, 175'i, by Rev. Andros Klliot, 
Mrs. Itacliel Proctor, of Boston. His Ikhmc was on what is now the 
main street of Saugus, at that time a mere lane. The old house in which

He made himself a part of the people to whom he dedicated his life-work. 
With the early teachers there was no drifling alxiut from pansh to parish. 
When his calling was assured, it wsis to live and die and he i}urie<l with 
his own. Such men as he identified themselves with the air, the soil, 
the traditions of the locality, hec-oming as it were a part of all." 

His last days were unfortumitely passed in contiiiuctl sickness, which 
gradually brought him to his end. He died on *binuiirv tU, IKO:), in 
the eightieth year of his age, in the house where he had lived for fifty 
years. His wife died January 12, 1820, aged eighty, and they are 
buried in the old churchyard at Saugus (<entre, just beside the village 
green, on which stood the old church to whose wants he had ministered. 
A tall black stone, bearing the emblems of death, marks his grave and 
has tlie following inscription : — 

"Sacred to the memory of Hev. Joseph Uuby, who de|Mirtcd this life Jaiiy 
31st, 18(K), in the eightieth year of his age, and 5lst of his ministry in this Parish. 

"Through life a lover of learning and virtue, a siuceit: friend, a kinil and uffco 
tionate luisliuml and iNirent, aii<l a dcvt}te<l ('hristiau. 

"Hy a constiuit practice of the (^'hristian and social virtues, he rendori'd him- 
self greatly beloved and respected in the various walks of domestic life. Jteader, 
wouldst thou l)e honored in life and lamentc<l in death, go and do likewise.'* 

"No i)nin, no grief, no anxious fear, 
Invatle these Utund!), No mortal wiurs 
(4m n*ach the |M*a(x*ful sIccirm* here.

HoBY, Joseph, Jr., — son of Rev. Joseph Uoby, was born in Saugus, Feb- 
ruary 19, 1752; married May 1, 1803, Relief Curtis, of Hanover, N.H. 
He was in the Boston Tea Party. Removed to New Hampshire. 

Ronv, Thomas, — .son of Ucv. Joseph Roby, was born in Saugus, IVfarch 2, 
1759. Appears on a receipt datcnl Salem, September 25, 1775, signed 
by said Roby and others belonging to Captain Samuel King*s com- 
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]mny, for advance pay for one month; also privnlc, CupUiin Samuel 
King's company, enliHtcd July M, 1775; service, six monllis, two days; 
company stationed at Salem and Lynn for defence of seacoast. — Mass. 
Rolls. 
Sheldon, Ephraim, — son of Ephraim and Lydia Sheldon, was bom in Read- 
ing, January 20, 174(5, and came to Lynnfield with his parents in 1704. 
An Ephraim Sheldon was married by Rev. Mr. Roby, January 9, 1768, 
to Eunice Felt, and may have been this man. He is borne as a private 
on the roll of minute-men of Captain Bancroft, but it is not known that 

he saw further service in the war. Ilis 

. M y /i father died in Lynnfield, July 7, 1792, 

^/i^'^a^l^ ^AUiUh^ ngetl seventy-five, and he liimself left 

LynnfieKl soon after that date, and 
nothing more h.'is bf^Mi h*iinird cfuicrrning him. 

SiiCLUON, FuANCis, — was probably born in Reading. He early appears 
in the records of the Lynnfield precinct, and was married May 20» 
1774, to Mrs. Elizabeth Marston. 

He is Iwrnc on the muster-roll of Captain Bancroft's company, but 
is not credited with mileage. This may indicate Uiat he did not go 
with the other members of the company on April 19. He reported for 
<lnty, and wa.s fmid for two duj's' scrvi<i\ He also cn1isto<I May 8, 
177.5, in Captain Enoch rutnam's com])any. Colonel John Mansfield's 
regiment, and scrvc<l three* months, doing gnanl duty during the siege 
of Boston. 

After 1790 his name does not appear in Lynnfield records, but is 
last noted as "of Marblehead." Upon the death of Aaron Aborn, of 
Jjynnfichl, his wife Plnrbc married Francis Sheldon, of Salem, Septem- 
ber 30, 1788. 
SiiERM\N, Nathaniel, — second lieutenant, son of Nathaniel and Dorcas 
(Sawyer) Sherman, was born in Lynnfield, March 30, 1731. He mar- 
ricil Susanna , who died October 3, 1708, aged thirty- two. Ilis chil- 
dren were Susanna, Rebecca, Dorcas, Keziah, Betty, and Lydia. His 
home was in the north part of Lynnfield, at the corner of the present 
Chestnut and Lowell Streets, but the .small gambrel-roofed house was 
torn down many years ago. He served as clerk of the parish in 1760, 
1701, 170,'), and 1780; was .scleelmau in 1782, 1780, 1789, 1793, and 
1794, treasurer of the parish in 1788, and besides held other small 
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offices. Little further is known of him except that he went with the 
Lynnfield company on tlie 10th of April, 1775. He died September 
27, 1809, at the age of seventy-eight, and is buried in the old burial- 
ground at Lynnfield Centre. A marble stone and bronze marker of 
the S. A. R. were erected at his grave in 1004. 
Smith, Amos, — private, son of Amos and Mary (Perkins) Smith, was born 
in Dan vers, October 20, 1748. After the dcatli of his mother. May 1, 
J7GI>, his father miirricH I, svt^oi id, August ^iU, 1704, Abigail, daughter 
of Jonathan and Mercy (llawkes) Hart, and removed to Lynnfield, 
where he took up his residence on the land of liis fatlier-in-law. Amos, 

Jr., was married April 4, 1771, by Rev. 

/\ •_#/ Benjamin Prescott, of Dan vers, to 

JlJTVO^ "jVTVi/Mk Mary McNufF, of Marblehead. He 

was a member of Captain Nathaniel 
Bancroft's company, and served with it on April 19, 1775. February 
4, 1770, he enlisted from Danvers for three years in the Continental 
Army, joining Captaiin Page's company, (^ilonel Kbeiiezcr Francis's 
regiment. lie was promoled on May 18 to sergeaiil, and his e«>ui- 
pany was transferred to Colonel Beiijainiu Tupper's regiment. This 
regiment marched to New York, where it was quartereil in ami abi)ut 
West Point, guarding the HutLson and Uiking part in sundry skirmishes 
with the British. Sergeant Smitli was transferred later to Captain 
Lithgow's company, but remained with the regiment, which was in camp 
at West Point, April 5, 1770. He had recently relumed from a fur- 
lough of fifty days, during which time he had walked home to Lynn and 
Danvers. At the expiration of his enlistment, January 1, 1780, he again 
entered the service, enlisting for a year. During this time the treason 
of Arnohl t(X)k phu-e, and it is (piite probable that he was present at the 
execution of Major Andre. On January 1, 1781, he again enlisted, this 
time until the close of the war, his company l)eing that of Captain Lunt, 
in Colonel Tupj>er's regiment. He is described at this time as being 
thirty years of age, 5 ft. in. in height, ^\ith light eyes and dark com- 
plexion. He continued to serve as sergeant until the treaty of peace was 
declared, when he was honorably discharged by Washington. After five 
years of hard service he made his way back to his Danvers home. It 
may here be noted that his sister Nabby married Ebenezer Parsons, of 
Lynnfield, and his sister Polly, Ebenezer Hart, of I^ynnfield, both Revolu-

Smith, Francis, — son of John and Elizabeth (Lynde) Smith, wtis born in 
1716, probably in Cambridge, and was descended from Francis Smith, 
who was a freeman in Watertown in 1037. lie evidently came to Sau- 
gus about 174G, in wliich year he married Ssirali Boardman, daughter 

of William and Abiah Boardman, born 
^ / May 11, 1722. She was a sister of 

diif^*^^yf^€^S ir^^'^^^^ Amos, the father of Colonel Amos 

Boardman. In 1750 Francis Smith 
was rcrommcndtHl lo the Third Parish (*hnrch by the <'liurch in Cam- 
bridge, his wife Siirah being a meml>er at the time, lie was a mem- 
ber of ("apUiin David Parker's Sangns cf)mpany which marched on 
the alarm of A()ril H), 177.5, and Jiis name is borne on the muster-roll 
with that of his son Francis. After the war he removeil to South Head- 
ing, where he marrietl, second, 1785, Widow Sarah Bryant. lie died in 
Wakefield, S<»plcmlKT 10, 1700, ngiMl eighty-three, and is bnricMl in the 
old cemelcrv then*. His grave is marki*d by a stone with a suilidilc in- 
scription. His wife, Sarah, is burie<l at his side, having died June 14» 
178 k A marker of the S. A. II. was placc<l at his grave in 1004. 

Smiiii, Fuanc'i.s, Jr., son »»f the alnivc, is lM)rne on the musler-roll of Cap- 
tiiin i^avi<l Parker's Saugus company, but jiside from his service of 
April 10, 1775, nothing is known of him. He was living in Saugus in 
1800, being then under forty-five years of age. 

Stacv, EnKNKZEu, — was a private in CapUiin Parker's company, and served 
in it on the 10th of Ajiril, 1775. By the Saugus church records he 
appears to have been marrit»d by Hev. Mr. Boby, July 0, 1772, to Dorcas 
Waite. He was perha|>s the son of Ambrose and Mary Stacy, of Marble- 
head, ba|)lized October 20, 1752. 

He enlisted February 15, 1777, in Captain Wells's company. Colonel 
John Crane's regiment, as a gunner, and served one year. He then 
enliste<l in ('aptain Allen's company, of the sjinie regiment, and saw 
service in the Bhode Island campaign and in the campaign against 
Burgoyne. The privations of the ('ontinenbd soldiers during this 
lime were very great. Fo<m1 wjis scarce, wages were paid in a depreci- 
al<Ml currency which was hardly Avorlh the pa|>er it wjis printwl up<m, 
clothing was iiisufiicienl, and nothing but indomitable pluck held the 
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regiments together. Desertions were almost as frequent us enlist- 
ments. We regret to record Private Stacy as a deserter, but such is 
the fact stated upon a muster-roll dated June 1, 177!). Nothing further 
is known of him. 

Stock ER, £benez£R, — son of John and Ruth (Breed) Stocker, and brother 
of £|>hraim who was in the same company with him on the morning 
of the llHh of April, 1775, was Uirn February !), 174!). His home at 
the time of the breaking out of the lievolution was on what is now 
Lincoln Avenue in East Saugus, in what was in later years a public 

house known as *' Sunnyside." lie 
^^/ ^^ A^ ^^^^ w*^ married September 10, 1771, by 
Ooe^y^ -j/V^^ /P^'^ Ucv. Joseph Roby. to Abigail Newlmll, 

and May 18, 1784, he was nuirrie<l a 
second time, also by Rev. Mr. Roby, to Mary Potter. His children, all 
by his second marriage, were Daniel, Polly, Patty, George, and Pamelia. 
His death occurred January 16, 1807, and that of his wife, Mary, Novem- 
ber 49, 1807. Mr. Benjamin F. Newhall described El)enezer Stocker 
ns ''a man of sterling worth aind integrity, and great energy of (*har- 
acter.*' From lieing a cor}M)ral in (*uptjiin Kzra Ncwhall's company 
of minute-men on April 11), 177.5, he n>se to the rank of colonel, — a 
rank, however, which was conferred upon him after the war. Dur- 
ing his active service he was known for the most part as Lieutenant 
Stocker. lie had the distinction of l>eing one of the original mem- 
bers of the Miuisachusetts Society of the Cincinnati, having become a 
member in June, 1783, when the Massachusetts society held its first 
meeting on the 0th of the month at Newburg. I'he military record 
of Lieutenant Stocker given in detail is as follows: —

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Stockur, Emjah, — son of Thomas and Klizal>eth (Mansfield) Stocker, 
was born in Saiigus, October 19, 175^, He served with his brother 
Thomas on tlie 10th of April, 1775, in Captain Parker's Saiigiis vom- 
pany. When news reached Lynn that General Burgoyne was advanc- 
ing down the lakes fn)ni Canada, a considerable nund>er of Lynn men 
enlisted to iMitirr the ctaiiipaign against him. Mr. Stocker was one of 
twcnly-Hve Lynn inen who enlistt^l in the company of Captain Zadock 
Buffinton, of Salem, and marched northward. He was present during 
the battles prec^eding the capture of the British general and his army, 
and marched back to (-andiridge with the prisoners, where he was 
discharged Novend>er IM), 1777. 

S'iX)CKER, £^foclI, — is borne on the muster-rolls as seventeen years of age 
in 1777. Is in a list of men mustered from Plymouth County in Cap- 
tain Jacob Allen's company, (*olonel Bailey's regiment, for the month 
of February, 1778, dated Valley Forge; also appears as a private in 
- Captain Adam Bailey's ctompany, Colonel John Bailey's ^2d ^Tassa- 
chusetts regiment; reported wounded; traiisfcrreil t(» cf)r()s of invalids, 
October i5, 1779; serxice from January 1, 1779, to December 31, 1779. 
He went to Wakefield from Lynn in 1787, ami was nuirried November 
^8, 1787, by licv. Joseph Hoby, to Ilunnah Berry, <»f Lynn. His wife 
was a very religious wonmn, though somewhat credulous and excitable. 
They had a daughter, Sally, and possibly other children. He was at 
the battle of Stony Point under General Wayne; was of a volunteer 
coi'))s which nuidc an a.ssanlt upon the enemy's works, and, as he clindicMl 
to the top of the parapet, a British sohlier ran a sword through his 
thigli. Stocker forthwith drcAV trigger, shot his foe, and fell inside 
the fort upon the dead body of his assailant. He lost jiart of one 
hand in battle and was lame from the wound in his thigh. He died 
June 1, 18^1, aged sixty-five, and his wife, Hannah, died Novendicr 
22, 1817, aged sixty-eight. 

Stocker, Ei>iik.\im, — son of John and Ruth (Breed) Stocker, was born in 
Lynn, January 7, 175G; married May 29, 1781, by Rev. Mr. Roby, to 
Rebecca Childs. He was a brother of Ebenezer, Sr., and was living 
in Saugus in 1790, acrcording to the census of that year. The only 
Revolutionary service given is that as (>rivate in C'aptain Kzni New- 
hall's company <»f minute-men which nuirched on the alarm of 
April 19, 1775. 
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SrorKKU, ('.vrrAiN .Iokkimi, -.mm or SsiniucL Jr., iiikI Klizalietli ((irilliti) 
SUickor, wjus born NovciiiIkt II, 1745; inarricfl DccenilKjr 14, 1780» 
by liev. Mr. Treaclwell, to Meliitable Norwood; children, Lydia and 
Zacclieus Norwood, lie died March 8, 1795, aged fifty, and his wife, 
MehiUible, died June J), 17!W, aged thirty -eight. IJoth are buried in 
the old Weslcxii Burial (imuiid. 

lie was a |mvate in Captain Ezra Newhall*s Lynn company on the 
morning of April 19, 1775, and is credited with fifteen days' service. 
Through the remainder of the year 1775 he served as private in Colonel 
Mansfield's regiment. Captain Newhall's company; as sergeant on 
the main guard at Prospect Ilill, under Lieutenant-Colonel L. Bald- 
win; also in (-aptain Newhall's company. Colonel Mansfield's regi- 
ment, cimmianded by Lieutenant-Colonel Israel Hutchinson. He was 
nlso given an order for money in lieu of a bounty coat for eight months' 
service ni that year. The next year, I77(J, he was captain of the 4th 
company, 1st Essex County regiment of Massachusetts militia, com- 
missioned April 90, and also scrve<l <luring the latter part of the year 
as first lieutenant in Captain Joseph Ilea's company, Colonel Timothy 
Pickering, Jr.'s, regiment, which marched to Danbury, Conn., January 
15, 1777. His name appears as sergeant in (*nptain Stephen Wilkins's 
company. Colonel Wigglesworlirs regiment, in a pay abstract for travel 
allowance from Albany home, 910 miles. During the time from No- 
veml>er 11, 1777, to July 3, 1778, he was in and about Cambridge, 
under CnpUiiiis (Jreenwood and Brown, guarding the captured army of 
Burgoyne. In 1770 and I78() he serveil for short |>eri(M]s as first lieu- 
tenant in Captain Addison Richardson's company, in Colonel Jacob 
Gerrish's and Colonel Wade's regiments, near West Point. Honorably 
discharged from the service Octobec 10, 1780. 

Stocker, Thomas, — son of Thomas and Elizabeth (Mansfield) Stocker, 
wns born in Saugus, August 10, 1741; marrieil April 14, 1763, by Ilev. 
Mr. Treiulwell, to Susanna Newhall, daughter of Mo.ses and Susanna 

(Bowden) Newhall, l>orii August 8, 
/^^k// J JL^^ A 1741. His children were Elizabeth, 

^/U^HtdO ^JToOfK^f^ Susamia, Sandi, Mary, Polly, Thomas, 

Lucv, and Charlotte. He served with 
the Saugus company on the alarm of April 19, 1775. His home 
was on the old Boston road, very near the Newhall tavern, in a 
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house still standing (1004), nearly opposite the road which leads to the 
great marshes. Upon the precipitous ledge back of the house his 
grandson, Elbridgc Gerry llawkes, built a house wliich has since liocii 
lowered to a place more convenient, near the road, and is now oc- 
cupied by Dudley B. Fisk. His brother Elijah was in the same com- 
pany, and he himself served later, 1778, on die Committee of Cor- 
resfMindence, lns|>ection, and Safety of the town of Lynn. 

Letters of administration were granted on his estate June 26, 1708, 
his widow, Susanna, being appointed executrix. He was at that time 
described as a yeoman, and his estate, amounting to over $3,000, con- 
sisted in part of the *'Dagyr Pasture," the "Uann Pasture," and tlie 
''Ballard Field." Susanna, his wife, died March 12, 1822. 
Swain, John (the John Swone of the muster-roll), — son of John and Sarah 
Swain, was born in Reading, May 2, 1751. His ancestral line was 
John*, John^, Dr Benjamin*, Major Jeremiah', Jeremiah*, the emi- 
grant ancestor. Major Jereiniiili Swain, his greut-great-grandfatlier, 
born in Charlestown in 16-13, wus a distinguished officer in the Indian 

wars, and was in the Great Swamp 
Fight ill the Nurragansctt War. John, 
the subject of this sketch, was married 
November 24, 1774. by Rev. Caleb 
Prentice, to Lois Walton, of Reading, daughter of Jacob and Eunice 
(Ilawkes) Walton, born March 15, 1752. His home was in the northerly 
part of Lynnfield, in an old house which was burned many years ago. 
He appears many times in the tax levy of the North Precinct, and is 
noted as **Dea<x)n John Swjiin," altlioiigh no rcc«ml ap|>ears of his 
ap[)ointincnt to that office, lie was a member of ('aptain Bancroft's 
company of minutc-iiicn, and niarclicd willi his ncigliUirs to West (Cam- 
bridge, where he joined in the fight of the afternoon of April 10, 1775. 
On April 20, 1770, he enlisted in Captain Ezra Newhairs company. 
Colonel Israel lliilcliinson's ^^7tli rcginiciil, then (h>ing guard duly in 
and around Boston. He is descril>ed as being at that time twenly-five 
years of age, 5 ft. in. in height, of dark complexion, with gray eyes and 
brown hair. Inasmuch as the enlistments in this company were for 
three ycjirs, Swain nndonbtcHlly ac(MMii|>ani<Hl his regiment on the march 
t<i New York, going by way of Norwich, (Joun., and then by water. He 
was in the battles of Fort Washington and Fort Lee, crossed the Jerseys 
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A\-it1i (icneral Wnsliiiigtwn, and was probably at the battle of Trenlon. 
The muster-rolls of tliis f)eri(Ml are incomplete, and it is im|K>ssible to 
give all of his military experience. lI|M)n his return to Lynn he con- 
tinued upon his large farm the occupation of yeoman. His children 
were Oliver, Thomas, Joseph, I^is, JJetsy, Nat, Mary, Sally, and 
Lucinda. His 1^lIl on file in the probate records shows that his farm 
consisted of 128 acres of land, which, with buildings, amounted to 
$5,12.5. Ilis daughters, Sally and Lucinda, were given $110 each, ''with 
privilege of baking in kitchen oven, drawing water at well, and to pass 
and repass to cellar." He died August 24, 1815. His wife died Sep- 
tember 19, 1842, and both are buried in marked graves in tlie Riverside 
Cemetery, North Reading. 

SwEETSEu, P111NKA8, — birth unknown, married September 10, 1747, Mary 
Rhodes. He was a private in (.-aptain William Farrington's (2<l liynn) 
company of militia, which marched on the alarm of April 19, 1775,. 
towanls Concord; service, two days. — Mass. Rolls. 

SwEETSER, Samukl, — was in the company of Captain David Parker, of 
Saugus, at the time of the alarm of April 19, 1775. A Samuel, son of 
rhinra.s and Mary (RlHwIrs) SwrrLscr, was lM»rn in Saugus, Si»ptcndK»r 
24, 1750. A Samuel, son of Samuel, and Lydia (Hawkes) SweeUer^ 
was lM)rn in Saugus, March 4, 1758. Kilher of these young men wa» 

of the right age to have In^en in the 
yj ^^^ service, but no record has been handed 

fctAiiCii/C J'%i^tA4^^^ ilown to show which is enlitlwl to the 
^ honor. On May 5, 1785, one of them 

was marricfl by Rev. Mr. Roby to Lydia Smitli, and this one died in 
Saugus August 8, 1815. The wife, Lydia, died July 22, 1843, aged 
eighty- three. Roth are buried in the old burial-ground at Saugus* 
Centre, where their graves are suitably marked. 
Stmmes, John, — was a private in Captain Parker's Saugus company which 
marched on the alarm of April 19, 1775. The only reference made to- 
him in the Lyim re<!ords is in 1709, when he was elected hog-reeve. 
In the account Ixmk of Dr. James Gardner, under date of April 7, 1797, 
the town <»f Lynn is charge<l for medical attendance upon John Symmes, 
which might indicate that he was a charge of the town. Nothing is 
known of his birth or death. By the records of the Third Parish Church 
he appears to have been one of the fifteen original members when Rev. 
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Joseph Roby was ordained. lie was suspended from membership in 
1758. 

He saw active service in the French and Indian War, and was prob- 
ably too old to take part in the campaigns following the battle of Lex- 
ington. On April 2, 1748, he was one of eight men to be impressed 
into the service of King George II., and was sent to tlie eastern frontier 
for duty, marching with his company to York, Me. lie enlisted March 
ttO, 1758, us 11 private in (-aptuin Simon Slucoudi's company. Colonel 
Joseph Williams's regiment, raised by the Province of Massachusetts 
Bay for the total reduction of Canada. He served eight montlis and 
fifteen <lays, being discharged November *iS, 1758. He re-enlisted 
March 19, 1700, in Captain Henry Young Brown's company, and served 
until November 20, 1700, being allowed pay for 120 miles' travel home. 
He again enlisted March 19, 1762, in Captain Moses Hart's company, 
and served until November 20, 1702. 

'Talbot, Ambrose, — was a member of Captain Farrington's company and 
the last man borne upon the roll. He was married November 24, 
1708, by Rev. Mr.Treadwell, to Elizabeth Johnson, daughter of Edward 
and Bcthia (Newhall) Johnson, Ixirn in Lynn, August 0, 1745. He 
had four children, Sarah, Ambrose, Enoch, and Bethia. He was a 
meml)er of the First C'hurch, owning the covenant November 21 » 
1773. He enlisted September 28, 1770, and served one month in Cap- 
tain George llogers's company, Colonel Nathaniel Jordon's regiment. 
Beyond this nothing is known of him. 

Tarbox, Baxt£u, — son of Jacob and Abigail (Baxter) Tarliox, was born in 
Lynn, August 17, 1754. On the record of the First Church his name 
appears as having ownctl the covenant May 23, 1773. On his Revolu- 
tionary record he appears as having been in the company of Captain 
Asa Barnes, in (Colonel Benjamin Simonds' regiment, which marched 
from LaneslM)ro, October 14, 1780; service, seven days. This was a 
Berkshire regiment. He also served at Concf)rd battle and elsewhere. 

'Tarbox, Benjamin. — A Benjamin, son of Benjamin and Anna, was born 
June 24, 1700, although it cannot be certain that he was the soldier 
whose Revolutionary record follows: —

regiment; muster-roll August 1, 1775; enlisted May 0, 1775; service 
three months, two days; private, Captain Joseph Hiller's company,

also list of men from Onlcrly Hook of C*olonel Hutcrliinson, re|M>rted 
taken prisoner, November 10, 1770, at Fort Washington; also signa- 
ture for advance pay as private. Captain Zadock Buffinton's company. 
Colonel Johnson's regiment; enlisted August 18, 1777; discharge<l 
NovciuIkt ;M), 1777; service, three months, thirteen days, at llie north- 
ward; discharged at Cambridge. — Mass. Uolls. 

Taubox, Danikl, — private in ('apbiin Rufus Mansfield's ccHnpany which 
marched on the alarm of April HI, I77i5, towards Concord; service, 
two t\:\\fi, according to the MHH.<(acliusetts rolls. Accf^rding to Hichard 
Pratt*s list he was Uirn in 1737, and died August 5, 18^^, aged eiglily- 
live, nt l.yiin l%M)rhoiisc. 

A Daniel Tarlxix came to Lvnn fn>in Pelham in Mav, 1704, and the 
marriage intentions of Daniel and Mary Tarbox were published April 4, 
170.';. The children of Daniel were Abigail, Anna, Daniel, and Jere- 
miah. • 

Tarbox, NATiiANinii, — son of Jacob and Abigail, was liom in Lynn, Novem- 
Ikt "ifJ, I7:U; 11 veil on Walcrhill, and wiis the father of Nathaniel, Jr., 
calltnl CapL'iin NalhanieK Nathaniel, St., was married by llev. 
Simon Hradstreet, June 11, 175€, to Ilel>ecca Pearce, of Marblehead, 
and he die<l in Lynn, March 2.';, 178.5, agc<l fifty-two. Ifis wife did 
of dropsy, Dec«ml>er 23, IWH, aged sixty-nine, lie was a private 
in Captain Uufus MansfiehPs (Ith) Lynn cvmi|Kiny of militia which 
marrhed on the alarm of April 19, 1775, to Conconl; service, two 
days; alv> list of men lielonging tr> Captain I^wlsey's cfinipany, who 
t»K»k the ojilh in Middlesex County, July 0, 1775, re^pjircl by Con- 
gress to l>e liikf»n by the Massarhusells anny; also list datwl Maiden, 
Aiijjfisl 3. 177.'5. of MH*n Ijclonjnng bt <':if»tain Eh«azer l>indsey*s cr>m- 
priny. Cn\nitv\ S;iriiiir| (tvrnsU's rr^fii**nt, who sire fTrnliU^I with hav- 
ing rt^-i'iM'i] snroK of iiionfv, probablv on aifc*>unt of advam-e |»ay;

Tarbox, Cafpain Nathaniel, Jr., — son of Nathaniel ami Reliecca l^earce, 
was born at Marblehead, November 3, 1752; marrieil June 22, 1775, 
to Abigail, daughter of Thomas and Abigail Cox. lie died in I^ynii, 
December 13, 1831, at the age of seventy-nine. The home of Nathan- 
iel, Jr., was on Waterhill Street, in an old house next but one to May 
Street. A note-book in his handwriting has been preserved, wliicli 
contains some notes of interest, among them the following: — 

"Apral the 19 1775 
the fight Begun at Concard with ous alx>ut twelve oCI<Kk in the fournoon and 
Ave all got home the next day except one that was kilcil in Hotli our Compneys 
and Blese<l l)c Grod for it. 

"The Grod of marcy lie adord 
who Calls our souls fmui death 
who saves By his Hedet'ining word 
and new (^I'catiMi Bivutli.'* 

Also: — 

"Boston, July 14, 1770. Natliau id Tail nix, Junior and wifo, Kratlrick BrtHnl 
and wife, they all had the small |m>x and (jot lioiuc well August the (», 177U 
and Blessed l>e God for it.'* 

Frequent entries made during the Hevolutionary piM'iod show him 
in account with Edward Johnson, Joel an<l .Vanni Breed, Nathan 
Newliall, and Harris Clindwcll, Josiali Breed, (*n|dain James Uobin- 
son, Amos Uhodes, Daniel A. B. and Charles Newhall. lie evidently 
kept store for Mr. Joseph Ballard, also a soldier, for many entries 
indicate the fact. In a note at the end of the l>(M)k we find: "The fol- 
lowing served in (JapUiin Ezra Newhalfs company in Colonel John 
MansfieKi's regiment. Nath. Tarbox, Jr., Daniel Lindscy, Israel 
Cheever, John Baker and Abel Belknap." All of these names are 
l>orne out by the muster-rolls. lie was evidently a thrifty man, for 
his accounts all balance, and the number of shoes sold indicates that he 
wsis busy. It would appear that many of his shoes were .sohl in Ports- 
mouth, N.K. lie died at the home of his grand-daughter, Betsey 
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C'lumlc. llis widow, Al>igiiil, wits piMisioncfl at llic rale of $IJ3 per 
year. She died February IJJ, 1844, at the age of ninety. At the time 
application was made for a pension the son of Captain Nathaniel, 
George M. Tarbox, stated in his de|X)sition that he had often heard 
his father say that during the battle of Bunker Hill he was within 
range of the firing, and that the bullets rattle<l like hailstones against 
an old house just behind him, and that one bullet struck a man beside 
him; that he felt that he would have gone into the battle cheerfully 
if his officers had led on their men. lie had often also been toM by his 
father that the latter, while In the army, had at one time conmiand of 
sixteen men, among whom was his own father, and that with said com- 
mand he had had charge of a magazine. 

HoLscy ('hoatc, the grand -daughter, KUite<l that she had had the care 
of her grandfather's papers for the last six or seven years of his life, 
and that she distinctly rcmcmlKTcd burning his ccmnnissions as a lieu- 
tenant and captain of the militia, one of which was signed by John 
Hancock and ihc oilier bv John Adams. 
The Ma.ssacliuselLs rolls give the following record: —

Tauhox, William, — was born in Lynn in 1755, married September 23. 
177J), to Lydia Attwill. His home was on the northwest corner of 
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Bridge Street, in a house torn down about 1800. His children were 
Lydia, Mary, William, Anna, John, and Samuel. Among tlie deatlisi 
in an old newspa(>er record is found the following: ''Sept. Hi, 18^U» 
in Lynn, suddenly, Mr. William TarUtx, a Kcvohitioiiary soldier, 
aged 70.'* This would make the date of his birth 1753 instead of 
1755, as recorded in the I^ynn records. lie is burie<i on the western 
side of the old Western Ground, beside his wife, who died January ^U» 
1828, at the age of seventy- three. An old pension certificate still in 
possession of his grand-daughter, Mrs. William Waitt, indicates that he 
was placed on the roll at the rate of $8 per month, from April 13, 1818,. 
and that the money Wiis payable semi-annually from the United Stiites 
Branch Bank in Boston. The certificate was signed by John C. Cal- 
houn. The record at the Pension Office states that he was a private 
in Captain Ezra Newhall's cK)mpany, Colonel Israel Hutchinson's 
regiment, service one year, and that he was honorably ilischargcHl in 
the Sti^te of New Jersey. At the time of his ap]>licalion his occupation 
was that of a laborer, and he worked out occasionally, although his 
annual im^me was not over $50 per year. It was also stated that he 
was weak and ftvble. He was allowml i|(85.(>3 back pay, and before 
his death drew $l,01):i.K(i. 
TiioMi'soN, i^iKUTENANT EiiWAUi), — scrgeaiil, (*aptain Ezra Newhairs 
company. Colonel J(»hn MansfieUrs regiment, year not given, probably 
1770; also return dated Boxford, December 8, 1770, (»f men mus- 
tered by John Cushing, muster-nuister for Essex County, to join the 
(Continental Army for the term of nine iiumllis, agreeable !<» res4»lve of 
June 0, 1770; engaged for the town of Lynn. 

Nothing further has been found concerning this man. 

TowNSEND, Daniel, — private, son of Deacon Daniel and Lydia (Sawyer) 
T<»wiisciid, was born on llu^ so-calltMl ** NiHKlliani I'lacc'* in Lynnfi(*ld 
Centre, December iiO, 1738. In some respects his name is perhaps 
the liest known of any connected with liynn during the Revolutionary 
War. His biography is one of the very few ever published, his service 
has been the subject of many patriotic allusions, and his grave has been 
pointed out for over one hundre<l and thirty years as that of a martyr 
in the cause of liberty. 

He was one of a large family of children, among whom was 'J'homas 
with whom he was closely associated. He was married in Beading^ 
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JHiiuary 14, 1764, to Zerviali Upton, of Reading, born in 1744, daughter 
of John Upton. They began life in the house which stood at the junc- 
tion of the road below Piiling*s Pond, about one mile souUi of Lynn- 
field Centre. This house was owned at Uie time by Samuel Orne, 
an<l stood until 1899, when it was struck by lightning and burned. 
June 30, 1771, he with his wife, Zerviah, owned Uie covenant and joined 
the Second Parish Church, and there his children were baptize<l: John, 
and Daniel, July 7, 1771; Jacob, August 4, 1771; Zerviah, August 29, 
1773; and Lydia, January 15, 1775. Daniel Townsend took little j)art 
in town nlTairs, serving only jis wanlon in 1771 an«l lusscssor in 1775. 
lie early jointnl the niinutc-nien of the parish, however, and with his 
brother Thomas, who was a lieutenant, marched to Menotomy, where 
ihey met the British on the retreat to Bixston. The story of Mr. Town- 
send 's tragic death hjis l)een told el.sewhere. It is sufficient to say here 
that at ^vc o'clock in the afternoon of April 19, 1775, he found him- 
self between the fiank guard and main line of tlie British anny, at the 
house of J;i,son HussrII in Mciiotomv, nn<l that he made a brave effort 

• 

to escape, but fell, riddh*d with the bullets of the enemy. Fmm the 
best information obtainable it appears that his neighbors carriefl his 
body Imhiic that nighl, arriving during the small hours of the morning. 
The unusual cfmimotion in the n)ad. the c«)iifused voices of men, and 
the moving alM)Ul of their lanlerns in the yanl betokened to Mrs. Town- 
send that something unusual had taken place. The shock of the news 
was one from which she never recovereil, and her own death followed 
that of her husband in Octol>er of the same year. Mr. Townsend's 
remains were laid in the best room of the old house, and a portion of 
his neighl)ors remaine<l as a yeoman guard of honor. It is snppose<l 
that the fnnernl was held in the Second Parish Church, and that Bev. 
Benjamin Adams prea<'he<l the funeral sermon, the entire town being 
in attendanct*. The church records bear this sim|>le and c]uaint entry: 
**Ap. 10 1775 Died Dan'U Townsend in a Battle with the Uegularsv 
he was shot <lown dead in a moment, in the 30th year of his age." The 
Essex Gazette of May •i, 1775, contained the following: " He was a con- 
stant and ready friend to the poor and affHcte<l; a g«MMl adviser in cases 
of difficulty; a mihl nn<l sincere reprover. Tn short, he was a friend 
to his country, a blessing to so<'iety and an ornament to the church of 
which he was a member." 
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In the precinct reeords of Novenilier ii^, 1775, it is slated Uiut William 
Richardson was chosen assessor in the place of Daniel Townsend. 
The grave of Mr. Townsend is appropriately marked by a black slate 
stone with the following inscription : — 

"Sacred to the memory of Mr. Daniel Townsend, who was skiiu at the Battle 
of Lexington, April 19, 1775, aged SO." 

"Lie, valient Townsend, in the ixMieefiil sluides; we trust. 
Immortal honors mingle with tliy dust. 
What though thy body struggled in thy gore? 
So did thy Saviour's body, long before; 
And as he raised his own, by power divine. 
So the same power shall also quicken thine. 
And in eternal glory mayst thou shine." 

Mrs. Townsend *s gravestone bears this inscription: — 

"Sacred to the memory of Mrs. Zeruiah Townsend, relict of Mr. Daniel 
Townsend, who died Oct. 10 1775, aged 31. 



"Death has now my life swept away 
To follow my com|mnion dear; 
But Christ cull Ix^ir my soul away. 
And land it on the heavenly shore." 

Daniel Townsend has many descendants still living (1004) in Lynn, 
among them being three grandchildren, Mrs. Henry II. Breed, Mrs. 
Daniel Rich, and Mrs. Eliza M. Atkinson. The musket which he 
carric<l on the 10th of April is still in c\istcn(*c, in the pos.scssion of 
Mr. William II. Townseml, of Lynn. 
I'owNSEND, Thomas, — sergeant, son of Deacon Daniel and Lydia (Sawyer) 
Townsend, was born in Lynnfield, August i^.S, 173(>. His father was 
made a d(*a<!tHi of the S<HK»iid I'arisli (/liiircli two years aflcr. Thonia.s, 
as well as his brother, Daniel, who was killed on the 1 0th of April, 
was born on the old **Needham Place." He married, August ^9, 

17({'2, Susanna, daughter of William 
and Susanna (ircen, of Heading. His

(;as, Mehitable, Aaron, Sarah, and 
Ann. On October 30, 1763, he with his wife joined the Lynnfield 
church. In l7G(i he was a tithing-man, and in 1770 clerk of the par- 
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isli. He was one of ti conimitlec of three to cure for llie scIichiI in 1775. 
On the ahirni of the battle of Lexington l^honiiis Townsend went with 
his company to Menotoiny and lie was present when his brother Daniel 
was killed, and was among those who brought the body home that 
night. ()(rtfil>cr *)0, 177(>, '^l^honnis was coniniissioncfl as first lieutenant 
of the (Hh (rompany, C'oloncl Timothy Pickering's regiment. During 
the year following he did guard duty in Hoston. Jn 178^ he was one 
of the selectmen, this Ijeing his Itust public service in Lynnfield. July ^, 
179^2, the church at Lyimfield voted a transfer to him and his wife to 
the church in Reading, Vt., to which place he removed that year. 
Thomas Townsend died in Heading, Vt., July ^7, 1814, and is buried 
in the cemetery at Bailey's Mills in that place. His wife died February 
19, 1813, of spotted fever, and is buried at his side. The graves are 
ninrked by shmcs bearing siiiUiblo inscriptions. DescendanLs are still 
living in Reading, Vl. 
TuEADWKiiL, Rkv. JoifN, — w'ixs nn'nislcr of the First Parish in Lynn. He 
wjis lM»rn in Ipswich, September "5?(), 1738, and wiis ordained at iiynn, 
March 2, 17()3, where he preacheil for nineteen years. September 15, 
17(13, he was married by Rev. Mr. Emerson to Mrs. Melii table Dexter, 
of TopsficM. Rev. John Trea<lwell was cho.sen a memln^r <»f the Com- 
mittee of Safety on April «3, 1775, 
^^^ Cy^ s yy »"d was always foremost in patriotic 
^^f/i^^ y>C£»^C^:^^oU^ proceedings. On Sundays, Mr. J^wis 

tells us, he ap|>eareii in the pulpit with 
his cartridge-box under one arm and his sermon under the other, and 
went into the pulpit with his musket loade<i. In 1787 he removed to 
Salem. He wsis a representative of Ipswich and Salem, a senator of 
Essex County, and judge of the Court of C'ommon Pleius. His Revo- 
lutionary king*s arm musket, engraved with his initials, is in the Essex 
Institute at Salem. It is of brass, inlaid, and a fine gun for those days. 
All of his corres[)ondence upon his resignation from the old First Church 
is filed in Salem at the same place. He died January 5, 1811, and his 
will on file in the probate reconls covers six closely written pages and 
is one of the finest to be foimd of the old wills. His wife at his decease 
was llanmdi. indicating a second marriage. His .son, John Dexter, 
was made executor. His only daughter, Mehitable C-leveland, of 
Charleslown, was menlioncfl, as well as his daughter-in-law, Dorothy, 
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the wife of John Dexter. A large amount of property waa listed, and 
the funeral charges amountetl to $418.80. 

Trench, Wiluam, — married by Uev. Mr. Uoby, May 15, 1778, to Mary Wail. 
Private, C2i|>tiiin Ezra NewhaU's company, Colonel MansHehrs 
regiment; order for advance pay signed by said 'iVcnch and others, 
dated Cambridge, June 8, 1775; also private, same company and 
regiment; muster-roll dated August 1, 1775; enlisted May 1, 1775, 
Ncrvice, one month, ten «lays; also ('aptitin Newliairs company, (\>l- 
onel Mansfield's regiment, commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel Israel 
Hutchinson; company return dated October 0, 1775; re[M>rted en- 
listed into the train June 8, 1775; also bombardier.

Topi's, David, — cH)r(M)ral, was l>orn in 17GIJ; married three times, first 
to Jane Afassey, by Uev. Obadiah Parsons, May 18, 1788. She was 
the daughter of Henjamin and Sarah (Hart) Massey, born in Lynn, 
January *M), 1707. Their children were Jane, David, Samuel, and 
Sally. Jane, the mother, ditnl Novendu^r 10, 17!)5. lie married, mn'.-

8, 1770. Their children were Mary, Frances, Joseph llart, William, 
Francis, Mary, Joseph llart. '^Phe children are buried near him in the 
old Western Ground, as are also the first two wives. Eunice died 
June i^O, 1854, in Connecticut. He dicnl July 0, 18^23, at the age of 
sixty. 'Phe home of David 'Pufts was an old house, which stood on 
the corner of Fe<leral Street and Western Avenue, lorn down many 
years ago. He kept one or two horses, and ran llie first express busi- 
ness in Lynn. He died intestnte, and the inventory of his )>roperty 
showe<l a dwelling-house, barn and buihlings adjoining the Lynn lloteU 
also eleven acres of land on Pine Hill. The pension retards show that

Colonel 
Samuel Jolins<Mrs regimeni; enlisted August l.*;, 1777; service lo Noveni- 
hcr IM), 1777; three monllis, sixttvii «l:iys; dischnrgiHl at Cambridge. 

TuiTLK, Edwaho, — relurnecl as a seaman in exchange for Krilish prisoners 
sent to New York in the cartel hrig " Favorite," ex<'hange<l for Timothy 
Driimmond; perhaps also a private in Captain Stephen Wilkins*s 
company. Colonel Wiggleswortirs regiment; travel fnuu Albany lo 
Danvers sworn to January lo, 1777. 

TrrriiK. John, — third in line from Richard Tuttle, of Hoston, who came 
here in the ship "Planter" in 1(»JW. His grandmother y\nn Mary, 
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(luuglilcr of liUlwunl llolyokc, of Ijynii. .loliii TiiUle was liorii Octolier 
16, 17!){8, ill Uiiiiiney Marsh, now Chelsea, ami iiiherileti his father's 
estate. He was married December 14, 1752, by Kev. Mr. llench- 
man, to Mary nurriti, danghter of Kl>ene/.er liurrill, K.sc|. In 177'i, 
with the consent of liis wife, Mary, he sold his farm in Chelsea and came 
to Lynn. His sons, Ezra and Jolui, were both in the Hevolution, and 
Ezra, the yonnger, who dieil in 185&, at the age of ninety, renicmbereii 
his father well and always s|>oke of him as a Uevolnlionary soldier. 
There are those now living who remember the statement of Ezra that 
his father came into the lionse and bade the family giMMl-bye, saying, 
*'The British are u|)on us," and, taking his gun, left never to return. 
The family tradition is that the father was killed in 1778. Mary Bur- 
rill, John's wife, is buried in the old Western Ground in a marked 
grave with the following inscription: *' Here lies the body of Mrs. Mary 
Tuttle, wife of Mr. John Tuttle and daughter of Ebenezer Burrill, 
Esq. who died Aug. G, 1778, in the 4()tli year of her age." As no stone 
appears to the memory of John, the tradition that he was killed and 
lost may be true, although from the record on the Masachusetts rolls 
it would appear that he was in the war through 1780. 

TirrriiE, John, Jr., — son of John antl Mary (Burrill) Tuttle, was born 
April 18, 1750. A pension of five dollars [>er month was paid to a John 
Tuttle, private in the Massachusetts troops, Uevolnlionary War, in 
1801. This was last paid March 3, 1807, marketl "dead." This is 
simply a reconl in an ancient Itook in Washington. An afiplicalion is 
not on Hie, for the p2i)>ers filed in the pen.sion claims prior to 1814 were 
destroyed that year by lire. 

TuTi'LK, IliciiAiti), — born in 1755, married Se)>tend)cr ^i8. 177J), by Rev. 
Mr. lloby to Eunice Burrill. He was a private in Ca))lain Addison 
Richardson's coin)mny, C'olonel Jacob (xcrrish's regiment of guards; 
enlisted October 18, 1771); discharged Novend>er 2^, 1779; one month, 
sixteen days, service at Claverack. Another record gives the follow- 
ing: Enlisted last of Oeccndicr, 1775, to serve in the new army for one 
year; private, Ca))t{iin Richard Dodge's company. Colonel Loammi 
Baldwin's regiment; age, twenty; residence, Lynn; enlistment dated 
December 8, 1775; also Zadock Buffinton's company, Colonel Sam- 
uel John.son's regiment, August i^O to Nuvcndier SO, 1777, three months, 
eleven days; dischargcil at (*and>ridge. Appears on an order at 
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('liclsoa Mnrc-li 18. 1777. lie iiiuclo ii|)|iltcatioii for ii pension March 
IM, 1818, nl which lime he wtus ii resident of Chelsea, lie died at Bur- 
lington, Mass., March ^, 1835, leanng three sons, Israel, of Saugus, 
Ebenezer, of Lynn, and Aaron, of Burlington. 

TiT'rriiE, Sam IT EI., — first child of John and Mary (Burrill) Tuttle, was born 
at Chelsea, Mass., on November 2, 1753. He emigrateil to St. Stephen, 
N.B.. when his father sold his fanti in 1772, and when he was about 
nineteen years old. 

"And when in 1701 the island [Moose Island, now Eastport) was 
surveycfl, by order of the General Court of Massachusetts, nearly all 
of them [meaning the claimants of land ufion which they had previ- 
ously "squatted"] received grants of the lots which at first they occu- 
pied without title, or perhaps only claim of title, and among tliese were 
and Tuttle, of St. Stephen, (iranl No. 2 of 100 acres ran to Sam- 
uel Tuttle under claim of title fto early rw 1772. It is probable that 
before the war he visited this locality on a fishing exhibition, and then 
.set up his cltiim, for he did not become a resident of the island till the 
fall of 1783." 

But, W'hen he learned that the gradual encroachments of the mother 
government ufKin the |M)litical rights of the colonists had provoked 
them to armed resistance, lie hastened back to his native town of Chel- 
sea to leiul such as.sistauce to the movement as (lalriotism should direct. 
In pursuance of this resolution he is found serving in Ca|)tain Sam- 
uel Sprague's company on the "Alarm of April 19, 1775," otherwise 
known as the battle of I^xington. 

In liis application to the general govcrmnent in 1832 for a pen- 
sion as a Revolutionary soldier it is learned he was engaged in the 
important battles of Bemis Heights, which occurred in September and 
()clol>er, 1777, and which resultefl in the surrender of Burgoyne at 
Saratoga a few days later. 

The following is a summary of Samuel Tuttle's application for a 
pensicm as a soldier of the Revoluti<^n.'iry War: — 

He servecl six months in 1770 as sergeant in Captain NewhalTs com- 
pany, ('olonel Putnam's regiment, SUite of Massachusetts; eighteen 
months in 1777-78 Jis sergeant and lieutenant in Captains Gray 
and Williams's companies. Colonel Craft's and Greaton's regiments; 
took part in the battles of Bemis Heights; was a resident of Lynn, 
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Mass., when he enlisted; was a resident of Wosliington County, Maine, 
when he applieil for a pension, on SepleniLier ^S, IStH, at the age of 
seventy -eight years. His chum was allowe<l. 

S(|uirc 'rutllc, as lie was generally known thnnighont Washington 
County and the neighboring New Brunswick towns of St. Stephen and 
St Andrews, was a man of great energy and industry, and his activities 
were to a considerable extent identiiieii with the welfare and progress 
of the struggling town of Eastport in the first part of the last century. 
IJis attire up to the time of his death, April ^7, 1845, was that of the old- 
time colonial gentleman, — knee breeches >\ith buckles, long waistcoat, 
with capacious pockets, elaborately frilled shirl-l>osom, and hair braided 
en queue. 

His first wife was Lydia Meachem, and his second the widow Betsey 
Buxton. By his first wife he had nine children: Samuel, Lydia (Liver- 
more), Kben Burrill, Mary ((fitter), John, Absalom, Isaac, Jacob, 
and Kdward. 

TuTTLE, William, — ^son of Joanna, baptized June 10, 1745; married by 
Abncr (^hecver May ^5, 1788, lo Kli/.abcth, daughlcr of Djivid and 
Klizal>eth Newnuin. June Ui), 18^0, he a)>pcarcd before llie Court 
uf Common Pleas at Salem and made oalli lliat he was wcu'th $1'2, 
sixty-one years of age, laborer, lame in knee and very infirm, wife 
age<l fifty-three an<l son William, age<l eiglileen. Served in Captain 
Grant's company. Colonel Glover's regunenl, in 1776, and then three 
years in Captain Whipple's company. Colonel Putnam's regiment, 
and then enlisted to serve during the war in several companies. At 
the end of the war was in Captain Benson's company. He lived in 
Saugus; served six years; pensioned at the rate of $8. 

Under list of soldiers who had land grants, he was given a claim for 
100 acres, K>cation unknown. He difnl Septendier 14, 18*^8, at Ihe 
age of eighty-three yeiirs. 

Twist, Benjamin, — private, was probably l>orn in Danvers, son of Ben- 
jamin Twist, who W21S assesscil in the North Parish first in 1700, and 
died November 10, 1701. Benjamin, Jr., was probably the soldier 
who serveil in the French and Indian War from March 19 to Novend)er 
1, 1750, in the company of Captain Israel David, of Danvers. He was 
married by Rev. Mr. Adams, of I^ynnfield, October 11, 1770, to Rebecca 
Gowing, daughter of Gideon, l)orn October 12, 1747. He evidently 
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uu>ve<l to Siiugua, for he nppenrs on the rt)ll of Captiiiii Parker *s coiii> 
paiiy. Nothing further is known of him. 
Twist, Epiiraim, — wjis one of the companions of Henry Ilallowell at Trenton 
when they fell sick and were carried to Philadelphia, lie died there 
about January 1, 1777, as did also Mr. Newman and Mr. Halph Lindsay. 
Upton, Abkaham, — private, son of Abraham and Susanna (Upton) Upton, 
was born in North Reading, Mass., March 28, 1757. His father was 
a tailor, and lived in Lynnfield between 1700 and 1770. He moved 
back to Reading, however, where he diefl July 7, 1795, aged sixty-six. 
Abraham, the son, servcil in Captain Bancmft's company of minute- 
men at the Lexington alarm. After the battle of J^xington he enlisted 
in (*aptain John Baker's company. Colonel Israel Hutchinson's regi- 
ment, and served until the Ist of January, 177({, doing guard duty 
during the siege of Boston. He received an order for a l>ounly c^at at 
Winter Hill, December 25, 1775. When the troops of General Bur- 
goyne arrived in Cambridge in the fall of 1778, he enlisteil as private 
in Captain Miles Greenwood's company. Colonel Jacob (ierrish's 
regiment, and served from Novend>er 11, 1777, to April 3, 1778, guard- 
ing the capturwl British Army. 

Either during or scmhi after the war he niove<l to Salem. He mar- 
ried Judith Bacheller, of An<h>ver, April 27, 17JM'. After her death 
he married, sc<hmmI, DcccimIkt '1H, IHCM), PIhcIx* Ihiward, <if Salciu. 
They had one chihl, Judith. He died in Salem, August 20, 1818, aged 
sixty -one, and is burietl in the Howard Street burinl-ground. His 
grave is nuirkeil with a slate stone. 
Upton, John, — private, does not appear u|)on precinct or church records 
in Lynnfield. It is (piite probable that he was the son of John and

His wife dicnl May 1, 
1821. Children, John, who married Mary Neirilham, Stephen, Daniel, 
Daniel, Hannah, Mary, Nathaniel, Ebenez^'r Sprague. 
UiTON, Lieutenant John, — Was the son of John and Tabitha Upton, 
born October 10, 1740, nuirried, first, by Rev. Joseph Roby to Sally 
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Pool, May 5, 1768. His wife, probably of Saugus, died March *iii, 
1790, aged fifty-one. They had one son, John. His second marriage 
was to Hannah Nichols, in November, 1800. Slie died September 17, 
1837, aged eighty-nine. Lieutenant John Upton was the fifth John 
in the line from John who was born in 1620. His home was in Lynn- 
field, on the place now owned by Mr. Frank Hart, and the house still 
standing on Chestnut Street is one of the l>est s|)ecimcns of the old 
houses in Lyiinficld. Here he piissed his h>ng life, u «'ordwainer, like 
his father, though owning land and carrying on otlier business. He 
was a man of good mind and strong character, in ])ersonal appear- 
ance of metliuni height, |M)rtly, and digiiifie<l. In politics in the later 
years of his life, he was a Fetlcralist, strongly opposed to the JoiFcrsonian 
school of Democrats. His military rec*ord given in the Massachusetts 
rolls is as follows: — 

Ensign in Captain Ezra NewhalFs company, April 19, 1775; ser- 
vice, five days; also lieutenant, muster-roll of Ca))tain Ezra Newhali's 
company. Colonel Mansfield's regiment, dated August 1, 1775; enlisted 
April i24, 1775; service, three months, fifteen days; commissioned 
licuteimnt June 7, 1775; al.so company return, same c<impany, dated 
October 6, 1775. 

In his a))plicali(m for a pension, August 11, 1832, at the age of eighty- 
live, application being nuule under the act of that year, his deposition 
states that after the battle of Lexington he was appointed as lieutenant 
in a company of infantry commanded by Captain Ezra Newhall, in the 
regiment of C'oloncl John Mansfield, in which he served eight months, 
from April, 1775, to January, 1776, at which time the regiment was 
disbandcnl at (Cambridge. His commission filed at Washington, with 
his application for a pension, is in superb shape, and is reproduced in 
this volume. John Winn, of Salem, made oath at the time that he 
wiui well acfpminte<l with Upton, having known him for sixty years, 
and having lived in the house with him in 1775. Winn also distinctly 
remembered having visited him in camp at Ciunbridge. 'i'he declara- 
tion was made before Judge Cummings, Ujiton being too feeble to 
appear. He was pensioned at $106.47 per year from March 4, 1831, 
receiving $213.34 back pay. 

Lieutenant Upton died in Lynnfield, April 30, 1838, and is buried 
in the old burying-ground in Lynnfield Centre, The gravestone has 
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llic droll tiiscriptioii fle.scTil>inf^ one wife "<lo[M)sit(Ml on tlic right" iitul 
llie other "de[)osite<l on tlie left.'* 
ViALL, Nathaniel, — son of Siiniuel and Mary (Tuttle) Viall, was born 
in the old Boy n ton house, (.'liftondale, March 28, 1762. lie married 
Betsey Clark, February 13, 1784. Septenil>er 8, 1787, he moved to 
Jamaica, Vt., and in 1821 to Dorset, Vt., Of his fifteen children, 
twelve sons and three daughters, all lived to grow up. They were 
Sally, Nathaniel, Mary, Samuel, John, KIlis, Burrell, Bennett, James, 
Thonins Ixh\ Jasper, Asa B., Eliza, nnd Sullivan. 'J'hc son, Samuel, 
who was lH>rn in Jamaica, Vt., May 24, 1780, died in Lynn, March 31, 
18(J5, and is burie<l in Pine Grove Cemetery. He is noted as a soldier 
of the War of 1812. The Vialls were of Si-otch descent and traceable 
to John Viall, l)orn in Kill, who came to Bost«)n. Nathaniel was a 
farmer, cleared up his own land in Vermont, and lived in a log house. 
Both he and his wife died in Dorset, Vt., where they were buried, a 
monument bearing the inscription, " A soldier of the Revolution." 
Naduinicr.s dcalh fK'cnrrnI Oclobcr CI, 18KI, and that of his wife, BcLsey, 
()ctol>er 1, 1849. Both were pen.sioners, he haWng enlistefi in Feb- 
ruary, 1770, at Lynn, .serving in C'aptain Nathan Sargent's crompany, 
of Mahlcn, at Fort Hill, guanling lr<M)ps. lie was also a private in 
Captain Addi.son llichardson*s company, Cohmel Wade's regiment, 
from August 1 to December 1, 1781; also private in Captain Ralph 
'l'honip.soirs company, Liculcnanl-Cohuicl Webb's rcginuMit. He was 
at West Point at the time of Arnold's treason. 

Viall, Samuel, — .son of Samuel and Mary (Tuttle) Viall and brother 
<if Nathaniel, was born June 4, 17.'50, livetl with his parents in the old 
Boynton House, Cliftomlale, until after the Revolution, when he re- 
moved to Vermont, lie was married by Rev. Mr. Roby, of Saugus, 
to Susanna Stocker, March 8, 1788. llis son, Boynton Viall, was a 
famous maker of gravestones, and had a shop on Market Street, Lynn, 

ynear the present Harrison Court. His 
j^ // / jk^ other crhildren were Stocker and Sally.

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pears Willi llic rank of privalc on llio ('onlinciiUil Army pay acrcounU 

from March 1, 1777, to December 1, 1780. From ]78l to 178:i a.s a i 

sergeant, lie was in several engagements and was at the captnre of I 

Burgoyne. lie was granted a pension under the act of 1818 of $8 per 

month. During the latter part of his life, which was spent in Ver- 
mont, he at one time kept the toll-gate at the foot of the Green 

Mountains, near Manchester. In 171)8 he bn>ke his leg and was 

left a cripple, lie die<l at the home of his daughter, Mrs. Kli 

Thatcher. 
Waitt, Ezra, — born in 1755, in Saugus, was the son of Ezra and Sarah 

(liawkes) Waitt, who were married March 8, 1754, by Rev. Mr. Uoby. 

Ezra, the son, was married by Rev. Mr. Roby to Sarah Hutchinson, 

May 15, 1778. Soon after his nuirriage he moved to East Maiden, 

where he died July 'i, 1831, at the age of seventy-six. lie is buried in a 

uuirke<i grave in the Salem Street cemetery, Mahlen. I lis wife, Sarah, 

died in MaUlen, Septeud>er i^7, 1831), aged eighty-two. In the Essex 

probate reconls appears the following: "'On Aug. 14, 1771, Ezra 

Waitt being a minor of fifteen, fl<».soph Edmunds was ap|H>inte<l his 

guardian, while Stunuel Viall and Ephraim Brown a)>))car as witnesses.

Colonel John Greaton's regiment; resi- 
dence, Ijynn; niustere<l by Colonel Barber; also on a list of men mus- 
tered into the Continental Army from 1st Essex County regiment, 

February 16, 1778; residence, Lynn; enlisted for the term of three 

years or during the war; joined ('a)itain Williams's crompany, (Colonel 

Greaton's regiment. He was |>erhaps the son of John and Hannah 

(Galley) Wait, of Tjynn, bt)rn July 5, 1734; married Mary DunnelU 

January iil), 1751. 
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Walton, N.vtii.vn, - privnir, S4iii of Josiitli aiul Uiilli (liirlinnlMoii) \Vult(»n, 
was l)orii ill Hciulin^, Ma.ss., May "iXy 1753. His home wjus very near 
the LyiinfieUi line in a small house on llie northerly side of the road, 
in what is now calte<l INIontrose. His afGliations were witli the Lynn- 
fiolfl )UM>plr although, strictly speaking, he* was a Urading man. He 

hccame a mend>er of Oapt^iin Han- 
croft's ct)mpany, and marched with it 
on the l»th of April, 1775. This 
iip|>oars to have Ikhmi his oidy milibiry 
service. He was marriiMl in Heading, February IJ, 177$), by Hev. Caleb 
IVentice, to Mary Twist, of ivynnfiehl, He later moved to Lynnfield, 
being warned out in 1785.

Walton. Olivkii, — son of Jonathan and Klizal>eth ((Ircen) Walton was 
Ik^hi in Heading, now Wakefield, August 2, 1758. JHs father liveil 
in the house cl«)sc to the railmad now ownctl by J. I). Walton, of New 
York, and this hcnne Oliver aflcrwanis owmnl and occupic^l. The 
[)resent house is much allereil in appearancre from the one of former 

days. Oliver Walton was married

was a soldier of the Hevolution and **a cjuiet and industrious citizen." 
He enlisletl May .*J0, 1775, as a private in Captain Samuel Sprague's 
company; servici*, eight numlhs; January, 177W, K\\^. month.s, in Cap- 
Ijiin Han(Tofl's company, ('olonel Heed's regiment; May, 1777, two 
months in Captain Wyman's company; l)ecend>er, 1777, three months 
in Captain Pon<rs company. Colonel Brook's regiment; July, 1780, 
(-aptjiin John MilTs company, six numths. Holl dated West Point, 
February 18, 1781; age given as twenty-two years; height, 5 ft. 10 in.; 
coni|)lexion. ruddy; arrive<l at S[)ringfield July 10, 1780; discharged 
l)eceud>er "iO. 1780. He was also in the expedition to Hhode Island 
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on the iilariu of the summer of 1777. lie was there discharged at Point 
Judith. 

He applied for a pension September 5, 183^2, at which time Josliua 
Burnhani, of Stoneliam, uiach^ oath ihat he scrvcnl with Walton. His 
jiension was allowed, an<l he was renicndicrcd as a tidl nnui with wliile 
hair, who went to Boston personally onire a year to get his pension. 
Descendants are now living in Wakefield. His children were Kcl>ec*ca, 
BcLscy, Polly FcUon, Nancy, Oliver, INIcrscMia, lic<»nard, Jonathan Tar- 
bell, John, Sarah, and Jotham. 
Walix)N, Timothy, — lieutenant, son of Josiali and Buth (Uichardson) 
Walton, was liorn in tliat part of Beading now called Wakefiehi, Janu- 
ary 15, 1743. He was married by Bev. Joseph Boby, October 17, 17G(i, 
to Rebecca Mansfield, daughter of Andrew and Mary (Newhall) Mans- 
iield, born in South Lynnfield, October 19, 174G. He built a house u|>on 
land originally in the possession of his father-in-law, at the junction of 
tlie present mads lo Wakefiehl and South f^ynuHcld. This spot is now 
occupied by Mr. Andrew Mansfield, of the ninth generation to bear the 
latter name. Timothy Walton afipears on the records of the I^ynnfieltl 
parish in 1709. His children were Timothy, Josiah, Amos, Joseph, 
Ebcnczcr, Andrew, James, Buth, and Bcbccca. 

April iiO, 1770, he was commissioned second lieuleimnt of ('a|)taui 
John Upton's sixth company, 1st Essex County regiment, and also as 
second lieutenant in Captain John Perkins's 0th company. Colonel 
Timothy Pickering's 1st Essex County regiment, October 30, 1770. 
The sword which he is said to have carried al llic battle of Bunker Hill 
is preserved in the Essex Institute at Salem, having been presented by 
his grandson, Eben Walton, of tluit city. 

He served as assessor in 1777 and constable in 178^. In 17tM> he 
sold his farm to Andrew Mansfield, and moved back to South Beading, 
where he died, March 1, 1818, aged seventy-five. His wife, Bebecca, 
died October 20, 1820, and their graves are suitably marked in the old 
cemetery at Wakefield. Mr. Walton was a brother of Nathan, and the 
name still continues an honorable one in the town of their birth. 
WA'n^, Daniel, — son of John and Elizabeth (Ingalls) Watts, was l)orn 
in Lynn, January 20, 1707. "^rhe Pension Officre gives his record as 
follows: Private, April 2, 1778, in Captain Simc^Mi Brown's company. 
Colonel Jacob (icrrish's regiment; service, three months, one day; 
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privHlc, Caplain Miles CiretMiwcxMrs foiiipaiiy, Colonel tJacob Ger- 

risli's regiment, February 3, 1778, ser-

pany of Captain Miles Greenwood, of Salem. " My fatlier was second 
lieutenant and took me with him, and had me enrolled in the same 
company, and receivinl for my service due pay and rations. It was 
in the spring of 1778 that we enlisted, three months, I think, and 
were sUitioutMl at Winter Hill. 1 wjus then in my thirteenth year, an<l 
acte<l as waiter or attendant to my father, he being an officer and al- 
h>wcd <ine allcndant. At I he ex[Mration of first enlistment 1 imme- 
«lialely cnh\sle<l in the same company of which SimcHin Brown was 
nnidc caplain. and Nathan Uowcn, of Marblchcad, liculcnanl. This 
second enlistment was for three months, llemained at Winter Hill. 
On termination of second enlistment, I enlisteil again in Capt. Samuel 
J fuse's CO. for six months in the winter «if 1778-!), say alwnit the 
last of December. 1 receiveil no written discharges. 'i'heo[>hilus 
Hachcllcr was lieutenant of (!apl. Iluse's (Huupany and luul my name 
cnn»lliHl in a company Innik kept by him at the time. 1 was among 
those to guard Hurgoyne. I was chosen Fusileer to give the motions 
under Lieut. Gideon Charles, who had charge of the drill, I being 
well acquainted with Steuben's exercises. I recollect the death of a 
British officer who was shot in his chaise near Prospect Hill by one of 
our guard, for disobedience of an order that none of the prisoners on 
|)arole should bring any females into their quarters. I was present 
at the time, saw him shot and fall out of the chaise. My birth is re- 
corded in the town records of Lynn. 1 n<iw live in Lynn and have 
since the Itevolution, except one year from 1815 to 1810 when 1 lived 
in Mendon. Theophilus Bacheller says the Orderly Book is in his 
possession. Nov. 17, 1832." 

The cljiim was allowed with $,37.37 per year and $75.51 back pay. 

Daniel Watts died in lA-nn, September 25, 1842, leaving a widow, 
Elizabeth, to whom the accrued pension was paid. His home was in aa 
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old house called "The Abbey" which stood where the Fayette Street 

school is now. According to S. S. Ireson, he was a very taill man. . 

Watts, John. — ^The record of this man cannot be traced with certainty, | 

although he was an officer and, it would seem, a man of some pronii- ■ 

neuce. His son Daniel speaks of the fact of his father being allowed an 
attendant in the spring of 1777, while stalione<l at Winter Hill, and of 
himself as filling the [position, although a hul of only twelve years. Al- 
though the birth of John Watts is not 
rccH>rded in i^ynn, his home was here, at 
least after his marriage to Elizabeth 
Ingalis, September 23, 1766, and here 
we find the births of his children, Daniel, Anna, Jacob, John, and Will- 
iam. His second marriage took place November 25, 1790, to Mrs. 
Abigail Fell. She died June 2, 1801, aged sixty-one, and he die<l Janu- 
ary 27, 1804, aged sixty-nine, of "lung fever." 

Besides lieing borne on the rolls of Ca|)tain Ezra Newhall's company 
of minute-men, as sergeant, his name appears as second lieutenant in 
Captaiin Joseph Hitler's (rt>mpany, Colonel Jonathan Titcomb's regi- 
ment, in a roll made up in camp at Providence, July (», 1777. In the 
spring of the next year, 1778, he was sccmid lieuleiianl in Captain Miles 
Greenwood's company, (-olonel Jac?ob (lerrisirs regiment of guards at 
Winter Hill, an<l he probably saw other service. 
Wati's, William, — ^given in the Massachusetts rolls as both of I^ynn and 
Chelsea, is cre<lited with a long service in the war, beginning pos- 
sibly with his service in Captiiin Spraguc's ixtnipany, which respondinl 
to the licxington alarm, although it cannot be proven that this was the 
same nuin who is given as from Lynn and Chelsea in a list behinging to 
Captain Ijindsey's company who took the oath in Middlesex County, 
July 6, 1775, recpiired by Congress to be taken by the Massachu.setls 
army. The latter served until the en<l of that year, when he was given 
an order for money in lieu of a lM)unty coat. He also served in Captain 
Hitler's company at Rhode Island for two nuinths, six days, during the 
summer of 1777. In October of that year he enlisteil for three years, and 
served during most of that time in various companies and regiments. 
He is reported as desertetl for two months, but returned to the army, 
and also in the summer of 1780 he was reported as sick and absent, 
also as belonging to Captain McFarland's corps of invalids. 
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The Pension Office hns a reconl tluit Williiini WiitLs diccl in Essex 
County, December 13, 18 li, a private in the 4tli regiment, and his 
]ieirs received five years' half-pay, or $48 per year, in lieu of one hun- 
dred acres' bounty land to which he was entitled. 

June 13, 1805, a Williniii Watts was married to Sally Parrott by Mr. 
Thatcher. Children, Stephen 11. and William. Mrs. Watts died 
September G, 1812. A certificate on file in tlie probate records, Ma\' 
19, 1818, shows that Stephen 11. Watts, aged nine, and William Watts, 
jigwl seven, arc only heirs of William Watts, late private in United States 
nrmv. 

Wellman, Abraham, — undoubtedly of the Lynnfield family of Wellraans, 
was a private in Captain Joshua Brown's company. Colonel Timothy 
Higelow's regiment; service fn»m April 10, 1777, to l)cceml)cr 31, 1779, 
part of the time at Van Shaick's Island, part of the time in Rhode Island 
campaign; reported sick and absent in March and April, 1779, also 
in S<»ptembcr an<l October, 1770; did guanl duty in Boston. 

Wkllman. JAMfris,— not given in the Massachusetts rolls, but found in a 
descriptive list in Colonel Hutchinson's Orderly Book. Age, seventeen 
years; height, 5 ft. 3 in.; light complcxi<m, light hair, brown eyes. 
Laborer, cnlisteil for tliree years. 

WKfiTiMAN, Jesse, — private, ^on of Stephen and Susanna (Pedrick) Well- 
man, was born in liynnfiehl, December 27, 1743. His home was near 
Pilling's Pond, South Lynnfield, in an old house torn down more tlian 
fifty years ago. This house was one of tlie most venerable in Lynn, 
having been built during the early Indian wars, when every house was a 
fortress. Mr. Wellman was the next neighbor of Daniel Townsend, 
and went with him on the morning of April 19, 1775, to Menotomy. 
It is said that, together with his brother Thomas, at least eight other 
men went from the same roof-lree that day to fight the British. He, 
however, does not seem to have taken any other part in the war. His 
name appears in the parish reconis of Lynnfield but once or twice, ancl 
then only as hanng done work on the parsonage, for which he presents 
his bill. He never marric<l, and died in I/ynnfield, September 18, 1830. 
He is buried in the old ccMuetery at Lynnfield Centre, where a nmrble 
stone and bronze marker of tlie S. A. R. were erected in 1904. 

Wellman, Jonathan, — private, son of Jonathan and Ksther (Newhall) 
Wellman, was born in liynnfield, September 22, 1743, and was a 
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(HMLsiii of Jossir ami 'riuiiiuui. lie was iiiarricil, i\rsi, Uy Uev. Hciijaiiiiii 
Aduiiis, Dec-eiitber 19, 1771, to Sarah Newliall, daughter of Jeremiah 
and Sarah (Hates) Newhall, lM>rn Octolier IG, 17t$3. She died A|inl |

His only military service was at the I^xington alarm, when he uuirehed 
with the company of Captain Nathaniel Bancroft. lie died Feliru- 
ary 0, 18t^^, and is buried in the okl cemetery at Lynnfield Centre, 
llis widow, Susanna, administered his estate, the homestead consisling 
of thirty acres of land, dwelling, and barn. 

WKMJkiAN, Thomas, — private, s«m of Stephen and Susanna (l*e<lrick) Well- 
num, was born in Lynnfiehl, ^Tay Kl, 174^. lie was dcscendiMl fn>m 
Stephen Wellman, who was kille<l by the Indians at Deerfiehl, Septem- 
ber 18, 1675. His father's death is thus cpiaintly re<ronle<l in the records 
of the I^ynnfield church: "July 1, 17U0. ])ie<l Stephen Wellman of a 
fall that bmke his Silver (\)rd, aged .5(.*' llis mother had ditnl seven 
days liefore. 

He marricHl April Id, 17(m, Martha Follett, iMirn June II, 17:17. 
daughter of Jonathan and Abiah (Ihxlges) Follett, of Attlelioro. His 
ithildren were Anna, Martha, Anna, and Abiah. At the time of the 
licxington alarm he was living in the old Wellnuin house tm the shore 
«>f rilling*s Pond, llie lunist; from which Iradilion .says al least ten men 
respondeil to the call to arms on the morning of April IS), 177.>, not all 
of the name of Wellman, however. Thomas Wellman and his brother. 
Jesse, marched with Captain Bancroft's company and were with Daniel 
Townsend when he wa.s killcMl. Mr. Wellman was shot in the knee a I 
the same time. When volunteers were called for in the sununer «)f 
1777 to intercept the progress of the British army from Canada, Thonuis 
Wellman enlisted in the com])any of C\i plain Zadock Buffinton, Cohmel 
Samuel Johnson's regiment, and marclie<l to the Hudson Uiver. He 
was present at the surrender of Burgoyne, and was among those <le- 
taile<l to guanl the British army on the march to Cand>ridge. 

Mr. Wellman was a farmer, and took little part in the )mblic affairs 
of the town. He <lie<l 1)ecend>er ^.5, 1818, and his wife, Martha, dinl

MansHchl's regiment, ccMnniandecl hy Lieulenant-Colonel Israel Ilulcli- 
inson; eonipany reliirn ilaletl October 0, 1775; also onler for money 
in lien of a bonnty coat dated camp at Winter llill, November 4, 1775. 

Whitman', Jkssk, — son of Matthew and Martha (Humphrey) Whitman, 
was b<»rn in Weynionlh, Mass., .Inne 4, 17 W, and came to Lynn in I7«JJ. 
lie nuirried Mrs. Anna Gaines, March 20, 1770, and his cliildren were 
•Joseph, Jesse, Sarah, and Mary. He was warne<l ont of Lynn, Febru- 
ary 7, 1704, having cf>me from Weymouth. 

lie was in (.'aplain Ezra NcwhalPs company, ( oh>ncl John Mans- 
ficld's regiment, an onler for advance pay being signed by him at (Cam- 
bridge, June 8, 1775; also a private in the same company and regiment, 
the company return Ixing dated Octol>er 0, 1775; also engaged for 
the town of Lynn U) serve in the Continental Army in Captain Will- 
iams's company. Colonel Greaton's regiment, to serve during the war; 
also ap|)ears in a list of men mustered by Nathaniel Barber, muster- 
master for Suffolk (Jounty, dale<l Hoslcm, March *i, 1777. He is re- 
ported to have died in the campaign to the northwani in April, 1777. 

WiHTNKY, Stki'iikn, — was born in Harvard, Mass., May 1, 1757; nuirrie<l 
February 0, 1783, Persis Ix>cke, who was born in 1757, and die<l June 
^?5, l8tM». Stephen Whitney was at the battle of Deimingtcm in a wun- 
pany from Harvanl connnanded by Captain Hezekiah Whitney. He 
died in Lynn at the home of his daughter, June 0, 1831. The Lynn 
Mirror stated at the time that he was at the surrender of JJurgoyne. 

WiiiTTEMORK, William, — was htyrn in 1744, not in Lynn, but was marrie<l 
here, April 30, 1707, by Rev. John Treadwell, to Hethia Collins. He 
serve<l in the company of (^iplain William Farrington on the 10th of 
April, 1775; also enlisted April i?, 1778, as a private in Captain Simeon 
Brown's company, Colonel Jacob Gerrish's regiment, then engaged in 
guarding the (*apture<l British at (.*and>ridge. He wtis stntioned in and 
alK>ut Cambridge until July 3, when he wiu? transferred to Captain 
Nathan Sargent's wmipany in the same reginuMit. He continucHl in the 
service until July 17, when he wius discharge<l at Winter Hill. 

Little is known of him after the war. He ha<l at least one son. Will- 
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iuiii, Imifii February Hi, 1708, (IIchI Decreiiilier 14, I79:S. During his 
lust days he was cared for at Uie ainishouse, where he tlied June 5, 18^*^. 
ITis wife died March 29, 1809. lie is buried in the old Western Bury- 
ing (innnid, and his grave is nuirkc*d by a niarliU; stcuie and Iht* 
bronze nuirker of the S. A. It. 

Williams, Daniel, — lM>rn in 1755, a(:c:ording to a dcs<;ri))tive list dated Janu- 
ary ii9, 1781, in which his age is given as twenty-six years, his stature 
5 ft. 9 in., an«l liis complexion liglit, with light hair. His residence 
at that time was Salem, but later Lynn. Nothing has been founii 
concerning him except tliat he served in various companies and regi- 
ments during the entire period of the war. The I^'nn records give a 
Daniel Williams, married July 4, 1784, to Widow Sarah Flint, and 
also a Daniel who died in the poorhouse, January 4, 1812, but nothing 
in either case to indicate that they were one and the same man or that 
eitlier was a soldier. 

Williams, Ebenezeu, — sentenced to death, probably in the fall of 1777. 
at Saratoga, for deserting. Mr. llallowell saw him while under sen- 
tence, but adds, " Never saw him since." Mr. Williams's home was in 
Woodend, Lynn. 

Williams, Thomas, — appears in a list of prisoners captured by the British 
in the brig "Ilaskett & John," taken May 3, 1781; cximmittcd to the 
old Mill Prison, July 7, 1781. Residence given liyiin, acconling to the 
Essex County ilegister. 

Williams, Joseph, — appears in a descriptive list in Colonel lIuU*hinson*s 
Orderly HcMik. Age, forty-one; height, 5 ft. 10 in.; iHimplexion, light; 
hair, light; eyes, brown. Enlisted April C (1770?), three years. 

A Jo.seph WilliauLS was living in f4yini acctirding t<» the census of 
1790. 

Willis, John, — born in Marblehead, July 11, 1748; dicnl in Lyiui, June .>, 
1837, aged eighty-eiglit; buried in the old Western Ground, near his 
daughter, Mary, wife of Ezra Rhodes. He kept a public house on 

Bow Street. A large tree in front of the 
^yY^Jl^ ^yi^X/ j^ y house bore a sign which read: "John 
C^ Crvrl /K O^/^^/J^ Willis, Rum and other Spirits." The 

house in whch he died is still stand- 
ing on the present Rhodes Avenue. Tfc was pcnsi<)ne<l in ]8t{3, and 
in his deposition he states that at the end of May, 1775, he enlisted for 
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right inoiitlis iiiulcr ('nptnin l^iiulscy, iumI llint after saul Liiidscy wn.s 
broken lie wjis under Captain Daniel Galeucia. Jle went to Cam- 
bridge, and remained there during the whole of the eight months, which 
was until the last of December, 1775. Continuing, he says: "I was at 
i\\v Hnlllr of Hunker Hill. In I77G, T again enli.Ht(*«l lo gf> to Tifrondeniga 
to reinforce Gen. (lates, under Capt. Wilkins, of Middleton, and Col. 
Wigglesworth. It was in the spring, I think, that we went. On 
ihe way we passed through Groton, Charlestown, N.H., then 
fn)ssed the river and went into No. 4 wooils, so trailed. Uelurned 
fmm Tiii>nderoga by way of Lake ('liamj)lain an<l Albany. In 1777 
enlisted again under Zadock Buffinton for six months and marched to 
Saratoga. Passe<l through Bennington. Burgoyne was there when we 
arriveil. I wiuh there when Burgoyne surrendered, but did not come 
home with Ihe guard. Ileturne<l by way of Springfield in a small ile- 
lached ImmIv. 1 think it was alM>ut hay time when 1 enlisted. When we 
retunuMl. it was eolil weather and the ground was fnizen. AVhile at 
Saratoga, before the surrender of Burgoyne, our line made an attack 
upon a fortification which the Hessians were tlirowing up. I was 
among the numl>er and received a sword or bayonet wound in the thigh 
which disablinl me for twenly-cme days. We carried the redoubt an<l 
drove the Hessians aw^ay. In 1778, enlisleti in Ensign Cox's company 
for two months, lo go to BIkkIc Island. On arrival at Providence 
company was divided and Cox was apiH)inted captain of our division. 
1 move<l to Lynn in 177;^ and have liveil here ever since." The pension 
was allowed at the rate of $73.33 per year with $140.06 back pay. 

He was married by Ebenezer Burrill, Esq., to Dorcas, daughter of 
Ephraim and IVfary (Brown) Hall, l>e<*endH»r J>, 1773, an<l their children 
were Polly, Mary, and Betsey. 
Wii>;oN, Benjamin, — private, was probably born in Saugus, but no record 
is preserve<l. His name ap|)ears on the church reconls December 9, 
1700, when he was married by Rev. Mr. Roby to Ann Burrill. His 
farm was in North Saugus, and was located in a part of the six hun- 
dred acres, so callc<l. 

He marchc<l with his company, that of Captain David Parker, on the 
alarm of April 19, 1775, serving two days. lie was living in 1798, as 
.appears by an advertisement, in the Salem Gazette^ of marsh land to Ik; 
divided.
